Hartford,  November  30,  1893. 
To  His  Excellency,  Luzon  B.  Morris, 

Governor  and  Commander-in-Chief. 
Sir, —  As  required  by  law,   I  herewith  respectfully  present  the 
following  report  of  matters  connected  with  the  affairs  of  the  Connec- 
ticut National  Guard  for  the  fiscal  year,  ending  with  this  date. 

NEW    MILITIA    LAW. 

Soon  after  entering  on  the  duties  of  the  office  to  which  you 
appointed  me  I  found  that  a  revision  of  the  military  laws  of  the 
State  was  not  only  desirable,  but  really  necessary  in  order  to  keep 
pace  with  the  advances  made  in  military  science  in  recent  years,  and 
in  line  with  the  changes  in  organization  and  drill  inaugurated  by  the 
War  Department  of  the  United  States  for  the  regular  army  during 
the  past  two  or  three  years.  I  therefore,  with  your  approval, 
appointed  a  Military  Board,  consisting  of  Colonel  A.  C.  Tyler,  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel L.  F.  Burpee,  and  Captain  F.  G.  Beach  of  the  Con- 
necticut National  Guard,  and  Captain  W.  H.  C.  Bowen,  U.  S.  A.,  to 
take  the  work  in  hand.  This  board  was  made  up  of  but  four  mem- 
bers in  the  hope  of  faster  work  than  a  larger  number  would  accomplish, 
while  being  equally  thorough.  The  General  Assembly  was  then  in 
actual  session  for  business  for  the  first  time  in  nearly  four  years,  and 
in  order  to  get  a  proper  revision  of  the  military  law  before  it  for  ac- 
tion, promptness  was  absolutely  necessary.  The  Board  at  once 
organized  and  worked  with  such  energy  and  ability  that  it  was  able 
to  report  a  careful  revision  in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks. 

The  Brigadier-General  and  Colonels  commanding  regiments  in  the 
Brigade  having  been  invited,  meantime,  by  the  Board  to  look  over  its 
work  and  make  suggestions  before  its  completion,  and  report  to  the 
Adjutant-General.  The  result  had  my  approval  and  was  at  once 
submitted  to  the  Military  Committee  of  the  General  Assembly.  This 
committee   appointed  a  sub-committee  to  take   charge  of  the  report 
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and  go  into  its  details  with  reference  to  further  possible  changes. 
This  sub-committee  called  in  the  commandants  of  the  four  regiments 
of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  and,  after  a  thorough  examina- 
tion and  consideration,  the  revision,  as  submitted  by  the  Board,  with 
but  very  few  changes,  was  approved  and  adopted  by  the  Military 
Committee,  as  their  report  to  the  General  Assembly.  Having  the 
unanimous  approval  of  the  commanding  officers  of  the  Brigade  and 
the  Military  Committee,  it  is  not  surprising  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly ratified  the  work  by  enacting  it  into  law,  and  the  final  action  to 
give  it  full  force  and  effect  was  that  of  your  Excellency,  in  approving 
it,  on  the  second  of  June  last. 

The  State  now  has  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  and  liberal 
codes  of  law  of  any  State  in  the  Union.  To  be  sure  differences  of 
opinion  will  exist  in  this,  as  in  all  other  matters,  and  not  all  the 
changes  can  receive  unanimous  commendation.  One  instance  is  the 
change,  made  after  the  Board  reported,  taking  away  from  the  Com- 
mander-in-Chief the  power  of  sending  a  portion  only  of  the  Brigade 
into  an  annual  encampment,  which  change,  in  my  opinion,  was  not 
altogether  wise.  As  the  law  now  stands,  the  entire  force  must  go  in 
annually,  and  wrhile  this  may  be  desirable  and  would  likely  be 
followed  as  a  rule,  still  the  power  should  have  been  left  with  the 
Commander-in-Chief  to  send  in  less  if  circumstances  should  seem  to 
demand  it. 

Other  changes,  such  as  doing  away  with  regimental  districts  and 
providing  for  locating  organizations  with  reference  to  military  needs 
throughout  the  State,  putting  officers  on  regular  army  pay,  providing 
for  battalion  organizations  and  for  subsistence  of  troops,  changing 
term  of  service  from  five  to  three  years,  graduated  pay,  with  provision 
for  additional  pay  to  re-enlisted  men,  seem  judicious,  and  time  will 
doubtless  prove  their  wisdom. 

The  law  relating  to  courts-martial  is  considerably  changed.  En- 
listed men,  as  well  as  officers,  may  now  be  tried  by  a  General  Court- 
Martial,  instead  of  by  a  Field  Officer's  Court;  the  latter  is  retained, 
however,  for  the  trial  especially  of  enlisted  men  charged  with  "  minor 
offenses,"  as  specified  in  the  Articles  of  War. 

A  retired  list  for  officers  in  good  standing,  who  have  served  as 
such  for  five  years,  is  provided  for,  but  applies  only  to  active  officers. 
The  law  should  go  a  step  further  and  embrace  all  military  officers  who 
have  faithfully  served  the  State  for  that  length  of  time. 

The  law  provided  work  and  responsibility  for  the  Commissary- 
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General,  also  that  he  should  be  put  under  bonds,  but  neglected  to 
provide  any  salary  for  his  services.  This  omission  should  be  reme- 
died at  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly.  It  is  manifestly 
unjust  to  ask  the  head  of  the  Commissary  Department  to  give  his 
time  and  services  without  fair  remuneration. 

The  law  is  made  for  the  years  to  come,  as  well  as  for  the  present, 
and  to  that  end  provides  for  quite  an  increase  in  the  military  forces 
of  the  State  should  the  time  come  when  an  increase  is  necessary  or 
desirable.  No  addition  to  the  present  force  in  the  near  future  is 
recommended,  unless  it  be  in  the  line  of  Naval  Militia.  With  its  long 
and  exposed  coast  line  our  State  should  have  a  few  companies  of 
militia  drilled  with  especial  reference  to  seacoast  and  naval  service. 
If  a  war  again  comes  to  our  country  it  will  more  likely  come  from  the 
direction  of  the  sea.  The  law  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly, 
approved  by  your  Excellency  on  July  ist,  provides  that  four  of  the 
forty-eight  companies  authorized  by  the  law  previously  passed  by  the 
same  Assembly,  may  be  organized  for  such  service. 

This  provision  seems  eminently  wise.  Surely,  of  the  companies 
authorized  by  law,  one-twelfth  is  not  a  large  proportion  to  act  as  a 
naval  reserve,  and  be  drilled  as  a  special  force  for  coast  protection. 

One  division  is  now  being  organized  in  New  Haven  under  this  act, 
and  its  progress  will  be  watched  with  interest.  When  it  has  demon- 
strated its  practical  value  to  the  State,  the  forming  of  the  other  three 
divisions  in  cities  situated  along  our  seacoast  will  doubtless  com- 
mend itself  to  the  Board  constituted  by  law  for  the  purpose. 

If  they  should  materialize  in  the  near  future  it  would  make  a  total 
of  forty-two  companies  actually  organized  of  the  forty-eight  provided 
for  by  law.  When  taken  in  connection  with  the  Batteries,  Signal 
Corps,  Hospital  Corps,  and  Bands,  this  force,  if  kept  in  a  high  state 
of  efficiency,  will  be  sufficiently  large  and  complete  for  the  proper 
protection  and  wants  of  our  State  for  years  to  come. 

Before  concluding  my  remarks  under  this  head  I  would  say  that, 
after  finishing  its  work  on  the  law,  the  Board  took  up  the  revision  of 
the  Regulations  in  order  to  condense  and  also  harmonize  them  with 
the  changes  in  the  law.  At  this  writing  the  Board  has  substantially 
completed  its  work  and  is  nearly  ready  to  make  its  final  report. 

The  aim  of  the  Board  has  been  to  condense  all  the  rules  neces- 
sary into  as  few  words  as  possible  and  to  avoid  repetition.  To  that 
end  forms  of  ceremonies  laid  down  in  Drill  Regulations  have  been 
omitted,  and  forms  for  orders  and  correspondence  have  been  placed 
in  the  appendix. 
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It  was  considered  necessary  to  give  rules  for  Court-Martial  pro- 
ceedings in  considerable  detail.  Explicit  directions  are  given  as  to 
the  method  of  preferring  charges,  duties  of  members  of  the  Court, 
rights  of  persons  on  trial,  and  the  making  up  of  records  of  trials  so 
that  hereafter  there  will  be  uniformity  of  method,  which  will  greatly 
assist  the  dispensing  of  military  justice.  There  will  be  only  about 
700  paragraphs  in  the  new  Regulations,  as  compared  with  2,032  in 
the  old. 

It  is  confidently  expected  that  this  office  will  be  able  to  have 
printed,  in  plain,  readable  type,  the  militia  laws,  regulations,  and 
the  Articles  of  War,  all  duly  indexed  in  one  volume,  complete,  and 
not  have  it  much,  if  any,  larger  than  the  present  U.  S.  A.  Drill 
Regulations. 

I  repeat  that  I  consider  the  law  as  a  whole  most  excellent,  and 
doubt  if  there  is  a  more  complete  or  more  liberal  one  in  any  State 
in  the  Union. 

ORGANIZATION    AND    MEMBERSHIP. 

The  new  law  passed  by  the  last  General  Assembly  necessitated  a 
number  of  changes  in  organization. 

The  General  Staff  was  increased  by  the  addition  of  a  Judge 
Advocate-General,  with  rank  of  Brigadier-General.  The  Brigade 
Staff  by  a  Judge  Advocate  and  a  Signal  Officer,  both  with  the  rank 
of  Major ;  and  by  two  Orderlies,  with  the  non-commissioned  rank  of 
Corporal. 

The  Machine-Gun  Platoons  were  rendered  obsolete,  and  four 
Sections  took  their  place,  constituting  a  Machine-Gun  Battery,  under 
command  of  a  Captain,  though  the  Sections  are  located  with  the 
four  Regiments  as  heretofore,  and  take  their  numerical  designation 
from  them. 

The  rank  of  the  Section  commanders  was  increased  one  grade  — 
from  Second  to  First  Lieutenant. 

Signal  Corps  as  parts  of  Regiments  were  also  done  away  with, 
and  made  into  a  Brigade  Signal  Corps  under  command  of  the 
Signal  Officer  on  the  Brigade  Staff.  The  new  designation  of  each 
Corps  is  "  Section,"  and  it  takes  its  numerical  designation  from  the 
Regiment  with  which  it  is  located. 

Battalion  formation  was  inaugurated  under  the  new  law  by  the 
election  of  an  additional  Major  for  each  Regiment  and  the  appoint- 
ment of  Battalion  Adjutants,  with  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  and 
Sergeant-Majors  for  each  Battalion. 
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The  Colonels  now  have  a  mounted  Orderly,  each  with  rank  of 
Corporal. 

Regimental  Bands  were  authorized  to  have  twenty-five  members 
instead  of  twenty  as  heretofore. 

Regimental  District  Judge  Advocates  were  done  away  with. 

As  now  organized  the  First  and  Second  Regiments  have  two 
Battalions  of  five  Companies  each,  and  the  Third  and  Fourth  Regi- 
ments two  Battalions  of  four  Companies  each.  Battalions  are  each 
under  command  of  a  Major. 

The  new  organization  is  fairly  under  way,  and  another  year  will 
doubtless  demonstrate  its  practical  value  and  efficiency,  and  how 
much  of  an  improvement  it  is  over  the  old. 

Though  1,909  individual  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  National 
Guard  during  the  past  twelve  months,  the  total  strength  has  changed 
but  a  trifle.  The  strength  of  the  Brigade  on  December  1,  1892,  was 
2,776.  The  gain  by  appointments  and  enlistments  (including  Naval 
Militia)  was  940.  The  loss  by  resignations,  discharges,  transfers, 
and  deaths  was  969. 

The  net  loss  was,  therefore,  29  during  the  year,  which  is  wonder- 
fully small  considering  that  the  new  law,  by  cutting  down  the 
term  of  service  from  five  to  three  years,  gave  hundreds  of  men  the 
right  of  discharge  by  reason  of  expiration  of  service.  It  shows  a 
strong  recuperative  power  in  our  military  organizations  and  that  the 
love  of  service  among  our  young  men  is  as  strong  as  ever.  The 
above  figures  would  show  the  present  strength  to  be  2,747,  but  as 
they  do  not  include  the  Staff  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  or  the 
Assistant  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster  Generals,  numbering  twelve 
in  all,  who,  by  the  new  law  are  specifically  made  members  of  the 
Guard,  these  must  be  added.  The  total  strength,  therefore,  of  the 
Connecticut  National  Guard  on  November  30,  1893,  as  shown  by  the 
records  in  this  office,  is  2,759  officers  and  men. 

The  percentage  of  membership  to  maximum  strength  allowed  by 
orders  to  the  various  commands  of  the  National  Guard  varies  but 
little  from  last  year.     It  averages  91.12  per  cent. 

governor's  guards. 

These  organizations  comprise  two  companies  of  Horse  and  two 
of  Foot.  One  of  each  being  located  in  Hartford  and  New  Haven, 
respectively. 

The  First  Company  of  Foot,  under  Major    E.  Henry   Hyde,  Jr., 
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located  in  Hartford,  has,  as  usual,  full  ranks,  and  is  in  first-class  con- 
dition. It  made  three  ordered  and  two  voluntary  parades  during  the 
year.  A  total  of  over  one  hundred  officers  and  men  appearing  for 
duty  on  each  occasion. 

The  Second  Company  Foot,  Major  Benjamin  E.  Brown  com- 
manding, is  located  in  New  Haven,  and  has  been  entirely  reorganized 
and  newly  uniformed  during  the  present  season.  Its  uniform,  like 
the  First  Company's,  is  of  the  continental  style,  very  showy  and 
very  complete.  It  has  full  ranks  of  excellent  material.  Its  member- 
ship is  composed  largely  of  veterans  of  the  State  or  United  States 
service.  It  has  wonderfully  improved  in  drill,  discipline,  and  general 
military  appearance,  and  bids  fair  to  soon  rival  the  First  Foot,  which 
is  giving  it  a  high  meed  of  praise.  It  paraded  three  times  during 
the  year,  having  on  its  last  parade,  for  the  first  time  in  many  years, 
the  maximum  number  allowed  by  law,  besides  quite  a  number  of 
supernumeraries. 

The  First  Company  Horse,  Major  William  G.  Hubbard,  is  located 
in  Hartford,  and  has  a  membership  of  73  officers  and  men,  as  against 
a  maximum  of  144  allowed  by  law.  It  has  made  three  ordered  and 
one  voluntary  parades  during  the  year.  At  the  voluntary  parade  a 
competitive  prize  drill  in  sabre  exercise  was  held,  and  a  handsome 
gold  badge  was  awarded  the  winner.  The  enterprise  of  the  com- 
pany on  this  occasion  is  commended. 

The  Second  Company  Horse  is  commanded  by  Major  Dennis  A. 
Blakeslee  and  located  in  New  Haven.  It  has  a  total  membership  of 
73  officers  and  men  at  this  date,  as  against  144  maximum  allowed  by 
law.     It  made  two  regular  and  one  special  parades  during  the  year. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  each  company  of  Horse  has  exactly  the 
same  total  of  membership,  which  is  but  a  trifle  over  fifty  per  cent,  of 
the  maximum  allowed  by  law.  It  seems  strange  that  with  but  two 
mounted  military  companies  in  the  State  their  numerical  strength 
should  be  so  weak.  For  some  reason  this  arm  of  the  service  does 
not  seem  to  be  popular  with  the  young  men  of  our  State  having 
military  predilections.  As  compared  with  their  membership  of  a 
year  ago  the  First  Company  has  lost  three  and  the  Second  Company 
twenty-one.  Mounted  troops  are  expensive  organizations,  and  Con- 
necticut, in  times  of  peace,  will  do  well  not  to  increase  its  present 
limit  of  two  Companies. 

All  of  the  Companies  of  Governor's  Guard  held  their  usual 
meetings  for  drill  during  the  season  and  are  in  about  their  ordinary

state  of  equipment  and  discipline,  with  the  exception  of  the  Second 
Company  Foot,  whose  changes  for  the  better  have  been  noted  above. 
The  following  table  shows  the  strength  of  the  different  organizations 
comprising  the  National  and  Governor's  Guards  of  our  State :

SPRING    PARADES,   1893. 

By  General  Orders,  No.  9,  A.  G.  O.,  each  company  of  Infantry, 
Hospital,  and  Signal  Corps,  Machine-Gun  Platoons  and  Platoons  of 
Light  Artillery  of  the  National  Guard,  and  each  company  of  Gov- 
ernor's Guard  was  ordered  to  parade  one  day  during  the  month  of 
May  for  rifle  practice,  guard  duty,  and  drill.  The  parades  were  duly 
made  and  officers  specially  designated  attended  the  drills  of  the  differ- 
ent organizations  and  made  written  reports  on  their  condition, 
efficiency,  number  present,  kinds  of  duty  performed,  and  time  spent 
on  each. 

These  reports  show  that  rifle  practice  by  squads  to  qualify  for  re- 
spective classes  in  marksmanship,  and  drill  in  extended  order,  occu- 
pied most  of  the  time.  Good  length  of  days  were  spent,  and  the 
men  showed  a  commendable  desire  to  learn  and  do  their  full  duty. 
A  large  percentage  was  present,  as  shown  by  the  accompanying  ta- 
bles. The  following  showed  100  per  cent,  present  for  duty :

X  ADJUTANT-GENERAL  S    REPORT. 

In  the  First  Regiment, —  Company  C,  Hospital  Corps,  Signal 
Corps,  and  Machine-Gun  Platoon. 

In  the  Second  Regiment, —  Company  D,  Hospital  Corps,  Signal 
Corps,  and  Machine-Gun  Platoon. 

In  the  Third  Regiment, —  Company  D,  Hospital  Corps,  Signal 
Corps,  and  Machine-Gun  Platoon. 

In  the  Fourth  Regiment, —  Company  K  and  Machine-Gun  Platoon. 

Soldierly  bearing,  discipline,  and  military  courtesy  were  uniformly 
good.  Drill  in  extended  order,  in  most  cases,  not  as  smoothly  and 
expertly  done  as  it  should  have  been  after  the  winter's  drill;  firing 
practice  quite  well  done,  except  where  strong  winds  or  stormy 
weather  interfered.  Guard  duty  poorly  done,  as  a  rule,  and  the  men, 
with  comparatively  few  exceptions,  had  not  memorized  the  general 
orders  of  sentinels  as  required  by  the  new  Guard  Manual. 

A  few  companies  practiced  executing  orders  given  by  signal,  and 
succeeded  fairly  well.  All  should  practice  movements  by  signal, 
which  in  the  field  are  so  absolutely  necessary.

DRILL  SEASON,  NOV.  I,  1892,  TO  JUNE  I,  1893. 

General  Orders,  No.  19,  A.  G.  O.,  1892,  specified  that  the  spe- 
cial feature  of  the  drill  season  then  ordered  should  be  instruction  and 
practice  in  guard  duty ;  also  that  field  and  staff  officers  should  be 
detailed,  as  had  been  the  orders  for  the  two  preceding  years,  to 
attend  the  drills  of  organizations  and  report  upon  all  aspects  of  their 
appearance  for  and  performance  of  duty. 

The  special  feature  ordered  could  not  be  fully  complied  with,  as 
the  new  Guard  Manual  of  the  U.  S.  A.  was  not  issued  until  late  in 
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the  season.  However,  officers  and  men  did  the  best  they  could  in 
the  short  time  they  had,  some  commanding  officers  ordering  special 
drills  in  guard  duty  after  the  regular  season  had  closed.  Prior  to  en- 
campment, I  saw  guard  duty  very  well  performed  in  armories,  but 
during  the  tour  of  duty  at  Niantic  it  was  certainly  very  imperfectly 
done.  Many  of  the  men  knew  their  duty,  but  did  not  perform  it. 
Upon  the  officers  rests  the  responsibility,  and  they  must  be  held 
largely  accountable  for  the  dereliction  of  the  men.  It  would  assist 
matters  greatly,  if  people  were  not  allowed  to  cross  the  guard  lines 
during  daylight,  but  were  compelled  to  come  into  camp  by  the  estab- 
lished guard  entrances. 

The  visits  of  Capt.  Bowen  of  the  Regular  Army,  detailed  for  duty 
at  this  office,  to  the  different  commands  on  drill  nights,  and  his  pains- 
taking methods  in  explaining  technicalities  and  making  clear  doubt- 
ful points  in  the  minds  of  officers  and  men  regarding  matters  of  reg- 
ulations, Articles  of  War,  rules  and  customs  of  the  regular  army,  etc., 
were  beneficial  and  duly  appreciated,  I  doubt  not,  by  all  in  the  ser- 
vice. It  was  with  regret  that  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  learned 
of  the  termination  of  his  detail,  on  June  26th  last.  He  served  zeal- 
ously and  efficiently  on  the  Military  Board  for  the  Revision  of  the 
Military  Law  and  Regulations  until  the  Board's  work  was  nearly  com- 
pleted. He  had  also  prepared  a  course  of  lectures  on  Military  Sci- 
ence, which  it  was  his  intention  to  deliver  during  the  drill  season  of 
1893-4. 

If  it  is  to  be  the  policy  of  the  War  Department  to  cancel  details, 
and  order  regular  officers  to  their  posts  on  such  short  notice,  and 
when  they  are  in  the  midst  of  important  work  for  the  State,  as  was 
the  case  with  Capt.  Bowen,  it  will  have  a  tendency  to  discourage 
States  from  asking,  or  accepting  even,  the  services  of  regular  army 
officers  in  connection  with  their  National  Guards. 

The  attendance  of  the  command  during  the  drill  season,  as  shown 
by  the  reports,  was  very  good  indeed. 

The  "Figure  of  Merit"  for  the  Brigade  was  85.52  per  cent.;  for 
the  leading  Regiment  (Second)  96.61  per  cent.;  for  the  leading  Com- 
pany (C,  First  Regiment)  99.79  per  cent. 

I  would  here  say  that,  while  in  theory  the  "  Figure  of  Merit  "  plan 
is  excellent,  and,  to  a  certain  extent,  indicates  the  actual  standing  of 
the  various  organizations,  I  am  compelled,  by  careful  observation  of 
its  practical  workings,  to  say  that  it  is  not  infallible,  and  at  times  has 
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proved  misleading.  It  must  be  continued,  however,  until  a  better 
system  is  devised,  which  I  trust  may  be  in  a  not  distant  future. 

The  new  lines  of  military  instruction  are  now  thoroughly  under 
way  throughout  the  Brigade,  and  very  creditable  progress  has  been 
made. 

All  departments  of  the  service  have  been  supplied  with  standard 
books  of  instruction,  and  there  can  be  no  excuse  in  the  future,  if 
there  has  been  in  the  past,  for  a  lack  of  theoretical  knowledge.  The 
following  text-books  have  been  supplied  during  this  year :  "Manual 
of  Guard  Duty,  U.  S.  A.,"  "  Pettit's  Outposts,  Patrols,  Advanced  and 
Rear  Guards,"  "  Gallup's  Handbook  of  Military  Signaling,"  "  Ord- 
way's  Cycle  Infantry  Drill  Regulations,"  and  "  Sousa's  Trumpet  and 
Drum." 

The  United  States  Army  Drill  Regulations,  adopted  by  the 
United  States  in  1891,  had  already  been  adopted  and  issued  by  my 
predecessor  in  office. 

The  new  regulations  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  as  stated 
elsewhere,  are  nearly  finished,  and  it  is  expected  will  be  published 
and  issued  during  the  current  drill  season. 

This  work  will  fairly  complete  the  theoretical  equipment  of  our 
military  forces.  The  faithful  study  of,  and  practical  work  under 
them,  by  officers  and  men,  should  give  our  National  Guard  a  more 
advanced  position  in  theory  and  practice  than  ever  before  attained. 
I  have  faith  to  believe  that  this  will  be  the  result  before  the  end  of 
another  drill  season. 

ANNUAL    ENCAMPMENT. 

Under  orders  from  these  headquarters  the  entire  Connecticut 
National  Guard  went  into  camp  at  the  State  Military  Rendezvous  at 
Niantic  on  the  21st  day  of  August  for  a  six-days  tour  of  duty  under 
its  commander,  Brigadier-General  George  Haven. 

The  tents,  as  usual,  were  pitched  by  the  Quartermaster-General's 
department,  and  that  they  so  generally  withstood  the  terrible  gale  of 
Wednesday  night  and  Thursday  morning,  August  23d  and  24th, 
speaks  volumes  in  favor  of  the  thoroughness  of  that  department's 
work.  The  different  organizations  of  the  brigade  reached  camp  in  the 
midst  of  a  driving  rain  storm,  the  earliest  reporting  for  duty  at  9.05 
a.m.,  and  the  latest  at  11.12  a.m. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  brigade  reached  camp  and  were  ready 
for  duty  earlier  this  year  than  ever  before.     However  this  may  be,  the 
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promptness  was  certainly  exceptional  and  highly  creditable.  The 
rain  ceased  at  noon  and  immediately  after  dinner  the  camp  guards 
were  mounted  and  routine  duty  began.  The  only  interruption  during 
the  week  was  caused  by  the  memorable  storm  of  wind  and  rain  on 
Wednesday  night,  which  continued  so  severe  through  the  forenoon  of 
Thursday  that  all  drills  had  to  be  omitted. 

Circumstances  rendered  it  desirable  to  have  but  a  six-days 
encampment  this  year  instead  of  eight,  as  during  the  preceding  years. 
In  the  minds  of  some  this  seemed  a  step  backward,  but  judging  from 
the  results  attained  I  cannot  think  there  was  much,  if  any,  loss  by  the 
change.  If  Monday  forenoon  is  classed  as  loss  in  comparison  with 
preceding  years  it  is  slight  indeed,  for  the  rain  storm  this  year  would 
have  seriously  interfered  with  duty  had  the  brigade  gone  into  camp 
on  the  Saturday  previous,  while  it  did  not  prevent  the  entire  command 
from  reaching  camp  and  getting  ready  for  regular  duty  by  noon  of 
Monday.  In  my  opinion  an  eight-days  encampment  this  year  would 
have  cost  the  State  ^^io  more  than  a  six-days,  without  a  corresponding 
gain. 

The  attendance  at  camp,  as  reported  by  Brigadier-General  Haven, 
averaged  2,560^  for  the  six  days,  or  93.60^  of  the  entire  strength  of 
the  brigade,  a  commendable  showing. 

A  commissioned  and  a  non-commissioned  officer  of  the  regular  army 
were  in  camp  during  the  entire  week  —  Captain  A.  M.  Wetherill,  6th 
U.  S.  Infantry,  was  detailed  by  the  War  Department  to  attend  our 
tour  of  duty  and  report  upon  the  same.  A  copy  of  his  official  report 
was  received  and  issued  last  month  in  circular  form  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  brigade.  His  criticisms  were  most  severe  with  reference 
to  guard  duty,  salutes  by  men  to  officers,  and  armament.  He  com- 
mends the  general  provision  made  for  the  comfort  of  the  men  by  the 
State,  such  as  location  for  healthfulness,  tenting,  and  messing;  the 
latter  he  says  "  was  excellent  and  the  food  well  cooked  and  of  great 
variety." 

In  closing  his  report,  (which  is  given  in  full  on  page  210,)  he  says  : 

"The  Connecticut  National  Guard  is  made  of  material  of  which 
the  State  should  be  proud,  and  with  a  little  more  time  for  real  drill, 
both  in  the  armory  and  in  camp,  could  become  the  equal,  if  not  the 
superior,  of  any  in  the  United  States." 

Sergeant  J.  H.  Condon,  of  Battery  H,  1st  U.  S.  Artillery,  was 
detailed  from  Fort  Columbus,  Governor's  Island,  New  York  Harbor, 
to  instruct  in  practice  firing  and  drill  at  our  Seacoast  Battery.     The 
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detail  for  this  Battery  is  made  up  of  one  man  from  each  company  of 
the  four  regiments,  under  command  of  Major  Geo.  E.  Albee,  ordnance 
officer  of  the  Brigade. 

.  Under  the  instruction  of  Sergeant  Condon  two  daily  drills  were 
held,  with  practice  firing  from  the  mortars  at  varying  elevations.  The 
Sergeant  proved  himself  a  worthy  and  competent  instructor,  giving 
general  satisfaction  and  gaining  the  respect  of  all  with  whom  he  came 
in  contact. 

An  officers'  class  was  ordered  and  held  daily  this  year  in  camp. 
Much  technical  instruction  was  given  and  general  information 
disseminated.  These  meetings  or  classes  are  so  important,  in  my 
opinion,  that  they  not  only  should  be  a  regular  feature  of  camp  week, 
but  should  also  be  held  during  each  drill  season. 

The  schedule  drills  of  all  organizations  in  camp  were,  with  hardly 
an  exception,  faithfully  performed ;  the  attendance  in  rather  frequent 
instances,  however,  seemed  unnecessarily  small. 

Guard  duty,  especially  of  sentinels  on  their  beats,  was,  as  a  rule, 
imperfectly  done.  It  is  evident  that  incentives  for  better  work  must 
be  offered,  or  stricter  measures  of  discipline  applied  in  order  to  have 
decided  improvement  in  this  respect.  If  officers  and  non-commis. 
sioned  officers  of  the  guard  do  not  see  that  sentinels  are  more  faithful 
during  their  short  periods  of  active  duty,  staff  or  other  officers  must 
be  detailed  to  report  delinquents,  whether  officers  or  men,  to  the  end 
that  all  such  be  held  to  strict  account  for  their  derelictions. 

The  faults  are  mainly  of  willfulness  and  not  ignorance.  Sentinels, 
when  on  their  line,  know  better  than  to  sit  or  lie  down  on  the  grass, 
with  their  gun  butts  in  the  air  and  bayonets  in  the  earth.  It  is  not 
sufficient  excuse  to  say  that  they  have  no  orders  to  stop  any  one  from 
passing  and  repassing  their  guard  line  during  the  daytime.  They  do 
have  orders  to  patrol  their  line  with  their  arms  in  proper  positions 
during  the  short  time  required,  and  should  faithfully  obey  them.  It 
is  no  great  hardship  to  do  this  until  the  "  Relief  "  comes  and  gives 
them  their  interval  of  rest. 

With  the  exception  noted  the  discipline  generally  of  the  camp  was 
good,  the  nights  were  remarkably  quiet,  and  I  have  yet  to  hear  of  a 
complaint  of  depredation  of  any  kind  from  anyone.  The  policing  of 
the  grounds  and  care  of  quarters  were  the  best  I  ever  saw  in  any  camp 
within  or  without  the  boundaries  of  our  State. 

The  great  want  of  the  Niantic  Rendezvous  is  a  good  rifle  range. 
Soldiers  who  do  not  know  how  to  shoot  with  some  degree  of  accuracy 
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would  make  a  poor  showing  in  time  of  trouble.  Expertness  in 
this  respect  requires  much  practice,  and  while  the  regimental  ranges 
serve  an  excellent  purpose  they  should  be  supplemented  by  a  range 
of  not  less  than  six  hundred  yards  at  Niantic.  Then  all  the  State 
rifle  matches  could  and  should  be  shot  on  this  range,  as  recommended 
by  the  Brigade  Commander  in  his  report. 

The  reports  of  the  Surgeon-General  and  Medical  Director  speak 
of  loss  by  breakage  in  hospital  stores  caused  by  swaying  of  the  dis- 
pensary tents,  and  recommend  the  erection  of  a  small  wooden  building 
as  a  permanent  brigade  dispensary.  From  personal  observation  I  am 
satisfied  that  such  a  structure  is  necessary,  and  before  another  encamp- 
ment trust  it  may  be  provided. 

The  regimental  signal  corps  by  the  new  law  are  designated  as 
Sections,  and  made  into  a  brigade  corps  under  command  of  the 
brigade  signal  officer.  They  remain  located,  however,  with  their 
regiments,  as  heretofore,  except  when  in  camp.  The  men  this  year 
were  mounted  on  safety  bicycles,  the  officers  on  horses.  Signaling 
was  practiced  each  day  with  flag  and  heliograph  and  a  good  degree  of 
proficiency  attained.  Cycles  seem  well  adapted  for  signal  corps  use. 
They  are  noiseless,  portable,  and  speedy,  and  can  be  arranged  for 
carrying  rifle,  overcoat,  and  blanket.  On  review  the  appearance  of 
the  brigade  signal  corps,  mounted  as  described,  was  decidedly  unique 
and  effective.  The  men  found  some  difficulty,  however,  in  keeping  the 
speed  of  their  wheels  down  to  the  quick  time  of  infantry,  double  time 
being  much  easier  for  them. 

Battery  A  and  the  Machine-Gun  Battery  did  good  and  faithful 
work  throughout  the  week.  The  same  is  also  true  of  the  Infantry 
organizations.  The  regimental  and  battalion  drills  were  excellently 
done  considering  the  short  time  and  comparatively  few  opportunities 
they  have  had  for  practice. 

Company  drills  in  extended  order  were  well  performed,  but  com- 
pany commanders  were  not  present  at  these  drills  as  often  this  year 
as  they  should  have  been. 

The  reviews  of  the  brigade  were  very  successful.  The  one  before 
your  Excellency  on  Friday  was  the  best  I  ever  saw  in  our  State. 
Alignments  and  distances  were  better  kept  and  salutes  by  officers 
were  properly  made  during  the  march,  with  hardly  an  exception. 

The  order  limiting  the  amount  of  baggage  to  be  taken  into  camp 
was  fairly  obeyed  except  by  two  regiments.  The  Quartermaster- 
General  informs  me,  and  the  Brigade  Inspector's  report  shows,  that 
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fifty-six  wagon  loads  of  baggage  were  transported  to  camp,  of  which 
one  regiment  had  twenty-four,  besides  what  its  men  took  in  their 
knapsacks.  This  was  an  unwarranted  amount,  and  will  not  again  be 
permitted. 

On  the  whole,  the  results  of  the  week's  encampment  at  Camp 
Morris  were  very  satisfactory.  A  substantial  gain  in  efficiency  and 
military  knowledge .  was  made,  and  the  entire  record  of  the  tour 
of  duty  was  as  good  as.  if  not  better  than,  that  of  any  previous  en- 
campment. 

The  following  table  shows  number  present  and  absent,  also  per- 
centage present  at  Camp  Morris,  1893  :

COMMISSARIAT. 

Under  the  revised  law  the  position  of  commissary-general  be- 
comes for  the  first  time  in  many  years,  if  ever  in  this  State,  a  respon- 
sible and  at  times  arduous  one.  That  officer  is  charged  with  the 
furnishing  of  subsistence  to  the  troops.  Heretofore,  for  a  long  period, 
the  State  has  allowed  a  cash  commutation  of  thirty  cents  per  day  to 
enlisted  men  for  rations.  How  to  satisfactorily  subsist  the  men 
without  greatly  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  usual  cash  commutation 
was  a  problem  requiring  careful  consideration  and  good  judgment  to 
solve. 

It  was  represented  to  the  Commissary-General  that  "  regular  army 
rations,"  being  so  different  from  what  the  men  were  used  to  in  their 
daily  life,  or  what  they  had  heretofore  supplied  themselves  with  in 
camp,  would  hardly  be  acceptable  to  them  if  supplied  by  the  State. 
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In  order  to  get  the  best  possible  information  on  the  subject  the 
Commissary-General  called  a  conference  of  officers  at  the  Adjutant- 
General's  office  in  June  last.  Besides  the  Commissary,  Quartermaster, 
and  Adjutant-Generals  there  were  present  the  Brigadier-General 
commanding  the  National  Guard  and  three  of  the  four  colonels  com- 
manding the  regiments  of  the  brigade,  the  fourth  colonel  being  una- 
voidably absent  but  submitting  his  views  in  writing. 

A  thorough  discussion  of  the  subject  was  had  and  various  plans 
considered,  with  the  final  result  that  a  unanimous  conclusion  was 
reached  by  the  officers  that  the  most  feasible  plan,  and  one  which 
undoubtedly  would  prove  most  satisfactory  to  the  men,  was  for  the 
commissary-general  to  make  contracts  with  responsible  caterers,  put- 
ting them  under  sufficient  bonds,  to  furnish,  during  the  encampment, 
good,  wholesome,  and  substantial  meals,  according  to  a  detailed  bill 
of  fare  drawn  up,  perfected  and  agreed  upon  by  the  officers  present, 
and  as  such  fare  could  not  be  furnished,  even  under  large  contracts, 
without  costing  probably  three  times  the  commutation  heretofore 
allowed  by  the  State,  it  was  agreed  that  the  State  should  pay  one- 
half  the  cost,  providing  the  men  would  pay  the  other  half. 

The  officers  were  desirous  of  having  the  very  best  quality  of  food 
furnished  the  men  and  in  fair  variety,  and  though,  on  the  basis 
agreed  upon,  it  would  be  more  expensive  to  the  State  than  heretofore, 
and  very  likely  more  expensive  than  for  it  to  furnish  and  cook  regu- 
lation rations,  when  prepared  to  do  so,  the  course  taken  seemed  fully 
justified  by  the  situation. 

The  plan  was  at  once  submitted  to  the  men,  through  their  com- 
manders, and  almost  without  exception  duly  ratified.  The  wisdom  of 
the  entire  action  was  fully  demonstrated  during  the  week  in  camp. 
Probably  never  in  the  history  of  our  State  encampments  were  men 
so  well  and  properly  fed.  Not  only  was  the  best  quality  of  food 
insisted  upon,  but  also  thoroughness  and  cleanliness  in  its  prepara- 
tion, cooking,  and  serving.  The  sanitary  conditions  of  the  buildings 
and  surroundings  were  also  carefully  attended  to.  The  Commissary 
and  Surgeon  Generals  and  the  Medical  Director  made  thorough  inspec- 
tions daily  of  all  the  mess  houses,  kitchens,  and  surroundings.  Their 
inspections  were  supplemented  also  by  the  surgeons  and  assistant 
surgeons  of  the  brigade.  The  good  effects  of  all  this  were  shown  in 
the  large  percentage  of  men  reporting  for  daily  duty  and  in  the  won- 
derful health  of  the  brigade. 

The   Medical  Director  in  his  report  says  it  was   "phenomenal,"

surpassing  anything  he  had  ever  seen,  that  but  eleven  men  were 
reported  excused  (four  in  hospital  and  seven  in  quarters),  during  the 
entire  week,  and  that  this  number  is  in  excess  of  the  actual  fact,  as 
two  or  three  were  carried  on  the  reports  from  day  to  day  and  so 
duplicated  in  the  count. 

There  was  a  decided  saving  to  the  men  in  the  cost  of  messing 
when  compared  with  previous  years.  Under  the  old  way,  when  each 
organization  made  its  own  arrangements,  the  price  paid  by  each  man 
ranged  usually  from  $y  to  $9  per  week,  and  the  highest  prices  did 
not  always  mean  the  best  messing.  As  the  State  allowed  $1.80  per 
man  it  left  the  net  cost  to  the  men  ranging  from  $5.20  to  $7.20  per 
week. 

Under  this  year's  plan  uniformity  in  contracts  was  secured  and 
the  cost  to  the  men  was  $2.75  for  the  week. 

Much  credit  is  due  the  Commissary-General  for  the  able  and  faith- 
ful manner  in  which  he  performed  his  arduous  duties,  and  his  recom- 
mendations for  the  future  are  heartily  approved  by  me. 

The  wooden  kitchens  erected  just  before  encampment  by  the 
Quartermaster-General's  department  facilitated  his  work  and  proved 
of  grea£  advantage  to  the  caterers. 

RIFLE    PRACTICE. 

During  the  season  at  the  regimental  ranges  rifle  practice  has  been 
had  under  inspectors  as  in  years  gone  by  and  men  have  qualified  in 
the  different  classes  for  the  regimental  teams  to  shoot  at  the  State 
Rifle  Match,  which  was  held  this  year  on  October  5th,  at  Hartford. 
The  latter  resulted  in  the  winning  by  the  First  Regiment  team  of  the 
first  prize,  silver  cup,  the  score  being  328  at  200  yards  and  335  at 
500  yards.     Total,  663  ;   per  cent.,  78.93. 

The  second  prize,  bronze  bust  of  General  Grant,  was  won  by  the 
Second  Regiment  team,  the  score  being  325  at  200  yards,  and  313  at 
500  yards.     Total,  638;  per  cent.,  75.95. 

The  third  prize,  bronze  statuette  Roman  soldier,  was  won  by  the 
Third  Regiment  team,  the  score  being  318  at  200  yards,  and  267  at 
500  yards.     Total,  585  ;  per  cent.,  69.64. 

Original  orders,  series  of  1888,  prescribed  that  each  member  of 
the  team  winning  the  first  prize  should  be  awarded  a  suitable  medal 
by  the  State.  In  accordance  therewith  a  handsome  medal  was  given 
to  each  member  of  the  First  Regiment  team. 

The  same  orders  also  prescribed  that  when  either  trophy  had  been 
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won  three  times  by  the  team  from  one  organization  it  should  become 
the  property  of  that  organization.  Each  of  the  trophies  has  now 
been  won  three  times  by  teams  representing  the  First,  Second,  and 
Third  Regiments,  viz.: 

First  prize  was  won  by  the  First  Regiment  team  in  1888,  1892, 
and  1893. 

Second  prize  was  won  by  the  Second  Regiment  team  in  1888, 
1892,  and  1893. 

Third  prize  was  won  by  the  Third  Regiment  team  in  1889,  1892, 
and  1893. 

The  trophies  have  therefore  become  the  property  of  the  regiments 
in  the  order  named. 

For  next  year's  competitive  match  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 
State  to  provide  new  trophies. 

Rifle  practice  throughout  the  National  Guard  should  be  encour- 
aged in  every  reasonable  way. 

The  Brigadier-General  commanding  the  Brigade  suggests  that 
the  Brigade  Signal  Corps,  Machine-Gun  Battery,  and  Battery  A  be 
permitted  to  enter  teams  in  future  brigade  rifle  tournaments.  This 
should  be  done,  though  it  would  seem  that  if  possible  these  teams 
should  be  somewhat  proportioned  in  strength  to  that  of  their  respect- 
ive  organizations. 

MILITARY    ENROLLMENT. 

The  old  law  provided  for  an  annual  enrollment  of  all  male  citizens 
between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  between  the  first  of 
October  and  the  first  of  December  following,  under  the  direction  of 
the  selectmen  of  the  various  towns  of  the  State,  who  were  to  make 
report  to  the  Adjutant-General  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  of  December. 

The  new  law  directs  that  the  enrollment  shall  be  made  in  the 
month  of  January  each  year,  and  the  report  made  to  the  Adjutant- 
General  on  or  before  February  fifteenth. 

As  the  new  law  was  not  enacted  until  June  last,  no  enrollment 
under  it  could  be  made  during  1893.  I  am  only  able,  therefore,  to 
give  the  result  of  the  enrollment  for  1892,  as  returned  to  this  office  by 
the  selectmen  December  15,  1892.     A  summary  is  as  follows  :

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By  comparison  with  the  preceding  year  it  will  be  seen  that  there 
are  5,899  more  persons  found  liable  to  the  commutation  tax  in  1892 
than  in  1891,  and  that  there  was  paid  the  State  the  net  sum  of 
$137,223  for  commutation  tax  this  year  as  against  the  net  sum  of 
$126,531  last. 

The  enrollment  by  towns  and  counties  appears  in  full  in  the 
Appendix. 

EXPENSES  OF  THE  NATIONAL  GUARD. 

The  payments  by  the  officers  of  the  respective  departments  on 
account  of  the  military  establishment  of  the  State  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  September  30,  1893,  are  as  follows :

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  in  comparing  this  year's  expendi- 
tures on  military  account  with  last  year's,  quite  a  gratifying  decrease 
is  found,  and  that  the  total  amount  expended  is  well  within  the  sum 
received  by  the  State  from  the  military  commutation  tax. 

EXAMINING    BOARD. 

In  accordance  with  General  Orders  No.  14,  A.  G.  O.,  c.  s.,  the 
Brigadier-General  commanding  the  Brigade  appointed  members  of  the 
Examining  Board  and  convened  it  at  the  Adjutant-General's  office 
July  10,  1893,  at  10  o'clock  a.  m.,  for  the  examination  of  all  officers 
ordered  to  appear  before  it.  The  Board  was  in  session  four  days, 
during  which  fifty-two  officers  were  examined  and  passed  satisfac- 
torily, two  were  excused  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board,  and 
four  officers  were  discharged  from  the  military  service  of  the  State  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  Board. 

The  wisdom  of  the  law  in  not  commissioning  newly  elected  offi- 
cers until  they  have  been  examined  by  a  thoroughly  competent  board 
of  officers  and  found  duly  qualified  for  their  respective  positions, 
is  demonstrated  every  year.  It  ensures  capability  and  gives  the 
National  Guard  a  higher  standard  of  excellence  in  the  personnel  of 
its  officers  than  it  would  otherwise  obtain. 
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AUTUMN    INSPECTIONS    AND    MUSTER. 

In  October  the  armories,  band-rooms,  and  State  property  gener- 
ally were  inspected  by  the  Quartermaster-General's  Department. 

As  a  result  I  am  informed  by  the  Quartermaster-General  that  in 
some  instances,  —  and  this  is  especially  true  of  some  of  the  large 
armories  belonging  to  the  State,  —  he  found  armory  buildings  quite 
in  need  of  extensive  repairs.  Having  been  built  without  cellars  or 
proper  excavations  to  protect  them  from  the  ground,  foundation  tim- 
bers, braces,  and  even  floors,  were  discovered  to  be  badly  decayed 
and  extensive  repairs  were  imperatively  necessary.  The  same  condi- 
tion of  affairs  existed  at  the  State  Arsenal,  where  considerable  car- 
penter work  and  thorough  painting  was  done  in  order  to  put  it  in  a 
neat  and  serviceable  state. 

Dampness  in  armories,  particularly  in  company  rooms,  has  had  an 
injurious  effect  upon  clothing,  equipments,  and  arms.  Uniforms  are, 
as  a  rule,  considerably  worn  and  beyond  being  made  neat  by  clean- 
ing and  repairs.  Most  of  the  arms  are  the  Peabody  rifle,  good  in  its 
day,  but  now  obsolete  and  no  longer  manufactured.  All  such  should 
be  condemned  and  replaced  by  Springfield  or  first-class  magazine 
rifles  in  the  near  future. 

The  annual  muster  and  inspection  of  the  National  Guard  was 
ordered  by  this  office  to  be  made  between  the  ioth  and  25th  days  of 
November  and  duly  executed  by  the  Brigade  Commander,  assisted 
by  members  of  his  Staff. 

His  report  in  detail  of  the  number  present  and  absent  in  each 
organization,  the  percentage  present  of  each,  and  a  recapitulation  of 
all,  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

BY-LAWS. 

Uniformity  of  by-laws  for  all  organizations  of  the  National  Guard 
is  very  desirable,  and  as  the  new  law  fairly  defines  and  regulates 
penalties,  a  uniform  system  should  be  devised  and  adopted. 

Heretofore  varying  rules  and  penalties  have  been  prescribed  by 
the  different  organizations.  One  has  fined  its  members  but  twenty- 
five  cents,  perhaps,  for  the  infraction  of  a  rule  where  another  has 
made  the  penalty  one  dollar  for  the  same  offense.  The  social  part 
should  also  be  eliminated  from,  or,  at  least,  be  kept  separate  and 
subordinate  to,  the  military  part. 
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KNAPSACKS. 

The  present  style  of  knapsack,  when  packed,  is  very  burden- 
some to  the  men.  All  the  weight  bears  down  on  the  straps  crossing 
the  shoulders,  and  the  major  part  of  it  rests  on  the  collar  bone. 

The  Quartermaster-General  has  been  looking  for  an  improved 
knapsack,  and  is  now  trying  a  new  device  for  the  purpose,  gotten  up 
by  Colonel  Merriam  of  the  regular  army  and  called  the  "  Merriam 
Pack."  This  one  brings  the  weight  largely  on  the  hips,  the  shoul- 
ders serving  mainly  to  steady  it  and  keep  it  firm.  The  trial  of  it  has 
thus  far  been  satisfactory,  and  it  is  expected  to  prove  much  superior 
to  those  now  in  use,  in  which  event  their  adoption  will,  in  a  not  dis- 
tant future,  be  recommended. 

PENSIONS. 

Under  the  Act  of  Congress  dated  June  27,  1890,  there  have  been 
filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  through  this  office  1,091  claims  for 
pensions. 

From  November  30,  1892,  to  November  30,  1893,  the  number  of 
pension  claims  granted  was  119,  the  total  amount  of  first  payments 
being  $22,645.34.  The  total  number  of  pension  vouchers  executed 
for  pensioners  free  of  charge  by  this  office  for  the  year  ending- 
November  30,  1893,  was  1,129,  *ne  casn  amount  of  same  being 
$46,613.57.  The  total  amount  collected  on  vouchers  executed  in  the 
Adjutant-General's  office  since  June,  187 1,  is  $744,585.77. 

In  order  to  forward  the  disposition  of  pension  claims  sent 
through  this  office  and  awaiting  adjudication,  also  to  ascertain  their 
exact  status,  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  visited  in  person  the 
Pension  Department  at  Washington  last  April  in  the  interest  of  117 
such  cases.  As  a  result  he  was  enabled  to  greatly  facilitate  matters 
and  to  give  parties  interested  more  definite  information  as  to  the 
standing  of  their  respective  claims. 

The  usefulness  of  this  office  to  pensioners  and  others  interested 
in  war  matters  is  constantly  demonstrated  by  the  stream  of  calls  for 
information  on  every  conceivable  subject  connected  with  the  service. 
It  has  also  been  instrumental  in  defeating  illegal  or  unjust  claims 
against  the  State.  Persons  sometimes  appear,  with  attorneys,  before 
the  General  Assembly,  claiming  to  have  been  entitled  to  State 
bounties,  which  they  have  not  received,  and  asking  payment.  On  a 
search  of  the  records  in  this  office,  however,  conclusive  evidence  has 
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been  furnished  the  legislative  committee  of  the  General  Assembly 
having  the  matter  in  charge,  that  the  claimants  had  already  been 
duly  and  fully  paid. 

A  case  of  this  nature  appeared  before  the  last  General  Assembly, 
and  when  the  representative  of  this  office  appeared  before  the 
Claims  Committee,  with  his  record  of  facts,  to  contest  the  claim,  the 
parties  making  it  incontinently  withdrew  their  case. 

MILITARY    MANAGEMENT    OF    STATE    PRISON. 

The  General  Assembly  at  its  last  session  appointed  a  special 
committee  to  investigate  the  affairs  of  the  State  Prison  at  Wethers- 
field.  During  the  progress  of  the  investigation  it  was  thought  best 
to  grant  a  leave  of  absence  to  the  warden  and  to  put  the  Prison,  for 
the  time  being,  under  military  management. 

At  the  request  of  the  committee,  and  by  direction  of  your 
Excellency,  orders  were  issued  from  the  Adjutant-General's  office 
placing  Brigadier-General  Haven  in  charge  of  the  Prison  and  all 
State  property  connected  therewith,  including  books  and  papers,  on 
April  17th  last,  with  authority  to  detail  any  portion  of  his  command 
he  might  deem  necessary  to  assist  him  in  preserving  order  and  pro- 
tecting property. 

General  Haven  promptly  took  possession  in  person  on  the  above 
named  date,  and  detailed  Lieutenant-Colonel  Cole,  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  Almy,  and  Major  Giddings,  of  his  staff,  also  Chaplain 
Kelsey,  of  the  First  Regiment,  and  Lieutenant  Thomson,  Assistant 
Surgeon  of  the  Third  Regiment,  to  assist  him  in  his  duties. 

He  continued  actively  in  charge  until  Tuesday,  August  1st,  when 
orders  were  issued  relieving  him  from  duty  at  the  Prison,  and  direct- 
ing him  to  turn  everything  in  his  charge  over  to  the  newly-elected 
warden,  who  began  his  duties  on  that  date. 

It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  to  the  military  department  of  the 
State  and  of  justice  to  General  Haven,  to  say  that  he  performed  his 
duties  —  delicate,  arduous,  and  important  as  they  were  —  with 
fidelity  and  rare  good  judgment,  securing  the  commendation  of  the 
legislative  committee  and  yourself,  and  giving  satisfaction  to  all. 

soldiers'  home  at  noroton. 
The  important  institution  at  Noroton  Heights,  known  as  "  Fitch's 
Home  for  the  Soldiers,   and   Soldiers'   Hospital  of  Connecticut,"  is 
doing  a  beneficent  work  in  supporting,  in  a  humane  and  liberal  way, 
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indigent  veteran  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  of  this  State,  who,  by 
reason  of  age  and  other  infirmity,  are  unable  to  earn  their  own  living. 

It  is  situated  on  an  elevated  plateau,  in  a  healthy  region,  about 
two  and  a  half  miles  inland  from  Long  Island  Sound,  which  it  over- 
looks, as  well  as  an  extended  stretch  of  country  round  about. 

There  are  thirteen  structures,  large  and  small,  in  all,  eight  being 
on  property  owned  by  Fitch's  Home,  and  five  on  property  belonging 
to  the  State. 

Fitch's  Home  for  the  Soldiers  was  chartered  through  the  influence 
of  Benjamin  Fitch  of  Darien,  Connecticut,  in  the  year  1864.  The 
purpose  for  which  the  corporation  was  organized  was  for  the  support 
of  persons  who  shall  be,  or  shall  have  been,  soldiers  in  the  service  of 
the  United  States,  and  for  the  support  and  education  of  such  soldiers' 
children.  The.  Home  was  managed  by  trustees  of  the  corporation 
from  1864  to  1887,  and  the  State  paid  to  the  trustees  a  certain  sum 
per  week  for  the  care  of  soldier  inmates.  During  this  long  period  the 
Home  had  no  hospital,  nor  resident  surgeon.  About  1884  the  Legis- 
lature appropriated  $15,000  to  the  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
an  addition  to  the  main  building,  and  that  sum  was  expended  in  con- 
structing what  is  now  known  as  the  new  part  of  that  building.  In 
1887  the  Legislature  passed  an  Act  placing  the  Soldiers'  Hospital 
Board  in  control  of  the  Home,  and  the  trustees  turned  over  to  the 
State  all  of  the  personal  property  belonging  to  it,  also  giving  to  the 
State  the  use  of  the  real  estate  so  long  as  the  property  was  maintained 
as  a  soldiers'  home.  The  same  act  also  provided  that  $20,000  of  the 
Fitch  fund  should  be  held  in  trust  and  the  income  of  it  applied  to  the 
repairs  of  the  buildings  upon  the  Fitch's  Home  property,  and  such 
other  purposes  as  the  Board  might  deem  proper.  The  State  then 
purchased  additional  land  upon  the  south  of  the  Home  property,  upon 
which  the  hospital,  chapel,  engine-house,  and  superintendent's  cottage 
now  stand,  and  subsequently  purchased  the  land  on  the  west  side  of 
the  highway  in  front  of  the  Home,  where  the  Water  Pumping  Station 
is  now  located,  and  very  recently  purchased  still  another  piece  of 
land  to  the  north  of  the  Home,  upon  which  are  no  buildings. 

Appropriations  were  made  by  the  Legislature  of  1893  for  an  addi- 
tion to  the  Hospital,  $12,000;  for  a  lavatory  for  the  main  building, 
$8,000;  and  for  the  purchase  of  land,  $1,200.  Also  an  appropriation 
of  $5,000  for  a  plant  for  lighting  the  Home.  The  addition  to  the 
Hospital  is  now  in  course  of  construction  as  well  the  Lavatory.  The 
accommodations  now  consist  of  255  beds  for  the  Home  proper,  and 
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50  in  the  Hospital,  making  a  total  of  305  beds,  which  will  soon  be  in- 
creased by  the  new  additions  to  a. total  of  about  335.  For  the  first 
time  in  the  history  of  the  Home  these  beds  are  all  full,  and  there  are 
a  number  of  applicants  awaiting  vacancies. 

Religious  services  are  held  in  the  Chapel  every  Sunday.  The 
clergymen  at  present  officiating  are,  Rev.  Mr.  Requa,  Presbyterian; 
Rev.  Mr.  French,  Episcopal;  ana!  Rev.  Mr.  Hoyt,  Congregational. 
The  Rev.  Father  Roger,  Roman  Catholic,  of  Stamford,  also  holds 
such  religious  services  as  may  be  desired  of  him  by  the  officers  and 
inmates  of  the  Home. 

Entertainments  are  also  given  in  the  Chapel  by  volunteer  associa- 
tions from  time  to  time.  The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  Sons  of  Veterans,  and  private  citizens 
have  made  many  donations  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital  and  Reading 
Room,  and  for  the  furnishing  of  the  Chapel. 

Only  those  soldiers,  sailors,  and  marines  who  served  during  the 
war  of  the  Rebellion  in  Connecticut  regiments,  or  in  the  navy  or 
marine  corps  upon  the  quota  of  this  State,  and  those  who,  at  the 
time  of  their  enlistment,  were,  and  at  the  time  of  making  application 
are,  residents  of  this  State,  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Home. 

The  contracts  for  building  the  additions  to  the  Hospital  and 
Lavatory  and  the  latest  purchase  of  land  mentioned  above  were  made 
during  the  present  year. 

A  contract  for  lighting  the  Home  complete  with  a  Tirrill  Gas 
Machine  has  been  recently  made  with  the  Tirrill  Gas  Machine  Com- 
pany of  New  York,  conditioned  on  the  satisfactory  working  of  the 
machine  in  every  respect  for  a  period  of  one  year,  and  work  under 
the  contract  will  be  commenced  at  once. 

The  water  supply  is  furnished  from  artesian  wells  situated  upon 
land  west  of  the  roadway  and  belonging  to  the  State.  The  sewerage 
is  provided  for  by  sewers  owned  by  the  State,  and  extend  from  the 
Home  to  tide  water,  about  two  and  one-half  miles  distant. 

The  general  management  of  the  institution  is  vested  by  law  in 
"  The  Soldiers'  Hospital  Board  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,"  which 
consists  of  the  Governor,  Adjutant-General,  and  Surgeon-General, 
with  three  honorably  discharged  veteran  soldiers,  residents  of  this 
State,  who  are  nominated  by  the  Commander  of  the  Department  of 
Connecticut,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  confirmed  by  the 
Governor,  all  holding  office  for  the  term  of  two  years  succeeding 
their  appointment. 

Adj.  Gen.— 4 
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The  immediate  oversight  and  management  is  delegated  by  the 
Board  to  an  Executive  Committee,  now  consisting  of  Captain  A.  B. 
Beers  of  Bridgeport,  chairman;  General  L.  A.  Dickinson  of  Hart- 
ford, treasurer ;  Colonel  Wm,  E.  Morgan  of  New  Haven,  secretary ; 
and  E.  E.  Bradley  of  New  Haven. 

The  duties  of  this  committee,  especially  of  its  chairman,  have 
been  very  arduous  this  year  on,  account  of  much  extra  work 
in  addition  to  the  regular  routine,  such  as  the  new  additions  and 
lighting  already  mentioned,  and  steam  heating  and  plumbing.  The 
exteriors  of  buildings  have  been  painted,  a  new  slate  roof  has  been 
put  on  the  main  building,  a  new  metallic  laundry  machine  has  been 
put  in,  etc.  All  these  have  required  frequent  meetings  and  almost 
constant  attention. 

Captain  James  N.  Coe  is  still  the  efficient  superintendent,  and 
with  his  staff,  consisting  of  Lieut.  L.  G.  Logan,  Adjutant  Franklin 
Dart,  Surgeon  W.  G.  Brownson,  and  Assistant  Surgeon  M.  A.  Schar- 
ton,  faithfully  cares  for  the  comfort  of  the  old  soldier  inmates. 

I  have  spoken  at  considerable  length  of  the  Home,  for  the  reason 
that  many  changes  have  been  made  within  recent  years  which  have 
not  been  especially  noticed  in  connection  with  the  military  depart- 
ment of  the  State. 

For  several  years  prior  to  this  one  the  Adjutant-General  has  not 
been  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  therefore  has  not  had 
the  same  opportunities  of  becoming  so  intimately  acquainted  with  the 
work  of  the  Home  and  the  great  good  it  is  accomplishing  as  the 
present  one  has.  The  Home  has  been  greatly  enlarged  and  perfected 
in  every  direction  and  is  now  an  institution  of  which  the  State  may 
be  justly  proud. 

OFFICIAL    TRIPS. 

As  it  has  been  the  custom  of  my  predecessors  to  make  note  of 
prominent  official  trips  I  will  here  give  some  account  of  the  five  most 
important  ones  made  during  the  present  year  by  yourself  and  staff, 
viz.  :  The  trip  to  Washington  to  attend  the  Inauguaration  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  on  March  4th,  the  trip  to  New  York 
to  witness  the  great  Naval  Review,  April  27th,  the  trip  to  Chicago  to 
attend  the  opening  of  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition,  May  1st, 
the  trip  to  Chicago  to  attend  the  exercises  of  "  Connecticut  Day " 
at  the  State  Cottage  on  the  Exposition  Grounds,  October  nth,  and 
the  trip  to  Trenton,  New  Jersey,  to  take  part  in  the  dedication  of  its 
Battle  Monument,  October  19th. 
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president's  inauguration. 

The  start  for  Washington  was  made  at  i.io  o'clock  p.m.,  Thursday, 
March  2d,  from  New  Haven,  under  pleasant  auspices  though  at  a 
cold  season  of  the  year.  On  account  of  the  immense  amount  of 
travel  we  did  not  reach  the  Capitol  city  until  early  a.m.  of  the  3d. 
We  found  pleasant  quarters  for  the  entire  party  at  hotel  "  Cochran  " 
which  had  been  previously  engaged  by  Quartermaster-General  Harbi- 
son. During  our  stay  Mr.  F.  J.  Hart,  the  manager,  and  Mr.  Heath, 
clerk  (both  formerly  of  New  Haven),  did  everything  in  their  power 
for  our  comfort  and  enjoyment. 

The  slight  rain  on  the  evening  of  the  3d  did  not  seem  to  interfere 
to  any  material  extent  with  the  very  successful,  though  informal, 
reception  tendered  your  Excellency  by  Connecticut  residents  in 
Washington  at  the  parlors  of  the  Wimodausis  Club.  A  steady  stream 
of  people,  as  your  Excellency  remembers,  called  during  the  two 
hours'  reception,  to  pay  their  respects  to  yourself  and  party,  all  of 
whom  appreciated  and  felt  duly  grateful,  I  am  sure,  for  the  kind 
attention  and  hospitality  shown  on  that  evening  by  old  residents  of 
Connecticut,  who  seemed  overjoyed  at  having  the  opportunity  to  wel- 
come the  chief  Executive  of  their  State  at  the  Nation's  Capital. 

Inauguration  Day  opened  with  a  terrible  storm  of  snow  and  wind 
which,  in  connection  with  the  intense  cold,  made  the  weather  as 
unpropitious  as  it  could  possibly  be.  Fortunately,  our  party  was  not 
mounted  but  rode  in  carriages,  which  fairly  protected  us  during  the 
tedious  delays  and  long  route  of  the  procession  and  rendered  our 
situation  much  more  comfortable  than  that  of  some  of  the  Governors 
of  other  States  and  their  staffs,  who  were  mounted  and  thus  exposed 
to  the  full  force  and  fury  of  the  blizzard. 

It  seems  as  if  our  national  law-makers  had  seen  enough  of  March 
weather  in  Washington  at  different  presidential  inaugurations  to 
change  the  date  to  the  last  of  April  and  so  to  have  a  milder  season 
and  a  date  in  keeping  historically  with  the  first  Presidential  inaugura- 
tion. The  attendance  at  the  Inaugural  Ball  on  the  evening  of  the  4th 
and  the  call  on  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States 
on  the  6th  concluded  the  official  part  taken  by  yourself  and  staff  in 
the  ceremonies  of  the  Inauguration.  After  that  came  informal  visits 
to  the  Treasury,  Dead  Letter  Office,  etc.,  closing  with  witnessing  the 
beautiful  display  of  fireworks  on  the  evening  of  the  6th. 

The  start  for  home  was  made  at  7.50  o'clock  a.m.  of  the  7th,  and 
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the  party  safely  arrived  at  New  Haven  late  on  the  same  day  and  there 
separated,  after  a  successful  and  interesting  trip. 

COLUMBIAN    NAVAL    REVIEW. 

On  the  afternoon  of  April  26th,  yourself,  staff,  and  party  went  to 
New  York  and  took  possession  of  the  excellent  quarters  provided  for 
them  at  the  Holland  House. 

The  next  morning  —  the  day  of  the  Columbian  Review  —  opened 
with  chilly,  foggy,  and  rainy  weather,  which  continued  until  noon. 
Then  the  fog  lifted,  and  at  about  two  o'clock  p.  m.  President  Cleve- 
land and  his  party,  on  the  U.  S.  S.  Dolphin,  led  the  way  between  the 
lines  of  the  war  vessels  of  our  own  and  foreign  nations,  followed 
closely  by  the  two  steamers  carrying  the  Diplomatic  Corps,  United 
States  Senators  and  Congressmen,  Governors  of  States,  and  other  in- 
vited guests. 

The  scene  was  indescribably  grand.  The  most  magnificent  spec- 
imens of  war  marine  architecture  of  many  nations  were  in  line  under 
review.  As  the  vessels'  yards  were  manned,  the  salutes  fired  and  the 
bands  of  music  played  in  rapid  succession,  while  the  President's  ves- 
sel steamed  slowly  between  the  long  lines  ranged  on  either  side,  the 
effect  was  inspiring,  and  the  sight  one  never  to  be  forgotten. 

The  President's  reception  to  the  naval  officers  completed  the  re- 
viewing exercises,  and  the  hundreds  of  vessels  and  thousands  of  spec- 
tators rapidly  disappeared  from  the  scene. 

Our  vessel  reached  the  dock  at  about  five  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  a  half 
hour  later  we  were  again  safely  ensconced  in  the  Hotel  Holland.  The 
great  ball  at  Madison  Square  Garden,  and  the  magnificent  search- 
light exhibition  by  the  war  vessels  in  the  evening,  closed  the  cere- 
monies. 

OPENING    OF    COLUMBIAN    EXPOSITION. 

The  start  of  yourself  and  staff  from  New  York  for  Chicago  was 
made  at  10.30  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  April  28th,  via  New  York 
Central  and  Michigan  Central  railroads.  Detroit  was  reached  in  the 
early  morning  of  the  29th,  and  the  day  was  spent  there  in  the  most 
enjoyable  manner  as  the  guests  of  Mr.  W.  B.  Mills  and  other  Detroit 
citizens.  The  generous  hospitality,  which  included  the  substantial 
breakfast,  the  sail  on  Mr.  Mills's  steam  yacht,  the  elegant  dinner  at 
the  Detroit  Club,  the  drive  around  the  city,  the  lunch  and  informal 
reception  at  the  Club  in  the  evening,  with  the  final  friendly  escort 
and  adieux  as  we  left  at  9.30  p.  m.,  combined  to  make  the  short  stay 
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in  that  beautiful  city  one  which  we  shall  ever  hold  in  pleasant  and 
grateful  remembrance. 

Chicago  was  reached  at  8  o'clock  a.  m.  on  the  30th,  and  in  the 
midst  of  a  cold  and  copious  rain  storm  we  were  driven  to  our  quar- 
ters at  the  Victoria  Hotel,  which  we  found  very  satisfactory. 

The  ceremonies  of  opening  day  at  the  Columbian  Exposition,  as 
arranged,  were  duly  carried  out  on  May  1st.  The  weather,  though 
not  exactly  propitious,  was  more  endurable  than  it  had  been  for 
several  days  previous,  and  an  immense  multitude  of  spectators 
gathered  in  front  of  the  Administration  Building  to  witness  the  exer- 
cises. President  Cleveland's  part  came  last,  and  at  the  conclusion 
of  his  address,  when  he  pressed  the  electric  button  which  started  the 
machinery  and  was  the  final  act  of  opening  the  Exposition,  such  a 
scene  was  presented  as  is  rarely  witnessed  in  a  lifetime.  The 
wheels  of  the  great  "Allis"  engine  began  to  revolve,  immense  foun- 
tains sent  columns  of  water  to  great  heights,  flags  went  up  as  if  by 
magic,  bands  of  music  played  the  "  Hallelujah  Chorus,"  guns  belched 
forth  thunderous  salutes,  and  the  voices  of  tens  of  thousands  of  peo- 
ple rent  the  air  in  loud  huzzas.  The  opening  was  now  an  accom- 
plished fact,  and  the  enormous  crowds  of  humanity  slowly  dispersed. 

By  previous  arrangement,  yourself  and  staff  met  members  of  the 
Connecticut  Board  of  World's  Fair  Managers  and  others  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  public  exercises  at  the  Connecticut  State  Build- 
ing, and  dedicated  the  same. 

As  the  arrangements  were  hurriedly  made  and  the  hour  of  meeting 
quite  late,  the  exercises  were  entirely  informal,  the  addresses  of  your- 
self and  others  being  brief  and  impromptu.  Quite  a  company  of 
people  were  present,  and  all  seemed  to  enjoy  the  speeches  as  well  as 
the  refreshments,  which  were  served  immediately  after. 

The  executive  manager  suggested  October  nth  for  "Connecticut 
Day,"  and  that  date  was  unanimously  decided  upon  by  him  and  the 
joint  committee  on  ceremonies,  and  duly  approved  by  yourself. 

A  general  inspection  of  the  building  was  made,  and  it  appeared 
to  be  quite  satisfactory  to  the  visiting  officials.  It  is  fairly  well  situ- 
ated and  conveniently  arranged.  The  style  of  architecture  is  Colo- 
nial and  much  of  the  furniture,  especially  on  the  second  floor,  is 
genuinely  antique,  sent  out  from  our  own  State.  The  main  rooms  on 
the  first  floor  comprise  general  reception  room,  ladies'  parlor,  gentle- 
men's sitting  room,  Manager's  office,  registry  room,  with  post-office 
and  dining-room.     Three  of  the  rooms  of  the  second  floor  were  fitted 
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up  to  represent  the  three  oldest  towns  of  the  Connecticut  colony, 
Hartford,  Windsor,  and  Wethersfield,  and  furnished  to  commemorate 
special  incidents  in  Connecticut  history,  being  named  accordingly, — 
Ellsworth,  Washington,  and  Charter  Oak  rooms. 

The  official  duties  being  ended,  May  2d  was  spent  in  sight-seeing 
mainly  at  the  Exposition. 

The  return  trip  was  begun  at  11.45  o'clock  the  same  night  and 
ended  at  10.15  o'clock  a.m.  on  the  4th  at  New  Haven,  where  the 
party  separated  after  a  somewhat  fatiguing,  but  very  interesting  trip. 

"  CONNECTICUT    DAY  "    AT    COLUMBIAN    EXPOSITION. 

In  company  with,  and  as  guests  of,  the  Board  of  World's  Fair 
Managers  of  Connecticut,  your  Excellency  and  staff  started  at  noon. 
October  7th,  for  Chicago,  and  arrived  there  at  8  o'clock  p.m.  on  the 
8th,  having  had  a  special  train,  with  dining  car  complete,  from  New 
York.  All  were  at  once  taken  to  comfortable  quarters  at  the  Chicago 
Beach  Hotel.  The  following  day  was  "  Chicago  Day,"  and  showed 
by  far  the  greatest  attendance  of  people  at  the  Fair  of  any  one  day, 
the  newspapers  giving  the  record  as  713,646  paid  admissions  and 
37,380  on  passes,  making  the  enormous  total  of  751,026  people  on 
the  grounds  during  that  day.  The  special  attractions  of  the  day 
were  many  and  varied.  During  the  afternoon  and  evening,  especially, 
the  floats  representing  the  discovery  and  progress  of  America,  and 
later  the  display  of  fireworks,  were  grand  and  viewed  by  multitudes 
of  interested  spectators. 

Our  party  spent  this  and  the  following  day  in  general  sight- 
seeing,  mainly  at  the  Exposition. 

On  the  evening  of  the  10th  occurred  the  card  reception  at  the 
Connecticut  Cottage,  given  by  the  Connecticut  Board  of  Managers, 
especially  for  commissioners  of  other  States  and  other  officials  of 
the  Exposition,  at  which  Mrs.  Geo.  H.  Knight,  chairman  of  the  Lady 
Board  of  Managers,  Hon.  David  M.  Read,  chairman  of  the  Connec- 
ticut Board  of  Managers,  Mrs.  Morris  and  your  Excellency  received. 
There  was  a  large  attendance  of  guests  who  were  presented  by  your 
staff,  acting  as  ushers  by  request  of  the  Managers.  Fine  music  was 
discoursed  during  the  evening  and  an  excellent  collation  served. 

The  nth  was  "Connecticut  Day."  The  weather  was  propitious, 
and  the  order  of  exercises,  as  arranged,  was  duly  carried  out,  begin- 
ning at  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  at  which  time  the  Connecticut  building  was 
packed  almost  to  suffocation,  and  it  was  with  difficulty  that  your  staff, 
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who  again  acted  as  ushers,  could  keep  space  enough  reserved  even 
for  the  speakers.  Hon.  D.  M.  Read  presided  during  the  literary 
exercises  and  made  a  complete  presentation  of  the  vast  amount  of 
work  done  by  the  officials  appointed  by  Connecticut  to  have  entire 
charge  of  its  representation  at  the  Fair.  He  showed  how  wisely  and 
effectively  the  money  appropriation  made  by  the  State  had  been 
used,  and  how  satisfactory  the  result  must  be  to  every  citizen  of 
Connecticut. 

Mrs.  Geo.  H.  Knight,  President  of  the  Woman's  Board,  gave  a 
very  interesting  account  of  Connecticut  women's  work  at  the  Exposi- 
tion, and  none  who  heard  her  can  doubt  that  the  ladies  did  their  full 
share  to  render  our  State's  exhibit  a  thorough  success. 

The  address  of  your  Excellency,  welcoming  the  people,  summing 
up  the  work  of  the  various  committees,  complimenting  them  on  the 
successful  result  of  their  efforts,  thanking  them,  on  behalf  of  the 
State,  for  their  faithful  and  patriotic  interest  and  work,  and  con- 
gratulating them  on  the  happy  conclusion  of  their  long  and  free 
service  in  its  behalf,  felicitating  all  on  the  fact  of  their  belonging  to 
old  Connecticut,  with  its  interesting  and  honorable  history  and 
achievements,  in  which  each  one  could  take  equal  pride,  and  bidding 
all  Godspeed  and  a  happy  return  to  their  homes,  concluded  the 
official  addresses. 

A  reception  of  nearly  two  hours  to  your  Excellency  and  Mrs. 
Morris,  Mrs.  Knight,  and  Mr.  Read,  was  attended  by  hundreds  of 
people.  Many  came  from  places  far  removed  from  our  State,  but 
claiming  it  as  their  early  home,  or  that  of  their  ancestors,  and 
expressing  their  interest  in  and  affection  for  it  still.  After  the  serving 
of  a  bountiful  collation  to  the  multitude  of  guests  they  began  to  dis- 
perse, and  the  celebration  of  "  Connecticut  Day "  was  successfully 
accomplished.  It  is  gratifying  to  note,  in  this  connection,  the  many 
officials  of  the  Fair  and  of  other  States  in  no  way  belonging  to  Con- 
necticut, who  called  to  show  courtesy  and  respect  to  our  State  and 
its  official  representatives. 

The  remaining  days  in  Chicago  were  spent  mainly  in  sight-seeing, 
interspersed  with  some  official  visits,  an  especially  interesting,  as 
well  as  the  final  one  being  that  of  your  Excellency  and  some  mem- 
bers of  your  staff  on  the  14th  inst.  to  the  Board  of  National  Commis- 
sioners, when  in  .session  in  their  hall  in  the  Administration  building. 
The  addresses  made  to  and  responded  to  by  your  Excellency  and  the 
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impromptu  reception  which  followed  were  a  pleasing  termination  to  a 
busy  week  of  pleasure  and  official  duty. 

The  start  for  home  was  made  at  10  a.  m.  on  Monday,  the  16  inst, 
and  Connecticut  was  reached  without  mishap  on  the  afternoon  of  the 
17th.  Good-byes  were  hastily  spoken  as  the  train  reached  respective 
home  stations,  and  thus  ended  a  trip  that  will  ever  remain  memorable 
in  the  minds  of  all  participants. 

TRENTON    BATTLE    MONUMENT    DEDICATION. 

As  our  troops  took  a  prominent  part  in  the  battle  of  Trenton 
in  1776  the  State  was  invited  to  take  a  prominent  part  in  its  com- 
memorative celebration  in  1893.  Connecticut  was  asked  to  furnish 
a  tablet  for  one  side  of  the  battle  monument  erected  to  commemorate 
the  victory,  and  to  be  represented  at  its  dedication  by  the  Governor 
and  staff,  and  other  State  officers,  also  by  as  many  troops  as  could 
conveniently  attend,  which  invitations  were  duly  accepted. 

The  State  had  four  organizations  taking  part  in  that  memorable 
engagement,  to  wit :  the  14th  Regiment  Connecticut  Foot,  Colonel 
John  Durkee,  commanding;  the  19th  Regiment  Connecticut  Foot, 
Colonel  Chas.  Webb,  commanding ;  Colonel  Andrew  Ward's  Regi- 
ment Continental  Infantry,  and  Colonel  Bradley's  Battalion  of  State 
troops.  The  surrender  of  two  of  the  three  Hessian  regiments  of  the 
British  forces  took  place  immediately  in  front  of  Colonel  Durkee's 
and  Colonel  Bradley's  forces ;  hence,  the  subject  chosen  as  being 
most  appropriate  for  our  State  tablet  was  "the  surrender  of  the 
Hessians."  The  design  was  carefully  elaborated  and  executed  by 
the  celebrated  artist,  Carl  H.  Nichaus,  of  New  York,  the  size  being 
six  feet  by  eight  feet,  and  received  the  approval  of  your  Excellency. 
It  was  then  turned  over  to  the  Battle  Monument  Association  of 
Trenton  for  execution  in  bronze.  At  the  time  of  the  dedication  the 
bronze  tablet  was  not  finished,  an  imitation  in  plaster  representing  it 
for  the  time  being.  It  is  understood,  however,  that  the  work  is 
being  done  in  a  painstaking  and  creditable  manner. 

The  General  Assembly  of  our  State,  at  its  last  session,  appro- 
priated a  sum  not  exceeding  $2,500  for  the  tablet  and  $500  for 
a  proper  official  representation  of  the  State  at  the  exercises  of 
dedication.  The  First  Company  Governor's  Foot  Guard,  Major 
E.  Henry  Hyde,  Jr.,  commanding;  the  Second  Company  Governor's 
Foot  Guard,  Major  Benj.  E.  Brown,  commanding;  and  Company  F, 
Second  Regiment,  C.  N.    G.    (New   Haven  Grays),    Captain  C.  F. 
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McCabe,  commanding,  voted  to  go  to  Trenton  as  escort  to  the 
Governor,  and  their  services  were  gratefully  accepted.  These  organ- 
izations paid  their  own  expenses  during  the  entire  trip,  except  that 
the  State  allowed  one  day's  pay  to  the  companies  of  Governor's  Foot 
Guard  for  their  fall  parade,  which  was  allowed  to  be  covered  by  the 
trip. 

It  is  but  simple  justice  to  say  that  these  three  organizations 
worthily  represented  our  State  on  this  occasion.  Their  perfection  of 
drill,  march,  and  martial  bearing  was  noted  and  applauded  by 
thousands.  The  gorgeous  scarlet,  buff,  blue,  and  black  continental, 
uniforms  of  the  Governor's  Guards,  as  they  marched  in  procession 
through  the  streets  of  Trenton,  immediately  followed  by  the  New 
Haven  Grays,  in  their  less  showy,  but  neat  and  serviceable  gray  dress 
uniforms,  formed  a  most  attractive  feature  and  was  greatly  admired. 
The  Governor  of  Connecticut  was  constantly  complimented  on  his 
magnificent  military  escort,  and  the  officials  of  New  Jersey  and  of  the 
Battle  Monument  Association  expressed  warm  appreciation  of  the 
compliment  done  the  occasion  by  Connecticut  in  having  such  a 
splendid  representation. 

The  start  was  made  by  yourself  and  staff  in  company  with  the 
Second  Company,  Governor's  Foot  Guard, —  the  other  two  organiza- 
tions going  by  different  routes, —  from  New  Haven  on  Wednesday, 
Oct.  1 8,  at  i.io  p.  m.,  by  colonial  express  train,  via  Harlem  River 
transfer  route.  Trenton  was  reached  at  5.30,  and  under  escort  of 
Major  Brown's  command  our  quarters  at  the  Windsor  Hotel  were 
safely  reached.  In  the  evening  a  reception  was  tendered  to  and 
accepted  by  your  Excellency,  at  which  Governor  Werts,  members  of 
his  staff,  Monument  Association  members,  Major  Shaw  and  other  city 
of  Trenton  officials,  and  many  citizens,  called  and  paid  their  respects. 

Later,  yourself  and  staff  called  at  the  headquarters  of  the  Second 
Company,  Governor's  Foot  Guard,  and  found  not  only  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  company  present,  but  many  of  the  above  men- 
tioned officials  of  New  Jersey,  including  Governor  Werts,  and  Briga- 
dier-General Sewell,  commander  of  the  Second  Brigade,  New  Jersey 
National  Guard,  and  Chief  Marshal  of  the  morrow's  procession.  A 
most  tempting  collation  was  spread  and  a  number  of  interesting 
off-hand  speeches  made  by  prominent  gentlemen  present. 

The  morning  of  the  19th  opened  rather  dubiously.  Clouds  and 
fog  hung  over  Trenton,  portending  rain,  and  a  chill  northeast  wind 
combined  to  render  outdoor  exercise  uncomfortable.  However,  rain 
Adj. -Gen, — 5 
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did  not  come  and  the  fog  disappeared  before  noon.  The  streets 
were  filled  with  people  and  various  military  bodies  passed  and 
repassed,  escorting  dignitaries  to  the  rendezvous  at  the  State  Capitol, 
or  else  to  take  their  place  in  line  ready  for  the  grand  procession. 
Under  escort  of  the  First  and  Second  Companies  Governor's  Foot 
Guard  and  the  New  Haven  Grays,  yourself  and  staff  attended  a 
reception  held  at  noon  by  Governor  Werts  and  the  Monument 
Committee  in  the  State  House,  which  had  been  elegantly  decorated 
within  and  without.  Flowers  and  flowering  plants  were  in  especial 
profusion.  A  large  number  of  guests  were  present,  including  the 
Governors  of  eight  States,  with  their  full  uniformed  staffs.  The 
presence  of  many  ladies,  also,  lent  additional  attraction  to  the 
brilliant  scene. 

After  the  reception  refreshments  were  served,  and  the  officials 
who  were  to  take  part  in  the  ceremonies  and  procession  were  at  once 
taken  in  carriages  to  the  grand  stand  at  the  Monument. 

It  was  somewhat  late  when  the  dedication  exercises  began,  but 
considering  the  fact  that,  besides  the  opening  prayers,  there  were 
some  fifteen  addresses,  interspersed  wtth  music,  followed  by  the 
benediction,  it  was  not  as  late  when  they  ended  as  might  have  been 
expected. 

The  addresses  made  in  presenting  the  tablets  and  statues  given 
by  the  different  States  or  organizations  that  were  represented  at  the 
battle  of  Trenton,  and  the  acceptances  on  behalf  of  the  Monument 
Association  were  all  interesting  and  appropriate.  None  more  so 
than  that  of  your  Excellency  in  presenting  Connecticut's  gift  of  the 
relief,  entitled  and  representing  the  "  Surrender  of  the  Hessians," 
and  of  its  acceptance  by  the  Hon.  Frank  A.  Magowan,  ex-Mayor  of 
Trenton.  The  critical  condition  of  the  colonies  at  the  time  of  this 
battle,  the  highly  favorable  effect  of  the  victory  on  the  country, 
the  important  part  taken  by  Connecticut,  not  only  in  this  battle,  but 
in  all  the  campaigns  of  the  Revolution,  were  told  in  language  at  once 
fitting  and  eloquent. 

After  the  exercises  were  over  at  the  Monument  the  march  over 
the  prescribed  route  was  at  once  taken  up  by  the  long  procession. 
It  ended  by  passing  in  review  before  the  Governors  and  their  staffs 
of  the  different  States  represented  and  the  officials  of  the  city 
of  Trenton  and  of  the  Battle  Monument  Association. 

The  Governors  and  other  invited  guests  were  then  taken  in 
carriages  to  Turner  Hall,  where  an  elaborate  lunch  was  served,  to 
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which  all  did  ample  justice,  an  excellent  orchestra,  meanwhile^ 
discoursing  a  musical  program. 

Again  taking  carriages,  the  guests  were  driven  to  the  Masonic 
Temple,  where  a  reception,  especially  in  honor  of  members  of  the 
New  Jersey  Legislature,  was  held.  After  a  season  of  introductions 
and  social  intercourse  another  luncheon  was  served  and  musical 
selections  rendered  by  an  orchestra. 

The  hour  was  now  getting  late  and  the  guests  began  taking 
carriages  to  their  respective  hotels. 

The  next  morning  opened  clear  and  bracing.  At  ten  o'clock 
members  of  the  reception  committee  appeared  with  carriages  and 
taking  yourself  and  staff  proceeded  to  view  the  new  park,  the  historic 
places  of  especial  interest,  and  the  city  generally.  In  this  way  the 
time  was  most  agreeably  spent  until  nearly  12  o'clock,  noon,  when 
we  were  to  begin  our  homeward  trip.  The  gentlemen  of  the  com- 
mittee for  reception  of  Connecticut  guests  saw  us  safely  aboard  our 
car  and  gave  us  hearty  good-bye  cheers.  We  returned  by  same 
route  as  we  went,  reaching  New  Haven  at  4:10  p.  m.,  and  there 
separating  for  our  respective  homes.  The  trip  was  a  most  successful 
and  enjoyable  one  in  every  respect. 

The  most  bounteous  hospitality  and  courteous  attention  were 
shown  us  by  the  New  Jersey  officials  and  citizens,  and  while  we 
remember  all  most  gratefully,  I  am  sure  I  speak  for  yourself  and 
every  member  of  your  official  family  when  I  say  that  our  warmest 
thanks  are  due  Mr.  Henry  F.  Baker,  chairman  of  the  committee 
to  receive  Connecticut  guests,  who  met  us  at  Jersey  City  on  our 
outward  trip  and  stayed  with  us  constantly  until  we  reached  that  city 
on  our  return.  He  seemed  to  anticipate  and  supply  our  every  possi- 
ble want,  and  spared  no  pains  or  expense  in  so  doing.  His  vigilant 
care  and  untiring  efforts  certainly  enhanced  the  pleasure  of  this 
memorable  visit  to  our  sister  State. 

Our  kindest  acknowledgments  are  also  due  Majors  Hyde  and 
Brown  and  Captain  McCabe  and  their  commands  for  the  splendid 
manner  in  which  they  performed  escort  and  other  duties  during  the 
tour.  They  promptly  responded  to  every  call  and  their  services 
were  welcome  and  highly  appreciated.  The  State  takes  good  care  of 
its  military  forces  and  looks  with  satisfaction  at  the  way  they  respond 
to  that  care,  and  believes  it  is  justified  in  taking  pride  in  their 
achievements. 
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GENERAL    OBSERVATIONS. 


I  coincide  with  the  views  of  my  predecessor  that  the  position  of 
Adjutant-General  should  be  made  a  more  permanent  one.  Changing 
every  two  years,  the  head  of  the  military  department,  where  a  spe- 
cial and  technical  knowledge  is  required  to  properly  fulfill  the  du- 
ties of  the  office,  and  paying  the  incumbent  less  than  one-half  what 
the  heads  of  some  of  the  civil  departments  of  the  State  receive,  and 
less  than  is  paid  the  assistants  in  his  own  office,  is  not  conducive  to 
the  most  efficient  conduct  of  its  affairs,  nor  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard. 

To  know  that  the  chief  of  the  department  is  only  temporarily  in 
office  does  not  increase  respect  for  and  obedience  to  his  orders,  both 
of  which  are,  in  the  highest  degree,  necessary  in  order  to  have  and 
maintain  a  high  standard  of  discipline  in  the  military  force  of  the 
State.  Under  the  present  condition  of  affairs  the  State  virtually  says 
to  the  Adjutant-General  that  it  does  not  expect  him  to  spend  much  of 
his  time  in  the  performance  of  his  military  duties,  whereas  it  should 
require  his  entire  time  and  give  him  its  strongest  support. 

With  the  varied  reponsibilities  it  now  puts  upon  him  in  the  care 
and  direction  of  its  National  Guard,  war  pension  matters,  Soldiers' 
Home  and  Hospital  work,  records  of  service,  etc.,  it  compels  him  to 
give  time  and  assume  responsibilities  for  which  he  is  poorly  requited. 
Our  sister  States  of  Massachusetts,  Rhode  Island,  New  York,  and 
New  Jersey  long  ago  discovered  the  necessity  of  permanently  keep- 
ing competent  officers  at  the  head  of  their  military  departments  and 
provided  for  it. 

I  trust  at  the  end  of  the  present  administration  legislation  will  be 
had  with  reference  to  greater  permanency  in  the  heads  of  our  State 
military  departments. 

The  remarks  of  my  predecessor  regarding  all  staff  appointments 
being  made  from  the  abundant, veteran  material  we  have,  and  as  a 
reward  for  faithful  service,  also  have  my  warm  approval. 

Earnest  efforts  to  obtain  a  loan  of  a  sufficient  number  of  Spring- 
field rifles  from  the  War  Department  of  the  United  States  to  arm  the 
troops  of  our  State,  were  made  during  the  present  year,  but  without 
success,  the  War  Department  finally  deciding  it  had  no  legal  author- 
ity to  comply  with  our  request. 

It  seems  a  pity  that  several  hundred  thousand  new  Springfield 
rifles,  which  the  Government  will  never  use,  should  remain  stored  in 
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the  Springfield  (Massachusetts)  Armory,  when  the  National  Guards 
of  the  different  States  could  make  excellent  use  of  a  portion  of  them, 
at  least. 

In  event  of  war,  the  United  States  Army  will  undoubtedly  be 
armed  with  some  modern  make  of  magazine  gun.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
bill  may  soon  pass  Congress  giving  the  necessary  authority  to  the 
Secretary  of  War  to  loan  to  the  National  Guards  of  States  desiring 
them,  some  of  this  surplusage  of  unused  rifles. 

New  guns  will  be  needed  in  the  near  future  for  the  Machine  Gun 
Battery,  also  for  the  Light  Artillery  Battery,  the  platoons  of  which 
are  now  located  in  the  country,  but  should  be  in  cities  for  prompt 
utilization  in  case  of  need. 

As  already  stated,  uniforms  are  getting  shabby  and  badly  worn. 
Constant  calls  are  made  on  the  Quartermaster-General's  department 
for  new  ones.  The  State  must  soon  consider  the  question  of  provid- 
ing new  outfits  complete. 

Opportunities  should  be  given  our  soldiers  to  practice  long-dis- 
tance marching.  It  is  a  necessary  exercise.  I  am  glad  to  note  a 
practice  march  made  by  one  of  our  companies  (C,  Third  Regiment) 
on  the  evening  of  October  3d  last,  from  Norwich  to  Jewett  City, 
"over  hills  and  across  vales"  for  nine  miles,  and  return.  The  dis- 
tance of  eighteen  miles  was  accomplished  in  five  hours  and  thirty- 
five  minutes,  including  two  three-minute  halts  each  way  on  the  road, 
and  one  of  thirty-five  minutes  at  Jewett  City.  For  refreshments  each 
man  was  allowed  one  sandwich,  and  hot  coffee  was  served  at  the  end 
of  the  outward  trip.  Route  and  cadence  step  only  were  used,  double 
time  not  being  permitted. 

I  concur  with  the  endorsement  on  the  report  of  the  march  made 
by  the  Third  Regiment  Commander.  "  It  would  appear  that  the 
march  reflected  much  credit  on  the  officers  and  men  participating 
in  it." 

Drills  for  the  new  drill  season  were  ordered  from  this  office  on 
the  25th  ultimo,  and  began  promptly  on  the  1st  inst.  I  am  informed 
that  officers  and  men  have  entered  on  their  work  with  interest  and 
spirit,  and  trust  they  will  so  continue  throughout  the  season. 

Very  few  changes  in  commanding  officers  have  been  made  during 
the  year.     None  in  brigade  and  regimental  commanders. 

I  deem  it  it  only  fair  to  say  that,  in  my  opinion,  no  National 
Guard  in  the  Union  has  more  competent,  experienced,  and  zealous 
officers  than  that  of  Connecticut. 
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CONCLUSION.

Report  of  Surgeon-General. 

Norwich,  November  30,  1893. 

Brigadier- General  Edward  E.  Bradley, 

Adjutant-Geiieral  State  of  Connecticut. 
General : — 

Five  full  days'  service  at  Camp  Morris  gave  me  an  opportunity  to 
closely  observe  everything  connected  with  the  medical  department ; 
made  an  inspection  of  the  entire  ground  with  Quartermaster-General 
Harbison  as  to  its  sanitary  condition  ;  visited  daily  with  Commissary- 
General  Jamieson  every  kitchen,  and  assisted  in  the  inspection  of 
the  quality  and  quantity  of  food  served ;  was  with  the  surgeons  and 
their  assistants  in  their  respective  quarters  ;  spent  much  time  in  the 
hospital. 

From  all  these  observations,  I  can  do  no  better  than  give  my 
hearty  approval,  and  endorse  the  recommendations  suggested  by 
Lieutenant-Colonel  Almy,  Medical  Director,  C.  N.  G.,  all  of  which 
you  will  find  in  his  excellent  report  of  Camp  Morris,  which  I  have 
the  honor  to  forward  you.  The  health  of  the  brigade  during  the 
week  was  such  that  the  medical  director  calls  it  "phenomenal." 
This  can,  in  a  measure,  be  attributed  to  the  sanitary  measures  en- 
forced by  the  medical  department,  and  also  to  the  solicitous  care  of 
General  Jamieson  in  the  selection  of  food.  The  true  cause  is  the 
care  which  the  regimental  surgeons  have  exercised  in  the  selection 
of  material  for  the  C.  N.  G. 

Five  days  in  camp,  with  only  twenty-four  ailing,  shows  conclu- 
sively the  physical  health  and  moral  stamina  of  the  brigade,  which 
can,  while  in  camp,  conduct  itself  with  sobriety  and  dignity  —  to  all 
of  which  I  can  bear  witness. 

I  would  exhort  the  surgeons  to  continue  to  exercise  great  care  in 

the  physical  examination  of  recruits,  and  1  would  respectfully  ask 

your   assistance  in  recommending  that  a  fee  of  one  dollar  be  paid 

them  for  each  examination.     This  would  only  be  just,  and  the  State 
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would  be  more  than  recompensed  for  the   expense  incurred,  as  the 
proper  physical  status  of  the  Guard  will  be  surely  maintained. 

Conflict  of  authority  is  to  be  deplored,  and  its  example  is  de- 
moralizing. The  medical  department  has  no  desire  to  disobey 
orders,  but  it  has  its  duties  to  perform.  One  of  these  is  the  care 
of  the  sick  and  wounded,  and  where  life  is  in  danger,  or  a  soldier 
suffering,  there  it  proposes  to  go,  unless  prohibited  by  superior  au- 
thority. 

If,  as  suggested  by  the  medical  director,  that  the  Articles  were 
published  of  the  "  Geneva  Convention  "  which  contain  the  code  of 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  medical  department,  all  conflict 
would  cease,  as  each  would  know  their  respective  duty.  If  publica- 
tion of  these  Articles  would  accomplish  this,  I  do  cheerfully  concur 
with  the  recommendation. 

From  personal  observation,  I  consider  a  permanent  dispensary 
necessary.  No  druggist  can  compound  properly  in  a  tent  during  a 
gale,  and  the  loss  of  material  is  immense  from  breakage.  The  State 
would  save  money  by  giving  the  dispensary  a  permanent  building. 

Assistant  Surgeons  Joseph  H.  Townsend  and  Charles  E.  Taft 
passed  a  highly  creditable  examination  in  every  way  worthy  of  their 
honors.

Report  of  Brigade  Medical  Director,  C.  N.  G. 

Norwich,  September  21,   1893. 

Brigadier- General  Patrick  Cass  id  y, 

Surgeon-General  State  of  Connecticut. 
Sir:  — 

In  accordance  with  Article  XIX,  Section  n,  Paragraph  1432, 
Regulations  Connecticut  National  Guard,  I  have  the  honor  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report  of  my  tour  of  duty  at  Camp  Morris,  State 
Military  Rendezvous,  Niantic,  from  August  21st  to  August  26th,  in- 
clusive. 

The  brigade  reached  camp  in  the  morning  of  August  21st  in  a 
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driving  storm,  which,  having  been  raging  for  more  than  twenty-four 
hours,  had  drenched  everything.  The  storm  ceased  in  the  after- 
noon, and,  owing  to  the  sandy  nature  of  the  soil  of  the  camp,  every- 
thing was  soon  in  a  habitable  condition. 

The  health  of  the  brigade  was  phenomenal,  surpassing  anything 
that  I  have  ever  seen.  During  the  entire  week  but  eleven  men  were 
reported  as  excused  from  duty,  of  whom  four  were  "  in  hospital  "  and 
seven  "  in  quarters."  This  small  number  is  in  excess  of  what  was 
really  the  case,  as  in  two  or  three  cases  men  were  carried  on  the  re- 
ports from  day  to  day,  and  so  were  counted  twice. 

The  Second  Regiment  reported  no  men  excused  during  the  en- 
tire week.  The  Fourth  Regiment  had  only  one  man  sick.  The  First 
Regiment  had  a  clean  bill  of  health  on  Tuesday,  Friday,  and  Satur- 
day, and  the  Third  Regiment  had  none  sick  after  Wednesday.  Bat- 
tery A  and  the  Machine-Gun  Battery  had,  respectively,  three  and  one 
reported  as  off  duty,  while  the  separate  companies  and  the  signal 
corps  had  none  sick. 

In  the  Brigade  Hospital  there  were  received  for  treatment,  as 
shown  by  the  case  book,  only  twenty-four  patients,  against  sixty-one 
of  last  year. 

The  fact  that  0.66  per  1,000  of  mean  strength  was  our  per  diem 
sick  list  is  remarkable,  and  is  accounted  for,  by  the  regimental  sur- 
geons, as  due  principally  to  the  excellent  plain  food  issued  to  the 
men,  and  partially  to  the  cool  weather.  However,  having  seen  much 
more  sickness  under  the  same  climatic  conditions,  I  should  attribute 
the  health  of  the  command  to  the  food  issued,  and  to  the  care  taken 
in  its  inspection.  There  were  fewer  complaints  than  usual,  and  the 
men  in  general  were  well  satisfied.  The  thanks  of  the  command 
are  due  to  General  Jamieson  for  his  work  in  the  Commissary  Depart- 
ment. 

The  weather  was  good,  with  the  exception  of  Monday  morning, 
Wednesday  night,  and  Thursday  morning,  when  we  had  most  terrific 
southeast  gales.  The  men  did  not,  however,  seem  to  suffer  from 
colds.  The  highest  temperature  was  on  Saturday,  88°,  at  noon ;  the 
lowest  on  Monday,  at  noon,  640.  The  highest  barometric  reading 
was  on  Tuesday,  at  6  a.  m.,  29.90 ;  the  lowest  on  Thursday,  at  noon, 
29.32.  The  wind  varied  to  all  points  of  the  compass,  the  storm  of 
Monday  being  from  the  northeast,  clearing  in  the  northwest;  that  of 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  commenced  in  the  east  to  southeast,  and 
cleared  in  the  southwest,  west. 
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The  barometer  belonging  to  the  hospital  was  stolen  on  Wednes- 
day ;  and,  although  efforts  were  made  to  trace  it,  no  track  could  be 
found  of  the  thief. 

The  gate  to  the  hospital  sink  prevented  the  nuisances  of  last 
year,  but  the  fact  of  the  use  of  the  hospital  sink  for  the  Signal  Corps 
made  it  sometimes  inconvenient.  The  sink  should  be  enlarged  if 
they  are  to  use  it  with  the  hospital  men. 

The  encampment  of  the  Signal  Corps  in  close  proximity  to  the 
hospital  is  not,  in  my  opinion,  desirable.  With  the  best  of  inten- 
tions, quiet  cannot  be  maintained  where  so  many  men  are  encamped, 
and  it  is  not  right  to  deny  the  Signal  Corps  the  privilege  of  having  a 
little  fun  when  off  duty,  but  noise  goes  with  soldiers'  fun,  and  that  is 
not  advantageous  to  hospital  patients. 

The  work  of  the  Hospital  Corps  during  the  week  was  very  good, 
and  if  it  had  not  been  for  the  excessive  heat  of  Friday  afternoon, 
they  would  have  shown  the  results  of  their  work  in  a  consolidated 
drill,  but  they  were  too  busy  with  their  regiments  to  allow  of  such  a 
thing. 

In  my  suggestions  of  last  year  I  reported  a  case  which  happened, 
and  I  asked  then  that  the  Articles  of  the  "  Geneva  Convention," 
which,  as  an  international  treaty  covering  the  rights  and  privileges 
of  the  Medical  Department  in  their  care  of  the  sick  and  wounded, 
should  be  known  by  every  officer  and  man  in  the  service,  be  pub- 
lished. If  this  had  been  done,  the  conflict  of  authority,  where  there 
should  have  been  none,  would  not  have  occurred.  The  matter  hav- 
ing been  reported  to  this  office  by  Major  La  Pierre  of  the  Third  Regi- 
ment is  briefly  as  follows  : 

He  having  sent  an  orderly  for  an  ambulance  to  take  an  insensi- 
ble man  to  the  hospital,  such  ambulance  was  refused  passage  across 
the  field  by  the  field  officer  of  the  day.  The  driver,  a  private  of  the 
Hospital  Corps,  denied  the  authority  of  this  officer  to  stop  him 
under  orders,  and  drove  across.  Arriving  at  the  Third  Regiment,  he 
informed  Major  LaPierre  of  the  fact,  and  again  received  orders  from 
him  to  go  directly  to  the  hospital.  On  arriving  there,  while  actively 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  at  the  hospital  as  nurse, 
he  was  arrested  and  taken  to  the  guardhouse  for  "  crossing  the  field 
contrary  to  orders."  If  the  field  officer  of  the  day  had  had  an  op- 
portunity to  read  what  is  the  law  of  the  land  by  treaty  with  thirty- 
four  of  the  nations  of  the  world,  he  would  not  so  far  have  exceeded 
his  authority. 
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It  has  been  suggested  by  the  regimental  surgeons  that,  as  the 
ambulances  do  99/100  of  their  work  between  10  a.  m.  and  7  p.  m., 
and  that  there  are  frequent  calls  for  an  ambulance  after  7  p.  m.,  that 
the  ambulances  hereafter  be  required  to  report  for  duty  at  10  a.  m., 
and  that  they  be  kept  until  9  or  10  p.  m.  This  seems  to  me  a  good 
idea. 

The  question  of  a  permanent  brigade  dispensary  is  again  raised. 
In  the  storm  Thursday  morning  it  was  impossible  to  do  any  work 
properly  in  the  tent  now  in  use,  and  there  was  a  large  amount  of 
breakage.  A  small  building  could  be  put  up  at  a  slight  expense  for 
a  dispensary,  and  would  be  a  great  improvement. 

A  proper  case  book  for  the  hospital  is  needed. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  express  my  thanks  to  the  officers  and  men 
of  the  Medical  Department  for  their  good  work,  and  to  the  Adju- 
tant-General's and  Quartermaster-General's  offices  for  their  kindness 
in  assisting  me  in  my  work.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSARY-GENERAL,  C.  N.  G, 


MlDDLETOWN,    CONN.,    NOV.    30,     1893.

General : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  submit  a  report  of  my  official  acts 
during  the  past  year. 

At  the  time  of  my  appointment  as  Commissary-General,  and  pre- 
vious thereto,  the  office  had  been  one  of  ornament  rather  than  useful- 
ness. All  this  was  changed  by  the  militia  law  passed  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  1893,  which  went  into  effect  June  2d,  and  made  it  incumbent 
on  the  Commissary-General  to  furnish  subsistence  for  the  troops  at 
all  parades  and  encampments.  This  not  only  made  the  position  one 
of  great  activity,  but  also  one  of  grave  responsibility,  the  health  and 
efficiency  of  the  brigade  being,  in  a  measure,  in  the  hands  of  this  de- 
partment. 

When  it  is  taken  into  consideration  that  the  members  of  the 
C.  N.  G.  are  taken  from  all  walks  of  life,  and  that  a  week  under  can- 
vas, with  the  attendant  vicissitudes  of  weather,  is  such  a  radical 
change  from  their  usual  mode  of  life,  it  will  at  once  be  apparent  that 
the  commissariat  enters  quite  largely  into  the  health  of  the  command. 

The  law  contemplated  the  furnishing  of  the  troops  by  this  depart- 
ment of  army  rations,  or  in  lieu  thereof  a  commutation  for  the  same. 
While  the  brigade  was  fully  equipped  with  arms,  accoutrements,  and 
camp  equipage,  it  was  without  cooking  utensils,  etc.,  and  as  the  time 
intervening  before  the  encampment  (which  was  ordered  for  August 
21st  to  26th)  was  altogether  too  short  to  procure  a  necessary  outfit,  it 
was  deemed  inexpedient  to  furnish  rations  to  the  troops.  After  con- 
sultation with  yourself  and  the  commandants  of  the  several  organiza- 
tions at  your  office  in  Hartford,  it  was  decided  that  I  should  submit 
the  matter  to  the  several  organizations  of  the  brigade,  as  to  whether 
army  rations  should  be  furnished,  or  competent  caterers  engaged;  if 
the  latter,  the  State  to  pay  one-half  of  the  contract,  and  the  troops 
the  balance.     A  circular  was  accordingly  issued  to  the  several  or- 
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ganizations  of  the  brigade,  and  by  vote  it  was  unanimously  decided 
that  caterers  should  be  engaged.  In  accordance  therewith  I  con- 
tracted with  six  responsible  parties,  who  gave  bonds  to  the  amount 
of  their  contract,  to  furnish  the  following  bill  of  fare  for  $5.50  per 
man  for  the  encampment,  the  same  to  be  under  my  immediate  super- 
vision, in  connection  with  the  medical  officers  of  the  brigade :

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Although  the  plan  adopted  was  possibly  open  to  some  criticism, 
and  was  adversely  commented  on  by  some  of  the  state  papers,  the 
wisdom  of  the  course  pursued  by  this  department  was  amply  demon- 
strated by  the  health  of  the  command,  as  shown  by  the  report  of  the 
medical  department,  although  the  weather  was  anything  but  what 
could  be  desired  for  a  camp  of  instruction,  one  of  the  most  severe 
storms  of  the  year  visiting  us,  the  severity  of  which  was  felt  all  along 
the  seaboard.

In  addition  to  the  above,  I  was  compelled  to  furnish  the  first  regi- 
ment with  a  light  lunch,  consisting  of  coffee  and  sandwiches,  at  an 
expense  of  $107.00,  which  was  served  at  their  armories  on  the  morning 
of  August  2 1  st.  This  was  necessitated  from  the  fact  that  this  regi- 
ment was  ordered  to  assemble  at  5  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  many  of  the 
men  were  unable  to  procure  a  breakfast  at  this  early  hour. 

At  encampments  heretofore  the  cook  houses  erected  by  the  ca- 
terers (which,  by  the  way,  were  almost  an  army  in  themselves,  num- 
bering sometimes  six  or  seven  to  a  regiment)  were  an  incongruous 
mass  of  tents,  awnings,  and  sheds,  unsightly,  and  not  adapted  for  the 
best  results.  Requisition  was  therefore  made  on  the  quartermaster- 
general  for  suitable  buildings  for  cooking  purposes,  and  he  had 
erected  a  symmetrical  lot  of  buildings,  extending  the  whole  length  of 
the  mess  halls,  and  directly  in  their  rear.  While  these  buildings  are 
not  permanent,  they  are  a  great  improvement  over  those  of  former 
years,  and  gave  the  several  caterers  ample  accommodation. 

From  the  experience  of  the  past  year,  both  at  our  own  camp  and 
from  reports  I  have  had  from  other  States,  I  am  more  than  convinced 
that  the  course  adopted  by  this  department  was  the  best  for  a  camp 
of  instruction.     I  think  it  would  be  advisable,  and  would  recommend, 
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the  purchase  of  a  cooking  outfit  for  one  regiment,,  to  be  used  in  case 
of  emergency,  if  any  of  the  troops  were  suddenly  called  out  on  duty, 
—  the  same  to  be  stored  in  the  arsenal.  Still,  I  think  it  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  purposes  for  which  a  camp  of  instruction  is  or- 
dered to  compel  the  men  to  do  their  own  cooking,  and  I  would  there- 
fore recommend  that,  if  an  encampment  is  held  in  1894,  the  same 
plan  be  adopted  as  at  that  of  1893,  i.  e.,  a  single  caterer  for  each  or- 
ganization, under  the  supervision  of  this  department. 

The  encampment  of  1893,  so  fa*  as  my  department  was  concerned, 
being  an  entire  innovation,  its  success  was  largely  due  to  the  active 
co-operation  of  the  medical  department,  from  whom  I,  at  all  times, 
received  quick  and  ready  support. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  yourself,  and  officers  of  the  staff,  for 
their  uniform  courtesy  and  assistance. 

My  thanks  are  also  due,  and  hereby  extended,  to  Colonel  Joseph 
T.  Elliott  for  his  constant  and  invaluable  assistance  before,  during, 
and  since  encampment,  in  connection  with  the  duties  of  my  depart- 
ment.

The  camp  had  been  prepared  under  the  direction  of  General 
John  P.  Harbison,  Quartermaster-General,  from  plans  made  by 
Major  Howard  A.  Giddings,  Brigade  Signal  Officer,  and  was  turned 
over  to  me  in  excellent  condition.  The  fact  that,  during, the  week,  it 
was  subjected  to  two  hard,  easterly  storms,  one  of  which  wrecked 
seven  vessels  in  Niantic  Bay,  without  serious  damage  to  the  camp, 
shows  better  than  any  words  can  express  how  well  the  work  was 
done. 

The  regiments  arrived  on  schedule  time,  and  the  daily  routine

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was  at  once  taken  up  and  carried  out  during  the  week,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Wednesday  morning,  when,  on  account  of  the  violent  gale 
then  raging,  it  was  found  impossible  to  go  on  with  the  drills.

Being  an  average  of  2,560^  per  day  for  the  entire  time  of  duty,  or  an 
average  of  93.60  per  cent,  present  of  the  full  strength  of  the  Brigade. 

Guard  duty  was  better  done  than  at  previous  encampments.  The 
improvement  over  last  year  was  marked ;  still  there  is  great  room  for 
further  improvement.  The  guard  on  the  right  flank,  Wednesday,  was 
a  model,  and  was  highly  complimented  by  Captain  Alexander  Weth- 
erill,  6th  U.  S.  Infantry,  who  was  present,  by  order  of  the  War 
Department,  to  inspect  the  Camp.  I  have  to  repeat  my  observation 
of  last  year,  that  a  well-posted  Commander  of  the  Guard  usually  has 
a  good  guard,  while  officers  not  well  up  in  this  important  branch  of 
the  education  of  a  soldier,  have  a  poor  guard,  as  a  whole. 

The  Sea  Coast  Battery,  under  command  of  Major  George  E.  Albee, 
Ordnance  Officer,  composed  of  a  detail  of  one  man  from  each  com- 
pany of  the  four  regiments,  performed  the  best  work  ever  done  at  the 
Battery.  Sergeant  J.  H.  Condon,  Battery  "  H,"  1st  U.  S.  Artillery, 
who  was  detailed  from  Governor's  Island  as  instructor,  proved  to  be 
in  every  way  fitted  for  the  place,  and  had  the  confidence  and  respect 
of  his  detail  from  start  to  finish. 

The  messing  was  an  improvement  over  the  methods  of  former 
years.  The  fact  that  caterers  were  engaged  for  each  regiment,  and 
were  put  under  a  sufficient  bond  to  carry  out  their  contracts,  had  a  very 
wholesome  effect.  The  inspections  made  each  day  by  the  Commis- 
sary-General and  Medical  Directory  of  Brigade  prevented  anything 
being  served  that  was  not  sweet,  properly  cooked,  and  wholesome. 

The  wisdom  of  the  new  law  making  a  Machine-Gun  Battery  and 
Brigade  Signal  Corps  was  shown  in  the  work  of  these  organizations. 
The  instruction  is  now  uniform,  and  the  work  of  both  organizations 
was  most  satisfactory. 
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The  discipline  of  the  Brigade  shows  a  decided  improvement. 
Camp  Morris  was  the  quietest  camp  after  taps  that  the  National 
Guard  of  Connecticut  ever  held. 

It  was  found  that  it  would  not  be  practicable  to  have  Rifle  Prac- 
tice at  Niantic,  as  suggested  in  Orders  by  the  Adjutant-General,  as 
the  State  had  no  properly  equipped  range  at  the  State  Military  Ren- 
dezvous. I  most  respectfully  recommend  that  a  range  for  Rifle  Prac- 
tice be  made  on  or  near  the  Camp  grounds,  and  that  all  State 
Matches  in  future  be  shot  on  this  range. 

I  forward  with  this,  reports  of  Staff  Officers,  covering  the  work 
done  in  their  respective  departments. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  His  Excellency,  the  Commander- 
in-Chief,  and  the  gentlemen  comprising  his  Staff,  for  the  interest 
manifested  in  the  Guard,  and  for  the  very  cordial  support  I  have 
always  received  from  them.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  inspections 
at  Camp  Morris,  August  21-26,  1893. 

THE    CAMP. 

The  camp  was  pitched,  as  usual,  by  the  Quartermaster-General's 
Department,  and  was  turned  over  in  good  condition.  The  tent 
floors  were  excellent,  and,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  tents  which 
were  torn,  the  canvas  was  sound. 

weather. 

The  arrival  in  camp  was  most  inauspicious,  owing  to  an  easterly 
storm  which  had  soaked  everything  through,  and  which  continued 
until  afternoon  to  make  things  miserable  by  wetting  the  men  and 
keeping  them  in  their  quarters. 

At  about  3  a.  m.  on  Thursday  another  storm,  which  had  been 
threatening  during  the  early  night,  broke  with  great  violence,  and 
soon  turned  into  one  of  the  worst  gales  experienced  on  this  coast 
in  many  years. 

A  few  of  the  tents  went  down  before  the  pitiless  gusts  of  wind, 
but  the  manner  in  which  most  of  them  stood  the  severe  test  bore 
testimony  to  the  care  with  which  they  had  been  pitched,  as  well  as  to 
their  sound  condition.  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  tent, 
which  had  gone  down  in  the  first  storm,  had  been  repitched,  and 
lived  through  the  second  one. 

The  storm  continued  in  such  force  on  Thursday  morning  that  the 
drills  were  abandoned,  and  hundreds  of  the  men  went  down  to  the 
shore  to  watch  the  wild  surf,  and  gaze  helplessly  at  the  dozen  or 
more  wrecks  which  were  thrown  on  the  beach. 

With  the  exception  of  these  two  storms,  the  weather  was  as  fine 
as  could  be  desired,  and  a  partial  compensation  for  the  discomfort 
and  loss  of  time  was  that  the  parade  was  fresh  and  free  from  dust.

Much  dissatisfaction  was  expressed  in  some  of  the  organizations 
at  the  very  early  start  which  they  had  been  obliged  to  make.

It  is,  I  think,  advisable  to  call  attention  once  more  to  the  incon- 
sistency of  issuing  orders  limiting  the  amount  of  baggage,  and  then 
furnishing  free  transportation  for  any  amount.  The  non-enforcement 
of  existing  orders  is,  of  course,  bad  discipline. 

QUARTERS    AND    POLICING. 

Morning  inspections  of  quarters  and  policing  were  made  by  offi- 
cers of  the  brigade  staff  on  Tuesday,  Wednesday,  and  Friday,  the 
inspection  on  Thursday  being  omitted  on  account  of  the  storm. 

The  plan  of  rotation  of  inspecting  officers,  which  was  adopted 
last  year  and  gave  general  satisfaction,  was  carried  out  again  this 
year. 

With  a  few  notable  exceptions,  the  care  which  was  taken  in  pre- 
paring for  these  inspections  is  deserving  of  the  highest  praise.  In 
most  cases  where  tents  were  marked  down  it  was  for  some  technical 
inaccuracy  rather  than  for  carelessness,  and  the  failures  in  policing 
were  largely  due  to  small  things  having  been  thrown  down  after  the 
streets  had  been  put  in  order. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  in  those  companies  where  the  streets 
were  not  properly  dressed  there  was  a  general  lack  of  discipline  and 
efficiency  in  other  matters. 
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The  policing  on  the  parade  and   in   rear  of  the  quarters  was,  on 
the  whole,  much  better  than  in  former  years. 

The  following  tables,  based  on  the  scale  of  ioo,  show  the  ratings 
of  the  various  organizations  :

SINKS. 

The  sinks  were  cared  for  daily,  but  were,  nevertheless,  offensive 
at  times,  especially  so  at  night,  and  were  very  objectionable  to  the 
men  on  guard  in  the  rear. 

DRILLS. 

The  battalion  and  regimental  drills  were  excellent,  and  showed 
that  the  officers  have  made  great  improvement  in  their  knowledge  of 
the  new  drill  regulations.  The  fault  chiefly  to  be  noted  is  the  lack 
of  precision  and  of  soldierly  bearing  on  the  part  of  the  men.  There 
seems  to  be  a  prevalent  notion  that  it  is  only  during  ceremonies  that 
perfect  order  is  to  be  maintained. 

The  company  drills  in  extended  order  were,  on  the  whole,  very 
creditable,  and  showed  a  marked  improvement  over  last  year.  It  is 
much  to  be  deprecated  that  so  many  company  commandants  leave 
this  important  drill  entirely  to  their  subordinate  officers. 

BATTERIES. 

Both  Battery  A  and  the  Machine-Gun  Battery  did  excellent  work 
during  the  week.  When  the  fact  is  taken  into  consideration  that 
their  horses  are  entirely  unused  to  this  sort  of  work,  it  is  difficult  to 
understand  how  they  have  attained  such  a  degree  of  perfection. 

The  men  detailed  for  duty  at  the  sea-coast  battery  were  drilled 
daily  in  mortar  firing  by  Major  Albee.  Sergeant  John  P.  Condon 
was  detailed  from  Fort  Columbus  to  assist  in  this  instruction. 

SIGNAL    CORPS. 

The  Brigade  Signal  Corps,  mounted  on  Columbia  bicycles,  at- 
tracted much  attention  while  manoeuvring  on  the  parade,  and  being 
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the  first  organization  of  its  kind   in  this  country  to  be  so  mounted, 
was  the  subject  of  much  discussion  and  comment. 

The  regular  signal  work  was  carried  on  as  usual,  and  there  was 
some  interesting  practice  with  the  heliograph. 

CEREMONIES. 

Ceremonies  were  very  poor  during  the  first  part  of  the  week,  but 
the  improvement  was  steady,  and  towards  the  end  they  were  executed 
very  creditably. 

The  men  have  not  been  sufficiently  impressed  with  the  import- 
ance of  standing  motionless  during  ceremonies,  and  also  need  in- 
struction in  inspection  arms.  First  sergeants  should  take  more  pains 
in  preparing  their  details  for  guard  mounting,  and  not  allow  men  to 
march  on  guard  who  are  untidy  or  otherwise  unfit  for  such  duty. 

The  reception  and  escort  of  the  Governor  was  well  done,  but 
was  much  marred  by  a  long  wait  caused  by  a  late  train. 

The  march  in  review  on  Friday  was  exceptionally  fine,  and  the 
brigade  presented  a  splendid  appearance. 

GUARD    DUTY. 

Guard  duty  was,  with  a  few  notable  exceptions,  very  bad.  This 
is,  in  large  measure,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  new  regulations  were 
issued  so  late  that  neither  officers  norFmen  had  had  time  to  become 
thoroughly  conversant  with  them  before  the  end  of  the  drill  season. 

The  guard  of  the  Third  Regiment  on  Wednesday,  posted  at  the 
gate,  was  a  pleasing  contrast  to  most  others,  and  is  certainly  de- 
serving of  especial  mention. 

PROVOST    GUARD. 

The  duties  of  the  Provost  Guard  were  faithfully  performed,  and 
the  best  of  order  was  maintained  in  the  village.  Although  there 
were  at  times  great  numbers  of  enlisted  men  outside  the  guard  lines, 
there  was  no  disorder,  and  no  arrests  were  made. 

ORDER    AND    DISCIPLINE. 

The  order  in  camp  was  generally  good,  and  there  was  no  breach 
of  discipline  of  a  serious  nature.  The  mingling  of  officers  and  men 
in  a  social  way  was  even  more  common  than  in  past  years,  and  is  a 
hindrance  to  good  discipline,  which  must  be  abated  before  the  best 
results  can  be  attained. 
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Nothing  could  be  better  calculated  to  undermine  military  disci- 
pline than  the  laxity  which  is  permitted  on  the  last  evening  in  camp. 
It  goes  far  to  undo  what  has  been  gained  during  the  week. 

MILITARY    COURTESY. 

There  has  been  much  improvement  in  the  matter  of  salutes,  but 
officers  have  told  me  that,  although  they  are  usually  saluted  in  their 
own  regiments  where  they  are  known,  they  are  not  recognized  by 
men  of  other  organizations. 

MILITARY    BEARING,    ETC. 

The  military  bearing  is  as  good  as  can  be  expected  of  men  who 
are  taken,  as  the  National  Guard  is,  from  the  various  occupations  of 
every-day  life,  and  who  are  soldiers  for  only  one  week  in  the  year. 
The  carriage  is  generally  fair  while  in  the  ranks,  but  totally  unheeded 
when  off  duty. 

There  was  little  to  complain  of  in  the  manner  of  wearing  the 
State  uniform,  and  there  was  little  lounging  out  of  quarters  without 
blouses,  or  with  them  unbuttoned. 

ARMS. 

I  must  repeat  what  is  known  to  all  —  that  the  armament  of  the 
State  is  old-fashioned,  out  of  repair,  and  unmitigatedly  bad.  It  is 
such  as  to  materially  impair  the  usefulness  of  the  troops  should  they 
be  called  into  service,  and  should  be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible. 

UNIFORMS. 

Many  of  the  uniforms  are  worn  out,  and  present  a  most  untidy 
appearance.  A  good  many  of  the  blouses  are  new,  as  are  also  some 
of  the  trousers,  but  there  is  urgent  need  of  much  new  clothing. 
The  white  stripe  on  the  trousers  of  the  enlisted  men  is  easily  soiled, 
and  I  recommend  that  it  be  abolished  as  soon  as  possible  to  conform 
to  the  United  States  regulation. 

Officers  have,  almost  without  exception,  procured  new  regulation 
blouses. 

MESSING. 

The  new  system  of  catering  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  old, 
and  gave  general  satisfaction.  The  wholesome  quality  of  the  fooxl 
was  evidenced  by  the  remarkably  good  health  of  the  troops. 
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Permanent  and  larger  ^kitchens,  with  better  cooking  appliances, 
should  be  provided,  and  the  mess  houses  should  be  refloored. 

BATHING. 

The  comfort  of  the  men  demands  that  some  provision  be  made 
for  bathing.  It  seems  as  if  this  might  be  done  with  a  very  moderate 
outlay  of  money. 

BOOKS. 

During  the  week  I  made  a  careful  inspection  of  State  books,  and 
take  pleasure  in  reporting  that  they  are  generally  in  good  order  and 
written  up  to  date. 

I  was  assisted  in  this  inspection  by  Captain  Beach. 

The  following  tables  of  ratings  are  made  on  the  basis  of  5  excel- 
lent, 4  good,  3  fair,  2  poor,  1  bad,  and  o  not  produced  : 
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A  few  companies  are  using  a  little  book  which  is  published  by 
ex-Captain  Moses,  Second  Regiment,  for  the  use  of  Quartermaster- 
Sergeants.  It  is  an  excellent  thing,  and  I  suggest  that  either  this 
book,  or  something  similar  to  it,  be  adopted  as  a  State  book. 

The  present  Muster  and  Descriptive  Book  is  very  complicated 
and  unsatisfactory,  and  is  the  cause  of  more  trouble  and  mistakes 
than  all  other  books  combined. 


VISITORS. 

Civilians  are  responsible  for  a  good  deal  of  disorder  in  the  even- 
ings, and  I  recommend  that  hereafter  they  be  obliged  to  leave  camp 
shortly  after  retreat. 

AMUSEMENTS,    ETC. 

An  athletic  exhibition  and  concert  was  given  under  the  manage- 
ment of  Major  Giddings,  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  tent,  on  Wednesday 
evening,  and  was  very  much  enjoyed. 
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A  temperance  lecture  by  Mr.  Thomas  E.  Murphy,  given  in  the 
same  tent  on  Thursday  evening,  was  largely  attended  and  much  ap- 
preciated. 

There  was  less  amusement  provided  this  year  than  last.  This  is 
unfortunate,  as  such  things  keep  the  men  occupied  in  the  evenings, 
and  make  them  more  contented  and  willing  to  remain  in  camp. 

COMPETITIVE    DRILL. 

Four  companies  of  the  Third  Regiment  drilled  on  Friday  morn- 
ing for  the  Tyler  challenge  cup.  The  trophy  was  won  for  the  second 
time  by  Company  C. 

Y.    M.    C.    A.    TENT. 

The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  tent  plays  an  important 
part  in  camp  life,  and  has  come  to  be  recognized  as  a  regular  and 
valuable  institution.  It  furnishes  not  only  a  much-used  reading, 
writing,  and  recreation  room,  but  also  a  place  for  theatricals  and 
other  forms  of  public  amusement. 

RESUME. 

The  encampment  was,  notwithstanding  the  drawback  of  the 
weather,  a  decided  success,  and  demonstrated  that  the  brigade  is  on 
a  good  service  basis.  It  was,  however,  felt  that  the  return  to  six 
days  instead  of  eight  was  a  backward  step. 

It  has  become  evident  that  some  steps  must  be  taken  towards 
the  better  instruction  of  officers.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  attain, 
by  the  unaided  study  of  drill  regulations,  a  sufficient  degree  of  pro- 
ficiency.

General : — 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  at  Camp  Morris  a  detail  was  made 
of  one  man  from  each  company  of  the  four  regiments  composing  the 
brigade,  for  duty  at  the  Sea  Coast  Battery,  under  my  command. 
This  year,  for  the  first  time,  the  detail  encamped  together  at  the 
Battery,  which  is  for  many  reasons  much  better  than  having  them 
sleep  in  their  company  quarters. 

The  men  of  the  detail  performed  their  duties  in  a  very  satisfactory 
manner,  and  were  able  to  learn  a  great  deal  about  the  service  of  ten- 
inch  guns  and  mortars  during  the  week. 

If  the  coast  line  of  Connecticut  was  threatened  by  an  enemy  a 
dozen  Sea  Coast  Batteries  could  be  wholly  or  partially  manned  at 
once,  from  those  who  have  in  different  years  been  instructed  at 
Niantic.  It  speaks  well  for  the  temper  of  the  brigade  when  I  am 
able  to  report  that  no  member  of  my  detachment  misconducted  him- 
self in  any  way  that  I  know  of  during  the  entire  week. 

Sergeant  J.  H.  Condon,  Battery  H,  1st  U.  S.  Artillery,  was  the 
very  patient,  gentlemanly,  and  efficient  instructor,  and  I  recommend 
that  the  State  of  Connecticut  request  officially  that  he  be  detailed  for 
the  same  duty  next  year.

Sir  :  — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report  of  work 
done  in  my  department. 

THE    CAMP 

was  laid  out  by  me  under  your  direction,  in  a  strictly  tactical  manner. 
The  tents  of  the  Majors  with  their  Adjutants  and  Sergeant-Majors 
were  placed  at  the  flanks  of  the  regimental  staffs,  advanced  25  feet 
to  the  front.  In  the  ten-company  regiments  the  street  of  the  center 
company  in  each  battalion  was  widened  to  24  feet,  as  a  Major's  street, 
and  in  the  eight-company  regiments  a  separate  street  was  made 
between  companies,  and  18  feet  wide,  for  the  Majors. 

Owing  to  the  large  number  of  tents  bn  the  staff  the  placing  of  the 
Majors'  tents  opposite  the  flanks  did  not  bring  them  opposite  their 
streets.  The  tents  of  the  Hospital  Corps  were  placed  ten  feet  to  the 
rear  of  the  left  flanks  of  the  staffs  facing  to  the  front,  and  were  very 
pleasantly  situated.  I  respectfully  recommend  that  another  year  the 
Quartermaster-Sergeant,  Commissary-Sergeant,  Hospital  Steward, 
Chief  Trumpeter,  and  Orderly  be  quartered  like  the  Hospital 
Corps,  in  rear  of  the  Regimental  Staff,  in  "  A  wall "  tents,  which 
would  give  sufficient  room  to  bring  the  Majors'  tents  opposite  their 
streets. 

The  Artillery  was  quartered  in  a  very  pleasant  and  suitable  spot 
in  rear  of  the  left  flank  of  the  Brigade,  but  was  afterward  moved 
across  the  parade  to  a  position  not  only  unsightly  but  inconvenient 
and  remote  from  the  battery  stable.  This  operation  has  been 
repeated  for  several  years,  at  the  urgent  solicitation  of  the  Battery 
Commander,  in  opposition  to  the  wishes  and  judgment  of  those  who 
have  laid  out  the  camp,  and  for  no  good  reason. 
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The  moving  of  quarters  assigned  to  an  organization,  after  reach- 
ing camp,  is  detrimental  to  discipline,  and  I  respectfully  urge  that 
hereafter  the  Artillery  be  camped  as  originally  placed  this  year. 

The  Machine-Gun  Battery  was  camped  on  the  left  of  the  line. 
The  Brigade  Signal  Corps  was  camped  in  the  form  of  three  sides  of 
a  square  facing  to  the  front  in  rear  of  Brigade  Headquarters,  the 
officers'  tents  and  bicycle  stable  across  the  rear.  The  stable  was  a 
temporary  shed,  40  feet  long  and  20  feet  wide,  and  held  36  bicycles. 
Another  year,  it  would  be  better  to  camp  the  corps  beyond  the  hos- 
pital and  farther  from  Headquarters,  on  account  of  the  noise. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  Signal  Corps  first  appeared  in  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  about  1881,  under  the  following  organization:  An  Engineer 
and  Signal  Officer  on  the  Brigade  Staff,  with  rank  of  Major,  a  Signal 
Officer  on  each  Regimental  Staff,  with  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  and 
details  of  two  men  from  each  company  in  the  Brigade,  who  were 
instructed  by  the  Regimental  Signal  Officers.  Owing  to  the  inclina- 
tion of  the  Captains  to  detail  the  deadwood  of  their  commands  for 
this  duty,  a  change  wras  made  in  1889  to  the  following  organization  : 
An  Engineer  and  Signal  Officer,  as  before,  a  Signal  Corps  in  each 
regiment,  consisting  of  a  First  Lieutenant,  mounted,  and  such  number 
of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  as  the  Commander-in-Chief 
should  prescribe.  The  number  to  each  corps  was  fixed  at  one  Ser- 
geant, two  Corporals,  and  six  Privates.  The  Signal  Corps  were  parts 
of  regiments,  under  command  of  the  Colonels,  and  the  Brigade  Signal 
Officer  had  no  authority  over  them,  except  at  camp,  when  specially 
authorized  by  the  Brigade  Commander.  The  result  was  a  lack  of 
uniformity  in  drill  and  instruction. 

This  was  remedied  in  the  present  militia  law  by  consolidating  the 
existing  corps  into  one  Brigade  Corps,  under  command  of  the  Brigade 
Signal  Officer. 

The  designation  of  the  "corps"  was  changed  to  "sections,"  no 
other  change  being  made.  They  remain  located  with  the  several 
regiments  as  before. 

This  plan  secures  uniformity  of  instruction,  a  livelier  interest  in 
the  work,  and  an  esprit  de  corps  that  it  was  impossible  to  foster 
under  the  old  system.  It  also  has  done  away  with  a  somewhat  bitter 
feeling  that  had  grown  up  between  the  sections  over  the  matter  of 
equipment.     Under  this  law  I   assumed  command  of  the  corps  June 
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22,  1893,  and,  in  accordance  with  law,  Special  Orders  No.  6,  Brigade 
Headquarters,  prescribed  that  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  corps 
be  mounted  on  horses,  and  the  enlisted  men  on  safety  bicycles.  It 
also  directed  me  to  hire  the  wheels  for  such  length  of  time  as  I 
should  see  fit ;  the  sum  paid  for  their  use  not  to  exceed  the  compen- 
sation allowed. 

I  arranged  with  the  Pope  Manufacturing  Company  for  them  to 
furnish  36  Columbia  Light  Roadster  Safety  Bicycles,  the  same  as 
they  furnish  to  the  army,  with  pneumatic  tires,  gun  clips,  etc  ,  the 
agreement  being  that  whatever  compensation  was  allowed  by  the 
State  should  be  turned  over  to  them. 

The  wheels  were  issued  July  10th,  and  thirty-two  of  them  have 
already  been  returned,  to  be  put  in  order  and  stored  by  the  Pope 
Company,  —  one  wheel  being  retained  by  each  section  for  drill 
purposes. 

Ordway's  Cycle  Infantry  Drill  Regulations  were  prescribed  by  the 
Commander-in-Chief  for  the  use  of  the  corps,  and  I  was  authorized  to 
make  such  changes  in  the  regulations  as  were  necessary  to  make 
them  conform  to  the  organization  of  the  corps.  I  made  the  necessary 
changes,  which  were  approved  by  the  Adjutant-General,  July  3,  1893. 
The  regulations  provide  that  one  Lieutenant  should  act  as  Adjutant, 
and  one  Corporal  as  guidon.  In  General  Orders  No.  3,  these  Head- 
quarters, I  detailed  First  Lieutenant  Albert  A.  Beach,  commanding 
Third  Section,  as  Adjutant,  and  Corporal  John  P.  Gavit,  First  Sec- 
tion as  guidon. 

The  personnel  of  the  Signal  Corps  is  far  above  the  average  in 
the  National  Guard.  The  average  age  is  twenty-five  years.  The 
men  are  educated,  intelligent,  and  not  only  well  fitted  for  signal  work, 
but  by  their  occupations  in  civil  life  are  well  equipped  for  duty  as  an 
Engineer  Corps,  should  they  be  called  upon  to  perform  such  work. 
The  corps  contains  one  electrician,  three  machinists,  six  carpenters 
and  mechanics,  one  stationary  engineer,  one  plumber,  one  superin- 
tendent, and  two  foremen  of  machine  shops.  Should  occasion  arise, 
they  could  repair  and  run  a  locomotive,  repair  an  iron  bridge,  build 
a  wooden  or  pontoon  bridge,  and  perform  other  duties  of  an  Engineer 
Corps,  each  man  performing  work  upon  which  he  is  engaged  in  civil 
life.  A  number  of  the  officers  and  men  have  had  long  military  experi- 
ence; notably,  First  Lieutenant  Francis  J.  Duffy,  commanding  Second 
Section,  who  has  served  twenty-three  years  in  the  National  Guard. 
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INSTRUCTION. 

Upon  assuming  command  of  the  Corps,  I  found  that  all  of  the  mem- 
bers were  quite  proficient  in  visual  signaling  by  flag,  the  only  equip- 
ment furnished  by  the  State.  Several  members  were  very  anxious 
to  learn  telegraphy,  and  I  recommend  that  a  set  of  instruments 
be  furnished  each  Section  at  the  commencement  of  the  drill  season, 
that  some  of  the  men,  at  least,  may  become  familiar  with  this  import- 
ant means  of  communication.  Only  one  Section,  the  First,  was 
familiar  with  all  the  duties  of  the  Infantry  soldier,  and  some  Sections 
had  even  neglected  the  Manual  of  Arms.  All  became  fairly  familiar 
with  guard  duty  before  camp. 

As  no  text  book  treating  of  the  art  of  military  communication  had 
ever  been  used  by  the  Signal  Corps,  I  brought  the  matter  to  the 
attention  of  the  Adjutant-General,  and  forty  copies  of  Gallup's  Hand- 
book of  Military  Signaling,  a  very  complete  little  work,  were  issued 
to  the  corps. 

I  look  for  marked  improvement  in  the  comprehension  of  the 
theoretical  and  scientific  branches  of  the  service  during  the  next  drill 
season. 

WORK    IN    CAMP. 

The  cycles  and  drill  regulations  were  issued  to  the  Corps  about 
five  weeks  before  camp,  and  the  men  enthusiastically  took  hold  of 
the  new  drill.  Most  of  the  Sections  were  drilled  two  or  three  times 
a  week. 

The  several  Sections  were  ordered  to  report  to  me  at  the  railway 
station  at  Niantic,  not  later  than  10  a.m.,  August  21st,  my  plan  being 
to  take  the  Corps  into  camp  as  a  Battalion.  Blankets,  overcoats,  and 
blouses  were  strapped  to  the  handle  bars  of  the  cycles,  the  knapsacks 
being  left  at  home. 

Owing  to  the  severe  storm,  and  in  accordance  with  your  orders, 
I  sent  each  Section  into  quarters  as  soon  as  it  arrived.  Each  Section 
reported  with  its  full  complement  of  men,  all  of  whom  remained  the 
entire  week. 

Each  day  in  camp  part  of  the  Corps  practiced  signaling  with  the 
flag,  and  part  with  the  heliograph,  remarkable  proficiency  being  shown 
in  both. 

The  hours  of  drill  were  as  follows:  Stables,  6  to  6.30  a.m.  ;  Section 
drill,  mounted,  7.30  to  8.45;    field  work  (signaling),  9.30  to  11.30; 
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School  of  Instruction,  i  to  2  p.m.;  Corps'  drill,  mounted,  2.30  to  3.30. 
Most  of  the  time  in  field  work  was  devoted  to 

THE     HELIOGRAPH. 

This  instrument,  the  most  perfect  means  of  visual  signaling,  is 
exceedingly  simple  in  its  operation  and  powerful  in  its  range.  No 
Signal  Corps  can  be  said  to  be  even  fairly  equipped  that  does  not 
possess  these  instruments. 

The  heliograph  consists  of  a  tripod,  carrying  a  bar  having  a 
sighting  rod  at  one  end,  and  a  small  but  excellent  mirror  at  the  other. 
The  principle  of  the  instrument  is  to  bend  the  rays  of  the  sun  without 
diminishing  their  power. 

An  unsilvered  spot  in  the  center  of  the  mirror  enables  the  opera- 
tor to  sight  through  it  and  the  sighting  rod  to  the  distant  station.  A 
paper  disk  is  then  attached  to  the  sighting  rod,  its  center  over  the 
aperture,  and  the  mirror  adjusted  so  that  the  shadow  spot  falls  on  the 
center  of  the  disk.  The  flash  is  then  visible  at  the  opposite  station. 
Communication  is  affected  by  cutting  off  the  flash  and  then  allowing 
it  to  show  in  short  and  long  flashes,  according  to  the  signal  code. 
The  shadow  spot  constantly  tends  to  move  off  the  disk,  owing  to  the 
revolution  of  the  earth  and  apparent  motion  of  the  sun ;  conse- 
quently the  mirror  must  be  adjusted  every  thirty  seconds,  which  is 
effected  by  means  of  slow  motion  screws.  As  it  has  been  impossible 
to  obtain  any  heliographs,  I  made  the  pair  used  at  Camp  Morris  from 
my  own  designs  and  at  my  own  expense.  They  proved  very  satisfac- 
tory for  drill  purposes,  but  were  somewhat  unstable  in  the  wind. 
The  heliograph  needs  great  stability  and  careful  adjustment.  Its 
range  is  only  limited  by  the  convexity  of  the  earth,  and  it  has  been 
repeatedly  and  successfully  used  over  distances  ranging  from  one 
hundred  to  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  miles. 

The  second  brigade  signal  corps  of  New  York,  within  the  past 
month,  signaled  from  Peekskill  to  New  York  city,  with  the  helio- 
graph, one  of  the  stretches  being  thirty-five  miles  between  stations. 
Experiment  has  proved  interesting  facts  with  relation  to  this  instru- 
ment ;  vi-z.,  up  to  a  certain  distance  mirrors  of  different  sizes  and 
shapes  throw  flashes  or  "illuminated"  spots  of  different  sizes  and 
shapes,  but  this  distance  once  exceeded,  the  shape  and  diameter  of 
the  circle  of  illumination  of  mirrors  of  all  sizes  and  shapes  is  the 
same.  A  large  mirror,  however,  throws  a  more  intense  flash  than  a 
small  one. 
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We  use  a  square  six-inch  French  plate  mirror ;  but  in  camp  all 
but  a  spot  two  inches  square  was  covered,  and  even  at  two  miles  dis- 
tant this  threw  a  flash  so  intense  as  to  compel  the  use  of  smoked 
glasses.  The  heliograph  is  as  easy  to  use  at  long  distances  as  at 
short,  as  the  diameter  of  the  circle  of  illumination  increases  i6f  yards 
for  every  mile  of  distance.  Little  or  no  difficulty  was  experienced  in 
signaling,  although  none  of  the  men  had  ever  seen  such  an  instru- 
ment before.  Heliographs,  like  flags,  are,  however,  subject  to  total 
suspension  at  the  caprice  of  the  weather,  and  instruction  should  not 
be  neglected  in  the  use  of  the  more  reliable  apparatus  of  the  tele- 
graph and  field  telephone. 

telephones. 

The  telephones  at  camp  were  not  set  up  this  year  by  a  member  of 
the  signal  corps  as  heretofore,  but  were  put  up  by  regular  telephone 
linemen.  The  result  was  that  no  one  in  the  corps  was  familiar  with 
the  system,  and  considerable  difficulty  was  experienced  in  locating 
faults  in  the  line. 

In  one  instance,  where  the  line  was  run  for  some  distance  under 
ground,  it  was  not  discovered  that  there  was  any  line  there  for  sev- 
eral days. 

The  telephones  should  be  set  up  by  the  signal  corps,  not  only 
that  they  may  understand  the  system  and  keep  the  line  in  order  dur- 
ing the  week,  but  for  the  purpose  of  instruction.  It  would  be  ex- 
ceedingly valuable  practice  for  the  corps  to  set  up  the  line,  and  they 
would  gain  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  matter  that  could  be  ac- 
quired in  no  other  way.  I  respectfully  recommend  that  next  year  a 
squad  of  ten  picked  men  from  the  signal  corps  be  ordered  into  camp 
two  days  in  advance  of  the  troops,  for  the  purpose  of  setting  up  the 
telephones. 

BICYCLES. 

The  proper  mount  for  the  signal  corps  has  undoubtedly  been 
realized  in  the  safety  bicycle.  The  cycle  was  first  used  in  this  coun- 
try in  the  military  service  by  a  part  of  our  signal  corps  in  1891. 

So  satisfactory  did  it  prove  in  189 1  and  1892  that,  in  accordance 
with  law,  and  by  your  orders,  the  entire  corps  was  this  year  so 
mounted  permanently.  The  use  of  pneumatic  tires  this  year  was  as 
successful  as  the  use  of  the  wheels  themselves.  Only  one  tire  was 
punctured  out  of  the  thirty-six,  during  the  week,  and  that  was  caused 
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by  riding  over  brush  stubs  on  the  side  of  a  hill.  Each  man  carried 
in  his  tool  bag  a  tube  of  cement  and.  an  adhesive  tape,  it  being  only 
a  minute's  work  to  repair  any  puncture. 

The  ordinary  pace  of  the  cyclist  is  that  of  infantry  marching  in 
double  time.  The  pace  of  infantry  marching  in  quick  time  is  very 
slow  for  the  wheel,  nevertheless  the  corps  rode  in  the  reviews  at  the 
correct  pace,  and  kept  excellent  distances,  proving  conclusively  that 
cyclist  troops  can  be  maneuvered  in  conjunction  with  the  existing 
arms. 

The  cycle  is  especially  adapted  to  the  use  of  the  signal  corps  on 
account  of  its  noiselessness,  speed,  ease  of  concealment,  portability, 
and  economy.  It  is  the  only  means  of  rapid  transportation  ever  de- 
vised, which  can  be  driven  by  the  soldier  himself  with  the  speed  of  a 
galloping  horse,  and  less  exertion  than  that  of  walking. 

SCHOOL    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

I  held  a  school  each  day  from  i  to  2  p.  m.,  which  was  very  profit- 
able to  the  men.  I  required  the  whole  corps  to  attend,  and  gave 
lectures  on  general  signaling,  the  use  of  the  heliograph,  and  on  the 
use  of  cycles  in  the  military  service. 

ATHLETICS. 

An  athletic  exhibition  was  given,  under  the  auspices  of  the  corps, 
on  Wednesday  evening,  in  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  tent,  consisting  of  fencing, 
boxing,  club  swinging,  horizontal  bar,  fancy  drumming,  vocal  music, 
etc.  It  was  greatly  enjoyed  by  the  audience,  and  I  trust  the  idea  of 
a  repetition  next  year  will  foster  an  interest  in  athletics  in  the  com- 
mand. 

MILITARY    STUDY. 

I  caused  a  row  of  tables  to  be  placed  in  the  center  of  the  bicycle 
stable,  and  supplied  a  number  of  military  books,  magazines,  and  pa- 
pers, especially  relating  to  signaling,  which  appeared  to  be  enjoyed 
by  the  members.  This  afforded  a  place  where,  in  the  evening,  men 
could  read  or  write,  if  they  chose,  and  escape  the  jollification  likely 
to  be  going  on  outside. 

OUTPOST    DUTY. 

No  outpost  duty  was  performed  this  year,  and  thus  no  opportunity 
was  afforded  for  the  use  of  cycles  in  scouting  and  patrolling,  in  which 
services  they  are  so  valuable. 
Adj.-Gen. — 18 
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It  has  rightly  been  thought  that  the  outpost  duty  performed  the 
last  few  years  has  been  of  but  little  benefit,,  on  account  of  the  poor 
disposition  of  the  forces,  the  rapid  and  rash  movements  in  total  dis- 
regard of  rifle  fire,  and  the  useless  expenditure  of  blank  ammunition, 
too  often  at  the  expense  of  quite  serious  injuries  to  the  men. 

What  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  needs  to  learn  is  to  intelli- 
gently and  understandingly  dispose  outposts  to  cover  the  camp,  and 
resist  for  a  time  the  attack  of  the  enemy. 

Heretofore  no  text  book  has  been  used,  but  now  there  can  be  no 
excuse  for  lack  of  a  tolerable  understanding  of  the  proper  disposition 
of  outposts. 

I  respectfully  recommend  that  next  year  the  several  colonels  be 
required  to  so  dispose  their  commands  as  to  protect  the  camp,  strictly 
in  accordance  with  the  principles  laid  down  in  the  work  on  Outposts 
and  Patrols,  just  issued,  as  provided  in  the  "  Scheme  for  the  In- 
struction of  a  Regiment,"  paragraphs  190-202,  taking  due  advantage 
of  the  topography  of  the  country,  and  that  they  may  be  required  to 
quietly  hold  their  position  until  it  can  be  inspected  by  a  competent 
officer,  and  the  defects  in  disposition  pointed  out. 

The  sham  battle  feature  should  be  eliminated  from  our  outpost 
duty. 

INSPECTIONS. 

Iii  order  to  secure  uniformity  and  greater  proficiency  in  the  sig- 
nal corps,  I  respectfully  recommend  that  the  brigade  signal  officer 
be  ordered  to  inspect  and  instruct  each  section  at  least  once  each 
month  during  the  drill  season.

This  parade  was  as  escort  in  connection  with  the  Second  Company 
of  Governor's  Foot  Guard,  tRe  First  and  Second  Companies  of 
Governor's  Horse  Guard,  and  the  First  Regiment,  C  N.  G.,  to  His 
Excellency,  Governor  Luzon  B.  Morris,  on  the  occasion  of  his 
inauguration  as  Governor. 

3.  Spring  field-day,  May  26.  Present,  6  officers,  100  men.  The 
entire  day  was  devoted  to  drill  and  instruction,  largely  in  extended 
order.

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GENERAL. 

The  Second  Company  of  Governor's  Foot  Guards  have  had  a 
continuous  and  honored  existence  since  the  date  of  its  organization 
in  1775,  but  for  various  reasons  it  has  not  maintained  for  the  last 
few  years  its  usual  high  standard  of  excellence.  Many  of  the  old 
soldiers  of  the  late  War,  as  well  as  Veterans  of  the  National  Guard, 
loving  the  organization  for  what  it  had  been,  determined  that  this 
state  of  affairs  should  no  longer  be  tolerated,  and  that  this  grand  old 
organization  should  be  placed  where  it  deserved  to  be,  "  in  the  front 
rank  of  the  old  military  organizations  of  the  country,  and  second  to 
none." 

A  meeting  for  reorganization  was  held,  at  which  over  one  hundred 
and  fifty  signatures  were  obtained.  Among  the  signers  were  many 
prominent  men,  the  late  Adjutant-General  of  the  State,  Brig.-General 
Embler,  Capt.  James  M.  Townsend,  a  captain  of  the  Grays  in  1845, 
one  member  who  was  in  the  Mexican  War  as  well  as  the  War  of  the 
Rebellion,  many  retired  officers  of  high  rank,  and  others  holding 
high  official  positions,  and  others  prominent  in  business  circles. 

The  State  very  generously  equipped  us  as  in  the  olden  time, 
as  well  as  supplying  us  with  the  new  United  States  Army  fatigue 
uniform.  The  time  for  drill  was  short,  and  in  fact  our  first  drill  in 
uniform  was  a  short  afternoon  special  parade  just  prior  to  the 
Trenton  trip.  After  that  parade,  their  appearance  was  sufficiently 
satisfactory  to  warrant  something  more  extensive,  therefore  an  escort 
was  tendered  to  His  Excellency,  Luzon  B.  Morris,  Governor  and 
Captain-General,  to  Trenton,  N.  J.,  at  the  unveiling  of  the  Trenton 
Monument.  The  trip  was  made,  and  suffice  it  to  say  that  when 
in  line  with  the  First  Company  of  Hartford,  which  always  makes  such 
a  magnificent  showing,  we  of  the  Second  Company  had  no  reason  to 
feel  ashamed  of  our  appearance. 

It  is  our  intention  to  keep  the  Company  recruited  to  its  full 
strength,  giving  preference  to  those  who  have  seen  service  in  the 
Army,  or  National  Guard,  making  it  so  attractive  in  all  essential 
details  that,  if  possible,  a  better  class  of  men  may  become  interested 
in  military  study,  and  identify  themselves  actively  with  our  National 
Guard  ;  thus  keeping  Connecticut  (the  State  we  love,  in  the  future,  as 
in  the  past,  conspicuous  for  its  military  organization,  and  the  equal 
of  any  in  this  country).

I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  in  accordance  with  General 
Orders,  No.  14,  Adjutant-General's  Office,  June  23,  1893,  Colonel 
John  B.  Doherty,  Colonel  Russell  Frost,  Colonel  Charles  L.  Burdett, 
and  Colonel  Augustus  C.  Tyler,  were,  with  the  Brigadier-General 
commanding,  appointed  an  Examining  Board,  for  the  examination  of 
officers  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard. 

The  examination  embraced  the  School  of  the  Squad,  School  of 
the  Soldier,  Company,  Battalion,  Regiment,  Extended  Order,  and 
Guard  Duty,  and  as  a  whole  was  very  satisfactory,  several  of  the 
officers  answering  correctly  all  questions  asked. 

The  markings  agreed  upon  by  the  board  were  Excellent,  Very 
Good,  Good,  Fair,  and  Poor,  and  the  name  of  each  officer  appearing 
before  the  board  with  the  marking  agreed  upon  is  enclosed,  and  we 
respectfully  recommend  that  they  be  commissioned. 

The  following  officers  failed  to  appear  and  offered  no  excuse  for 
their  non-appearance.  We  respectfully  recommend  that  their 
appointments  be  revoked,  and  that  they  be  discharged  from  the 
military  service  of  the  State  :

General  Orders, 
No.   g. 


I.  The  companies  of  Infantry,  Hospital  Corps,  Signal  Corps,  Machine 
Gun  Platoons,  and  Platoons  of  Light  Artillery,  National  Guard,  will  each 
parade  one  day  during  the  month  of  May,  proxi?no,  in  their  respective  towns, 
under  order  of  the  Regimental,  Battery,  or  Separate  Company  commander. 
Organizations  will  devote  a  portion  of  the  day  to  rifle  practice,  under  orders 
of  the  commandant  and  supervision  of  the  regimental  inspector  of  Rifle 
Practice,  and  the  rest  of  the  day  to  such  drill  as  the  commandant  shall  direct, 
including  instruction  in  guard  duty  and  extended  order. 

II.  Regimental  and  battery  commanders  will  attend  the  parades  of 
companies  and  platoons  in  person,  or  be  represented  by  a  field  officer,  and 
will  report  in  writing  through  Brigade  Headquarters  on  or  before  June  1st, 
proximo,  the  condition  and  efficiency  of  each  company,  the  rifle  practice  and 
drill  and  maneuvers  performed,  time  occupied  in  rifle  practice,  time  devoted 
to  drill,  and  the  number  in  each  organization  present  and  performing  duty. 

III.  The  commanding  officer  of  the  First  and  Second  Separate  Com- 
panies will  report  to  the  commanding  officer  of  the  regiment  in  whose 
district  his  command  is  located,  the  date  fixed  for  the  parade  of  his  company  ; 
when  such  regimental  commander  will  detail  a  field  officer  of  his  regiment 
to  attend  the  parade  of  such  Separate  Company  and  report  as  provided  in 
Par.  II. 

IV.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  company  Governor's  Guards  is 
hereby  directed  to  assemble  his  command  for  one  day's  drill  and  parade  on 
such  date  as  he  may  determine  prior  to  May  31st,  proximo  ;  forwarding  to 
this  office,  when  issued,  a  copy  of  his  order  designating  the  date  of  parade. 

V.  Triplicate  muster-pay-rolls  for  duty,  duly  signed  by  each  member 
parading,  and  sworn  to  by  the  commanding  officer,  will  be  required,  one 
copy  to  be  retained  by  the  commanding  officer,  and  two  copies  to  be  for- 
warded to  this  office  within  ten  days  from  the  date  of  the  parade.

I.  The  following  Act,  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the 
State,  was  signed  by  the  Governor  on  the  2d  inst.,  and  became  the 
law  for  the  government  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  on  that 
date.

TITLE  LVI. 
CHAPTER  CLXXXIV. 

An  Act  relating  to  Militia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate   and  House   of  Representatives  in 
General  Assembly  conve7ied : 

Section  i.  All  male  citizens  of  this  state  between  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  not  expressly  exempted  by  law,  shall 
be  subject  to  military  duty,  and  designated  as  the  militia. 

Sec.  2.  The  active  militia  shall  be  organized  as  hereinafter 
prescribed,  and  designated  as  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  and 
said  guard  shall  be  liable  at  all  times  to  be  ordered  into  active  service, 
and,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  first  be  called  out  by  the 
commander-in-chief  on  all  occasions  for  military  service,  and  may  by 
him  be  turned  over  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  on  requisition 
by  the  President,  for  service  without  the  state,  not  exceeding  three 
months  in  any  one  year.  In  time  of  war,  invasion,  rebellion,  or  riot, 
or  reasonable  apprehension  thereof,  or  upon  requisition  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  the  commander-in-chief  shall  order  out,  for 
active  service,  such  further  portion  of  the  militia  as  he  may  deem 
necessary,  designating  the  same  by  draft,  if  a  sufficient  number  shall 
not  volunteer,  and  shall  organize  the  same  and  appoint  and  commission 
officers  therefor;  and  when  so  ordered  out  for  service  the  militia  shall 
be  subject  to  like  regulations  and  receive  from  the  state  like  compensa- 
tion as  that  prescribed  for  the  army  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  apportion  any  such  draft 
equitably  among  the  several  towns;  and  the  order  therefor  may  be 
directed  to  the  selectmen  of  each  town,  who  shall  thereupon  amend  the 
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rolls  of  the  militia  therein  by  adding  thereto  the  names  of  persons  sub- 
ject to  enrollment,  and  by  striking  therefrom  the  names  of  persons  ex- 
empted by  the  provisions  of  this  title ;  and  they  shall  appoint  a  time  and 
place  of  parade  for  the  militia  in  such  town,  and  order  them  to  appear 
thereat,  either  orally  or  by  leaving  written  or  printed  notices  with 
them,  or  at  their  usual  places  of  abode,  or  by  publishing  a  notice 
thereof  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  the  county  in  which  said  town 
is,  and  by  posting  a  like  notice  on  the  public  sign-posts  in  said  town; 
and  shall  then  and  there  proceed  to  draft  such  number  by  lot  from, 
such  militia,  or  to  accept  such  number  of  volunteers,  as  the  order  of 
the  commander-in-chief  shall  require;  and  shall  return  to  the  adjutant- 
general  the  names  of  persons  drafted,  or  enlisted  under  said  order, 
who  shall  thereupon  be  subject  to  the  order  of  the  commander-in- 
chief;  and  if  any  selectman  of  any  town  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to 
comply  with  such  order,  the  commander-in-chief  shall  appoint  some 
proper  person  to  execute  the  same,  at  the  expense  of  such  town,  who 
shall  make  return  of  his  doings  to  the  adjutant-general. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  except  the  commander-in-chief  shall  call  out  the 
militia  or  national  guard  of  this  state  for  any  duty  whatever,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  riot  or  civil  commotion  at  any  place  in  this  state, 
any  officer  whose  duty  it  is  to  enforce  the  civil  authority  at  such  place, 
shall,  if  he  considers  that  the  force  at  his  disposal  is  not  sufficient, 
inform  the  commander-in-chief,  who  may  order  out  such  portion  of 
the  national  guard  as  he  thinks  proper,  and  may  direct  the  proper 
commanding  officer  of  such  force  to  communicate  with  the  person 
making  the  application,  and  to  assist  such  person  in  preserving  the 
.  peace,  and  to  use  such  portion  of  his  force  as  may  be  necessary 
therefor.  But  before  using  this  force  against  any  body  of  men,  such 
preliminary  warning  shall  be  given  and  precautions  taken  as  are  pro- 
vided by  law. 

Sec  6.  In  case  it  is  impossible  to  immediately  communicate  with 
the  commander-in-chief,  the  civil  officer  making  requisition  for  assist- 
ance may,  if  he  deem  the  danger  too  imminent  to  admit  of  delay,  serve 
a  copy  of  such  requisition,  together  with  a  statement  of  his  inability  to 
communicate  with  the  commander-in-chief,  upon  the  commanding 
officer  of  such  portion  of  the  national  guard  as  may  be  in  his  district, 
who  is  hereby  authorized  to  exercise,  with  respect  to  calling  out  the 
troops  under  his  command,  the  powers  herein  conferred  upon  the 
commander-in-chief;  but  if  the  action  so  taken  is  disapproved  by  the 
commander-in-chief,  the  troops  so  called  into  service  shall  be  imme- 
diately discharged  from  further  duty  under  that  call. 

Sec.  7.  If  any  person  or  persons  resisting  the  laws  of  the  state, 
or  unlawfully  or  riotously  assembled,  shall  be  injured  or  killed  by 
any  of  the  military  force  called  out  under  the  provisions  of  the  two 
preceding  sections,  such  force  and  every  member  thereof  shall  be 
discharged  from  all  civil  or  criminal  liability  therefor. 
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Sec.  8.  The  names  of  all  male  citizens  of  this  state  between  the  ages 
of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  residing  in  each  town  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  subsequent  to  the  last  previous  enrollment,  shall  annually, 
at  some  time  between  the  first  day  of  January  and  the  first  day  of 
February  following,  be  enrolled  alphabetically,  by  or  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  they  reside.  On  such 
enrollment  lists  and  opposite  the  name  of  every  person  exempt  from 
military  duty,  or  a  minor,  or  in  the  active  militia,  the  selectmen  shall 
write  "  exempt "  and  the  reason  of  such  exemption,  or  "  minor  "  or  "  ac- 
tive militia,"  as  the  case  may  be,  and  shall  sign  said  lists  and  file  them 
in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  of  such  town ;  and  annually,  on  or  before 
the  fifteenth  day  of  February,  make  report  to  the  adjutant-general  of 
the  total  number  enrolled  on  their  respective  town  lists,  the  number 
marked  exempt  by  reason  of  disability,  the  number  exempt  by  reason 
of  other  causes,  the  number  of  minors,  the  number  of  active  militia, 
•the  number  liable  to  military  duty,  and  the  number  liable  to  pay  a 
commutation  tax  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  shall  certify  that  they 
believe  said  lists  to  be  correct.  The  adjutant-general  shall  forward 
the  return  of  the  number  liable  to  pay  a  commutation  tax  to  the  state 
treasurer. 

Sec.  9.  The  following  reasons  shall  exempt  from  such  military 
duty:  first,  such  physical  or  mental  disabilities  as  shall  be  prescribed 
in  general  orders  issued  by  the  surgeon-general  and  approved  by  the 
commander-in-chief,  and  printed  copies  of  such  approved  general 
orders  specifying  such  reasons  of  exemption,  shall  be  sent  annually 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year,  to  the  selectmen 
and  town  clerk  in  each  town  in  the  state  by  the  surgeon-general; 
second,  service  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the  United  States,  during  the 
late  rebellion,  and  an  honorable  discharge  therefrom;  third,  member- 
ship for  the  time  being  of  a  volunteer  fire  company  in  this  state; 
fourth,  service  for  five  years  consecutively  in  the  active  militia  of  this 
state  or  in  any  volunteer  fire  company  in  this  state;  fifth,  being  a 
warden  or  deputy  warden  of  the  state  prison;  sixth,  any  further 
reason  expressly  provided  by  law;  but  the  reasons  specified  in  the 
clauses  marked  second,  third,  and  fourth  in  this  section  shall  not 
exempt  from  military  duty,  in  time  of  war,  invasion,  or  rebellion,  or 
reasonable  apprehension  thereof. 

Sec.  10.  The  selectmen  of  every  town  shall,  on  every  rate-bill  for 
its  annual  tax,  add  a  tax  of  two  dollars  on  every  person  so  enrolled 
as  liable  to  military  duty,  except  minors  and  members  of  the  active 
militia,  which  tax  shall  be  in  commutation  of  military  duty,  and  col- 
lected and  paid  to  the  town  at  the  time  and  in  the  manner  provided 
for  town  taxes.  The  town  treasurer  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
state,  on  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  November,  annually,  such  military 
commutation  tax  as  is  determined  to  be  due  from  their  respective  towns 
by  the  returns  of  the  selectmen  to  the  adjutant-general  last  before 
made,  except  as  hereafter  provided,  and  the  treasurer  shall  have  the 
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same  power  to  enforce  such  payment  as  he  has  in  the  case  of  any- 
state  tax.  The  town  treasurers  in  making  the  payments  above  pro- 
vided for  may  deduct  therefrom  a  sum  equal  to  that  part  of  the  com- 
mutation taxes  placed  upon  the  rate-bills  of  their  respective  towns 
last  issued  which  cannot  be  collected,  not  to  exceed  ten  per  centum  of 
such  taxes. 

Sec.  1 1 .  Any  selectman  neglecting  or  refusing  to  faithfully  perform 
the  duty  as  enrolling  officer  required  by  this  chapter  shall  be  fined 
five  hundred  dollars.  When  the  adjutant-general  shall  find,  from  the 
returns  of  the  selectmen  of  any  town,  that  they  have  not  made  a  true 
report  of  the  number  of  persons  liable  to  military  duty  or  to  pay  a 
commutation  tax,  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  he  shall  notify 
them  by  mail  that  they  have  failed  to  make  such  report;  and  if  they 
shall  not  make  true  report  of  the  number  of  such  persons  as  nearly  as 
the  same  can  be  ascertained,  within  twenty  days  after  such  notice,  he 
shall  notify  the  state's  attorney  in  the  county  in  which  said  selectmen, 
reside,  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  such  penalty. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  knowingly  and  wilfully  refusing  information, 
or  giving  false  information,  to  any  selectman  making  such  enrollment, 
respecting  the  name,  age,  residence,  occupation,  military  service,  or 
service  in  any  fire  company,  or  physical  or  mental  disability  of  him- 
self, or  of  his  son  or  ward,  or  person  in  his  employ  or  boarding  with 
him,  shall  be  fined  twenty  dollars.  In  case  of  doubt  as  to  exemption 
from  military  duty,  or  from  the  payment  of  such  commutation  tax, 
the  burden  of  proving  such  exemption  shall  be  on  the  person  claiming 
it;  and  all  enrolling  officers  may  require  the  persons  examined  by 
them  to  testify  under  oath,  and  may  administer  such  oath. 

Sec.  13.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  appoint  post-surgeons,  re- 
movable at  his  pleasure,  to  determine  exemptions  from  military  duty 
by  the  standard  of  disability  prescribed  by  the  surgeon-general  as 
aforesaid,  and  regimental  surgeons  or  assistant  surgeons  shall  be 
appointed  for  such  duty  in  their  respective  towns.  All  decisions  of 
such  post-surgeons  shall  be  subject  to  review  and  reversal  by  the 
surgeon-general. 

Sec  14.  The  governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia, 
except  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  United  States,  and  may 
employ  it,  or  any  part  of  it,  for  the  defense  or  relief  of  the  state,  or 
any  part  of  its  inhabitants  or  territory;  shall  make  and  publish  regu- 
lations for  the  government  of  the  national  guard,  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  of  this  state,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  necessary  to  carry 
into  full  effect  the  provisions  of  this  title. 

Sec  15.  His  staff,  which  shall  be  part  of  the  national  guard,  shall 
consist  of  an  adjutant-general,  with  the  rank  of  brigadier-general,  ap- 
pointed by  him;  a  quartermaster-general,  a  surgeon-general,  a  commis- 
sary-general, a  paymaster-general,  and  a  judge-advocate-general,  each 
with  the  rank  of  brigadier-general,  and  appointed  by  him,  with  the 
consent  of  the  senate,  and  four  aids-de-camp,  each  with  the  rank  of 
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colonel,  appointed  by  him.  And  the  governor  may,  in  his  discretion, 
commission  on  his  staff,  as  inspector,  with  such  rank  as  he  may  deem 
proper,  any  officer  of  the  army  of  the  United  States  detailed  for  duty 
in  connection  with  said  guard  at  the  request  of  the  governor,  v  The 
surgeon -general  shall  be  a  graduate  of  some  incorporated  school  of 
medicine,  and  of  at  least  five  years'  practice.  The  judge-advocate- 
general  shall  be  an  attorney-at-law  admitted  to  practice  in  the  superior 
court  in  this  state,  and  of  at  least  five  years'  standing.  The  adjutant- 
general,  with  the  consent  of  the  commander-in-chief,  may  appoint  an 
assistant  adjutant-general,  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  who  may  perform 
all  the  duties  of  the  adjutant-general  in  case  of  the  absence,  inability, 
or  express  directions  of  the  latter.  The  quartermaster-general,  with 
the  consent  of  the  commander-in-chief,  may  appoint  an  assistant 
quartermaster-general,  with  the  rank  of  colonel,  for  whose  conduct  he 
shall  be  responsible,  who  may,  under  his  direction,  take  charge  of  the 
property  in  his  department,  and  perform  such  other  duties  therein  as 
he  may  direct. 

Sec.  i 6.  In  time  of  peace  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  shall 
consist  of  not  more  than  forty-eight  companies  of  infantry,  one 
signal  corps,  one  battery  of  artillery,  one  machine-gun  battery,  and  to 
each  regiment  not  exceeding  one  hospital  corps,  and  one  band,  fully 
armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped,  and  organized  into  one  brigade. 
This  force  shall  be  located  throughout  the  state  with  reference  to  the 
military  wants  thereof,  means  of  concentration,  and  other  military 
requirements.  The  commander-in-chief,  adjutant -general,  and 
brigadier-general  commanding  the  brigade,  shall  constitute  a  board 
for  location  and  organization  of  the  national  guard  within  such 
brigade,  with  power  to  transfer,  attach,  consolidate,  or  disband,  and 
reorganize  at  pleasure  any  organizations.  But  the  commander-in- 
chief  shall  have  power  in  case  of  war,  invasion,  insurrection,  riot,  or 
imminent  danger  thereof  to  increase  said  force,  and  said  board  shall 
organize  the  same  as  the  exigencies  of  the  case  may  require. 

Sec.  i  7.  All  first  enlistments  shall  be  for  three  years,  but  any  per- 
son who  has  received  or  is  entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge  from  said 
guard  by  reason  of  expiration  of  term  of  service,  may  be  re-enlisted  for 
a  term  of  two  years.  All  enlistments  shall  be  made  by  signing  dupli- 
cate enlistment  papers  in  such  form  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the 
adjutant-general,  one  to  be  forwarded  forthwith  to  him  by  the  enlist- 
ing officer,  and  one  to  be  filed  with  the  records  of  the  organization  in 
which  such  enlistment  is  made.  Every  enlisting  officer  may  adminis- 
ter the  oath  required  upon  enlistment.  No  first  enlistment  shall  be 
allowed  of  other  than  able-bodied  male  citizens  of  this  state,  between 
the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  residing  in  the  town  where 
the  armory  of  the  organization  is  situated,  or  in  its  vicinity,  except 
that  company  musicians  and  members  of  regimental  bands  may  be 
enlisted  between  the  ages  of  sixteen  and  fifty  years.  In  time  of  peace 
no  minor  shall  be  enlisted  without  the  written  consent  of  his  parent  or 
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guardian;  and  no  uniform,  allowance,  pay,  or  compensation  shall  be 
1  given  by  the  state  to  an)-  enlisted  man  not  certified  by  the  surgeon 
or  assistant  surgeon  of  his  regiment,  or  a  post-surgeon,  to  be  able- 
bodied,  in  accordance  with  the  standard  prescribed  therefor  by  the 
surgeon-general. 

Sec.  i  8.  In  time  of  peace  the  national  guard  shall  constitute  one 
brigade  under  the  command  of  a  brigadier-general  appointed  by  the 
commander-in-chief,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate.  The  brigadier- 
general  shall  nominate  on  his  staff  an  assistant  adjutant-general,  with 
the  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  an  inspector,  a  quartermaster,  a  com- 
missar}- of  subsistence,  an  inspector  of  small  arms  practice,  who  shall 
also  be  ordnance  officer,  and  a  judge-advocate,  each  with  the  rank  of 
major;  a  medical  director  with  rank  of  lieutenant-colonel,  signal 
officer,  with  rank  of  major,  and  two  aids-de-camp,  each  with  rank  of 
captain.  The  medical  director  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  lawfully 
established  medical  college,  and  have  been  in  practice  for  at  least  five 
years  prior  to  date  of  appointment.  The  judge -advocate  shall  be  an 
attorney-at-law  admitted  to  practice  in  the  superior  court  in  this  state, 
and  of  at  least  five  years'  standing.  The  brigadier-general  may 
appoint  and  warrant  four  orderlies,  two  of  whom  shall  rank  as 
sergeant,  and  two  as  corporal,  and  one  trumpeter  with  the  rank  of 
sergeant,  who  shall  be  chief  trumpeter  of  the  brigade.  They  shall 
appear  mounted  on  all  days  of  review  and  parade  when  so  ordered  by 
the  brigadier-general. 

Sec.  19.  The  field  officers  of  a  regiment  shall  consist  of  a  colonel, 
a  lieutenant-colonel,  and  a  major  for  each  battalion,  all  nominated  by 
the  field  and  line  officers  of  the  regiment.  Each  colonel  shall  nominate 
on  his  staff  an  adjutant  with  the  rank  of  captain,  a  quartermaster  and 
a  paymaster,  each  with  the  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  a  surgeon  with 
rank  of  major,  an  assistant  surgeon  with  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  an 
inspector  of  small  arms  practice  with  rank  of  captain,  and  a  chaplain 
who  shall  be  commissioned  without  rank,  but  entitled  to  the  same 
pay  and  allowances  as  a  regimental  adjutant.  The  non-commissioned 
staff  of  a  regiment  shall  consist  of  a  sergeant-major,  a  quarterm aster- 
sergeant,  a  commissary  sergeant,  a  hospital  steward,  a  chief  trum- 
peter, a  drum-major,  and  a  mounted  orderly  with  rank  of  corporal,  to 
be  appointed  by  the  colonel  and  warranted  by  him.  Each  major  shall 
nominate  on  his  staff  an  adjutant  with  rank  of  first  lieutenant,  and  a 
sergeant-major,  the  latter  to  be  warranted  by  the  colonel.  All 
surgeons  and  assistant  surgeons  must  be  graduates  of  a  lawfully 
established  medical  college,  and  all  hospital  stewards  must  be  duly 
licensed  by  the  state  commissioners  of  pharmacy. 

Sec  20.  Each  company  shall  consist  of  a  captain,  a  first  lieutenant, 
and  a  second  lieutenant,  all  nominated  by  the  company,  a  first  ser- 
geant, a  quartermaster-sergeant,  four  sergeants,  eight  corporals,  one 
trumpeter,  and  two  musicians,  and  not  more  than  sixty-four,  nor  less 
than  thirty-two  privates.     The  machine  gun  battery  shall  consist  of  a 
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captain,  to  be  nominated  by  the  line  officers  of  the  battery,  and  as 
many  lieutenants  and  organizations  as  there  are  regiments  of  in- 
fantry, which  organizations  shall  be  known  by  the  numerical  designa- 
tion of  the  regiment  with  which  they  are  located.  Each  machine  gun 
organization  shall  consist  of  one  first  lieutenant  mounted,  and  such 
number  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  as  the  commander- 
in-chief  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe.  The  commanding  officer 
of  each  machine  gun  organization  shall  hereafter  be  nominated  by 
the  members  of  the  organization  as  provided  in  section  22.  Each 
organization  shall  be  provided  with  one  or  more  machine  guns.  To 
each  machine  gun  there  shall  be  allowed  two  horses,  and  there  shall 
be  paid  for  each  horse  used  on  parade  a  sum  not  exceeding  three 
dollars  per  day,  and  forage  or  commutation  therefor.  The  brigade 
signal  corps,  which  shall  be  a  staff  corps  under  the  command  of  the 
signal  officer  of  the  brigade  staff,  shall  consist  of  as  many  sections  as 
there  are  regiments  of  infantry,  which  sections  shall  be  known  by  the 
numerical  designations  of  the  regiments  with  which  they  are  located; 
as  "First  Section,  Brigade  Signal  Corps,"  "Second  Section,"  etc. 
Each  section  shall  consist-  of  a  first  lieutenant  and  such  number  of 
non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  as  the  commander-in-chief 
may,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe,  any  or  all  of  whom  may,  in  the 
discretion  of  the  brigade  commander,  be  mounted,  and  when  so 
mounted,  each  member  of  the  signal  corps  shall  receive  an  extra 
compensation  of  two  dollars  per  day.  The  commanding  officer  of 
each  signal  section  shall  be  nominated  by  the  members  of  the  section, 
as  provided  in  section  22  of  this  title.  Each  hospital  corps  shall 
consist  of  such  number  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  as 
the  commander-in-chief  may,  from  time  to  time,  prescribe.  Each 
regimental  band  shall  consist  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  nor 
less  than  twelve  members,  one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  and 
warranted  by  the  regimental  commandant,  chief  musician  with  rank 
of  first  sergeant. 

Sec.  21.  The  battery  of  artillery  shall  consist  of  a  captain,  two' 
first  lieutenants,  two  second  lieutenants,  one  first  sergeant,  one 
quartermaster-sergeant,  one  veterinary  sergeant,  four  sergeants,  eight 
corporals,  two  trumpeters,  one  guidon,  and  not  more  than  sixty-four 
nor  less  than  thirty-two  privates.  The  two  platoons  constituting  the 
battery  of  artillery  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  commander-in-chief, 
be  located  in  different  towns,  and  in  such  case  the  first  lieutenants  of 
platoons  shall  receipt  for  and  be  responsible  to  the  state  for  all 
property  issued  to  said  platoons.  To  each  platoon  there  shall  be  one 
first  and  one  second  lieutenant,  nominated  in  the  manner  provided 
for  officers  of  companies  of  infantry,  two  sergeants,  four  corporals, 
one  trumpeter,  and  not  more  than  thirty-two  privates.  The  captain 
of  the  battery  shall  be  nominated  by  the  lieutenants  of  platoons,  and 
he  shall  appoint  and  issue  warrants  for  all  non-commissioned  officers 
of  the  battery;  but  if  the  two  platoons  are  located  in  different  towns, 
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the  first  lieutenants  of  platoons  shall  nominate  the  sergeants  and 
corporals  of  their  respective  platoons. 

Sec.  22.  All  meetings  for  the  nomination  of  commissioned 
officers  shall  be  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief.  The  orders 
therefor  shall  be  addressed  to  the  person  therein  designated  to 
preside  at  such  meeting,  who  shall,  at  least  five  days  previous 
thereto,  cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  each  person  entitled  to 
vote  thereat,  by  reading  such  a  notice,  stating  the  time  and  place 
of  meeting,  in  his  hearing,  or  depositing  it  in  the  mail,  properly 
addressed,  with  the  postage  paid,  or  leaving  it  at  his  usual  place 
of  abode.  The  nomination  shall  be  made  by  ballot  by  a  majority 
of  those  present  at  the  meeting,  and  the  result  thereof  shall 
be  forthwith  returned,  by  the  person  presiding,  to  the  com- 
mander-in-chief, through  intermediate  headquarters.  If  any  person 
holding  a  commissioned  office  at  the  time,  be  nominated,  such  meet- 
ing, if  otherwise  competent,  shall  thereupon  nominate  his  successor 
in  such  office.  If  there  shall  be  a  failure  to  nominate  any  officer  at 
two  meetings  ordered  therefor,  the  commander-in-chief  may  fill  the 
vacancy  by  direct  appointment.  If  the  person  so  designated  to  pre- 
side at  any  such  meeting  shall  not  appear  thereat,  the  senior  officer 
present  shall  preside. 

Sec.  23.  Every  nomination  of  a  commissioned  officer  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  commander-in-chief,  who  shall  delay  an 
appointment  for  ten  days  after  receiving  a  return  thereof,  to  give  oppor- 
tunity for  remonstrance,  and  if  then  approving  shall  issue  his  appoint- 
ment therefor,  and  if  not  so  approving,  shall  order  a  new  nomination, 
and  after  twice  disapproving  he  shall  fill  such  vacancy  without  further 
nomination.  Such  appointment  shall  be  conditional,  in  the  case  of  all 
officers  required  by  law  to  appear  before  the  examining  board  herein- 
after mentioned.  To  all  officers  of  or  above  the  rank  of  lieutenant, 
who  shall  have  passed  an  examination  satisfactory  to  said  examining 
board,  or  who  are  not  required  by  law  to  pass  such  examination,  the 
commander-in-chief  shall  issue  commissions,  dating  from  their  respec- 
tive nominations. 

Sec.  24.  In  the  case  of  officers  for  whose  appointment  the  con- 
sent of  the  senate  is  required,  the  commander-in-chief  may  make 
appointments  to  office,  which  shall  be  valid  till  the  further  action  of 
the  senate  thereon. 

Sec  25.  The  commandant  of  each  company,  machine-gun  organ- 
ization, signal  section,  and  platoon  of  artillery  shall,  from  its  enlisted 
men,  nominate  its  sergeants  and  corporals  to  the  commandant  of  his 
regiment,  corps  or  battery,  who  shall  appoint  and  issue  warrants  to  the 
persons  nominated  when  approved  by  him,  or  order  new  nominations 
when  disapproving  ;  but  no  non-commissioned  officer's  warrant  shall 
be  issued  to  any  person  not  certified  by  his  immediate  commanding 
officer  to  have  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  school  of  the 
soldier,  the  school  of  the  company,  and  the  extended  order.     The 
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trumpeter  and  musicians  of  each  company  shall  be  appointed  by  its 
commandant. 

Sec.  26.  All  persons  who  shall  have  served  three  years  consecu- 
tively in  the  active  militia  shall  be  thereby  entitled  to  an  honorable  dis- 
charge, exempting  them  from  military  duty  thereafter,  except  in  case 
of  war,  invasion,  rebellion,  riot,  or  reasonable  apprehension  thereof. 
But  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  against  whom  charges 
are  pending  under  the  provisions  of  this  title. 

Sec.  27.  The  resignation  of  any  staff  officer  shall  be  made  to  his 
immediate  commanding  officer,  and,  if  approved,  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  commander-in  chief,  who  shall  accept  it  and  grant  an  honorable 
discharge.  The  resignation  of  any  other  commissioned  officer  shall 
be  made  to  the  commander-in-chief,  through  the  military  channels. 
The  commissions  of  all  staff  officers  shall  expire  when  the  officer  nomi- 
nating or  appointing  them,  or  his  successor,  shall  make  new  nomina- 
tions or  appointments  to  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  28.  Unless  otherwise  expressly  provided,  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard  shall  be  governed  by  the  rules  and  articles  of  war 
governing  the  armies  of  the  United  States,  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
applicable.  Its  system  of  dicipline,  exercise  and  administration  shall 
conform  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  that  prescribed  from  time  to  time 
for  the  army  of  the  United  States. 

Sec  29.  The  brigade  commander  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard,  with  such  of  his  regimental  commanders  as  he  may  select,  and 
in  his  discretion  that  officer  of  the  army  of  the  United  States,  if  any, 
who  may  be  detailed  for  duty  in  connection  with  said  guard,  shall  con- 
stitute an  examining  board  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  from  time  to  time, 
upon  the  order  of  the  adjutant-general,  or  upon  the  application  of  any 
regimental  or  battalion  commander  approved  by  the  adjutant-general, 
to  enquire  into  the  military,  moral  and  general  capacity,  qualifications 
and  efficiency  of  any  officer,  who  has  been  commissioned  or  may 
hereafter  be  nominated  for  commission  in  the  brigade,  and  shall  have 
such  powers  of  a  court-martial  and  of  a  court  of  inquiry  as  may  be 
necessary  for  that  purpose  [Sec.  80].  The  commander-in-chief  shall 
give  at  least  two  weeks'  notice  to  all  such  officers  to  appear  before 
said  board.  Said  board  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  each  examina- 
tion, make  a  detailed  report  of  its  result  to  the  commander-in-chief, 
who  shall  thereupon  revoke  the  commission  or  appointment  of  any 
officer  failing  to  appear  and  pass  an  examination  satisfactory  to  said 
board,  ftrovided,  that  he  may  at  his  discretion  allow  an  opportunity 
for  examination  at  the  next  session  of  said  board  to  any  officer  who 
has  failed  to  pass  or  who  has  been  recommended  therefor  by  said 
board. 

Sec  30.  Each  organization  may  make  by-laws  for  its  govern- 
ment, which  shall  be  binding  on  its  members  when  approved  by  the 
regimental  or  corps  commandant  and  the  adjutant-general ;  and  all 
fines  and  dues  imposed  by  such  by-laws  may  be  collected  in  the  same 
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manner  as  is  provided  in  section  68,  except  that  it  shall  be  legal  to 
notify  any  delinquent  of  the  incurrence  of  any  fines  or  dues  within 
three  months  of  the  date  when  the  same  were  incurred,  and  notice 
may  be  given  collectively  of  such  fines  or  dues,  or  both. 

Sec.  31.  No  company  of  military  beyond  the  number  author- 
ized by  this  title  shall  receive  from  the  state  any  aid  or  compensation 
whatever,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  for  the  Governor's  guards, 
but  this  section  shall  not  affect  the  loan  of  arms  and  equipments 
made  by  the  quartermaster-general  when  authorized  thereto.  No 
breech-loading  arms  shall  be  issued  or  loaned  to  any  organization 
other  than  the  companies  of  the  national  guard,  or  the  Governor's 
guards. 

Sec.  32.  The  quartermaster-general  shall,  upon  due  requisition 
therefor,  approved  by  the  adjutant-general,  furnish  the  active  militia,  at 
the  expense  of  the  state,  with  suitable  arms,  uniforms,  armories,  am- 
munition, equipments,  colors,  camp  equipage,  and  transportation  from 
its  armory  to  the  place  of  parade  or  encampment,  and  a  regimental 
headquarter-room  for  each  regiment,  for  the  safe  keeping  of  the  colors 
and  other  state  property  in  charge  of  the  regimental  commanders. 

Sec.  33.  The  armory  of  each  company,  machine-gun  organization, 
signal  section,  and  platoon  of  artillery  shall,  subject  to  the  orders  of  the 
quartermaster-general,  be  under  the  charge  of  its  commanding  officer, 
who  shall  keep  therein  all  property  furnished  his  command  by  the 
state,  and  be  responsible  for  it,  and  execute  such  bonds  therefor  as 
the  quartermaster-general,  from  time  to  time,  shall  require;  and  no 
company,  corps  or  platoon  shall  be  so  furnished  until  such  bonds  shall 
be  executed  and  approved  by  the  quartermaster-general,  nor  until  a 
suitable  armory  shall  be  selected  for  their  deposit.  In  case  of  the 
renting  of  any  armory  for  other  than  military  purposes  the  proceeds 
thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  quartermaster-general,  who  shall  pay  them 
to  the  state.  To  each  regimental  band  not  quartered  in  a  state 
armory,  there  shall  be  paid  seventy-five  dollars,  annually,  in  commu- 
tation for  the  rent  of  its  band  room  or  armory. 

Sec  34.  In  towns  in  which  two  or  more  military  companies  are 
located,  suitable  armories  for  the  use  of  said  companies  may  be  built 
or  purchased  by  the  state.  All  contracts  and  transactions  for  building 
or  purchasing  shall  be  by  a  commission,  to  consist  of  the  governor, 
adjutant-general,  and  quartermaster-general  for  the  time  being,  who 
shall  have  full  power  to  purchase  land  and  build  armories,  as  herein 
contemplated;  and  the  comptroller  shall  draw  his  order  on  the  treas- 
urer in  favor  of  said  commission  for  such  sums  as  said  commission 
may  certify  to  him  to  be  necessary  to  pay  bills  contracted  by  them 
for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriations 
made  according  to  law ;  and  the  state  is  authorized  to  take  any  land 
the  said  commission  deem  necessary  for  military  purposes. 

Sec  35.  If  said  commission  cannot  agree  with  any  owner  or  owners 
upon  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  land  thus  taken,  they  may  apply  in  the 
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name  of  the  state  to  the  superior  court  in  the  county  where  the  land 
lies,  or,  if  said  court  is  not  in  session,  to  any  judge  of  the  superior 
court.  Said  application  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  summons,  which 
shall  be  served  and  returned  in  the  same  manner  as  civil  process;  and 
upon  said  application  said  court  or  judge  shall  appoint  a  committee  of 
three  disinterested  men,  who,  after  being  sworn,  and  having  given 
reasonable  notice  to  the  parties  interested,  shall  view  the  land,  hear 
the  evidence,  ascertain  the  value,  assess  just  damages  to  the  owner  or 
owners,  and  report  their  doings  to  said  court  or  judge,  who  may 
accept  the  same,  or  may,  in  case  of  any  irregular  or  improper  conduct 
on  the  part  of  said  committee  in  the  performance  of  their  duty,  reject 
it;  and,  in  case  of  rejection,  said  court  or  judge  shall  appoint  another 
committee,  who  shall  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  provided  for  the 
first  committee. 

Sec.  36.  The  acceptance  of  the  report  of  such  committee  shall 
operate  as  a  judgment  in  favor  of  any  person  to  whom  damage  shall 
be  assessed  against  the  state,  and  said  court  or  judge  may  make  any 
order  necessary  to  protect  the  rights  of  all  persons  interested;  and 
said  land  shall  not  be  enclosed  or  used  by  the  state  until  the  amount 
of  said  judgment  shall  be  paid  to  the  party  to  whom  it  is  due,  or 
deposited  for  his  use  with  the  treasurer  of  the  county  in  which  the 
land  lies,  and  upon  such  payment  or  deposit  said  land  shall  become 
the  property  of  the  state.  The  expenses  and  costs  of  said  hearing 
before  the  court  or  judge  aforesaid  shall  be  audited  and  allowed  by 
the  commission,  and  paid  by  them. 

Sec.  37.  The  quartermaster-general  shall  provide  for  the  expense 
of  cleaning  and  keeping  in  repair  all  arms,  uniforms,  and  equipments 
furnished  by  the  state  to  the  active  militia,  in  such  manner  as  he  shall 
prescribe;  and  shall,  in  the  months  of  June  and  October  in  each  year, 
inspect,  or  cause  to  be  inspected  by  his  assistant,  the  armories  and 
band  rooms  and  all  state  property  in  the  possession  of  the  active 
militia,  or  such  portion  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  or  of  any  schools, 
persons,  or  associations;  and  may  cause  to  be  returned  to  the  state 
arsenal  and  repaired  all  such  property  which  he  at  any  time  shall  find 
to  be  damaged  by  neglect  or  improper  use.  The  expense  of  such 
inspections  in  the  case  of  the  schools,  persons  and  associations  afore- 
said shall  be  paid  by  them. 

Sec.  38.  Every  commissioned  officer  shall  furnish  himself  with  a 
complete  uniform  approved  by  the  commander-in-chief;  and  every 
officer  so  uniformed  and  in  service,  on  the  first  day  of  October  in  each 
year,  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  by  the  quartermaster-general,  on  or 
before  the  thirtieth  day  of  November  in  each  year,  the  sum  of  twenty 
dollars  in  payment  therefor.  General  and  field  officers,  and  their 
staffs,  shall  appear  mounted  on  all  days  of  review  or  parade. 

Sec  39.  The  uniform  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  shall  be 
as  prescribed  by  its  commissioned  officers  and  approved  by  the  com- 
mander-in-chief, a  sample  of  the  uniform  so  prescribed  being  deposited 
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with  the  quartermaster-general.  The  commander-in-chief,  adjutant- 
general,  quartermaster-general,  and  brigadier-general,  commanding 
the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  shall  constitute  a  military  clothing 
board  to  receive  proposals  and  award  all  contracts  for  uniforms  which 
may  be  required  for  the  use  of  the  active  militia,  which  uniform  shall 
be  as  prescribed  and  in  accordance  with  sample  furnished.  All 
uniforms  must  be  accepted  by  said  board  before  being  paid  for  by  the 
quartermaster-general;  provided,  however,  that  to  each  drum-major 
and  member  of  regimental  bands  who  shall  provide  himself  with  a 
uniform  as  prescribed  and  approved,  the  quartermaster-general  shall 
allow  and  pay,  if  so  requested,  the  same  sum  as  the  uniform  of  a 
private  of  that  command  would  cost;  and  upon  such  payment  the 
uniform  shall  become  the  property  of  the  state. 

Sec.  40.  Every  uniform  furnished  by  the  state  to  the  active 
militia  shall  remain  in  the  armory  of  the  organization,  or  room  of  said 
regimental  band,  in  charge  of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  organiza- 
tion or  band,  or  of  some  suitable  person  appointed  by  him,  except 
when  worn  in  the  discharge  of  military  duty;  and  every  non-commis- 
sioned officer,  musician,  or  private,  who  shall  neglect  to  return  to  the 
armory  of  the  organization,  or  room  of  the  band,  or  to  place  in  charge 
of  the  commanding  officer  of  the  organization  or  band  to  which  he 
belongs,  any  arm,  uniform,  or  equipment,  or  portion  thereof,  belong- 
ing to  the  state,  within  six  days  after  being  notified  by  said  commanding 
officer  to  make  such  return,  or  to  place  the  same  in  his  charge,  shall 
be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  jail  not  more 
than  two  months,  or  both,  by  sentence  of  a  general  court-martial, 
under  the  provisions  of  this  title. 

Sec.  41.  Every  person  who  shall  wilfully  or  wantonly  injure  or 
destroy  any  uniform,  arm,  equipment,  or  other  military  property  of 
the  state,  and  refuse  to  make  good  such  injury  or  loss,  or  who  shall 
sell,  dispose  of,  secrete  or  remove  the  same,  with  intent  to  sell  or 
dispose  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or 
imprisoned  in  a  jail  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both,  by  sentence  of 
a  general  court-martial,  under  the  provisions  of  this  title. 

Sec.  42.  If  any  person  shall  knowingly  purchase  or  receive  in 
pawn  or  pledge,  any  arm,  accoutrement,  article  of  military  clothing, 
equipment,  tent,  or  fly,  or  any  commissary,  quartermaster  or  ordnance 
stores,  the  property  of  the  state  of  Connecticut,  he  shall  be  guilty  of 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  before  any  court  of  com- 
petent jurisdiction  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars, 
and  imprisoned  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Sec.  43.  The  adjutant-general  shall  issue  all  orders  of  the  com- 
mander-in-chief to  the  militia,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  his  office.  The  records  of  the  brigade,  and  of  each  organization 
therein,  shall  be  kept  by  its  proper  officers  in  such  form  as  he  shall  pre- 
scribe; he  shall  also  furnish,  at  the  expense  of  the  state,  all  proper  blank- 
books,  blanks,  and  forms  and  such  militarv  instruction  books  as  the 
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commander-in-chief  shall  approve,  and  may  order  from  each  organiza- 
tion such  returns  and  muster-rolls  as  he  may  deem  expedient.  He 
shall  annually  report  to  the  commander-in-chief  the  condition  of  the 
national  guard,  with  a  roster  of  all  the  commissioned  officers,  and 
such  other  matters  relating  to  the  militia  as  he  may  deem  expedient ; 
and  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  January,  annually,  he  shall  make 
a  return  of  the  militia  of  the  state,  their  arms,  accoutrements,  and 
ammunition,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  44.  The  quartermaster-general  shall  take  care  of  all  public 
property  belonging  to  his  department,  and  biennially  report  to  the 
general  assembly,  on  the  first  week  of  each  regular  session,  a  com- 
plete inventory  of  such  property  and  the  places  where  it  is  deposited, 
with  a  detailed  account  of  all  articles  consumed  or  issued,  and  money 
expended  in  his  department  not  previously  reported.  Two  persons 
shall  be  biennially  appointed  by  the  general  assembly  to  audit  the 
quartermaster-general's  account,  who  shall,  annually,  in  April,  in- 
spect the  state  arsenal,  and  the  property  therein,  and  report  the 
condition  thereof,  and  the  correctness  of  the  quartermaster-general's 
account,  to  the  general  assembly,  during  the  first  week  of  each  regular 
session. 

Sec.  45.  The  surgeon-general,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
commander-in-chief  shall  have  general  supervision  and  control  of  all 
matters  pertaining  to  the  medical  department  of  the  militia,  and  pre- 
scribe in  general  orders  the  physical  and  mental  disabilities  exempting 
from  military  duty.  A  board  to  consist  of  the  surgeon-general, 
medical  director,  and  senior  regimental  surgeon  of  the  brigade,  shall 
examine  and  report  to  the  commander-in-chief  upon  the  professional 
qualifications  of  candidates  for  regimental  surgeons,  assistant  sur- 
geons, and  hospital  stewards. 

Sec.  46.  The  commissary-general  shall  procure  supplies  for  the 
subsistence  of  the  troops  at  the  parades  and  encampments  authorized 
by  this  title;  and  shall  report  the  state  of  his  department  to  the  general 
assembly,  during  the  first  week  of  each  regular  session. 

Sec  47.  The  paymaster-general  shall  pay  the  troops,  and 
annually  settle  his  accounts  with  the  comptroller  on  or  before  the 
thirtieth  day  of  September. 

Sec.  48.  The  quartermaster-general,  commissary-general,  pay- 
master-general, and  judge-advocate-general  shall  execute  all  orders 
given  them  by  the  commander-in-chief,  and  shall  each,  except  the 
judge-advocate-general,  give  bond,  with  surety,  to  the  state,  to  the 
acceptance  of  the  treasurer,  in  twenty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec  49.  When  ordered  out  for  inspection,  each  organization 
shall  be  inspected  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  United  States 
army,  by  the  inspector  or  by  the  officer  making  the  inspection,  who 
shall  report  the  quality  and  condition  of  the  uniforms,  arms,  and 
equipments  of  both  officers  and  men,  and  the  other  details  of  his 
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inspection  to  the  brigadier-general,  and  the  latter  shall  forward  the 
same  to  the  adjutant-general  with  his  annual  report. 

Sec.  50.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  company,  machine-gun 
battery,  signal  section,  and  platoon  of  artillery,  shall,  annually,  in 
October,  make  a  certified  return  of  the  names  of  the  active  members 
of  his  command  who  have  performed  the  duty  required  by  law  to  the 
selectmen  of  the  towns  in  which  such  members  reside.  Like  returns 
of  staff  officers,  hospital  corps,  and  regimental  bands  shall  be  made 
by  their  regimental  commandants,  and  of  other  staff  officers  by  their 
immediate  commandants. 

Sec.  51.  The  comptroller  shall  draw  his  order  on  the  treasurer 
to  the  order  of  the  proper  disbursing  officer,  for  all  payments  and 
expenditures  authorized  by  this  title,  requisition  being  made  by  the 
officer  on  the  comptroller  for  the  sums  required,  which  requisition 
shall  be  approved  for  the  adjutant-general  by  the  governor,  and  for 
the  quartermaster-general,  commissary-general,  and  paymaster-gen- 
eral, by  the  adjutant-general.  Each  officer  shall  file  his  vouchers  with 
the  comptroller  on  or  before  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  February,  the 
thirty-first  day  of  May,  the  thirty-first  day  of  August,  and  the 
thirtieth  day  of  November  in  each  year. 

Sec.  52.  The  Connecticut  National  Guard  shall  parade  for  drill 
one  day,  annually,  in  April  or  May,  by  company  or  regiment,  or  bat- 
talion, as  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief,  and  the  infantry  shall 
encamp  for  drill  and  instruction  not  less  than  six  successive  days,  nor 
more  than  eight  days,  between  the  tenth  day  of  August  and  twentieth 
day  of  October,  by  brigade,  annually,  as  ordered  by  commander-in-chief. 
Sec  53.  The  places  of  said  encampments  shall  be  designated  by 
the  commander-in-chief.  Orders  for  encampment  shall  be  given  at 
least  fifteen  days  prior  thereto,  and  for  said  parades  at  least  three 
days  prior  thereto,  by  depositing  the  same  in  the  mail,  properly 
addressed  to  the  person  to  be  notified,  or  leaving  the  same  at  his 
usual  place  of  abode,  or  reading  the  same  in  his  hearing.  Each 
platoon  of  artillery  shall  parade  one  day  in  September  for  drill,  in  its 
own  town  ;  and  the  commander-in-chief  may  at  his  discretion,  order 
any  platoon  of  artillery  to  attend  any  encampment.  No  member  of 
the  active  militia  shall  be  exempted  or  relieved  from  military  duty  by 
membership  or  service  in  any  fire  company. 

Sec  54.  The  commanding  officer  of  any  encampment  or  parade 
may  cause  those  under  his  command  to  perform  any  field  or  camp 
duty  he  shall  require,  and  may  put  under  arrest  during  such  encamp- 
ment or  parade  any  member  of  his  command  who  shall  disobey  a 
superior  officer,  or  be  guilty  of  disorderly  or  unmilitary  conduct,  and 
any  other  person  who  shall  trespass  on  the  parade  or  encampment 
ground,  or  in  any  way  interrupt  or  molest  the  orderly  discharge  of 
duty  by  the  members  of  his  command;  and  he  may  prohibit  the  sale 
of  all  spirituous '  or  malt  liquors  within  one  mile  of  such  parade  or 
encampment. 
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Sec.  55.  The  brigadier-general  shall  direct  such  target  practice 
as  he  may  deem  expedient,  and  shall  attend  each  encampment,  and 
report  the  conduct  and  discipline  thereof  to  the  commander-in-chief, 
who,  if  he  shall  judge  that  such  encampment  has  been  prejudicial  to 
good  morals  or  military  discipline  in  any  regiment,  shall  not  permit 
another  encampment  of  such  regiment  until  its  commanding  officer 
has  resigned  or  been  removed. 

Sec.  56.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  encampment  shall 
make  requisition  on  the  quartermaster-general  at  least  ten  days  prior 
thereto,  for  the  necessary  transportation  and  tents,  blankets,  camp 
equipage  and  supplies  therefor;  and  if  approved  by  the  adjutant- 
general,  the  quartermaster-general  shall  furnish  the  same. 

Sec  57.  The  governor,  or  in  his  absence  the  lieutenant-governor, 
or  in  their  absence  the  adjutant-general,  or  in  their  absence  the 
brigade  commander,  may  call  out  any  portion  of  the  active  militia  for 
escort  duty,  or  any  special  service  in  the  state;  and  if  the  same  shall 
be  for  ten  days  or  less,  the  compensation  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the 
parades  expressly  required  by  law,  but  if  for  more  than  ten  days,  the 
compensation,  allowances,  and  rations  shall  be  as  prescribed  for  the 
army  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  58.  The  commander-in-chief  may  direct  the  commandant 
of  each  organization  to  order  weekly  evening  drills  by  any  organiza- 
tion of  his  command  from  November  to  May  inclusive,  of  not  less 
than  one  hour  each,  and  the  commandant  shall  inspect  at  least  one 
evening  drill  of  each  organization  during  said  period,  or  detail  a  field 
officer  for  such  inspection.  The  officer  making  such  inspection  shall 
receive  his  necessary  traveling  expenses,  to  be  paid  on  certificate  of 
the  regimental  commandant,  approved  by  the  adjutant-general. 

Sec  59.  The  commander-in-chief  is  authorized  to  order  evening 
inspections  and  musters  of  the  national  guard,  and  for  absence  from 
such  inspection  or  muster,  each  member  shall  be  liable  to  the  same 
fine  as  for  absence  from  any  legally  authorized  parade  or  encamp- 
ment. 

Sec  60.  For  each  day's  service  in  complete  uniform  at  the 
parades  and  encampments  authorized  by  this  title,  each  commissioned 
officer  shall  be  paid  the  same  as  an  officer  of  like  grade  in  the  army  of 
the  United  States;  each  regimental  non-commissioned  officer  and 
each  first  sergeant,  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  each  sergeant  two 
dollars  and  twenty-five  cents;  each  corporal  two  dollars;  and  each 
other  enlisted  man,  one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents;  each  member 
of  a  regimental  band  shall  receive  first  sergeant's  pay  ;  and  each 
enlisted  man,  after  having  served  a  full  term  of  enlistment,  shall 
receive  additional  pay  of  twenty-five  cents  per  day  during  each 
subsequent  enlistment.  Five  dollars  per  day  shall  be  paid  for  each 
horse  furnished  and  used  by  officers  required  to  be  mounted,  and  two 
dollars  a  day  for  each  artillery  horse  and  for  each  horse  used  by  head- 
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quarters  orderlies,  and  rations  and  forage,  or  commutation  therefor, 
as  prescribed  by  the  army  regulations  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  61.  Pay-rolls  for  service  shall  be  forwarded  in  duplicate  to 
the  adjutant-general  on  the  last  day  of  encampment  before  the 
organization  leaves  the  camp  ground,  or  within  two  days  after  a 
parade,  by  their  respective  commandants,  and  for  brigade  and  regi- 
mental field  and  staff  officers,  hospital  corps  and  bands,  by  their 
respective  commandants,  with  a  certificate  under  oath  by  such  com- 
mandants that  the  persons  therein  named  have  performed  the  duty 
and  are  entitled  to  the  pay  therein  specified.  The  adjutant- general 
shall  forward  one  of  said  pay-rolls,  unless  disapproved  or  found 
incorrect  by  him,  to  the  paymaster-general,  within  seven  days  after 
receiving  it,  and  within  three  days  thereafter  the  paymaster-general, 
or  regimental  paymaster  under  his  direction,  shall  pay  the  specified 
amounts  to  the  persons  entitled  thereto,  in  person  or  by  check,  after 
deducting  and  paying  to  the  company  treasurer,  or  person  authorized 
to  receive  the  same,  the  amount  of  all  stoppages  due  from  said 
person,  under  the  by-laws  of  the  organization,  or  the  provisions  of 
any  law  of  the  state;  also  all  assignments  made  for  rations  furnished 
at  any  parade  or  encampment.  No  such  payment  shall  be  made  at 
any  parade  or  encampment.  In  any  organization  in  which  there  is  no 
paymaster  the  adjutant-general  may  detail  an  officer  to  make  pay- 
ments as  prescribed  herein.  The  regimental  paymaster  shall  give 
bonds,  and  officers  detailed  as  paymasters  may  be  required  to  give 
bonds  with  surety  to  the  state  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars, 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties.  The  comptroller 
shall  draw  orders  on  the  treasurer  in  favor  of  the  paymaster-general 
for  such  sums  as  the  adjutant-general  shall  certify  to  him  will,  in  his 
opinion,  be  necessary  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  section,  which 
shall  be  paid  out  of  any  unappropriated  money  in  the  treasury;  and 
should  there  be  none  when  thus  called  for,  the  treasurer  may  borrow 
the  amount  necessary  for  such  purposes.  The  paymaster-general, 
after  paying  such  officers  and  enlisted  men,  shall  settle  with  the 
treasurer  by  returning  any  surplus  money  in  his  hands,  or  by  receiv- 
ing from  the  comptroller  his  order  on  the  treasurer  for  any  sums  of 
money  that  he  may  have  paid  over  and  above  the  sum  received  by 
him  for  such  purposes,  and  he  shall  file  his  vouchers  with  the  comptroller. 

Sec.  62.  Any  officer  who  shall  knowingly  and  falsely  certify  to 
any  such  pay-roll,  with  intent  to  cause  any  payment  to  be  made  not 
due  by  the  provisions  of  this  title,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  a  jail  not  more  than  three  months, 
or  both,  by  sentence  of  a  general  court-martial,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  title. 

Sec.  63.  The  commanding  officer  of  each  organization  shall 
deduct  from  any  pay  so  received  for  any  member  thereof  the 
amount  of  all  dues,  fines,  and  penalties  due  from  such  member  under 
the  by-laws  of  such  organization  or  any  provision  of  this  title. 
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Sec  64.  No  officer  or  soldier  shall  receive  in  the  national  guard 
any  compensation  for  duty  at  parades  or  encampments,  unless  he 
personally  performs  such  duty,  whether  excused  or  not,  nor  shall  any 
substitute  for  such  member  receive  compensation!  All  officers  and 
soldiers  shall  sign  pay-rolls,  on  day  of  parade  or  before  the  last  day  of 
encampment,  for  duty  performed,  and  in  all  cases  the  signature  of  a 
soldier  shall  be  made  in  the  presence  of  his  commanding  officer,  and 
in  case  he  signs  by  mark,  such  mark  attested  by  such  officer. 

Sec.  65.  The  commandant  of  each  regiment,  of  each  battalion, 
and  of  each  company  of  infantry  and  platoon  of  artillery,  shall  be 
allowed  fifty  dollars  a  year,  and  the  commandant  of  each  machine- 
gun  organization,  and  of  each  signal  section,  and  that  commissioned 
officer,  if  any,  detailed  by  the  regimental  commandant  to  take  charge 
of  state  property  issued  for  the  use  of  the  band,  twenty-five  dollars  a 
year,  as  compensation  for  the  care  of  the  state  property  in  his  posses- 
sion, to  be  paid  by  the  quartermaster-general  after  his  October 
inspection  of  such  property,  if  it  be  found  in  good  condition,  deducting, 
however,  the  value  of  all  such  property  not  accounted  for. 

Sec.  66.  Regimental  surgeons,  when  not  on  regular  duty  with 
their  regiments,  post-surgeons,  members  of  all  military  boards  and 
courts,  including  field  officers'  courts,  and  all  officers  ordered  on 
special  service  by  the  commander-in-chief,  shall  receive  such  reason- 
able compensation  for  their  services  as  he  shall  determine. 

Sec  67.  Every  officer  or  soldier  wounded  or  disabled,  and  the 
widow  and  children  of  every  officer  or  soldier  killed  while  in  the 
active  service  of  the  state,  shall  be  suitably  provided  for  by  the 
general  assembly. 

Sec  68.  Every  non-commissioned  officer,  musician,  or  private, 
or  member  of  a  regimental  band,  absent  without  leave  01  excuse 
satisfactory  to  his  commanding  officer,  from  any  roll-call,  parade,  or 
encampment,  or  any  roll-call  thereat,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five 
dollars  for  such  absence;  for  absence  from  drill,  not  less  than  one 
dollar;  and  for  any  unsoldierly  conduct  or  disobedience  to  orders  at 
any  drill,  parade  or  encampment,  may  be  fined  not  more  than  ten 
dollars  by  his  commanding  officer,  who  shall  notify  him  of  such  fine 
within  ten  days  after  such  absence  or  offense.  If  such  fine  is  not  paid 
within  ten  days  after  such  notice,  such  commanding  officer  shall 
certify  the  same  to  the  commandant  of  his  regiment  or  battalion,  who 
shall  hear  and  determine  the  case;  and  he  may  at  any  time  within  six 
months  after  such  hearing,  draw  his  warrant  for  the  collection  of  such 
fine  or  fines,  directed  to  the  sheriff,  or  any  proper  officer,  who  shall 
proceed  to  enforce  and  collect  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as  an 
execution  issued  in  any  action  founded  upon  a  tort.  Such  fines,  when 
collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  company  or  organiza- 
tion to  which  the  offender  belongs. 

Sec  69.  Executions  for  the  collection  of  fines  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  title,  may  be  of  the  form  following,  to  wit:  To  the  sheriff 
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of  countv,  his  deputy,  or  either  constable  of  the  town  of  , 

within  said  county,  greeting:  Whereas  of  said  a  of 

regiment,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  has  incurred  fines  by 
reason  of  absence  without  leave  or  satisfactory  excuse  from 
duly  ordered  by  law  as  follows:     [Date  of  parade  or  encampment.]

Sec.  70.  Commissioned  officers  or  enlisted  men,  for  neglect  of 
duty,  disobedience  of  orders,  or  unsoldierly  conduct  may  be  tried  by 
general  court-martial,  according  to  the  usage  of  such  courts,  ordered 
as  occasion  may  require  by  the  commander-in-chief  or  brigade  com- 
mander, who,  in  such  order,  shall  designate  the  time  and  place  of 
holding  such  court,  and  the  names  of  the  officers  composing  it,  which 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  thirteen  members,  and 
a  judge-advocate.  The  senior  officer  of  the  court  present  shall  preside, 
and  shall  be,  if  practicable,  of  superior  rank  to  the  accused.  Officers 
who  may  appoint  a  court-martial  shall  be  competent  to  appoint  a 
judge-advocate  for  the  same;  they  may  also  authorize  the  employment 
of  a  stenographer  for  a  general  court-martial. 
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Sec.  71.  The  accused  shall  be  served,  at  least  twenty  days  before 
the  session  of  said  court,  with  a  copy  of  the  order  for  the  same ,  for  his 
appearance  thereat,  and  a  copy  of  the  charges  and  specifications  on 
which  he  is  to  be  tried,  properly  attested,  and  served  and  returned  to 
the  judge-advocate  by  any  person  or  officer  designated  by  the  author- 
ity convening  the  court.  The  specifications  shall  set  out  the  act  or 
neglect  constituting  the  offense  alleged  in  the  charge,  and  shall  be 
signed  by  the  person  making  them. 

Sec.  72.  The  accused  on  trial  before  a  court-martial  must  appear 
before  said  court  in  person,  and  with  counsel  if  he  desires. 

Sec.  73.  The  judge-advocate  shall  cause  the  witnesses  for  the 
prosecution  to  be  summoned  by  any  person  by  him  directed,  by 
subpoena  signed  by  him.  The  accused  shall  be  entitled  to  like  process 
for  witnesses  in  his  defense,  and  depositions  may  be  used  as  in  civil 
courts.  Any  witness  duly  summoned,  who  shall  refuse  to  appear  and 
testify,  may  be,  by  warrant  signed  by  the  president  of  the  court  and 
directed  to  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  his  deputy,  or  either  constable 
of  the  town  in  which  such  witness  resides,  committed  to  the  jail  in 
such  county,  there  to  be  held  at  his  own  expense,  until  he  shall  be 
discharged  by  due  course  of  law.  The  fees  of  all  witnesses  summoned 
on  the  part  of  the  state,  and  of  the  judge-advocate  for  summoning 
them  shall  be  the  same  as  are  allowed  in  civil  causes,  to  be  taxed  by 
the  president  of  the  court,  and  paid  by  the  state  to  the  judge-advocate, 
who  shall  pay  the  fees  of  witnesses,  when  received  by  him,  to  the 
persons  to  whom  they  are  due  ;  and  if  the  sentence  of  the  court  be 
against  the  accused,  and  be  duly  approved,  said  fees  shall,  by  warrant 
under  the  hand  of  the  president  of  the  court,  directed  in  manner 
aforesaid,  be  collected  of  the  delinquent  and  paid  to  the  state. 

Sec.  74.  A  general  court-martial,  in  time  of  peace,  shall 
have  power  to  order  the  following  punishments  :  A  fine  of  not  to 
exceed  two  hundred  dollars  ;  a  reprimand  ;  a  dishonorable  discharge 
with  disability  of  holding  any  military  office  in  the  state  ;  and,  in  the 
case  of  a  non-commissioned  officer,  reduction  to  the  rank  of  a  private 
soldier ;  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  the  additional  punishment 
of  not  more  than  six  months  imprisonment  in  a  jail ;  or  any  or  all  of 
these  punishments  ;  provided,  that  in  any  case  where  the  accused 
shall  have  been  sentenced  to  confinement  in  a  jail,  which  sentence 
shall  have  been  duly  approved,  said  accused  shall  have  the  right  to 
appeal  from  the  action  of  the  general  court-martial  to  the  superior 
court  in  and  for  the  county  where  said  general  court-martial  was  held. 
But  no  appeal  shall  be  allowed  until  the  accused  shall  enter  into  a 
recognizance  with  sufficient  surety  to  the  state,  in  such  sum  as  the 
general  court-martial  may  order,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all 
costs  in  case  final  judgment  is  rendered  against  him. 

Sec.  75.  If  the  accused  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend  a  court- 
martial,  according  to  orders  and  notice  given  to  him,  a  warrant  for  his 
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arrest  shall  be  issued,  for  his  appearance  before  said  court,  signed  by 
the  president  of  the  court,  attested  by  the  judge-advocate  of  the  court, 
and  directed  and  served  as  for  witnesses  in  section  73,  and  like  penal- 
ties will  be  incurred.  If  shown  to  be  prevented  by  reasonable  cause 
from  so  attending,  the  court  may  adjourn,  and  notice  thereof  shall  be 
given  by  the  judge-advocate  to  the  accused  at  least  ten  days  before 
the  day  to  which  the  court  is  adjourned. 

Sec.  76.  The  fines  imposed  by  sentence  of  a  court-martial  shall 
be  for  the  use  of  the  state  and  shall  be  collected  by  a  warrant  under 
the  hand  of  the  president  of  the  court,  directed  to  a  sheriff,  or  some 
other  proper  officer,  who  shall  collect  them,  with  lawful  costs,  as  on 
executions  issued  in  actions  founded  upon  a  tort,  and  pay  them  to  the 
state  treasurer,  except  the  costs  of  collection  ;  and  in  all  cases  in  which 
a  fine  or  cost  shall  be  awarded  by  a  court-martial,  and  the  sentence  of 
such  court  shall  be  approved,  and  its  president  shall  die,  or  be  dis- 
charged or  promoted,  without  having-  issued  a  warrant  for  such  fine  or 
costs,  the  member  of  such  court  remaining;  next  in  rank  to  him  shall 
issue  such  warrant;  the  imprisonments  imposed  by  sentence  of  a  gen- 
eral court-martial  shall  be  under  the  hand  of  the  president  of  the 
court  attested  by  the  judge-advocate,  and  addressed  to  a  sheriff  or 
some  other  proper  officer,  and  by  mittimus  in  form  as  appears  below, 
and  in  all  cases  in  which  a  confinement  shall  be  awarded  by  a  general 
court-martial,  and  the  sentence  of  such  court  shall  be  approved,  and 
its  president  shall  die  or  be  discharged  or  promoted,  without  having 
issued  the  mittimus  for  such  confinement,  the  member  of  such  court 
remaining  next  in  rank  to  him  shall  issue  such  mittimus>  attested  by 
the  judge-advocate  of  the  court.  Mittimus  for  the  imprisonment  in  a 
jail,  under  the  provisions  of  this  title,  may  be  of  the  form  following, 
to  wit  :

Sec.  77.  The  proceedings,  findings,  and  sentences  of  any  courts- 
martial  shall  be  approved  or  disapproved  by  the  authority  convening 
the  court,  who  may  mitigate  or  remit  any  punishment  awarded  by 
sentence  of  any  court-martial,  when  such  proceedings  and  findings 
shall  have  been  approved;  and  the  record  of  the  proceedings  and 
sentence  of  a  court-martial,  in  every  case,  with  the  order  approving  or 
disapproving  it,  shall  be  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  judge-advocate 
general.  In  each  regiment,  the  commanding  officer  may  at  any  time 
establish  a  field  officer's  court-martial,  for  the  hearing  and  trial  of  any 
enlisted  man  against  whom  charges  are  made  for  minor  offenses,  said 
"  minor  offenses  "  to  be  defined  in  the  regulations  authorized  in  section 
14.  Said  court  shall  consist  of  a  field  officer  duly  appointed  in  orders, 
who  shall  have  power  to  inflict  any  or  all  of  the  following  punish- 
ments: A  fine  not  exceeding  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  collected  as 
provided  in  section  69;  a  dismissal  for  the  benefit  of  the  service;  a 
dishonorable  discharge,  or,  in  the  case  of  non-commissioned  officers, 
reduction  to  the  rank  of  a  private  soldier;  and  shall  keep  a  record  and 
report,  as  in  cases  of  courts- martial. 

Sec.  78.  All  active  members  of  the  national  guard  shall,  except 
for  treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest 
and  imprisonment  by  civil  authority  while  under  orders  in  the  active 
service  of  the  state,  from  the  date  of  the  issuing  of  such  orders  to  the 
time  when  such  service  shall  cease. 

Sec.  79.    When  an  officer  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  in 
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good  standing,  has  served  five  years  as  a  commissioned  officer,  he 
shall,  if  he  make  application  therefor  to  the  commander-in-chief,  be 
retired  from  active  service  and  placed  upon  the  retired  list.  When, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  commander-in-chief,  any  officer  has  become 
incapable  cf  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  he  shall  be  ordered 
•  before  a  retiring  board  to  be  assembled  by  the  order  of  the  comman- 
der-in-chief. When  such  board  finds  an  officer  incapacitated  for 
active  service,  it  shall  report  its  findings  to  the  commander-in-chief, 
and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  the  incapacity  has  resulted  from 
no  fault  of  the  officer  examined,  he  shall  be  placed  upon  the  retired 
list. 

Sec.  80.  A  retiring  board  may  inquire  into  and  determine  the 
facts  touching  the  nature  and  occasion  of  the  disability  of  an  officer 
who  appears  to  be  incapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office, 
and  shall  have  such  powers  of  a  court  martial  and  of  a  court  of 
inquiry  as  may  be  necessary  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  8i.  Officers  on  the  retired  list  shall  serve  thereon  without 
pay;  they  shall  be  withdrawn  from  command  and  from  the  line  of 
promotion.  They  shall  continue  to  be  borne  on  the  roster  of  the 
Connecticut  National  Guard,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  wear  the  uniform 
of  the  rank  on  which  they  may  be  retired.  They  shall  at  all  times  be 
subject  to  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard.  During  any  emergency  they  may  be  placed  on 
active  duty  by  the  commander-in-chief,  when  on  such  duty  they  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  pay  and  allowances  of  officers  of  a  similar  grade  on 
the  active  list. 

Sec.  82.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  83.  This  act  shall  not  affect  chapter  CXCVI  of  the  general 
statutes. 

Sec.  84.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

II.  Hereafter  the  Governor's  Staff  is  a  part  of  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard. 

III.  Section  17  of  Title  LVI,  Chapter  CXC,  is  interpreted  as 
follows,  so  far  as  relates  to  "three  year  enlistments,"  viz. : 

Any  soldier,  now  in  service,  who  enlisted  prior  to  June  2/1893, 
will  be  entitled  to  his  discharge  at  the  end  of  three  years  from  date  of 
enlistment;  any  soldier,  now  in  service,  who  has  served  three  years  or 
more,  is  entitled  to  his  discharge  at  once;  any  soldier,  now  in  service, 
having  served  three  years  or  more  prior  to  June  2,  1893,  and  who  fails 
to  take  his  discharge  at  once,  will  be  rated  as  a  re-enlisted  man. 

All  applications  for  discharge  will  be  made  at  once,  through 
regular  channels. 
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IV.  (Sec.  60.)  Any  soldier,  now  in  service,  having  served  three 
years  or  more  prior  to  June  2,  1S93,  and  who  fails  to  take  his  discharge 
as  provided  in  preceding  paragraph,  is  entitled  to  twenty-five  cents 
per  day  additional  pay. 

No  soldier,  no  matter  how  long  he  may  have  served,  will  be  enti- 
tled to  more  than  the  above  allowance  of  additional  pay  until  he  shall 
have  served  out  his  present  term  of  enlistment,  and  come  into  the 
service  again  as  a  re-enlisted  man. 

V.  Captains  will  carefully  note  on  the  muster  and  pay-rolls  the 
following  information: 

For  soldiers  serving  the  first  enlistment  of  three  years,  the  re- 
marks will  be  (in  red  ink),  "first  enlistment";  more  than  three  years 
and  up  to  five  (in  red  ink),  "second  enlistment,  1st  re-enlistment, 
entitled  to  twenty-five  cents  per  day  additional  pay";  more  than  five 
years  and  up  to  seven  (in  red  ink),  "  third  enlistment,  2d  re-enlistment, 
entitled  to  fifty  cents  per  day  additional  pay,"  and  so  on;  but  in  this 
connection  it  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  period  for  additional 
pay  does  not  commence  until  June  2,  1893. 

For  soldiers  who  are  now  in  their  second,  third,  or  further  enlist- 
ment, the  remark  "  2d  re-enlist?nent,  entitled  to  fifty  cents  per  day 
additional  pay"  will  be  omitted,  but,  in  order  to  show  their  length 
of  service,  the  remark  "  third  enlistment,"  "fourth  enlistment,"  etc. , 
will  be  placed  opposite  their  names. 

When  the  term  of  five  years  is  up,  in  the  case  of  first  enlistments 
under  the  old  law,  or  when  the  term  of  two  years  is  up,  in  the  case  of 
re-enlistments  under  the  old  law,  soldiers  may  re-enlist  and  be  enti- 
tled to  be  rated  "  third  (fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  etc.,)  enlistment,  2d  re-en- 
listment, entitled  to  fifty  cents  per  day  additional  pay." 

VI.  In  order  to  distinguish  between  "  enlistments  "  and  "  re-en- 
listments," the  number  to  designate  the  former  is  spelled;  to  designate 
the  latter  a  figure  is  used. 

VII.  The  Brigadier-General  shall  nominate  for  appointment  on 
his  staff  a  Judge- Advocate  and  a  Signal  Officer,  both  with  rank  of 
major;  he  will  also  appoint  and  warrant  two  orderlies  with  rank  of 
corporal,  in  addition  to  the  Sergeants  authorized  under  the  old  law. 

VIII.  The  Machine-Gun  Platoons  as  parts  of  regiments  are  now 
obsolete;  they  will  hereafter  be  known  as  "Sections"  until  further 
orders  and  will  be  attached  to  the  First,  Second,  Third  and  Fourth 
Regiments,  an.d  will  receive  the  numerical  designation  of  the  regiment 
with  which  they  are  located. 

The  four  sections  will  constitute  the  Machine-Gun  Battery,  and 
be  commanded  by  a  captain. 

The  Lieutenants  of  the  Machine-Gun  sections  will  meet  at  the 
Adjutant-General's  office,  Hartford,  June  27th  inst.,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m., 
for  the  nomination  of  a  captain;  the  senior  officer  will  preside. 
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IX.  Second  Lieutenant  Henry  Avery,  First  Machine-Gun  section, 
Second  Lieutenant  William  H.  Sears,  Second  Machine-Gun 

section, 
Second    Lieutenant    Ira    J.    Brown,    Third     Machine-Gun 

section, 
Second  Lieutenant  George  P.  Rand,  Fourth  Machine-Gun 
section, 
are  hereby  promoted  to  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant  from  June  2d, 
1893,  in  compliance  with  Section  20,  new  militia  law. 

X.  Signal  Corps  as  parts  of  regiments  are  now  obsolete;  they 
will  be  organized  into  a  Brigade  Signal  Corps,  under  the  command  of 
the  Signal  Officer  of  the  Brigade.  Each  corps  as  at  present  designated, 
will  hereafter  be  known  as  a  Section,  and  will  receive  the  numerical 
designation  of  the  regiment  with  which  it  is  located,  as  "  First  Section, 
Brigade  Signal  Corps,"  &c. 

XL  The  Colonels  of  the  First,  Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Regi- 
ments are  hereby  ordered  to  warn  the  Field  and  Line  officers  of  their 
respective  regiments  to  appear  at  the  armory  in  Hartford,  New 
Haven,  New  London  and  Bridgeport,  respectively,  to  nominate  an 
additional  major,  to  fill  an  original  vacancy  caused  by  Section  19, 
new  militia  law,  and  make  return  of  the  nomination  so  made  to  this 
office  without  delay,  transmitting  therewith  one  of  the  original  orders 
issued  in  compliance  herewith.  When  the  several  majors  have 
received  their  appointments  the  senior  major  in  each  regiment  will  be 
placed  in  command  of  one  of  the  battalions  and  the  junior  major  in 
command  of  the  other. 

XII.  Each  Major  will  nominate  on  his  staff  an  Adjutant  with 
rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  and  a  Sergeant-Major ,  to  be  appointed  and 
warranted  according  to  law. 

XIII.  Each  Colonel  of  a  regiment  will  appoint  and  warrant  a 
mounted  Orderly  with  rank  of  Corporal. 

XIV.  The  Colonels  of  the  several  regiments  are  authorized  to 
increase  the  regimental  bands  to  not  more  than  twenty-five  members. 

XV.  The  attention  of  Commanding  Officers  is  especially  invited 
to  Sections  28,  42,  70  and  78,  new  militia  law. 

XVI.  Major  Lyman  S.  Burr,  Judge- Advocate,  First  Regimental 

District, 
Major  H.  Lynde  Harrison,  Judge- Advocate,  Second  Regi- 
mental District, 
Major  Samuel  Park,  Judge-Advocate,  Third  Regimental

No.  13. 

I.  In  accordance  with  the  militia  law  of  the  State,  the  Brigade  of 
the  Connecticut  National  Guard  will  assemble  at  the  State  Military 
Rendezvous,  Niantic,  Conn.,  on  Monday,  August  21,  1893,  not  later 
than  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  for  a  six  days'  tour  of  duty  and  instruction, 
under  the  immediate  command  of  Brigadier-General  George  Haven, 
who  is  hereby  directed  to  make  requisition  on  the  Quartermaster- 
General  of  the  State  for  necessary  transportation,  equipage,  and  sup- 
plies (other  than  commissary  stores) ;  to  issue  orders  governing  the 
movement  of  troops  and  details  of  camp  and  other  duty  during  the 
week's  encampment.  He  will  cause  a  thorough  inspection  of  all  books 
of  record  to  be  made,  and  instruct,  when  necessary,  the  proper  keep- 
ing of  the  same. 

II.  "Consolidated  Daily  Reports  "  will  be  made  to  these  head- 
quarters in  the  field,  and  at  the  end  of  the  tour  of  duty  the  "  Consoli- 
dated Morning  Reports  "  of  all  organizations  for  each  day  of  the  en- 
campment will  be  required. 

III.  The  Brigade  Commander  will  call  the  attention  of  his  com- 
mand to  the  laws  of  the  State  relating  to  encampments  of  the  Con- 
necticut National  Guard,  the  penalties  for  absence,  unsoldierly  conduct, 
disobedience  of  orders,  etc.,  and  punish  to  the  extent  of  the  law  any 
and  all  offenders.  He  wilt  see  that  military  discipline  is  strictly  en- 
forced. 
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IV.  He  will  cause  schools  of  instruction  to  be  ordered  by  com- 
manding officers  of  regiments,  of  separate  companies,  of  batteries,  and 
of  the  signal  corps,  for  the  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers  of 
their  respective  commands,  to  take  place  every  afternoon,  Friday  and 
Saturday  excepted,  between  the  hours  of  i  and  5  p.  m.,  and  this  action 
will  be  reported  to  these  headquarters.  At  these  schools  errors  and 
omissions,  or  violations  of  orders,  regulations  or  customs  of  service, 
and  such  as  have  been  noted  by  the  commanding  officers  themselves, 
or  to  which  their  attention  has  been  called,  will  be  pointed  out,  so  that 
they  may  be  avoided  thereafter.  Especial  attention  will  be  given  to 
the  subject  of  guard-duty.  Rifle  practice  should  also  be  had,  if 
possible. 

V.  The  Quartermaster-General  will  arrange  the  camp-ground 
and  pitch  the  tents,  including  quarters  for  the  Commander-in-Chief 
and  his  Staff. 

Upon  approved  requisition,  to  be  made  by  commanding  officers  of 
organizations  on  or  before  July  26,  proximo,  he  will  furnish  transpor- 
tation to  and  from  the  camp-ground.  Transportation  for  baggage, 
beyond  that  carried  by  the  men  in  knapsacks,  wTill  be  limited  to  two 
company  chests  for  each  company,  one  for  each  platoon  and  machine- 
gun  section,  and  one  valise  or  small  trunk  for  each  officer.  The 
Quartermaster-General  will  hold  regimental  quartermasters  to  a 
strict  compliance  with  this  requirement.  Transportation  for  horses 
for  field  and  staff  use,  will  be  furnished  only  from  the  respective  regi- 
mental headquarters,  and  from  the  location  of  battery  and  machine- 
gun  sections  for  their  use. 

VI.  The  Commissary-General  will  provide  for  the  subsistence  of 
the  enlisted  men  ;  as  the  pay  of  commissioned  officers  covers  their 
ration  allowance,  they  must  make  arrangements  accordingly. 

VII.  Muster  pay-rolls  made  strictly  in  accord  with  instructions 
thereon,  and  circular  (pay  circular)  from  this  office  dated  June  19, 1893, 
signed  and  completed,  according  to  law,  must  be  delivered  at  these 
headquarters,  in  the  field,  by  10  o'clock,  a.  m.,  Saturday,  August 
26,  1893. 

VIII.  Men  enlisted  during  the  month  of  June,  1893,  may  be  car- 
ried on  muster  pay-rolls  for  duty  in  camp,  provided  that  commanding 
officers  certify  that  such  men  have  received  instruction  in  the  armory 
at  least  two  evenings  each  week  since  enlistment,  and  the  enlistment 
papers  have  been  received  at  these  headquarters  previous  to,  or  with 
the  "  gain  and  loss  report "  for  the  month  of  June. 

Enlisted  men  whose  term  of  service  expires  during  encampment 
will  be  discharged  upon  date  of  expiration  of  term,  and  only  by  imme- 
diate re-enlistment  can  they  be  carried  longer  on  the  rolls  for  pay. 
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IX.  Requisitions  for  clothing  and  equipments  for  use  during  the 
encampment  must  be  forwarded  to  this  office  before  July  20th,  proximo. 

X.  The  Governor  will  review  the  brigade  On  Friday,  August  25, 


XI.  So  much  of  paragraph  XL,  General  Orders  No.  12,  A.  G.  O., 
cs.,  as  relates  to  the  4th  Regiment,  Connecticut  National  Guard,  is 
amended  to  read  Norwalk  instead  of  Bridgeport.

The  following  is  substituted  for  par.  2038  Regulations  C.  N.  G.  Coat 
undress  for  officers. — A  sack  coat  of  dark  blue  cloth;  single-breasted;  stand- 
ing collar,- fastened  with  hook  and  eye;  coat  to  close  with  a  flap  containing 
five  concealed  black  buttons  and  button-holes;  the  skirt  to  extend  from  one- 
third  to  two-thirds  the  distance  from  the  hip  joint  to  the  bend  of  the  knee, 
according  to  height  of  wearer.  To  be  cut  to  fit  the  figure  easily;  back  in  a 
single  piece  with  curved  side-seams;  a  vertical  opening  in  each  side  at  the 
hip;  the  sword-belt  to  be  worn  underneath  the  coat,  the  sword-hook 
emerging  through  the  opening  in  the  left  side.  The  shoulder-strap  to  be  worn; 
the  insignia  or  number  of  the  regiment,  signal  corps,  and  batteries  on  each 
side  of  the  collar. 

Trimmings. — Of  lustrous  black  mohair  flat-braid  as  follows:  to  be  edged 
all  around  the  bottom,  the  front  edges,  the  collar,  and  for  six  inches  upward 
from  the  bottom,  along  both  side-openings  of  the  skirt,  with  braid  one  inch 
wide.  On  each  side  of  the  breast,  five  double  rows  of  three-eighths  inch 
braid,  with  crow's  feet  at  the  outer  ends;  the  crow's  feet  of  the  top  rows 
exterding  nearly  to  the  sleeve  seams,  the  lowest  crow's  feet  to  be  about  six 
inches  apart,  according  to  measure  of  waist.  On  each  sleeve  an  Austrian 
knot  of  three-eighths  inch  braid,  extending  about  nine  inches  upward  from 
the  bottom  of  the  cuff;  along  each  back-seam  a  double  row  of  three-eighths 
inch  braid  ending  with  crow's  feet  at  top  and  bottom. 

Numbers  and  Insignia — The  numbers  to  be  embroidered  in  silver 
bullion,  and  the  insignia  in  gold  or  silver  bullion,  according  to  the 
insignia  on  shoulder-knots  of  dress  coat;  to  be  three-fourths  of  an  inch 
in  height  and  of  proportionate  width.  They  will  be  placed  on  each 
side  of  the  coat  collar,  one  and  one-half  inches  from  the  edge  and 
one-eighth  of  inch  from  the  top  of  the  collar,  making  the  distance  between 
the  insignia  or  numbers  three  inches  in  the  clear.  Numbers  to  be  blocked- 
shaped.

mental Headquarters,  to  the  Quartermaster-General  for  his  approval,  and 
any  agreement  made  by  the  officer  in  charge  must  be  made  subject  to  such 
approval. 

III.  The  Commander-in-Chief  felicitates  the  Brigade,  Connecticut 
National  Guard  on  the  results  of  the  late  encampment  at  Camp  Morris, 
August  2ist-26th. 

Although  the  weather  was  stormy  during  a  portion  of  the  week,  still  on 
the  whole  much  good  work  was  done  during  the  tour  of  duty  and  a  substan- 
tial gain  was  made  in  military  knowledge  and  efficiency.

The  following  Acts  of  the  General  Assembly,  passed  January  session, 
A.  D.  1893,  are  published  for  the  information  of  all  concerned: 
CHAPTER  CCXXXII. 
An  Act  relating  to  Military  Equipments  for  the  Governor's 

Guard. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  hi  General  Assem- 
bly convened: 
That  the  quartermaster-general  is  hereby  directed  to  issue  to  the  several 
companies  of   the  Governor's   guard   such  arms,  equipments,  ammunition, 
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and  uniforms  as  the  commanding  officer  of  each  company  may  make  requisi- 
tion for,  provided,  such  requisition  is  approved  by  the  governor,  and  the  cost 
of  such  supplies  shall  be  paid  by  the  comptroller. 
Approved,  June  23,  1893. 

CHAPTER  CCLXVII. 

An  Act  authorizing  the  Organization  of  The  Naval  Battalion 
of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in  General  Assem- 
bly convened: 

Section  i.  The  commander-in-chief,  adjutant-general  and  brigadier- 
general  commanding  the  brigade,  constituting  the  board  for  location  and 
organization  of  the  national  guard,  under  section  16  of  an  act  relating  to 
militia  (Chapter  CLXXXIV  of  the  public  acts  of  1893),  are  hereby  authorized 
to  organize  not  exceeding  four  of  the  forty-eight  companies  already  author- 
ized by  the  above  act,  as  a  special  force  for  coast  protection  as  a  naval 
reserve  and  in  the  manner  herein  provided.  There  may  be  organized,  as  a  part 
of  the  active  militia  of  this  state,  not  exceeding  four  divisions  of  naval  militia, 
fully  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped,  which  shall  constitute  a  battalion,  to 
be  designated  as  The  Naval  Battalion  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard- 
These  divisions  of  naval  militia  shall  be  considered  the  equivalent  of  com- 
panies of  infantry,  and  shall  be  located  by  the  board  as  provided  in  section 
16,  Chapter  CLXXXIV  of  the  public  acts  of  1893,  throughout  the  state  with 
reference  to  the  military  wants  thereof,  means  of  concentration,  and  other 
military  requirements,  and  with  special  reference  to  the  defense  of  its  sea- 
coast  and  navigable  waters. 

Sec.  2.  All  first  enlistments  in  the  naval  militia  shall  be  for  three  years, 
and  any  person  who  has  received  or  is  entitled  to  an  honorable  discharge 
from  said  naval  militia  by  reason  of  expiration  of  term  of  service  may  re-en- 
list for  the  term  of  two  years.  All  enlistments  or  re-enlistments  in  said  naval 
militia  shall  be  made  in  the  same  manner  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
laws,  regulations,  and  requirements  as  enlistments  in  other  companies  of  the 
Connecticut  National  Guard,  and  no  enlistment  in  said  naval  battalion  shall 
be  made  from  any  company  of  the  active  militia  of  this  state. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  of  the  naval  battalion  shall  be  a  commander  who 
shall  be  designated  as  the  chief  of  battalion,  and  who  shall  command  the 
same;  one  lieutenant-commander,  who  shall  act  as  executive  officer,  and  who 
shall  be  next  in  rank  and  in  succession  to  command  to  the  commander;  and 
one  lieutenant,  who  shall  act  as  navigator.  These  officers  shall  be  nominated 
by  the  commissioned  officers  of  the  divisions  of  the  naval  battalion.  The 
commander  shall  nominate  on  his  staff  one  adjutant,  one  ordnance  officer, 
one  paymaster,  one  surgeon,  each  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  (junior  grade), 
and  one  assistant  surgeon,  with  the  rank  of  ensign.  The  non-commissioned 
staff  of  the  battalion  shall  consist  of  one  master-at-arms,  two  yeomen,  and 
one  chief  bugler,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  commander,  and  warranted 
by  him. 
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Sec.  4.  Each  division  of  the  naval  battalion  shall  consist  of  one  lieu- 
tenant, who  shall  be  designated  chief  of  division,  and  who  shall  command 
the  same;  two  lieutenants  (junior  grade),  two  ensigns,  all  nominated  by  the 
division,  and  not  more  than  eighty- one  nor  less  than  thirty-six  petty  officers 
and  seamen.  To  each  division  of  said  battalion  there  shall  be  allowed  such 
and  so  many  petty  officers  as  the  commander-in-chief  shall  from  time  to  time 
prescribe,  which  officers  shall  be  nominated  by  the  commandant  of  the 
division  to  the  commander  of  said  battalion,  who  shall  appoint  and  issue 
warrants  to  the  persons  nominated  when  approved  by  him,  or  order  new 
nominations  when  disapproving. 

Sec.  5.  The  quartermaster-general  shall,  upon  due  requisition  therefor, 
approved  by  the  adjutant-general,  furnish  the  naval  battalion,  at  the  expense 
of  the  state,  with  suitable  arms,  uniforms,  armories,  ammunition,  equip- 
ments, colors,  camp  equipments,  and  suitable  equipments  required  for  the 
service  allowed  to  be  performed  by  the  battalion  afloat,  and  transportation 
from  its  armory  to  the  place  of  parade,  encampment,  or  rendezvous,  and  a 
battalion  headquarter  room  for^  the  same,  for  the  safe-keeping  of  the  colors 
and  other  state  property  in  charge  of  the  commander  of  said  battalion. 

Sec.  6.  The  uniform  of  the  naval  battalion  and  the  insignia  and 
designation  of  grade  and  rank  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  commissioned 
officers  and  approved  by  the  commander-in-chief,  a  sample  of  the  uniform 
so  prescribed  being  deposited  with  the  quartermaster-general.  The  com- 
mander-in-chief, adjutant-general,  quartermaster-general,  and  the  com- 
mander of  the  naval  battalion,  shall  constitute  a  naval  clothing  board,  to 
receive  proposals  and  award  all  contracts  for  uniforms  which  may  be 
required  for  the  use  of  the  naval  militia,  which  uniform  shall  be  as  pre- 
scribed and  in  accordance  with  samples  furnished.  All  uniforms  must  be 
accepted  by  said  board  before  being  paid  for  by  the  quartermaster-general. 

Sec.  7.  The  naval  battalion  shall  parade  for  drill,  one  day,  annually, 
in  May,  by  division  or  battalion,  as  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief,  and 
shall  annually  encamp  or  rendezvous  for  drill  and  instruction  not  less  than 
six  nor  more  than  eight  successive  days  between  the  tenth  of  August  and  the 
twentieth  of  October,  as  ordered  by  the  commander-in-chief.  During  such 
drill,  rendezvous,  or  encampment,  said  naval  battalion  shall  be  instructed  as 
the  commander-in-chief  may  direct,  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  govern- 
ing the  active  militia  and  the  regulations  prescribed  for  the  naval  militia. 
The  duty  required  of  the  naval  militia  by  law  may  be  performed  afloat. 

Sec.  8.  The  commander-in-chief  may  direct  the  commander  of  the 
naval  battalion  to  order  weekly  evening  drills  by  any  division  of  the  naval 
battalion,  from  November  to  May  inclusive,  of  not  less  than  one  hour  each, 
and  the  commander  shall  inspect  at  least  one  evening  drill  of  each  division 
during  said  period,  and  for  making  such  inspection  shall  receive  his  neces- 
sary traveling  expenses,  to  be  paid  on  his  certificate,  approved  by  the 
adjutant-general. 
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Sec.  9.  Each  commissioned  officer  of  the  naval  battalion  shall  receive 
for  each  day's  service  in  complete  uniform  at  the  parades,  encampments,  or 
rendezvous  authorized  by  law,  the  same  pay  allowed  to  an  officer  of  like  rank 
and  grade  in  the  navy  of  the  United  States;  each  enlisted  man  shall  receive 
one  dollar  and  seventy-five  cents  for  each  day  of  like  service;  and  each  petty 
officer  shall  receive  such  additional  pay,  not  exceeding  seventy-five  cents  per 
day,  as  the  commander-in-chief  shall  prescribe.  Each  enlisted  man,  after 
having  served  a  full  term  of  enlistment,  shall  receive  additional  pay  of 
twenty-five  cents  per  day  during  each  subsequent  enlistment.  Officers  and 
enlisted  men  shall  also  receive  rations  or  commutation  therefor,  as  prescribed 
by  the  regulations  of  the  United  States  navy.  The  commandant  of  each 
division  shall  be  allowed  fifty  dollars  a  year  for  the  care  of  state  property  in 
his  possession,  to  be  paid  by  the  quartermaster-general  after  the  inspection, 
and  subject  to  the  deduction  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  The  rank  in  this  act  is  naval  rank.  The  relative  rank  of 
officers  in  The  Naval  Battalion  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  and  the 
Connecticut  National  Guard  is  as  follows:  commander  with  lieutenant- 
colonel;  lieutenant  commander  with  major;  lieutenant  with  captain;  lieuten- 
ant (junior  grade)  with  first  lieutenant;  and  ensign  with  second  lieutenant. 
The  relative  position  of  seamen  in  the  naval  battalion  shall  be  that  of  private 
in  the  infantry  or  artillery,  and  the  relative  position  of  petty  officers  in  the 
naval  battalion  and  non-commissioned  officers  in  the  infantry  or  artillery 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  commander-in-chief. 

Sec.  11.  The  commander-in-chief  shall  make  and  publish  regulations 
for  the  government  of  the  naval  battalion,  which  regulations  shall  conform 
as  nearly  as  practicable  to  those  governing  the  United  States  navy.  The 
members  of  each  division  may  form  themselves  into  an  organization  and 
make  by-laws  for  its  government,  which  shall  be  binding  on  its  members 
when  approved  by  the  commander-in-chief.  All  fines  and  dues  imposed  by 
such  by-laws  may  be  collected  in  the  manner  provided  in  section  68  of 
Chapter  CLXXXIV  of  the  public  acts  of  1893,  except  that  it  shall  be 
necessary  to  notify  any  delinquent  of  the  incurrence  of  any  fines  or  dues 
within  one  month  of  the  date  when  the  same  were  incurred,  and  notice  may 
be  given  collectively  of  such  fines  and  dues,  or  both. 

Sec.  12.  The  commander-in-chief  is  hereby  authorized  to  apply  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States  for  the  detail  of  commissioned  and  petty 
officers  of  the  United  States  navy,  to  act  as  inspectors  and  instructors  to  the 
naval  battalion  in  the  art  of  naval  warfare. 

Sec.  13.  The  armories  of  the  naval  battalion  shall  be  situated  im- 
mediately on  or  near  the  navigable  waters  of  the  state,  in  such  position  as 
best  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  The  word  "  armory,"  as  used 
or  applied  in  the  laws  relative  to  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  and  by 
this  act  made  applicable  to  the  naval  battalion,  shall  be  held  to  include  a 
vessel  anchored,  moored,  or  secured  to  the  land  while  used  only  as  an  armory 
for  the  purpose  of  instruction,  drill,  or  defense. 
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Sec.  14.  All  the  laws  relating  to  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  in 
force  and  subject  to  the  modifications  of  this  act,  shall  apply  to  govern  the 
naval  militia.

I.  The  drill  season  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  authorized  by 
law  will  be  resumed  November  1,  1893,  and  continue  until  June  1,  1894. 

Brigadier-General  George  Haven,  commanding  Brigade,  will  at  once 
issue  orders  for  weekly  evening  drills  of  each  Company,  Signal  and  Hospital 
Corps,  Artillery  Platoons,  and  Sections  Machine  Gun  Battery,  in  his  com- 
mand, specifying  the  course  of  instruction,  and  such  details  for  carrying  out 
of  same  as  may  be  for  the  best  advancement  of  his  command  in  drill  and 
discipline. 

The  detailing  of  Field  and  Staff  Officers  by  Regimental  Commanders, 
and  Brigade  Staff  Officers  by  the  Brigade  Commander,  prescribed  in  Par.  II 
and  III,  G.  O.  No.  22,  A.  G.  O.,  Series  of  1890,  will  be  continued  this 
season. 

II.  The  Commander-in-Chief  desires  that  the  Brigade  Commander 
shall  require  special  attention  to  be  given  to  instruction  in  guard,  out-post 
duty  and  extended  order  drill. 

III.  The  form  of  drill  reports  of  last  season  will  be  adopted  for  this 
season,  made  in  triplicate  and  forwarded  through  regular  channels  on  the 
first  day  of  the  succeeding  month,  or  not  later  than  the  third  day  thereof, 
and  one  copy  of  report  of  "  Gain  and  Loss"  to  accompany  the  same.

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IV.  The  Annual  Muster  and  Inspection  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  authorized  by  law  will  be  made  between  the  10th  and  25th  days  of  No- 
vember, proximo,  and  will  be  in  charge  of  the  Brigade  Commander,  who  will 
detail  such  officers  of  his  Staff  as  may  be  required  to  do  the  work,  assigning 
dates  and  localities  as  he  deems  best.  Traveling  and  hotel  expenses  incurred 
by  officers  detailed  for  this  duty  will  be  paid  by  the  Paymaster-General  upon 
approved  vouchers  from  this  office  ;  no  other  compensation  will  be  allowed. 
Duplicate  muster-rolls  will  be  made  by  commanding  officers  of  organiza- 
tions and  both  copies  forwarded  to  this  office.  The  requirements  of  existing 
orders  relating  thereto  must  be  strictly  followed. 

V.  Regimental  Commanders  are  urged  to  recruit  their  bands  to  the 
maximum  number  during  the  winter  and  spring  season.  The  enlistment  of 
band  members  just  before  encampment  for  three  years  accompanied  by  the 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  State  of  Connecticut,  and  then  asking  for  their  dis- 
charges immediately  after  encampment  because  of  disappearance  and  no  way 
of  ascertaining  their  whereabouts,  is  an  evil  that  must  be  abated,  and  es- 
pecial attention  is  called  to  the  matter  now,  in  order  to  give  timely  notice  to 
Regimental  Commanders  that  the  injurious  custom  of  late  years  regarding 
band  enlistments  for  encampment  only,  will  not  be  permitted  hereafter.

This  letter,  being  of  general  interest  to  every  officer  and  enlisted  man 
in  the  Connecticut  National  Guard,  is  printed  as  a  circular  for  the  inform- 
ation of  all.  It  will  be  published  to  each  organization,  by  its  commander, 
at  the  first  meeting  after  its  receipt.

Sir: 

In  reply  to  your  communication  of  the  23d  ult.,  I  have  the  honor  to  in- 
form you  that  this  office  places  the  following  construction  on  the  paragraphs 
of  the  regulations  referred  to,  viz. : 

First.  —  Paragraph  189.  This  paragraph  could  not  be  written  in  much 
plainer  language  :  it  should  be  construed  literally. 

Second. — Paragraph  411.  This  paragraph  seems  to  cover  every  possible 
case  :  it  is  written  in  language  which  cannot  be  misunderstood,  and,  in 
the  opinion  of  this  office,  is  well  within  the  law  :  it  covers  social  enter- 
tainments as  well  as  drills,  and  evidently  was  written  for  this  purpose. 
It  means  that  officers  and  men  are  amenable  to  discipline  whenever  in 
an  armory,  no  matter  for  what  purpose  the  armory  is  in  use  at  the  time. 
It  should  be  construed  literally. 

Third.  —  Paragraph  1671.  This  paragraph  is  very  plain  and  to  the  point, 
and  well  within  the  law  :  it  requires  no  explanation,  and  its  construction 
can  safely  be  left  in  the  hands  of  each  officer,  to  apply  as  occasion  may 
demand. 

Fourth.  — Paragraph  1927.  This  paragraph  is  simply  a  repetition  of  para- 
graph 41 1 ,  and  for  that  very  reason  it  makes  the  authority  of  the  officer 
whose  command  "occupies"  the  armory  for  the  time  being  stronger 
than  it  otherwise  would  be.     See  remarks  under  second  heading. 

Fifth.  —  Paragraph  407.  Each  member  of  a  band  in  the  Connecticut  Na- 
tional Guard  is  amenable  to  discipline,  the  same  as  a  member  of  a  com- 
pany or  other  military  organization.  As  a  usual  thing,  officers  other 
than  those  mentioned  in  this  paragraph  will  not  exercise  authority  over 
any  member  of  a  band,  neither  will  they  do  so  over  any  member  of  a 
company  other  than  their  own,  except  as  mentioned  and  provided  for  in 
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paragraph  140,  which  paragraph  will  be  construed  literally,  and  enforced, 
so  far  as  practicable.  It  is  the  wish  of  this  office  to  have  every  officer 
and  enlisted  man  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  become  familiar 
with  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  :  they  are  well  within  the  limits 
fixed  by  law  and  customs  of  service,  and  the  authority  granted  by  it 
should  be  known  and  exercised  by  all. 
Sixth.  —  Paragraph  179.  This  paragraph  is  broad  and  lawful,  and  accord- 
ing to  the  customs  of  the  service  :  it  fully  explains  itself,  but  particular 
attention  is  called  to  the  last  sentence,  which  should  be  rigidly  en- 
forced. 

Attention  is  called  to  paragraphs  189,  190,  and  191.  This  office  holds, 
and  so  decides,  that  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Connecticut  National 
Guard  in  an  armory,  although  not  under  explicit  orders  at  the  time,  are 
liable  to  military  law  and  regulations  ;  also  that  an  order  issued  to  an  en- 
listed man  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  by  any  officer  thereof,  for  the 
purpose  of  preventing  boisterousness  and  noise  on  an  occasion  when  any 
organization  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  occupies  an  armory,  or  at 
any  other  time,  is  a  legal  order  under  the  law  and  regulations,  and  any  en- 
listed man  refusing  to  obey  such  an  order  is  liable  to  punishment  for  "  dis- 
obedience of  orders." 

A  company  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  is  always  a  military 
organization,  never  a  "  civic  organization."  Its  members  are  volunteers, 
and  they  take  upon  themselves,  of  their  own  free  will  and  accord,  obliga- 
tions which  are  not  binding  upon  any  other  class  of  citizens  ;  its  members, 
being  parts  of  a  military  organization,  are  always  liable  for  duty  with  the 
organization,  day  or  night,  at  the  call  of  the  Commander-in-Chief  ;  conse- 
quently they  are,  to  that  extent,  always  liable  to  military  authority  for 
breach  of  military  discipline. 

A  soldier,  by  his  enlistment  and  by  his  oath,  voluntarily  assumes  re- 
sponsibilities different  from  other  citizens,  and  renders  himself,  by  his  own 
free  act,  subject  at  all  times,  during  the  continuance  of  his  enlistment,  to 
military  law.

I.  This  pay  table  is  to  take  effect  as  of  June  2d,  1893. 

II.  Any  enlisted  man  of  less  than  3  years'  service  will  be  taken 
up  as  in  his  First  Enlistment;  all  other  enlisted  men  (except  those 
referred  to  below)  will  be  taken  up  "  Second  Enlistment,  1st  re-enlist- 
ment ;  entitled  to  25c  per  day  additional  pay." 

III.  Any  enlisted  man  whose  five  years  of  service  have  expired  and 
who  has  re-enlisted  since  June  2d,  1893,  or  whose  five  years  of  service 
will  expire  at  any  time  subsequent  to  June  2d,  1893  and  who  re-enlists, 
will  be  taken  up  "  Third  enlistment,  2d  re-enlistment ;  entitled  to  50c 
per  day  additional  pay."  When  in  the  coming  years,  a  man  re- 
enlists  for  the  3d,  4th  or  further  time,  similar  remarks  will  be  made 
opposite  his  name.  No  man  will  be  rated,  except  as  required  by  the 
foregoing.  By  the  above  it  will  be  seen  that  the  highest  pay  that  can 
accrue  to  an  enlisted  man  up  to  June  2d,  1895,  is  as  stated  under  this 
heading,  i.  e.,  50c  per  day  additional.

umns under  the  heading,  "  for  first  five  years,"  which  alone  will  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect.

A  copy  of  the  official  report  made  to  the  War  Department  by  Captain 
A.  M.  Wetherill,  Sixth  United  States  Infantry,  regarding  his  tour  of  duty 
with  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  at  Camp  Morris,  August  21-26  in- 
clusive, has  been  received  by  this  office,  and  is  herewith  published  in  full 
for  the  information  of  all  concerned. 

Just  criticism  from  a  competent  source  should  be  received  in  the  right 
spirit,  and  while  commendation  is  always  the  most  pleasant,  it  is  far  from 
being  always  the  most  beneficial. 

If  the  shortcomings  observed  in  the  Brigade  by  Captain  Wetherill  and 
mentioned  in  his  report  are  carefully  read  and  remembered  by  all  interested, 
to  the  end  that  special  effort  may  be  made  to  correct  all  such  in  the  future, 
thus  ensuring  a  more  perfect  and  efficient  military  force  for  our  State,  his 
painstaking  inspections  during  camp  week  and  his  plainness  of  speech  in 
criticising  whatever  he  considered  amiss  will  be  appreciated,  and  of  lasting 
benefit. 

Praise  is  given  the  Brigade  in  the  report  when  considered  fairly  due, 
which  is  all  soldiers  should  ever  ask  or  expect.

To  the  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Military  Information  Division, 

Adjutant-GeneraPs  Office,  Washington,  D.  C: 

Sir  :  —  I   have   the  honor  to  report  that,   in  compliance  with  Par.    10, 

Special  Orders  No.    176,    Adjutant-General's  Office,    Washington,  Aug.   3. 
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1893,  that  I  attended  the  encampment  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard, 
at  Niantic,  Connecticut,  from  August  21  to  26,  1893.  Having  previously- 
reported  to  the  Governor  of  the  State  by  letter,  I  was  directed  by  the  Asst. 
Adjt. -General  of  the  State,  Colonel  John  G.  Healy,  to  report  to  Brigadier- 
General  George  Haven  for  assignment  to  duty  on  his  staff.  I  arrived  in 
Camp  Morris  (as  the  camp  was  designated,  after  the  Governor  of  same  State) 
about  noon  of  the  21st  of  August,  shortly  after  the  troops  had  marched  in, 
which  they  all  did  about  the  same  time,  and,  I  was  given  to  understand,  in 
very  good  order,  notwithstanding  that  a  heavy  rain  was  falling  at  the  time. 
The  camp  ground,  which  is  owned  by  the  State,  is  beautifully  situated  on  a 
level  plateau  near  the  village  of  Niantic.  It  is  625  yards  long  by  325  in 
width,  and  it  is  in  contemplation  to  purchase  additional  ground,  which 
should  be  done,  as  the  present  space  is  too  small  for  four  regiments  to  drill 
in  extended  order  to  advantage.  The  camp  is  laid  out,  and  the  tents  are 
pitched  as  prescribed  by  the  Army  Regulations.  The  natural  drainage  is 
admirable,  as  all  drills  and  ceremonies  were  held  on  the  parade  in  the  after- 
noon, which  in  the  morning  was  drenched  with  heavy  rains.  Brigade  Head- 
quarters and  the  Governor's  Headquarters  were  grouped  on  the  south  side 
of  the  parade.  ******** 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  Governor  is  Commander-in-Chief,  with  a  staff  of  six  Brigadier- 
Generals,  as  follows  :  Adjutant-General,  Quartermaster-General,  Surgeon- 
General,  Commissary-General,  Paymaster-General,  Judge  Advocate-General, 
and  four  Colonels  (Aids-de-camp),  and  two  Colonels,  Assistant  Adjutant  and 
Assistant  Quartermaster-Generals.  I  would  suggest  a  reduction  of  one 
grade  lower  in  rank  of  all  the  Governor's  staff  except  the  Adjutant- General. 
The  troops  consist  of  not  more  than  forty -eight  companies  of  Infantry,  one 
Signal  Corps,  one  Battery  of  Artillery,  one  Machine-Gun  Battery,  and  each 
Regiment  not  exceeding  one  Hospital  Corps,  and  one  band  fully  armed, 
uniformed,  and  equipped,  and  organized  into  one  brigade.  This  force  is 
located  throughout  the  State  with  reference  to  the  military  wants  thereof, 
means  of  concentration,  and  other  military  requirements. 

The  Commander-in-Chief,  Adjutant-General,  and  Brigadier-General, 
General  commanding  the  Brigade,  constitute  a  Board  for  location  and  organ- 
ization of  the  National  Guard  within  such  Brigade,  with  power  to  transfer, 
attach,  consolidate,  or  disband  and  re-organize  any  organizations.  All  first 
enlistments  are  for  three  years  ;  those  with  honorable  discharges  may  re- 
enlist  for  two  years.  This  force  constitutes  one  Brigade  under  the  command 
of  a  Brigadier-General  appointed  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  Senate.  The  Brigadier-General  has  a  staff  as  follows  :  An  Asst. 
Adjt.-General  and  Medical  Director,  each  with  the  rank  of  a  Lieut. -Colonel, 
an  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  practice,  who  is  an  Ordnance  Officer,  a  Judge 
Advocate,  a  Signal  Officer,  each  with  the  rank  of  Major,  and  two  Aids  de- 
camp, each  with  the  rank  of  Captain.  I  think  the  duties  of  the  staff  could 
be  just  as  thoroughly  done  were  the  rank  of  these  officers  reduced  by  one 
grade,  as  for  so  small  a  Brigade,  when  the  Governor's  staff  are  included. 
Adj. -Gen.—  32 
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there  seems  to  be  a  preponderance  of  rank.  The  Hospital  Corps,  under  the 
command  of  Lieut. -Col.  L.  B.  Almy,  was  very  efficient  and  thorough  in  all 
relating  to  their  drill,  as  arranged  by  Col.  Smart,  Surgeon  U.  S.  A.  There 
were  two  Hospital  Ambulances  in  camp,  one  of  which  was  always  ready  for 
emergencies.  It  was  remarkable,  that  of  the  2,600  men  in  camp,  there  were 
but  three  in  the  Hospital,  and  two  of  these  were  for  injuries  received  at 
light  battery  drill.  Everything  pertaining  to  the  Medical  Corps  was  ex- 
cellent. 

SIGNAL  CORPS. 

The  Signal  Corps,  under  the  command  of  Maj.  Howard  A.  Giddings 
of  the  Brigade  Staff,  consists  of  four  sections,  of  one  officer,  one  sergeant, 
and  eight  privates  each  :  a  total  of  thirty-six  men  and  four  officers.  This 
Corps  is  mounted  on  bicycles,  except  the  commanding  officer  and  the  adju- 
tant, who  ride  horses.  They  followed  the  drill  laid  down  by  General  Ord- 
way  of  the  Washington  N.  G.  Their  Signal  drill  with  the  flag  and  helio- 
graph was  very  good  ;  the  heliograph  having  been  made  in  the  Corps.  I 
would  suggest  that  the  State  purchase  instruments  like  those  now  in  use  in 
the  Army.  The  men  of  the  Corps  are  expert  bicycle  riders,  and  can  be 
effectively  used  as  messengers,  orderlies,  and  dispatch-bearers.  I  think  the 
commanding  officer  and  all  officers  should  ride  bicycles  instead  of  horses. 
This  Corps  is  armed  with  Springfield  rifles,  cal.  45,  slung  on  the  side  of  the 
saddle.  They  are  a  well-educated,  bright  body  of  men,  well  set  up,  and 
superior  to  the  average  National  Guardsman. 

ENCAMPMENT. 

The  encampment  is  for  six  days.  According  to  the  law  of  the  State  it 
is  to  be  not  less  than  six  or  more  than  eight  days.  It  should  be  at  least 
eight  days,  and  ten  would  be  better,  as  in  six  days  the  command  just  be- 
come settled  to  their  work,  and  the  effect  of  constant  drill  commences  to 
make  some  showing.  Of  the  six  days  the  brigade  has  barely  more  than 
three,  as  Monday  and  Saturday,  the  days  of  arrival  and  departure,  can 
hardly  count  ;  and  Friday,  Governor's  day,  although  taken  up  by  the  *Re- 
view,  which  is  very  beneficial,  and  should  not  be  omitted,  still  it  knocks  off 
another  day  of  drill. 

MOBILIZATION. 

The  Brigade  can  be  mobilized  at  Hartford,  New  Haven,  New  London, 
or  Bridgeport  in  about  twelve  hours.  All  these  towns  are  central  points, 
and  places  where  strikes  or  riots  would  be  likely  to  occur. 

The  armament  of  the  Light  Battery  consists  of  four  3-inch  Rodman  guns, 
very  old  and  worn,  but  well  kept  ;  harness  old,  but  well  cared  for  ;  collars 
belong  to  the  drivers  who  own  the  horses  and  rent  them  to  the  State. 
Three  of  the  Infantry  regiments  are  armed  with  the  old-fashioned  Peabody 
gun,  which  is  obsolete  and  unserviceable,  each  year  becoming  more  so. 
The  other  regiment  has  the  Springfield  rifle,  cal.  .45.  I  think  the  State 
Assembly  should  make  an  appropriation  for  the  purchase  of  modern  arms

for  the  Infantry,  as  it  appears  to  be  impossible  to  get  them  from  the  General 
Government.  The  equipments  are  in  fair  condition,  cartridge  boxes  the  old 
McKeever  pattern.  The  four  Gatling  guns,  cal.  .45,  in  the  machine-gun 
battery,  are  in  rather  indifferent  condition,  being  old  and  worn.  The  con- 
dition of  the  rifles  in  the  hands  of  the  troops  was  very  bad,  being  almost  in- 
variably rusty  and  foul  in  the  barrel.  The  clothing  is  of  the  regular  Army 
pattern,  and  was  in  fair  condition,  but  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the  troops 
for  three  years.  The  Brigade  had  full  dress,  and  white  helmets  and  white 
trousers,  and  the  undress  uniform  in  camp.  It  is  in  contemplation  to  issue 
new  fatigue  uniforms,  which  should  be  done,  as  these  uniforms  look  rather 
shabby. 


The  State  owns  no  shelter  tents.  There  are  no  field  mess  outfits  or  field 
cooking  utensils.  A  board  has  been  ordered  to  examine  various  field  ovens 
and  utensils. 

The  messing  in  camp  was  excellent,  and  the  food  well  cooked  and  of 
great  variety.  The  State,  during  the  encampment,  furnished  all  subsistence, 
contracting  therefor  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  per  man.  I  inspected  the  meals 
daily,  and  found  the  various  meats  of  the  best  quality,  and  vegetables  fresh 
and  good.  The  water  supply  is  obtained  from  drive  wells  situated  at  nearty 
every  company  street  and  at  the  mess-houses  ;  these  latter  are  permanent 
frame  structures  with  tables  and  benches,  and  with  kitchens  in  the  rear. 
The  mess-houses  should  be  floored.  The  police  was  generally  good.  The 
State  is  now  fully  equipped  with  canvas  and  all  that  goes  to  make  the 
troops  comfortable  in  the  field.  All  the  regiments  are  supplied  with  army 
blankets.  Means  for  cooking  in  the  field  should  be  furnished,  and  I  under ^ 
stand  a  board  has  been  ordered  with  that  end  in  view. 

DRILLS   AND    CEREMONIES. 

The  Brigade  is  formed  of  four  regiments  of  Infantry,  two  separate  com- 
panies of  Infantry  are  Colored,  one  Light  Battery,  one  Machine-Gun  Battery. 
The  regiments  are  numbered  1st,  2d,  3d,  and  4th,  and  are  commanded  re- 
spectively by  Col.  Chas.  L.  Burdett,  Col.  John  B.  Doherty,  Col.  Augustus 
C.  Tyler,  and  Col.  Russel  Frost.  The  1st  and  2d  regiments  have  two  bat- 
talions of  ten  companies  each  ;  the  3d  and  4th,  two  battalions  of  eight  com- 
panies each.  The  two  separate  companies  were  formed  into  a  battalion 
under  command  of  the  senior  captain.  The  Light  Battery  was  commanded 
by  Capt.  Arthur  S.  Fowler,  and  the  Machine-Gun  Battery  by  Capt.  Henry 
Avery.  Drills  are  held  weekly  in  armories  at  home  stations  by  the  brigade, 
but  I  do  not  think  enough  attention  is  given  to  the  manual  of  arms  and  to 
setting  up  drill.  I  would  advise  every  company  commander  to  drill  five 
minutes  in  the  setting-up  drill,  and  five  minutes  in  the  bayonet  exercise 
every  time  he  turns  his  company  out  for  drill  in  the  field  or  in  the  armory. 
The  Infantry  had  four  drills  each  day  during  the  encampment,  amounting 
to  three  hours  and  fifteen  minutes  of  drill. 
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There  was  generally  a  lack  of  thoroughness  in  the  manual  at  inspec- 
tions ;  the  men  frequently  showed  awkwardness  in  bringing  up  the  piece  and 
in  unfixing  the  bayonet.  The  officers  were  generally  very  well  instructed, 
except  on  some  minor  points  which  were  remedied.  Schools  were  held  daily, 
company  and  regimental.  At  ceremonies  the  authorized  orderlies  to  colonels 
of  regiments  (notably  the  ist)  occasionally  wore  parts  of  uniform  not  per- 
taining to  their  equipment,  such  as  aiguillets  and  a  plume.  In  the  review  to 
the  Governor,  I  noticed  the  Sergt. -Major  wearing  an  officer's  full  dress  sword 
belt,  another  wearing  the  old-fashioned  shoulder-scales.  These  derelictions 
in  dress  were  exceptional.  The  separate  companies  drilled  as  one  company 
under  command  of  Capt.  Lathrop.  The  drill  was  very  good  of  its  kind, 
being  executed  by  the  bugle  call,  but  there  were  few  movements  that  were 
in  the  Drill  Regulations,  and  all  the  formations  were  in  single  rank,  and 
partook  more  of  a  theatrical  than  a  military  character.  Towards  the  end  of 
the  week  there  was  a  marked  improvement  in  all  drills  and  ceremonies,  so 
that  on  Thursday  and  Friday,  when  the  Brigade  was  formed,  the  men  ap- 
peared to  much  better  advantage.  The  Brigade  looked  particularly  well  on 
Friday  when  reviewed  by  Governor  Morris.  They  were  in  full  dress,  with 
white  trousers  and  white  helmets.  The  march  past  was  very  good,  only 
some  minor  defects  in  coming  to  a  carry  and  the  manner  of  saluting  by  offi- 
cers was  noticeable.  The  Battery  and  Machine  Gun  drills  were  held  daily 
from  1.30  to  3.30,  and  considering  that  farm  horses  were  used,  the  drills 
generally  were  good.  The  Sea  Coast  Battery  was  commanded  by  Major 
Geo.  E.  Albee,  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice,  who  is  also  a  retired 
officer  of  the  army.  The  men  of  the  Battery  were  made  up  of  details  of 
three  men  from  each  regiment,  and  were  ably  instructed  by  Sergt.  Congdon, 
of  the  ist  Artillery,  Governor's  Island. 

There  was  no  practice  with  10-inch  guns,  but  drills  were  held  twice 
daily  with  mortars,  and  practice  shells  were  thrown  at  various  points  with 
considerable  accuracy.  I  noticed  in  the  early  morning  drills  that  few,  if 
any,  captains  of  companies  drilled  their  companies.  It  was  most  important 
that  they  should  have  been  present,  as  these  drills  were  in  Extended  Order, 
in  which  movements  all  captains  should  be  thoroughly  posted.  No  field 
exercises  were  held  this  year.  The  country  in  the  vicinity  is  admirably 
adapted  for  such  evolutions. 

DISCIPLINE. 

I  heard  while  in  camp  that  this  year  has  been  far  superior  to  any  other 
in  point  of  men  saluting  ;  if  this  is  so,  other  years  must  have  been  remark- 
able ones,  for  I  can  safely  say  that  it  was  exceptional  when  an  enlisted  man 
saluted  an  officer.  The  officers  were  remarkably  punctilious  about  saluting 
each  other  on  all  occasions,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  very  easy  to 
instil  some  of  this  punctilio  into  the  men,  who  generally  slouched  past  with 
open  blouse  and  oblivious  stare  ;  some  when  saluting  would  do  so  in  a  most 
awkward  manner  and  with  apologetic  smile.  I  always  found  men  visiting  on 
the  officer's  line  in  the  afternoon  and  evening  ;  and  when  I  spoke  about  it  ot 
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the  colonels  of  regiments,  they  said  it  was  almost  impossible  to  remedy,  as 
the  officers  and  men  were  of  the  same  social  standing  in  their  towns  and 
villages,  frequently  relations  and  intimate  friends.  This  friendly  relation 
seems  to  exist  only  among  the  junior  company  officers,  never  with  the  field 
officers  that  I  noticed  ;  and  I  think,  if  proper  steps  were  taken  by  the 
colonels  of  regiments,  this  familiarity  between  officers  and  men  could  be 
stopped.  I  noticed  a  field  officer  of  the  day  away  from  the  command  not  on 
duty  ;  also  a  senior  officer  of  the  Guard  absent  from  his  guard  after  mid- 
night not  on  duty. 

GUARD  DUTY. 

With  the  exception  of  that  of  the  Third  Regiment,  the  guard  duty  was 
very  bad.     The  guards  were  established  as  follows  :

The  Guard  detail  was  : 

One   1st  Lieutenant, 

one 

2d  Lieutenant,  one 

Musician,  two  Sergeants,  three  Corporals,  and  thirty-three  privates  from 
each  regiment,  and  one  Lieutenant,  one  Musician,  two  Sergeants,  three  Cor- 
porals, and  ten  privates  from  the  Provisional  Battalion  (separate  companies). 

The  detail  from  the  Provisional  Battalion  guarded  the  left  flank.  I 
found  the  sentinels  very  seldom  knew  their  orders,  or  when  they  did,  it  was 
by  great  effort  of  memory.  Almost  invariably  the  guard  at  night  would  be 
turned  out  for  me,  although  when  I  asked  the  officer  of  the  guard  who  I 
was,  and  why  he  turned  out  the  guard,  was  unable  to  answer. 

Sentinels  frequently  sat  down  on  their  tour  of  guard  ;  on  one  flank  I 
noticed  old  boxes,  half  barrels,  and  buckets,  etc.,  arranged  for  that  purpose 
by  the  sentinels  of  each  beat.  I  asked  one  sentinel  on  Saturday  morning  if 
he  knew  if  it  was  against  orders  to  sit  down  ;  he  said  yes,  but  that  the  whole 
guard  had  been  out  the  afternoon  before  keeping  people  off  the  parade,  and 
that  he  was  tired  out.  This  case  might  have  been  obviated  by  an  addition 
to  the  guard  on  Friday.  The  target  practice  is  held  at  stations  of  troops. 
There  was  no  skirmish  practice.  According  to  State  laws,  the  Connecticut 
National  Guard  shall  be  liable  at  all  times  to  be  ordered  into  active  service. 
It  shall  first  be  called  out  by  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  may  by  him  be 
turned  over  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  not  exceeding  three 
months  in  any  one  year.  In  time  of  war,  invasion,  rebellion,  or  riot,  or  rea- 
sonable apprehension  thereof,  or  upon  requisition  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  the  Commander-in-Chief  shall  order  out,  for  active  service, 
such  further  portion  of  the  militia  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  designating 
the  same  by  draft  if  a  sufficient  number  shall  not  volunteer,  and  shall  or- 
ganize the  same,  and  appoint  and  commission  officers  therefor  ;  and  when 
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so  ordered  out  for  service,  the  militia  shall  be  subject  to  like  regulations,  and 
receive  from  the  State  like  compensation,  as  that  prescribed  for  the  Army  of 
the  United  States. 

The  Regulations  for  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  is  an  act  passed 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  signed  by  the  Governor  on  the  2d  of 
June,  1S93,  and  is  embodied  in  General  Orders  No.  12,  Adjutant-General's 
Office,  State  of  Connecticut,  Hartford,  June  19,  1S93. 

********** 

There  are  five  independent  companies  which  bear  no  relation  to  the 
State  troops.  I  think,  if  practicable,  they  should  attend  the  yearly  encamp- 
ment. I  have  nothing  further  to  report.  The  Connecticut  National  Guard 
is  made  of  material  of  which  the  State  should  be  proud,  and  with  a  little 
more  time  for  real  drill,  both  in  the  armory  and  in  camp,  could  become  the 
equal,  if  not  the  superior,  of  any  in  the  United  States.  I  am  indebted  to 
Adjutant-General  Bradley  and  Quartermaster-General  Harbison  for  many 
kindly  courtesies,  and  I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  particularly  to  General 
George  Haven,  and  to  all  the  members  of  his  staff,  for  their  uniform  cour- 
tesy and  their  many  acts  of  kindness  towards  me  during  my  visit.

This  certifies  that  we,  the  Auditors  of  Public  Accounts,  have 
examined  the  accounts  of  John  P.  Harbison,  Quartermaster- 
General,  from  January  5,  1893,  to  September  30,  1893,  inclusive, 
and  have  compared  them  with  the  vouchers  in  said  office,  and 
find  the  same  correct,  showing  a  balance  in  the  hands  of  the 
Quartermaster- General  on  the  30th  day  of  September,  1893,  of 
six  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty -two  dollars  and  twenty-two 
cents  ($6,482.22). 

We  also  find  that  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2,000), 
appropriated  by  the  Legislature  of  1893,  for  the  purpose  of  having 
the  State  represented  by  the  Governor  and  Staff  at  the  opening  of 
the  World's  Pair  at  Chicago,  in  1893,  was  expended  for  that 
purpose. 

We  found  the  affairs  of  the  department  conducted  in  a  busi- 
ness-like, efficient,  and  systematic  manner,  the  vouchers  for  the 
accounts  being  clear,  intelligent,  and  thoroughly  satisfactory.

To  Tlis  Excellency  Luzon  B.  Morris,  Governor  and  Commander- 
in-Chief ': 

I  "have  the  honor  of  presenting  my  report  of  this  office  from  the 
time  I  assumed  its  duties,  January  5,  1893,  to  September  30, 
1893,  both  dates  inclusive.  I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  at 
the  same  time  the  report  of  my  distinguished  predecessor,  Brig- 
adier-General Wm.  B.  Rudd,  late  Quartermaster-General,  which 
covers  the  time  from  October  1,  1892,  to  January  4,  1893,  both 
dates  inclusive,  thus  completing  a  report  of  this  office  for  the 
entire  fiscal  year. 

In  my  financial  and  property  tables  attached,  you  will  find  an 
account  of  all  moneys  received  and  disbursed,  and  the  various 
and  many  changes  made  in  the  receipts  and  issues  of  property. 

MILITARY    PROPERTY   OF   THE    STATE. 

The  real  estate  in  charge  of  this  department  is  as  follows : 
State  Arsenal  at  Hartford. 
Camp  Ground  at  Niantic. 
Military  road  and  house  at  Niantic. 
State   Armories   at   Hartford,    New    Haven,    Bridgeport, 

Waterbury,  New  London,  New  Britain,  and  Norwalk. 
Rifle  Range  Houses,  complete. 
In  addition  to  this  real  estate  there  is  the  movable  property 
stored  in  the  buildings  at  Hartford  and  Niantic  ;  and  arms,  uni- 
forms, equipments,  and  military  stores  issued  to  Connecticut 
National  Guard,  the  Governor's  Guard,  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  the  Sons  of  Veterans,  and  miscellaneous  organizations. 
All  property  not  in  the  immediate  possession  of  the  Quartermaster- 
General  is  covered  by  satisfactory  bonds  on  file  in  this  office. 
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The  estimated  value  of  all  property  in  our  eharge  is  about 

$600,000.00,  and  is  insured  for  $177,450.00. 


ARMS. 

The  Infantry  of  the  Connecticut  National  Guard  is  armed  with 
Peabody  and  Springfield  rifles,  calibre  45.  The  Springfield  rifle 
is  an  accepted  serviceable  arm.  The  Peabody  rifle  is  obsolete, 
and  not  adapted  to  present  use.  In  addition,  neither  the  gun  or 
parts  of  it  can  be  obtained  in  the  market.  The  firm  that  man- 
ufactured it  went  out  of  existence  several  years  ago,  and  many  of 
the  tools  and  dies  for  this  gun  were  destroyed,  so  that  to-day  we 
are  unable  to  obtain  necessary  parts  for  repairs  without  going  to 
extraordinary  expense  for  new  dies  and  tools.  The  number  of 
rifles  -in  possession  of  the  Guard  is  2,614,  of  which  898  are 
Springfields. 

Battery  A  is  armed  with  four  3 -inch  iron  guns,  rifled,  muzzle 
loading.  These  are  of  old  pattern,  and  while  answering  all  the 
purposes  of  drill  would  not  be  considered  desirable  guns  for 
actual  field  service  at  the  present  day. 

The  Machine  Gun  Battery  is  supplied  with  four  Gatling  guns 
of  earty  model.  While  these  are  serviceable  and  effective,  yet 
they  lack  the  mechanical  improvements  in  use  on  the  present 
model,  such  as  the  continuous  feed  of  ammunition  which  increases 
largely  the  firing  capacity  of  the  gun,  and  the  arrangement  for 
adjusting  it  by  which  it  can  be  fired  at  any  elevation  or 
depression. 

UNIFORMS. 

Early  in  my  administration  my  attention  was  directed  to  the 
poor  condition  of  the  uniforms  by  a  general  demand  from  the 
Guard  for  new  ones.  Realizing  at  once  that  as  many  of  these  had 
been  in  service  for  several  years,  that  there  was  real  need  for  new 
clothing,  but  at  the  same  time  feeling  that  acceding  fully  to  these 
demands  meant  the  expenditure  of  a  very  large  amount  of  money, 
I  ordered  a  very  careful  inspection  of  this  property  and  found 
that  a  considerable  amount  of  it  could  be  made  serviceable  by 
cleaning  and  repairing.  This  was  accordingly  done,  and  worthless 
articles  replaced  by  new. 
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These  various  changes  were  made  at  a  moderate  cost,  and  in  time 
for  encampment  at  Camp  Morris,  where  Your  Excellency  observed 
with  approval  the  handsome  appearance  of  the  troops. 

EQUIPMENTS. 

The  general  equipments  of  the  Brigade  are  in  serviceable  con- 
dition. The  knapsacks  now  used  are  of  old  pattern,  and  were 
issued  several  years  ago.  With  a  view  towards  improving  this 
part  of  the  Guardsman's  equipment,  and  contributing  to  his  com- 
fort, I  purchased  sixty-eight  Merriam  Packs  (the  same  as  have 
been  introduced  into  the  U.  S.  Army  recently)  for  trial.  These 
were  issued  to  one  of  the  leading  companies  of  the  State  in  ex- 
change for  old  knapsacks,  and  the  change  has  been  a  very  satis- 
factory one. 

RIFLE    RANGES. 

Portable  houses  are  erected  on  leased  lands  through  the  State, 
and  used  for  rifle  practice.  These  accommodations  provided  by 
the  State  are  located  near  the  different  organizations  of  the  Guard. 
This  property  is  in  constant  need  of  repairs,  owing  to  its  exposed 
and  isolated  situation. 

My  attention  has  been  called  by  leading  officers  of  the  Con- 
necticut National  Guard  to  the  need  of  the  establishment  of  a 
Brigade  rille  range  at  Niaatic,  and  after  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  subject,  I  am  satisfied  that  one  should  be  located  there,  and 
I  hope  before  the  next  annual  encampment  to  have  a  suitable  rifle 
range  provided  for  their  use. 

CAMP   MORRIS. 

The  erection  of  the  camp,  the  furnishing  of  supplies  for  it,  and 
the  transportation  of  the  troops  to  and  from,  were  made  under  the 
direction  of  this  office.  The  Guard  was  ordered  to  report  there 
not  later  than  10  o'clock  A.  m.  on  Monday,  August  21st.  Through 
the  careful  arrangements  made  by  us,  and  the  excellent  service 
of  the  railroad  companies,  all  organizations  arrived  there  on  or  be- 
fore that  time.  This  and  the  return  transportation  was  made 
without  accident :  a  result  that  is  worthy  of  praise  when  you  con- 
sider the  men,  horses,  and  baggage  to  be  moved,  and  the  large 
and  numerous  trains  that  had  to  be  run  on  special  time  schedules, 
over  roads  crowded  with  regular  traffic. 
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I  take  this  opportunity  to  recognize  the  efficient  services  and 
courteous  attention  of  the  following-named  railroad  officials  in 
this  transportation,  viz. :  Messrs.  C.  T.  Hempstead,  General  Pas- 
senger Agent;  N.  A.  Willcox,  General  Freight  Agent;  0.  M. 
Shepard,  Superintendent  New  York  Division  ;  W.  A.  Waterbury, 
Superintendent  New  London  Division ;  C.  S.  Davidson,  Superin- 
tendent Hartford  Division ;  G.  W.  Beach,  Superintendent  Nauga- 
tuck  Division;  J.  Y.  A.  Trumbull,  Superintendent  Yalley  Di- 
vision ;  F.  C.  Payne,  Superintendent  Danbury  Division,  and  J.  B. 
Gardiner,  Superintendent  Stonington  Division,  all  of  the  New 
York,  New  Haven  &  Hartford  Eailroad  Company,  and  Messrs. 
W.  K.  Babcock,  New  York  &  New  England  Eailroad  Company ; 
B.  F.  Kesser,  Philadelphia  &  Eeading  Eailroad  Company ;  J.  A. 
Southard,  Central  Yermont  Eailroad  Company,  and  E.  0.  Chenejr, 
South  Manchester  Eailroad  Company. 

In  our  preparations  for  camp  special  care  and  thought  was 
given  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  men.  The  sanitary  ar- 
rangements, always  a  source  of  anxiety  on  account  of  the  diffi- 
culty of  disposing  of  the  camp  garbage,  were  especially  looked 
after,  and  were  highly  commended  by  the  medical  officers  of  the 
Brigade.  During  the  progress  of  the  encampment  the  memorably 
fierce  storm  that  swept  the  seaboard  of  the  country  that  week 
with  such  destructive  effect,  struck  it  with  full  force ;  but  so  ex- 
cellent was  our  camp  in  its  erection  and  materials  that  we  escaped 
with  slight  damage.  Upon  the  departure  of  the  troops  for  home, 
a  period  of  rainy  and  foggy  weather  set  in  that  prevented  taking 
in  the  canvas,  and  before  this  could  be  done  another  terrific  storm 
assailed  it,  but  notwithstanding  that  we  were  then  without  the 
assistance  of  the  2,700  men  composing  the  troops,  it  weathered  it 
successfully.  The  employees  of  this  department  are  deserving  of 
much  credit  for  the  splendid  service  rendered  in  this  emergency. 
Our  damage  from  these  storms  amounts  to  about  $400,  a  com- 
paratively small  sum,  when  you  consider  the  extent  and  value  of 
the  property  exposed. 

NIANTIC   CAMP  GROUND. 

This  ground  comprises  about  seventy-five  acres  of  land,  and 
contains  necessary  buildings,  such  as  quartermaster's  department 
building,  mess  houses  and  kitchens,  guard  house,  stables,  and  sinks. 
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The  militia  law,  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1893,  pro- 
vided that  the  State  should  feed  the  troops  at  encampment,  and 
this  necessitated  the  erection  of  kitchens  for  the  several  mess 
houses  by  this  department.  Although  the  time  allowed  for  the 
furnishing  of  these  was  very  limited,  yet  they  were  ready  in  time 
for  camp,  and  received  the  especial  commendation  of  the  Commis- 
sary-General. 

Much  of  the  movable  property  used  for  camping  purposes  is 
stored  in  the  buildings.  The  ground  itself  is,  in  a  general  way, 
well  adapted  for  its  purpose.  There  are,  however,  a  few  large 
and  unsightly  depressions  which,  if  removed,  would  add  greatly 
to  its  serviceable  area  and  improve  its  appearance.  I  have  given 
much  thought  and  consideration  to  this  very  important  and  much 
needed  improvement,  and  have  taken  action  towards  removing 
these  very  bad  features  of  the  ground.  When  this  is  accom- 
plished, as  I  hope  it  will  be  during  the  present  year,  the  State  will 
then  have  a  military  camp  ground  equal  to  any  in  the  country. 
This  ground  is  well  supplied  with  driven  wells,  from  which  an 
abundant  quantity  of  excellent  water  is  obtained. 

Adjoining  this  property  on  the  north  is  the  camp  ground  of  the 
Connecticut  Spiritualists'  Association.  The  most  convenient  way 
of  access  from  the  village  of  Niantic  to  this  ground  of  the  Spirit- 
ualists would  be  across  the  ground  owned  by  the  State,  and  this 
Association  has  endeavored  from  time  to  time  to  obtain  the  privi- 
lege of  utilizing  it.  Some  years  ago  their  crossing  this  land  was 
tolerated,  and  I  am  informed  that  this  resulted  in  serious  annoy- 
ance to  this  department,  and  endangered  the  large  property  inter- 
ests located  there,  and  further  travel  of  this  kind  was  stopped.  I 
have  ordered  that  no  trespassing  whatever  be  allowed  on  this 
property  of  the  State,  not  only  on  account  of  the  possible  danger 
to  it,  but  also  on  account  of  the  legal  question  involved,  which,  as 
I  learn,  forbids  the  use  of  land  condemned  for  the  special  pur- 
poses of  the  State  as  this  was,  to  be  used  for  any  other  purpose 
without  endangering  the  title  to  the  property.  I  have  had  a  fence 
erected  on  the  north  line  of  our  ground,  separating  us  from  the 
Spiritualists'  property,  which  serves  a  two-fold  purpose :  it  gives 
additional  protection  to  our  property,  and  is  of  valuable  service 
for  the  guard  duty  of  the  camp. 
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MILITARY  ROAD  AT  NIANTIC. 

We  have  also  at  Niantic  a  military  road  situated  a  short  dis- 
tance from  the  camp.  This  was  purchased  under  a  special  act  of 
the  Legislature  for  the  special  purpose  of  facilitating  transporta- 
tion and  to  relieve  the  overcrowded  condition  of  the  regular  sta- 
tion in  the  village  when  the  troops  arrived  and  departed. 

On  this  property  is  a  dwelling-house  used  by  the  employee  of 
this  department,  who  has  the  care  of  our  entire  property  at 
Niantic. 

UNITED   STATES   GOVERNMENT. 

The  annual  appropriation  due  this  State  from  the  Government, 
under  the  Act  for  Arming  and  Equipping  the  Militia,  is  $5,695.62, 
and  can  be  drawn  in  military  stores  only.  It  is  the  custom  of 
this  office  to  avail  ourselves  of  this  act,  and  thereby  lessen  our 
demands  on  the  State  treasury.  Daring  the  time  covered  by  this 
report  we  obtained  the  following  articles : 

1,100  blouses,  25  iron  beds  with  mattresses,  50  wall  tent  flies, 
100  common  tent  pole  sets,  3,800  tent  pins,  13  flags,  200  pounds 
cannon  powder. 

The  total  amount  of  government  property  drawn  in  this  way 
and  now  on  hand  is  as  follows : 

1,800  blouses,  2,500  blankets,  250  iron  beds  with  mattresses,  £5 
drums  complete,  150  wall  tents,  750  improved  common  tents,  250 
wall  tent  J  lies,  400  tent  pole  sets,  17,125  tent  pins,  30  flags,  2 
camp  colors,  12  hospital  hand  litters,  122  Springfield  B.  L.  R 
muskets,  cal.  15,  9  field  officers'  sabres,  39  10-inch  projectiles,  19 
time  fuses.  6,000  ball  cartridges,  1  lot  small  parts  for  repairs  to 
Springfield  rifles. 

In  addition  to  this  property  as  specified  we  have  at  Niantic 
Camp  Ground  a  sea-coast  battery,  complete,  erected  by  the  Gov- 
ernment under  a  special  resolution  of  Congress. 

This  battery  includes  tAvo  10-inch  Boclman  M.  L.  guns,  and 
four  10-inch  sea-coast  mortars,  fully  equipped,  and  is  used  for 
drill  in  artillery  practice  by  the  Connecticut  Xational  Guard. 

FUXERAL  EXPENSES  AND    HEADSTOXES    FOR   DECEASED  VETERAXS 
OF  THE  WAR  OF  THE  REBELLION. 

The  phraseology  of  the  law  governing  the  amount  to  be  paid 
by  the  State  for  these  expenses  was  changed  by  the  General  As- 
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sembly  of  1893,  so  that  now  the  State  contributes  $35  towards 
the  cost  of  the  funeral,  regardless  of  the  cost  in  excess  of  that 
amount. 

The  number  of  applications  for  funeral  expenses,  investigated, 
approved,  and  sent  to  the  Comptroller  for  payment,  was  127, 
amounting  to  $4,444.80. 

Funeral  expenses  are  paid  for  by  the  Comptroller  upon  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Quartermaster-Greneral. 

The  erection  of  144  headstones  was  ordered.  Headstones  are 
provided  direct  by  the  Quartermaster-Greneral,  but  paid  for  by  the 
Comptroller. 

I  am  satisfied  from  my  experience  that  the  contract  for  these 
headstones  is  faithfully  executed.  The  material  and  workman- 
ship are  excellent,  and  they  are  erected  with  reasonable  prompt- 
ness in  the  proper  season. 

Much  annoyance  and  delay  is  caused  the  contractor  by  the  dif- 
ficulty of  finding  graves.  Frequently  persons  to  whom  he  is 
referred  to  for  information  as  to  their  location  are  unable,  and 
sometimes  unwilling,  to  give  the  necessary  information.  There 
are  a  few  cases  where  he  has  been  met  by  the  positive  refusal  of 
relatives  to  allow  these  headstones  to  be  erected  at  all.  These 
circumstances  have  delayed  the  setting  of  some  stones  and  pre- 
vented the  erection  of  others. 

WORLD'S  FAIR  OPENING    AT  CHICAGO. 

The  General  Assembly  of  1893  authorized  the  Grovernor  and 
staff  to  represent  this  State  at  the  opening  of  the  World's  Fair  on 
May  1,  1893,  and  appropriated  $2,000  for  this  purpose. 

The  Grovernor  and  staff  attended  these  ceremonies,  and  the 
amount  appropriated  covered  the  expenses  incurred.

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GENERAL  REPORT. 


To  his  Excellency  Luzon  B.  Morris^  Governor  of  Connecticut. 

Sir  : — The  State  Board  of  Health  herewith  presents  the  Six- 
teenth Annual  Report  of  the  Board. 

In  taking  a  retrospective  view  of  the  work  of  the  Board  during 
the  past  year  nothing  presents  itself  as  distinctly  and  markedly 
different  from  the  average  work  of  the  Board  in  preceding  years. 
The  legislation  of  the  State  in  reference  to  the  functions  of  this 
commission  has  been  such  as  to  limit  its  operations  very  closely 
to  certain  narrow  lines  of  activity.  And  these  have  been  so  well 
trodden  in  the  past,  that  the  duties  have  become  largely  of  a 
routine  character. 

The  correspondence  with  the  local  boards  on  the  various  and 
frequent  questions  of  sanitary  administration,  while  always  in- 
creasing in  amount,  offer  no  variety  in  kind  from  those  of  years 
before. 

Year  after  year  the  same  inquiries  from  newly  elected  health 
officers  are  presented  as  to  their  special  duties  in  regard  to  abat- 
ing the  nuisances  of  hog-pens,  cesspools,  privies,  etc.,  the  methods 
of  disinfection,  and  the  choice  of  disinfectants  ;  and  frequent  de- 
mands to  know  how  the  health  officer  can  arrest  an  outbreak  of 
scarlet  fever  in  places  where  there  are  no  means  of  isolating  the 
sick,  and  the  people  will  not  use  disinfectants.  It  seems  to  be  a 
common  belief  that  the  State  Board  knows  of  some  special  meth- 
ods for  such  cases. 

The  calls  upon  the  Board,  or  some  of  its  members,  to  visit  dif- 
ferent parts  of  the  State  to  confer  with  town  authorities  in  regard 
to  sewage  disposal,  water  supplies,  the  control  of  contagious  dis- 
eases, and  to  inspect  public  institutions,  differ  from  like  demands 
in  former  years,  only  by  their  increasing  frequency.  The  number 
of  circulars  issued  during  the  year  have  been  of  necessity  upon 
the  same  subjects. 

The  constant  supervision  of  the  Registration  of  Vital  Statistics 
and  increasing  correspondence  with  the  Registrars,  the  monthly 
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gathering  of  facts  relating  to  the  health  of  the  State  and  their 
condensation  and  publication  in  the  Bulletin  has  gone  on  with 
monotonous  regularity. 

All  these,  and  much  more  which  is  incidental  to  them,  have 
given  the  office  of  the  State  Board  an  amount  of  business 
which  could  not  be  transacted  were  it  not  for  the  advantages  of 
routine  methods.  So  that  in  regard  to  the  general  work  of  the 
Board  during  the  past  year  there  is  little  to  report  that  has  not 
already  been  said  in  the  preceding  reports  of  the  Board. 

Personnel  of  the  Board. 

Several  changes  in  the  Board  have  occurred  since  the  last  re- 
port. 

The  Hon.  A.  E.  Burr,  who  for  so  many  years  presided  at  the 
councils  of  the  Board  and  by  his  matured  judgment  and  powerful 
personal  influence  contributed  so  much  to  the  success  of  its  under- 
takings, tendered  his  resignation,  which  was  most  reluctantly  and 
only  after  earnest  protest  accepted. 

The  vacancy  in  the  President's  chair  was  filled  at  the  next 
meeting  by  the  election  of  Prof.  W.  H.  Brewer  to  that  office. 

Mr.  T.  H.  McKenzie,  C.  E.,  was  nominated  by  the  Governor  to 
fill  the  member's  place  made  vacant  by  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Burr,  and  Mr.  Geo.  P.  Ingersoll,  attorney  at  law,  was  nominated 
by  the  Governor  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  death  of 
the  late  Elisha  Johnson,  Esq. 

Both  nominations  were  promptly  confirmed  by  the  Senate. 

Sanitary  Legislation. 

It  is  the  prevalent  opinion  that  the  Legislature  of  1893  will  be 
long  memorable  in  the  history  of  Connecticut.  Among  the  Acts 
which  it  passed  and  for  which  it  is  to  be  commended  it  is  believed 
there  are  none  for  which  the  people  will  have  more  reason  to  be 
grateful,  than  the  two  which  concern  so  intimately  and  directly 
the  health  of  the  commonwealth.  Reference  is  here  made  to  the 
"  Medical  Practice  Act,"  and  to  the  laws  reorganizing  the  sani- 
tary administration  in  the  State. 

The  Medical  Practice  Act  will  not  show  any  immediate  marked 
results,  because  the  provisions  of  the  laws  are  such  that  the  large 
number  of  incompetent  medical  impostors,  which  more  stringent 
laws  in  other  States  had  driven  into  Connecticut,  were  not  inter- 
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rupted  in  their  career  here.  It  was  only  necessary  for  them  to 
make  oath  that  they  were  engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
and  resident  in  the  State  to  entitle  them  to  be  registered  at  any 
time  previous  to  October  1st,  1893, 

All  this  class  promptly  took  advantage  of  this  feature  of  the 
law  and  were  duly  registered.  Among  them  were  many  who 
made  no  pretense  to  any  medical  education,  and  some  were  so 
extremely  illiterate  that  they  could  not  write  their  names,  but  in 
signing  the  statements  to  which  they  made  affidavit  they  made 
only  a  mark  in  presence  of  a  witness. 

Under  this  law  these  medical  (?)  practitioners  can  continue  to 
flourish  as  parasites  upon  a  deluded  public,  and  trifle  with  human 
life  with  the  most  reckless  indifference  to  consequences. 

"For  fools  rush  in  where  angels  fear  to  tread." — Pope. 

In  illustration  of  the  scholarly  attainments  of  some  of  the  can- 
didates for  professional  patronage  from  the  citizens  of  Connecti- 
cut, the  following  communications  are  quoted  literally. 

One  applicant  for  registration  writes  : — "  I  taught  first  when  I 
received  your  notice  that  your  board  did  not  regester  vetenary 
surgean,  but  I  learnt  cence  that  you  do  I  practic  foure  years 
under  other  Doctors  and  Three  years  alone  before  I  came  to  this 
state  I  have  been  Two  years  in  this  state  I  did  not  state  that  I 
had  practiced  in  this  state  on  the  blank  because  I  did  not  have 
an  office  hear  altho  I  have  practice  I  have  had  at  anavrag  one  case 
a  week  cence  I  have  been  hear." 

Another  ambitious  applicant  for  medical  honors  sends  the  fol- 
lowing : — "  I  write  you  to  to  see  if  I  can  get  a  per  mit  to  put  up 
a  Blood  medison  maid  of  Herbs  this  has  been  my  business  for 
years  and  I  intended  to  have  wrote  to  you  befour  this  but  I  have 
had  a  sick  Lady  to  see  to  so  I  have  not  had  time." 

Both  of  these  epistles  were  received  the  same  day,  and  from 
residents  of  the  same  town. 

The  real  benefits  of  the  Medical  Practice  Aat  will  be  realized 
slowly  and  increasingly,  as  the  present  race  of  harpies  remove  or 
die  off,  and  their  places  are  taken  by  qualified  physicians. 

The  other  notable  legislation  was  that  which  placed  the  admin- 
istration of  public  hygiene  in  the  State  upon  an  entirely  different 
and  better  basis  than  it  has  ever  been  before.  The  legislature 
exhibited  exceptional  wisdom  in  recognizing  the  prominent  de- 
fects in  the  old  system. 
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The  antiquated  methods  which  for  nearly  a  century  have  pre- 
vailed in  Connecticut,  although  well  adapted  to  the  circumstances 
of  the  people  and  the  state  of  sanitary  science  at  the  time  when 
they  were  primarily  inaugurated,  have  long  since  as  much  out- 
lived their  period  of  usefulness  as  stage  coaches  and  canal  boats 
for  rapid  travel,  or  tallow  dips  for  illuminating  purposes. 

From  1805  until  1893  Connecticut  laws  provided  for  an  army 
of  health  officers,  several  hundreds  in  number,  with  almost  unlim- 
ited authority  in  their  official  capacity,  without  organization, 
without  authoritative  leadership,  without  training  or  discipline, 
and  without  responsibility. 

No  means  were  provided  by  which  any  unity  of  purpose,  or 
concert  of  action,  on  the  part  of  these  numerous  sanitary  officials 
could  be  effected.  This  alone  was  a  fatal  hindrance  to  the  accom- 
plishment of  anything  which  might  legitimately  be  called  "  State 
medicine,"  and  it  practically  limited  all  hygienic  undertakings  to 
those  only  which  concerned  the  interests  of  individual  towns,  and 
which  often  were  in  conflict  with  the  interests  of  towns  adjoining. 

Another  defect  in  the  old  system  consisted  in  making  the 
health  office  secondary  to  some  other  function  with  which  it  was 
quite  incongruous,  and  between  which  and  it  there  was  no  affinit}^. 
In  truth,  there  were  no  real  health  officers,  but  the  selectmen  and 
the  justices  of  the  peace  were  ex  officio  charged  with  such  duties. 
So  that  among  the  multitude  of  these,  responsibility  was  lost,  and 
nothing  short  of  a  smallpox  epidemic  could  galvanize  a  town 
health  board  into  activity. 

Finally,  the  tenure  of  office  was  at  most  a  year,  and  like  other 
town  offices  subject  to  popular  vote.  Its  duties  were  not  defined 
and  the  performance  of  any  were  largely  optional,  and 

"  A  custom  more  honored  in  the  breach  than  the  observance." 

— Shakespeare. 

By  the  recent  legislation  many  of  these  defects  have  been  ob- 
viated or  mitigated  without  in  the  least  invading  the  rights  of 
towns  or  depriving  them  of  any  advantages  before  possessed. 

Each  town  will  still  have  its  local  health  officer,  whose  tenure 
of  office  will  be  four  years  instead  of  one,-  and  who  will  not  be 
dependent  upon  the  varying  fortunes  of  political  parties  for  its 
continuance. 

Through  the  agency  of  a  County  Health  Officer  who  has  super- 
vision of  the  local  officers,  a  system  of  sanitary  administration 
with  uniform  methods  in  great  degree,  is  practicable  in  all  the 
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towns.  On  all  the  general  principles  of  public  hygiene  a  code  of 
sanitary  regulations  can  be  prepared  which  will  apply  alike  to  all 
the  towns  in  the  State. 

The  local  health  officer  less  embarrassed  by  personal  considera- 
tions and  acting  under  the  directions  of  the  County  Health  Officer 
may  become  at  once  more  efficient  as  he  is  more  independent, 
and  more  assured  of  being  sustained  in  his  proceedings. 

It  may  reasonably  be  expected  that  under  the  new  organization 
giving  the  general  leadership  to  the  State  Board  of  Health  and 
the  executive  duties  to  the  county  health  officers,  the  local  officers 
being  the  working  force,  more  effective  work  will  be  done  and 
more  successful  results  achieved  than  heretofore,  because  they 
will  be  attempted  under  organized  and  more  systematic  effort 
than  ever  before. 

It  is  gratifying  also  to  be  able  to  state  that  the  legislature  has 
renewed  the  appropriation  for  the  investigation  of  the  rivers  and 
natural  waters  of  the  State,  a  work  which  was  interrupted  for 
two  years  from  the  failure  of  the  preceding  General  Assembly  to 
make  the  necessary  appropriation. 

The  work  is  now  going  on  under  the  direction  of  Prof.  H.  E. 
Smith,  who  will  be  prepared  with  a  report  upon  it  for  the  next 
annual  report  of  the  Board. 


MEETINGS     OF    THE    BOAKD. 


SPECIAL   MEETING. 

To  consider  what  ought  to  be  done  to  protect  the  people  of 
Connecticut  in  view  of  the  threatened  invasion  of  cholera  from 
Europe. 

The  members  after  due  warning  convened  at  the  Capitol  at 
2.30  p.  m.,  August  26,  1892. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Hon.  A.  E. 
Burr. 

There  were  present  Drs.  Wilson,  Wordin  and  Lindsley. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  President  briefly  stated  the  business  of  the  meeting  and 
requested  the  Secretary  to  read  the  correspondence  which  was 
the  immediate  occasion  of  calling  this  meeting. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  order  of  the  Supervising 
Surgeon-General  M.  H.  S. : 

"  Official  information  having  been  received  of  an  epidemic  of  cholera 
in  Russia,  and  in  view  of  the  large  immigration  into  the  United  States 
from  said  country,  and  of  the  danger  that  exists  of  the  introduction  of 
cholera  into  the  United  States  through  the  medium  of  personal  effects 
and  baggage  of  said  immigrants,  it  is  hereby  ordered  that  on  and  after 
September  18,  1892,  no  vessel  having  on  board  personal  baggage,  bed- 
ding, clothing,  etc.,  belonging  to  immigrants  from  Russia,  or  having  on 
board  personal  effects,  baggage,  etc.,  belonging  to  any  immigrant  com- 
ing from  any  cholera-infected  district,  shall  be  admitted  to  entry  into 
the  United  States  unless  accompanied  by  a  certificate  from  the  consular 
officer  at  the  port  of  embarkation  to  the  effect  that  said  personal  effects, 
baggage,  etc.,  have  been  disinfected  in  accordance  with  the  methods 
hereinafter  described. 

For  the  disinfection  of  said  articles  one  or  more  of  the  following 
methods  will  be  used,  all  articles  to  be  unpacked  and  freely  exposed  for 
disinfection  : 

1.  Boiling  in  water  not  less  than  one  hour. 

2.  Exposure  to  steam  not  less  than  one  hour,  the  steam  to  be  of  a 
temperature  not  less  than  100  degrees  centigrade  (212  degrees  Fahren- 
heit) nor  greater  than  115  degrees  centigrade  (239  degrees  Fahrenheit) 
and  unmixed  with  air. 
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3.  Solution  of  carbolic  acid  of  a  2  per  cent,  strength. 
This  method  (No.  3)  may  be  applied  only  to  leather  goods,  such  as 
trunks,  satchels,  boots,  shoes  ;  to  rubber  goods,  etc.,  the  articles  to  be 
saturated  with  the  solution.

Upon  the  publication  of  this  order  the  State  Board  of  Health 
of  Illinois  sent  the  following  telegram  to  the  Connecticut  Board  : 

Springfield,  III.,  August  24,  1892. 
Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  See.  State  Board  of  Health,  New  Haven  : 

The  following  telegram  signed  by  President  and  Secretary  has  been 
sent  to  Surgeon-General  Wyman  :  "  In  view  of  the  westward  spread  of 
cholera  in  Europe  the  Illinois  State  Board  of  Health  earnestly  requests 
that  you  extend  the  scope  of  your  order  of  the  seventeenth  inst.,  so  as 
to  include  all  arrivals  from  European  ports,  EDglish  included.  It  is  also 
urged  that  the  order  be  made  operative  forthwith.  The  services  of  this 
Board  are  at  your  disposal  in  any  manner  you  may  indicate."  Will 
you  not  add  the  influence  of  your  Board  ?

Upon  receipt  of  this,  President  Burr  directed  the  Secretary  to 
call  this  meeting. 

After  giving  due  consideration  to  the  order  of  the  Surgeon- 
General  it  was 

Voted:  That  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health  approve 
of  the  judicious  order  of  Surg.  Gen.  Wyman  of  the  Marine  Hospi- 
tal Service,  of  August  17th,  18f>2,  relating  to  emigrant  vessels, 
and  would  earnestly  recommend  that  the  order  be  amended  to 
take  effect  at  once,  lest  its  purpose  be  defeated  by  delay. 

Voted :  That  the  Board  offer  its  services  in  aid  of  the  exclu- 
sion of  cholera  to  the  Surgeon-General  in  any  way  that  he  can 
make  them  useful. 

Voted:  That  the  foregoing  votes  be  communicated  to  Surgeon- 
General  Wyman  without  delay. 

The  Secretary  as  one  of  a  committee  appointed  for  that  pur- 
pose submitted  the  draft  of  a  circular  "  On  the  Prevention  and 
Restriction  of  Cholera." 

The  circular  was  approved  and  he  was  instructed  to  have  1,000 
copies  printed. 

Health  Officer  Wright  of  New  Haven,  being  present,  asked  the 
advice  of  the  State  Board  in  regard  to  admitting  to  entry  at  that

port  a  ship  with  a  full  cargo  of  rags  from  Alexandria,  Egypt, 
just  arrived  in  New  Haven  harbor. 

He  stated  that  the  vessel  left  Alexandria  last  May,  and  the 
length  of  the  voyage  was  101  days.  He  had  visited  the  vessel, 
and  there  was  no  sickness  on  board.  The  vessel  had  a  clean  bill 
of  health,  and  a  certificate  of  the  U.  S.  Consul  at  Alexandria, 
stating  that  no  contagious  diseases  existed  there.  More  recent 
advices  from  Washington,  D.  C,  stated  that  no  cases  of  cholera 
had  been  reported  in  Egypt  during  the  year.  Satisfactory  proof 
was  offered  that  the  rags  had  been  disinfected  before  bailing 
them. 

In  view  of  these  facts  the  State  Board  approved  by  unanimous 
vote,  of  admitting  the  vessel  to  enter  at  New  Haven. 

Voted:  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  the 
Board  of  Health  in  every  town  in  Connecticut  in  which  there  is 
a  port  of  entry  should  provide  for  quarantine  in  accordance  with 
the  General  Statutes  as  in  Sections  2594  and  following. 

No  further  business  the  meeting  adjourned.

Wyman  has  complied  with  request.  The  Illinois  Board  will  memo- 
rialize President  Harrison  to  issue  proclamation  suspending  immigra- 
tion until  cholera  subsides.  Trusts  your  Board  wTill  take  similar  action. 
Please  wire  answer  to  secretary.

The  action  of  the  Illinois  Board  was  fully  considered  and  the 
following  response  was  finally  adopted  : 

Voted:  That  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health  is  unable 
to  find  any  authority  for  the  President  to  issue  such  proclamation 
as  you  suggest,  but  we  will  heartily  cooperate  with  you  in  any 
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legal  steps  to  prevent  the  invasion  of  the  scourge,  and  support 
every  proper  effort  to  restrict  immigration  from  all  infected  dis- 
tricts. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  communicate  the  foregoing  to 
the  Illinois  State  Board. 

No  further  business  offering  the  meeting  adjourned.

Hartford,  Conn.,  Oct.  27th,  1892. 

The  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Connecticut  State  Board  of 
Health  was  held  this  day  at  the  Capitol.  The  meeting  was  called 
to  order  at  2.30  p.  m.«  The  President  being  absent,  Dr.  1ST.  E. 
Wordin  was  chosen  President  pro  tempore.  There  were  present 
Prof.  Wm.  H.  Brewer,  Dr.  G.  H.  Wilson  and  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley. 
The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  Treasurer's  report  was  read,  audited  and  approved. 

A  communication  from  Wm.  T.  Marsh,  Esq.,  warden  of  Litch- 
field, was  read,  inviting  the  Board  to  visit  that  place  and  inspect 
and  give  an  opinion  on  the  present  method  of  sewage  disposal. 

The  Board  voted  to  accept  the  invitation  and  fixed  upon 
Thursday,  Nov.  3d,  as  the  day  for  the  visit. 

Several  other  communications  were  read  by  the  Secretary, 
which  were  respectfully  considered,  but  required  no  action  by  the 
Board. 

Secretary's  report  was  read  and  ordered  on  file. 

Notice  having  been  received  that  no  health  officers  had  been  ap- 
pointed at  Mansfield  or  at  Hamden,  the  Board  proceeded  as  in 
such  case  by  law  provided  and  appointed  Dr.  E.  G.  Sumner  health 
officer  of  Mansfield  at  a  salary  of  $50,  and  Dr.  Joslyn  health 
officer  of  Hamden  at  a  salary  of  $50. 

Voted,  That  the  assessment  of  $30  to  defray  the  expenses  of 
the  Commission  of  the  National  Conference  of  the  State  Boards 
of  Healths,  appointed  to  enquire  into  the  efficiency  of  quarantine 
stations,  be  paid. 

Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  the  Secretary,  was  appointed  a  delegate  to 
the  A.  P.  H.  A.  to  be  held  in  Mexico  Nov.  29th,  1892. 

On  motion  it  was  voted  that  in  case  of  his  inability  to  attend, 
he  may  appoint  a  substitute. 

No  further  business  offering  the  meeting  adjourned.

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Secretary's  Report. 
Quarter  ending  September  30th,  1892. 

The  reports  rendered  monthly  by  the  registrars  of  towns,  show 
a  greater  mortality  than  in  any  corresponding  quarter  for  several 
years.  There  were  reported  804  more  deaths  than  in  the  previous 
quarter  and  299  more  than  the  average  deaths  in  the  correspond- 
ing quarters  of  the  previous  five  years. 

While  these  increased  numbers  are  not  to  be  regarded  as  very 
excessive,  in  a  population  as  large  as  that  of  the  whole  State  of 
Connecticut,  yet  they  are  not  indicative  of  high  standard  of  pub- 
lic hygiene.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  State  is  at  the  present 
time  a  matter  of  more  than  usual  importance,  in  view  of  the 
threatened  invasion  of  a  disease  which  has  more  than  once  proved 
a  terror  to  our  people  and  with  a  deadly  purpose  finds  its  victims 
always  where  sanitation  is  most  neglected. 

It  is  the  more  significant  of  an  unsatisfactory  administration  of 
public  hygiene  in  Connecticut  that  the  increased  mortality  is  so 
largely  from  the  preventable  diseases.  Slovenly,  negligent  in- 
difference on  the  part  of  many  of  the  local  health  authorities 
characterizes  the  attempts  to  restrict  by  isolation  and  disinfection 
the  spread  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever,  and  such 
diseases,  all  of  which  can  be  controlled  wholly  by  well  directed 
efforts. 

The  theory  and  practice  of  prevention  and  restriction  of  infec- 
tious diseases  are  now  well  determined.  The  results  of  the  appli- 
cation of  the  well  known  means  of  controlling  the  spread  of  these 
diseases  are  so  satisfactory  that  the  further  sacrifice  of  human  life 
in  consequence  of  neglecting  such  means  of  safety  seems  not  only 
inexcusable  but  as  verging  on  the  criminal. 

Before,  however,  any  marked  success  can  be  attained  in  such 
work,  provision  must  be  made  by  more  enlightened  legislation, 
to  enable  the  employment  of  the  necessary  means. 

Cholera. 

The  long  expected  approach  of  Cholera  to  our  shores  was  real- 
ized on  the  arrival,  August  31,  of  the  steamer  Moravia  from 
Hamburg,  in  New  York  harbor,  with  Cholera  on  board,  22  pas- 
sengers having  died  during  the  voyage.  The  arrival  on  the  3d 
of  September  of  three  other  infected  vessels,  viz  :  the  Normania, 
Rugia  and  the  Stubbenhuk,  bringing  thousands  of  passengers, 
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developed  a  most  surprising  lack  of  readiness  for  their  reception, 
and  a  deplorable  want  of  facilities  for  their  proper  and  safe  care. 

The  "  National  Conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health  "  had  a 
few  days  before,  through  its  executive  committee,  appointed  a 
commission  to  make  a  personal  inspection  of  all  the  ports  of  the 
North  American  Continent  to  learn  to  what  extent  the  existing 
practice  of  quarantine  could  be  depended  upon  as  a  means  of  ex- 
cluding this  disease.  This  commission  had  already  begun  its  in- 
spection before  the  arrival  of  these  vessels.  I  was  invited  to  join 
and  accompanied  it  on  its  visits  to  the  quarantine  stations  at 
New  York  and  Boston. 

The  commission  was  courteously  received  by  the  quarantine 
officers  at  both  places  and  afforded  every  facility  in  aid  of  their 
enquiries.     The  results  will  be  officially  published  in  due  time. 

The  somewhat  confident  announcements  which  had  appeared 
from  time  to  time  of  the  preparations  made  at  New  York,  to 
deal  with  the  disease  whenever  it  should  appear,  promptly  and 
with  safety  to  all  concerned,  intensified  the  surprise  of  the  pub- 
lic as  well  as  of  the  health  officers  of  the  port,  when  it  was 
found  that  no  provision  whatever  had  been  made,  and  that  none 
existed  available,  for  the  occupation  of  the  healthy  passengers 
and  to  which  they  could  be  removed  out  of  these  infected  ships. 

After  several  days'  delay,  at  imminent  risk,  a  portion  of  Fire 
Island  was  purchased  by  authority  of  the  Governor  of  New  York, 
for  the  reception  of  the  cabin  passengers.  But  still  the  embar- 
rassment was  not  at  once  relieved. 

The  approach  of  the  passengers  was  resisted  by  the  indignant 
residents  of  the  vicinity,  and  the  much  abused  passengers  on  the 
ill-fated  ship  were  compelled  to  endure  a  tempestuous  night  of 
suffering  on  a  vessel  intended  only  for  their  transportation,  and 
not  provided  with  any  sufficient  means  of  comfort  with  adequate 
shelter  or  protection  from  the  elements  or  even  with  food. 

It  was  not  until  the  military  force  of  the  State  of  New  York 
was  summoned  to  defend  their  landing  that  possession  was  ob- 
tained. And  even  yet  it  is  to  be  determined  in  the  courts 
whether  in  a  legal  sense  it  was  not  a  triumph  of  might  over  right. 

A  more  discreditable  instance  of  improvident  forecast,  and 
blundering  paucity  of  preparation,  involving  so  much  danger  to 
those  who  were  in  quarantine,  as  well  as  to  the  people  of  the 
United  States,  has  never  before  occurred  in  the  history  of  the 
country. 
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Fortunately,  however,  as  a  whole  the  precautions  taken,  crude 
and  cruel  as  they  were,  proved  substantially  successful.  There 
was  no  spread  of  the  disease  from  the  quarantined  ships.  The  few 
cases  which  subsequently  occurred  in  the  City  of  New  York  were 
caused  without  doubt  by  infection  imparted  on  ships  not  sus- 
pected.

The  adjourned  meeting  being  duly  notified  convened  at  the 
Capitol  on  this  day  at  Room  No.  47,  and  was  called  to  order  by 
the  President,  Hon.  A.  E.  Burr,  promptly  at  the  time  appointed. 
There  were  present  Prof.  W.  H.  Brewer,  Dr.  G.  H.  Wilson,  Dr. 
R.  S.  Goodwin,  Dr.  N.  E.  Wordin  and  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  and  of  the  last  quarterly 
meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  Treasurer  was  read  and  audited, 
and  ordered  on  file. 

On  motion  of  Prof.  Brewer  the  order  of  business  was  suspended 
to  enable  Mr.  Grey  ton,  a  representative  of  the  Simonin  system  of 
garbage  disposal,  to  be  heard  in  explanation  of  its  methods  and 
practice.  The  Board  listened  with  interest  to  his  remarks,  and 
informally  approved  of  the  merits  of  the  process,  in  its  sanitary 
aspects. 

A  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Nat.  Conf.  of  St. 
B.  of  H.  wTas  presented,  in  which  the  opinion  of  the  Board  was 
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solicited  on  the  advisability  of  holding  a  meeting  of  the  "  Con- 
ference "  to  consider  measures  to  prevent  the  introduction  and 
spread  of  cholera. 

On  motion  it  was 

Voted,  That  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board  a  meeting  is  advis- 
able. 

It  was  also  voted,  That  the  Secretary,  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  be 
appointed  to  attend  the  meeting,  if  called,  as  a  delegate  from 
this  Board. 

A  communication  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  of  New  York  City  stating  that  whenever  the 
State  laws  of  Connecticut  and  the  regulations  of  the  State  Board 
of  Health  shall  require  that  in  case  of  contagious  disease  the 
body  shall  be  enclosed  in  an  air-tight  coffin  or  case  hermetically 
sealed  and  properly  disinfected,  there  will  be  no  objection  to  the 
transfer  of  such  bodies  through  or  into  the  City  of  New  York. 

Dr.  Lindsley  stated  that  he  had  caused  an  amendment  to  the 
statute  to  be  prepared  in  accordance  with  these  conditions,  and 
asked  the  approval  of  the  Board  to  present  it  to  the  consideration 
of  the  legislature. 

On  motion  it  was  unanimously  approved. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Lindsley  it  was  voted  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  to  prepare  a  circular  of  instructions  to  registrars  and 
undertakers  in  relation  to  the  preparation  of  bodies  for  burial. 
Dr.  Lindsley  and  Prof.  Brewer  were  appointed  such  committee. 

In  response  to  an  appeal  from  F.  W.  Brewer,  Superintendent 
of  Bureau  of  Hygiene  and  Sanitation  at  the  Columbian  Exposi- 
tion, asking  if  this  Board  wished  to  be  represented  by  any  ex- 
hibits, it  was  on  motion  of  Prof.  Brewer 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  prepare  an  exhibit 
of  the  annual  reports  of  this  Board  and  such  other  publications 
of  this  Board  as  may  be  proper,  and  offer  them  to  the  State  Com- 
mission of  the  World's  Fair,  if  the  said  Commission  will  accept 
them,  and  if  desirable  two  sets  may  be  prepared. 

Prof.  Brewer  offered  some  remarks  upon  some  action  about 
being  taken  by  the  Bridgeport  Board  of  Trade  in  regard  to  the 
investigation  of  food  adulteration,  and  expressed  his  opinion  that 
if  any  scientific  work  was  to  be  undertaken  by  the  State  in  that 
direction  it  would  be  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  efficiency  if 
such  work  were  done  under  the  direction  of  the  Agricultural  Ex- 
periment Station.

The  opinions  of  the  members  of  the  Board  were  in  entire  accord 
with  those  expressed  by  Prof.  Brewer. 

Other  communications  were  read  and  respectfully  considered, 
but  which  required  no  action. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  for  the  quarter  was  then  read,  ap- 
proved and  ordered  on  file. 

Dr.  Lindsley  submitted  amendments  to  the  laws  relating  to 
burial  and  removal  permits  of  deceased  persons,  for  the  purpose 
of  removing  certain  hindrances  and  annoying  delays  in  the  burial 
of  the  dead.  And  he  moved  that  the  laws  so  amended  be  pre- 
sented to  the  legislature  for  its  action.     It  was  so  voted. 

Dr.  Lindsley  submitted  a  bill  petitioning  the  legislature  for  an 
appropriation  to  continue  the  investigation  of  water.  On  vote 
the  bill  was  approved. 

No  further  business  offering  the  meeting  adjourned.

Secretary's  Report. 
For  the  Quarter  ending  Dec.  31st,  1893. 

Hartford,  Conn.,  Feb.  4,  1893. 

The  general  health  of  the  State  as  indicated  by  the  monthly 
mortality  reports  was  considerably  better  during  the  quarter 
ending  December  31  than  in  the  previous  quarter.  The  total 
deaths  were  3174  and  in  the  quarter  ending  September  30,  3975, 
a  difference  of  801.  As  compared  with  the  corresponding  quar- 
ter in  1891,  the  difference  was  751  in  favor  of  the  last  quarter. 

Scarlet  fever  has  been  generally  present  throughout  the  State, 
but  usually  in  a  mild  form.  Although  reported  from  26  different 
towns  the  mortality  was  only  62.  Measles  had  also  been  widely 
epidemic,  with  a  mortality  however  of  only  12,  although  240 
cases  were  reported  in  the  town  of  Danbury  alone.  There  was  a 
large  reduction  in  the  death  from  diphtheria  and  typhoid  fever 
and  acute  diseases  of  the  lungs  as  compared  with  the  last  quar- 
ter of  1891.     The  numbers  were  as  follows  :

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One  death  from  hydrophobia  was  reported  from  Plymouth  in 
November.  No  particulars  in  regard  to  it  have  been  received  at 
the  office.  An  outbreak  of  smallpox  began  in  Derby  in  Novem- 
ber was  not  diagnosed,  but  was  sent  to  the  New  Haven  Hospital 
for  treatment.  Another  case  was  admitted  to  the  hospital  by  a 
singular  coincidence  on  the  same  day,  an  employee  on  the  New 
Haven  steamboat,  running  to  New  York.  Both  cases  were  over- 
looked for  a  time  and  were  permitted  free  intercourse  with  other 
inmates  of  the  institution.  These  patients  did  not  give  the  usual 
history  of  the  stage  of  invasion  of  variola,  and  the  irruption  at 
the  time  of  admission  was  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  make  the 
diagnosis  in  one  case,  and  in  the  other  presented  the  modified 
irruption  of  varioloid,  which  was  not  characteristic  enough  to  be 
easily  recognized. 

The  result  of  the  Derby  case  by  contact  with  others  was  seven 
cases  in  that  town,  one  case  in  the  Borough  of  Shelton  and  four 
cases  in  Ansonia. 

In  New  Haven  only  one  case  occurred  outside  the  hospital,  but 
there  were  14  cases  in  the  hospital  including  the  two  first  ad- 
mitted. 

Still  another  case  appeared  in  Bethel  about  the  middle  of 
November  in  the  person  of  a  child  of  2  years  old.  Brought 
from  New  York  whose  father  was  sick  with  it  there  and  at  the 
time  she  was  brought  to  Bethel  was  being  treated  for  measles. 
Most  of  the  cases  were  modified  by  a  previous  vaccination,  so 
that  the  mortality  from  the  whole  28  cases  was  only  4. 

I  beg  leave  to  report  that  in  consequence  of  the  outbreak  of 
small  pox  in  several  places  in  New  Haven  County  at  the  time 
when  I  should  have  gone  as  your  appointed  delegate  to  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Am.  P.  H.  Assoc,  at  Mexico,  and  for  some  other  reasons, 
I  appointed  Dr.  N.  E.  Wordin  as  my  substitute. 

In  response  to  the  invitation  of  the  wardens  and  burgesses  of 
Litchfield,  and  in  compliance  with  the  vote  of  the  Board,  I  went 
to  Litchfield  on  the  3d  of  November.  The  only  other  member  of 
the  Board  who  went  was  Dr.  Goodwin.  We  visited  the  so-called 
irrigation  field,  and  expressed  our  disapproval  of  it  as  a  perma- 
nent method.  It  seemed  to  us  that  the  soil  was  not  sufficiently 
absorbent,  was  not  sufficiently  underdrained  and  the  surface  area 
was  too  limited. 

On  the  22d  of  October,  1892,  I  went  to  Guilford  to  give  to  the 
health  officer  my  opinion  in  regard  to  a  disputed  diagnosis.     The 
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health  officer  claiming  the  case  to  be  one  of  scarlet  fever  and  the 
physician  who  had  been  in  attendance  stating  that  it  was  measles. 
I  concurred  with  the  health  officer,  and  subsequent  events  proved 
he  was  right. 

On  the  31st  of  December  was  summoned  to  Centerville,  in  the 
town  of  Hamden,  to  decide  for  the  health  officer  in  a  suspected 
case  of  small  pox.     I  gave  my  opinion  that  it  was  chicken  pox. 

On  December  30th  I  went  by  invitation,  and  at  the  expense  of 
the  proprietors,  to  the  city  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  in  company  with 
the  President  and  health  officer  of  the  Bridgeport  Board  of 
Health,  to  inspect  the  Simonin  system  of  disposing  of  garbage. 
As  it  was  represented  to  us,  and  as  well  as  we  could  determine 
from  the  opportunities  afforded  us  for  examining  the  processes, 
we  were  persuaded  that  it  is  a  method  superior  to  any  other  with 
which  we  are  acquainted.  The  process  yields  valuable  products 
in  grease  and  fertilizing  material,  so  that  the  expense  of  extract- 
ing the  oil  and  preparing  the  fertilizer  gives  a  satisfactory  profit 
after  the  necessary  machinery  and  apparatus  is  provided. 

There  are  several  subjects  upon  which  it  is  highly  desirable 
that  the  legislature  should  take  action. 

By  direction  of  the  Board,  I  caused  some  bills  to  be  prepared 
about  two  years  ago,  which  I  submitted  to  the  Board  and  they 
were  approved  at  that  time,  but  owing  to  the  deadlock  in  the 
legislature,  they  were  never  presented.  I  think  it  is  proper  that 
they  should  again  be  endorsed  by  the  Board  before  presenting 
them  to  the  legislature  now  in  session. 

I  would  also  state  that  the  negotiations  with  the  Health  De- 
partment of  the  City  of  New  York  have  not  yet  reached  any 
practical  result.  The  obstruction  is  the  defect  in  our  statute 
which  requires  only  disinfection  or  an  air-tight  casket.  The 
Health  Department  of  New  York  insists  upon  both  in  all  cases  of 
contagious  diseases,  and  further,  that  the  disinfection  be  such  as 
is  satisfactory  to  our  State  Board  of  Health.  As  the  uninter- 
rupted transfer  of  corpses  through  New  York  is  often  a  matter 
of  much  importance  to  the  citizens  of  Connecticut,  I  have  ven- 
tured to  have  an  amendment  to  our  present  laws  prepared,  which 
will  remove  the  objections  now  existing,  and  which,  I  think,  in 
the  present  light  of  sanitary  science,  are  well  taken.  I  therefore 
beg  leave  to  submit  to  your  consideration  the  amendments 
alluded  to.

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SPECIAL   MEETING. 

Windsor,  Conn.,  April  13th,  1893. 

A  special  meeting  was  called  to  meet  this  day  at  Windsor,  in 
compliance  with  request  of  the  local  Board,  to  confer  with  them 
in  reference  to  an  epidemic  of  diphtheria  and  to  inspect  the  con- 
dition of  some  of  the  sewers  in  the  town. 

The  meeting  convened  at  the  Depot  at  2  p.  m.,  present,  Drs. 
Goodwin,  Word  in  and  Lindsley.  They  were  met  at  the  depot  by 
the  full  Board  of  Health  and  proceeded  to  the  Town  Hall,  where 
a  general  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  town's  health  was 
made  and  a  description  of  the  sewers  and  of  the  sanitary  sur- 
roundings of  the  houses  in  which  the  diphtheria  cases  occurred. 
After  which  joint  meeting  proceeded  to  inspect  the  outlet  of  the 
sewers  and  the  external  sanitary  conditions  of  the  houses  where 
the  sickness  had  occurred.  They  were  subsequently  joined  by 
Mr.  Hayden  who  had  at  private  expense  laid  some  of  the  sewers 
and  who  owned  some  of  the  houses. 

After  a  full  conference  with  all  the  parties  interested  the  meet- 
ing adjourned,  with  the  understanding  that  the  Board  would  sub- 
mit to  the  health  authorities  of  Windsor  a  report  of  their  inspec- 
tion in  writing.

The  regular  quarterly  meeting  was  held  this  day  at  the  office 
of  the  Secretary. 

There  were  present  Prof.  Wm.  H.  Brewer,  Dr.  G.  H.  Wilson, 
Dr.  R.  S.  Goodwin,  Dr.  N.  E.  Wordin,  T.  H.  McKenzie,  C.  E., 
George  P.  Ingersoll,  Esq.,  and  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley. 

Dr.  Wilson  was  chosen  chairman  pro  tempore. 

The  minutes  of  the  two  preceding  meetings  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  quarter  ending  March  31st, 
was  read,  accepted  and  ordered  on  file. 

A  communication  was  read  by  the  Secretary  from  the  "  New 
England  Association  of  Applied  Meteorology,"  stating  what  char- 
acter and  amount  of  work  it  is  doing,  that  our  State  Board  of 
Health  is  allowed  representation  in  its  organization,  and  solicit- 
ing our  cooperation  and  aid  in  sustaining  the  work. 
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It  was  voted,  That  if  not  inconsistent  with  the  powers  of  this 
Board,  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  subscribe  for  the  publica- 
tions of  the  Association  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  125.00. 

The  quarterly  report  of  the  Secretary  was  read  and  accepted. 

The  Secretary  called  the  attention  of  the  Board  to  the  subject 
of  the  meeting  at  Windsor  on  the  day  before,  and  gave  a  brief 
account  of  the  interview  with  the  members  of  the  Windsor 
Board  of  Health,  and  of  the  visit  to  houses  in  which  there  had 
been  cases  of  diphtheria. 

On  motion  it  was  voted,  That  the  Secretary  and  Mr.  McKenzie 
be  a  committee  to  prepare  an  advisory  letter  to  the  Board  of 
Health  of  Windsor  in  regard  to  the  present  sanitary  condition  of 
their  town  and  of  their  official  relations  thereto.     See  page  145. 

The  resignation  of  Hon.  A.  E.  Burr,  our  late  President,  being 
known  to  have  been  tendered  to  the  Governor  and  accepted,  the 
following  minute  was  offered  by  Dr.  Wordin  as  an  appropriate 
memorandum  to  be  entered  upon  our  records. 

"The  recent  resignation  of  the  Hon.  Alfred  E.  Burr  as  a  member  of 
the  Connecticut  State  Board  of  Health,  demands  from  us  more  than  a 
passing  notice. 

Mr.  Burr  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  our  Board,  appointed  at 
its  organization  in  1878.  During  those  years,  one-half  the  lifetime  of  a 
generation,  he  has  given  to  the  State  the  benefit  of  a  wisdom,  gained  by 
an  extensive  acquaintance  with  men  of  every  station  and  in  almost 
every  sphere  of  human  responsibility.  He  has  tempered  the  proceed- 
ings of  this  Board  with  the  rich  experiences  of  a  lifetime,  and  brought 
to  its  counsels  a  measure  of  prudence,  judgment  and  guidance,  ripened 
in  a  thoughtful  and  conscientious  mind  by  the  tuition  of  a  half  cen- 
tury of  public  life. 

Mr.  Burr  has  filled  the  position  of  President  of  the  Board  during  the 
last  five  years  with  dignity,  impartiality  and  courtesy. 

Our  associations  with  him  have  ever  been  most  agreeable.  His  gen- 
tlemanly character,  his  genial  humor,  his  practical  common  sense  have 
lightened  the  labors  of  the  Board  and  helped  to  make  all  our  gatherings 
socially  pleasant.  He  leaves  active  work  with  us  at  the  verge  of  his 
eightieth  year.  We  wish  for  him  continued  life  and  happiness  and 
publish  this  tribute  of  our  appreciation  and  friendship. 

Resolved,  That  a  copy,  properly  engrossed,  be  sent  to  Mr.  Burr  and 
placed  on  the  records  of  this  Board." 

The  Board  then  proceeded  to  the  election  of  President  vice 
Hon.  A.  E.  Burr,  resigned.  The  balloting  resulted  in  the  elec- 
tion of  Prof.  Wm.  H.  Brewer,  for  the  unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Burr. 
On  motion  the  vote  was  made  unanimous. 
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A  vacancy  in  the  auditing  committee  by  the  resignation  of 
Mr.  Burr  was  filled  by  the  unanimous  election  of  Geo.  P.  Inger- 
soll, Esq. 

Certain  amendments  to  bills  now  before  the  legislature  and  a 
substitute  bill,  proposed  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Health, 
were  considered  and  referred  to  the  Secretary  and  Mr.  Ingersoll 
to  report  upon  at  the  next  meeting. 

Another  bill  relating  to  giving  the  State  Board  of  Health  some 
authority  in  regard  to  public  water  supplies  and  public  systems 
of  sewage  disposal  was  referred  to  the  Secretary  and  Mr.  McKen- 
zie.  It  was  also  voted  that  the  Secretary  and  Mr.  Ingersoll  sub- 
mit a  bill  at  next  meeting  giving  the  State  Board  of  Health  such 
additional  powers  as  may  be  necessary  to  oppose  the  invasion  of 
the  state  by  infectious  diseases. 

No  other  business,  meeting  adjourned.

The  report  of  the  committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  to 
communicate  the  opinions  of  the  Board  to  the  Health  Committee 
of  Windsor,  was  received  and  ordered  on  file. 

The  report  of  two  members  of  t he  Board  who  at  the  request  of 
the  Board  of  Health  of  the  borough  of  Norwalk,  visited  that 
place  and  in  company  of  said  Board,  proceeded  to  the  sources  of 
the  water  supply  at  Ridgefield,  was  read  and  ordered  on  file. 
See  page  142. 

A  written  opinion  by  Tilton  Doolittle,  State's  Attorney,  was 
read  by  the  Secretary,  relating  to  the  legal  obligations  of  mem- 
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bers  of  the  Board,  respecting  their  duties  on  points  upon  which 
the  law  did  not  seem  to  them  clear  and  definite. 

The  opinion  was  ordered  on  file.

The  report  of  the  committee  on  the  several  laws  passed  by  the 
legislature  was  submitted. 

An  appropriation  not  to  exceed  $2,500  in  each  year  for  the 
purpose  of  investigating  the  pollution  of  streams  and  the  natural 
waters  of  the  State,  was  reported,  and  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  re-establishment  of  the  w7ater  investigation  be 
entrusted  to  the  President  and  Secretary. 

The  committee  further  reported  that  a  law  authorizing  the 
State  Board  to  establish  systems  of  inspection,  at  ports  or  places 
on  lines  of  travel,  as  may  be  practicable  and  needful  to  prevent 
the  introduction  of  cholera  into  the  State. 

The  Secretary  was  instructed  to  call  a  special  meeting  in  case 
of  impending  danger  of  a  cholera  invasion. 

The  committee  reported  an  amendment  to  the  law  relating  to 
burial  permits,  in  accordance  with  recommendations  made  by  the 
State  Board  of  Health. 

The  amended  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  prescribe  the  method  of  preparing  a  body,  dead  from 
a  contagious  disease,  for  transportation  and  burial. 

On  motion,  the  Board 
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Voted,  That  the  body  of  any  person  dead  of  one  of  the  diseases 
mentioned  in  the  amendment  to  Section  104  of  the  General  Stat- 
utes shall  be  prepared  for  burial  by  the  person  having  it  in  charge 
by  wrapping  it  in  several  thicknesses  of  cloth,  wrung  out  of  a 
solution  made  by  dissolving  sixty  grains  of  corrosive  sublimate 
and  two  tablespoonfuls  of  common  salt  in  one  gallon  of  hot 
water.  Or  in  a  solution  made  by  dissolving  six  ounces  of  pure 
carbolic  acid  in  one  gallon  of  hot  water.  (N.  B. — The  commer- 
cial colored  impure  carbolic  acid  should  not  be  used  to  make  this 
solution.) 

The  law  requires  further  that  a  certificate  shall  be  given  the 
registrar,  signed  and  sworn  to,  that  the  requirements  of  the  law 
have  been  complied  with. 

The  Secretary  submitted  a  form  of  such  certificate,  which  was 
amended  and  approved. 

The  committee  reported  an  amendment  to  the  law  relating  to 
marriage  licenses,  requiring  an  affidavit  to  be  attached  to  each 
license,  and  submitted  a  form  of  affidavit  which  was  by  vote  ap- 
proved. 

The  committee  reported  that  the  amendments  proposed  by  the 
State  Board  relating  to  town  boards  of  health  had  been  disap- 
proved by  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  a  substitute  bill  had 
been  offered,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  county  health 
officers,  who  shall  appoint  a  health  officer  in  each  town.  This 
bill  with  some  amendments  was  passed. 

The  committee  also  reported  the  passage  of  an  Act  concerning 
the  practice  of  Medicine,  Surgery,  etc. 

The  duties  imposed  upon  the  State  Board  by  the  operation  of 
this  law  will  be  wholly  clerical  and  ministerial  and  in  no  sense 
judicial.  But  it  involves  the  preparation  of  many  blank  forms 
and  record  books,  and  the  appointment  of  a  person  to  attend  to 
those  duties  and  to  fix  his  compensation. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Goodwin,  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley, 
be  employed  to  discharge  the  clerical  duties  imposed  by  the 
Medical  Practice  Act,  at  a  salary  amounting  to  one  dollar  for 
each  certificate  of  registration  issued. 

Voted,  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  sign  the  certificates 
of  registration. 

The  following  members  of  the  Board  were  appointed  to  attend 
as  delegates  the   next   meeting  of  the  American  Public  Health 
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Association,  to  be  held  at  Chicago  in  October,  1893  :  Dr.  R.  S. 
Goodwin,  Mr.  Geo.  P.  Ingersoll,  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley. 

It  was  further  voted  that  any  delegate  unable  to  attend  the 
meeting  could  appoint  a  substitute. 

Mr.  McKenzie  said  that  the  State  Board  should  urge  upon  the 
authorities  of  Litchfield  to  avail  themselves  of  the  power  con- 
ferred upon  them  by  the  legislature,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
recommendations  of  the  State  Board  concerning  the  getting  of 
land  suitable  for  percolation  fields  for  their  sewage.

Dear  Doctor  : 

The  law  which  created  the  State  Board  of  Health  requires  it  to  make  annu- 
ally, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  a  report  to  the  Governor  of  the 
Sanitary  condition  of  the  State. 

"The  Sanitary  condition  of  the  State"  in  a  broad  sense,  has  reference  not 
only  to  those  influences  which  affect  the  health  of  the  people,  such  as  tem- 
perature, humidity,  soil,  water  drainage,  sewage  disposal,  etc.,  but  also  the 
amount,  and  character  of  prevailing  diseases,  occurrence  of  epidemics  and 
the  general  condition  of  the  public  health. 

No  legal  provision  is  made  for  obtaining  the  desired  information  on  all 
these  points ;  and  the  State  Board  while  expressing  its  obligations  to  the 
courtesy  of  the  medical  profession  for  its  unpaid  but  cheerfully  rendered 
services  in  the  past,  must  still  acknowledge  its  dependence  upon  the  practic- 
ing physicians  of  the  State  for  the  means,  which  they  only  can  adequately 
supply,  of  making  a  satisfactory  report  on  the  Sanitary  conditions  which 
have  prevailed  in  our  little  commonwealth  since  the  last  report  of  them. 

The  request  is  therefore  renewed  that  the  doctors  to  whom  this  circular  is 
addressed  will  as  promptly  and  as  kindly  as  before,  respond  to  the  inquiries 
proposed  in  it. 

It  is  very  much  to  be  desired  that  some  trustworthy  report  should  be  made 
of  the  Sanitary  condition  of  every  town  in  the  State:  It  is  particularly 
requested  that  if  for  any  reason  you  cannot  respond  to  the  within  inquiries, 
you  will  at  least  give  them  to  some  other  local  practitioner  who  will  do  so. 

In  regard  to  the  "  Report  on  the  Health  of  Towns,"  however,  to  which  the 
enclosed  questions  pertain,  your  replies  will  apply  to  the  year  ending 
June  30th,  1893. 

The  questions  herein  submitted  are  not  intended  to  limit  any  correspond  - 
ent  who  may  have  anything  to  communicate  upon  other  topics.  They  are 
proposed  partly  for  the  purpose  of  suggesting  the  points  upon  which  infor- 
mation is  sought,  and  partly  to  secure  some  degree  of  uniformity  of  method 
in  the  reports. 

Your  answers  will  be  published  in  the  Annual  Report  over  your  name.

HARTFORD   COUNTY. 

Avon— R.  W.  E.  Alcott,  M.D. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  about  the  same  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1893,  as  the  average  in  previous  years, 
in  corresponding  months. 

Typhoid  Fever. — -No  more  than  1891.  Most  prevalent  in  Sep- 
tember and  October,  1892.  Has  not  been  traced  in  any  instance 
to  a  special  source.  Chlorides  used  to  disinfect  and  excreta  buried 
in  ground. 

Scarlet  Fever. — A  few  mild  cases,  one  severe.  Isolation  and 
disinfection  are  usually  practiced  with  scarlet  fever  patients. 

Measles. — None. 

Diphtheria. — A  few  of  mild  form,  no  deaths.  Isolation  and 
disinfection  are  usually  practiced.  General  sanitary  condition 
of  houses  infected  with  diphtheria  good.  After  deaths  from 
contagious  diseases,  private  funerals,  disinfection,  etc.,  are  re- 
quired. 

Malarial  Diseases,  more  than  in  year  previous,  intermittent 
and  remittent. 

Water  Supply. — Wells  and  springs.  Good  in  all  months  of 
the  year. 

Sewage  Disposal,  cesspools  and  open  gutters. 

Drainage,  good. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  town  as  regards  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal  and  drainage  very  good. 
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No  sanitary  improvements  have  been  made  within  the  year. 

Board  of  Health  makes  sanitary  inspections  only  upon  com- 
plaints received.  Board  of  Health  has  not  issued  a  code  of  san- 
itary regulations. 

As  regards  public  sentiment  on  questions  of  public  hygiene, 
families  are  more  careful  in  regard  to  contagious  diseases  than 
formerly. 

Berlin— R.  E.  Ensign,  M.D. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  somewhat  more  during 
the  year  ending  June  30,  1 893,  than  the  average  in  previous 
years,  in  corresponding  months. 

No  Typhoid  Fever.  Physicians  in  this  vicinity  use  to  secure 
the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of  typhoid  fever  patients,  fire, 
bichloride  mercury. 

Scarlet  Fever,  quite  extensive  and  very  mild.  Isolation  and 
disinfection  usually  practiced  thoroughly  with  Scarlet  Fever 
patients,  by  my  direction  and  I  believe  by  others. 

Measles,  not  to  a  great  extent.     No  restrictive  precautions. 

Diphtheria. — Not  much  and  mild.  Isolation  and  disinfection 
are  effectually  practiced.  After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases, 
such  precautions  are  observed  concerning  funerals,  disinfection, 
etc.,  as  the  law  requires. 

Malarial  Diseases  have  prevailed  much  less  than  before.  Gen- 
eral character  obscure  but  easily  managed  when  suspected. 

Water  Supply,  wells  and  cisterns,  good  in  all  months  of  the 
year. 

Sewage  Disposal,  not  such  as  I  approbate  always. 

Drainage,  good. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  town  as  regards  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal  and  drainage,  good  to  all  except  as  before  stated, 
the  sewage  is  not  to  every  house  as  I  would  like. 

Sanitary  improvements  made  Avithin  the  year — extensive  sewers 
in  East  Berlin. 

Board  of  Health  make  sanitary  inspections  systematically, 
and  also  upon  complaints  received.  Board  of  Health  has  not 
yet  issued  a  code  of  sanitary  regulations. 

Concerning  advance  in  public  sentiment  on  questions  of  public 
hygiene,  judging  from  number  of  complaints  and  talk  of  the 
town  people  about  it,  if  new  houses  are  to  be  built  they  seem  to 
take  in  consideration  about  drainage,  etc.

Diphtheria. — Spasmodic,  very  mild,  no  deaths.  Isolation  and 
disinfection  effectually  practiced.  Contagion  usually  brought  by 
strangers  coming  in.  General  sanitary  condition  of  houses  in- 
fected with  diphtheria,  good.  No  deaths  from  contagious  dis- 
eases since  my  incumbency. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Hardly  any.  General  character  mal-nu- 
trition  strictly  speaking,  I  have  not  met  a  typical  case. 

Water  Supply. — Wells.     Good  in  all  months  of  the  year. 

Sewage  Disposal. — As  in  villages  of  this  class. 

Drainage. — As  in  villages  of  this  class. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  town  as  regards  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal  and  drainage,  good. 

No  sanitary  improvements  that  I  know  of  have  been  made 
within  the  year. 

Board  of  Health  makes  sanitary  inspections  only  upon  com- 
plaints received.  Board  of  Health  has  not  issued  a  code  of  san- 
itary regulations. 

If  particular  notice  is  called  to  any  nuisance  it  will  be  imme- 
diately removed. 

Bristol — M.  B.  Bennett,  M.D. 

There  has  been  about  the  same  amount  of  sickness  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1893,  as  the  average  in  previous  years,  in 
corresponding  months. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent.  Most  pre- 
valent in  August  and  September.  Has  not  been  traced  in  any 
instance  to  a  special  source.  Physicians  in  this  vicinity  secure 
the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of  typhoid  fever  patients  by  bury- 
ing, also  sulphur,  copperas  water,  etc. 

Scarlet  Fever. — A  few  cases,  mild  type.  Cases  isolated  as 
much  as  possible,  clothing  thoroughly  disinfected  or  destroyed. 
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Measles. — A  few  cases,  mild  type.  Children  from  the  same 
house  are  not  allowed  to  attend  school,  and  to  associate  with 
others  as  little  as  possible. 

Diphtheria.— Some  cases,  but  none  malignant,  few  deaths,  if 
any.  Isolation  and  disinfection  are  effectually  practiced.  Gen- 
eral sanitary  condition  of  houses  infected  with  diphtheria  usually 
good.

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  less  during  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years,  in  corres- 
ponding months. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent.  Most  in 
September  and  October.  Has  not  been  traced  in  any  instance  to 
a  special  source.  Agents  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of  the 
excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients.  Chloride  of  lime  and  bichlo- 
ride of  mercury. 

Scarlet  Fever. — None  that  I  am  aware  of.  All  necessary  pre- 
cautions are  taken  when  the  disease  occurs. 

Measles. — None. 

Diphtheria. — None. 
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After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  all  necessary  precau- 
tions are  observed.

I  think  there  is  some  advance  in  public  sentiment  on  questions 
of  public  hygiene. 

East  Hartford — E.  H.  Griswold,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  less  during  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years,  in  corres- 
ponding months,  except  for  three  months,  beginning  about  the 
middle  of  August,  1892,  when  Typhoid  Fever  prevailed. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  been  unusually  prevalent  during  August, 
September  and  October,  1892.  It  was  thought  by  some  to  be 
owing  to  the  low  condition  of  the  wells.  This  was  untrue,  as  it 
ceased  before  the  wells  were  filled  by  the  rains,  which  came  later. 
Physicians  in  this  vicinity  secure  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta 
of  Typhoid  Fever  patients  by  disinfection  and  covering  with 
earth. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Very  little  and  mild.  Isolation  and  disinfec- 
tion usually  practiced  very  thoroughly. 

Measles. — None  worth  mentioning.  Restrictive  precautions, 
isolation.

Sanitary  improvements  made  within  the  year,  none,  unless 
pipe  water  from  a  pond  is  considered  such,  in  regard  to  which 
opinions  differ. 

Board  of  Health  makes  sanitary  inspections  only  upon  com- 
plaints received,  and  then  but  seldom. 

Board  of  Health  has  issued  a  code  of  sanitary  regulations  but 
seldom  enforced. 

There  may  be  some  advance  in  public  sentiment  on  questions 
of  public  hygiene,  but  if  there  is  it  is  like  a  lighted  candle  put 
under  a  bushel.     It  sheds  no  light. 

East  Windsor — H.  O.  Allen,  Reporter. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  less  during  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years,  in  corres- 
ponding months. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent ;  most  in  Sep- 
tember and  October,  1892.  Has  not  been  traced  in  any  instance 
to  a  special  source.  Agents  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of 
the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients,  sulphate  of  iron,  mostly. 

Scarlet  lever. — Quite  a  number  of  mild  cases,  isolation  and 
disinfection  usually  practiced  as  thoroughly  as  possible.  Every 
case  is  isolated  from  the  rest  of  family  as  soon  as  discovered. 

Measles. — Very  few  cases. 

Diphtheria. — Very  little  and  mild.  No  deaths,  Isolation  and 
disinfection  effectually  practiced  when  we  have  any  cases.  After 
deaths  from  contagious  diseases  in  every  case  during  the  year 
the  funerals  have  been  private. 

Malarial  Diseases  have  prevailed  more  than  before.  General 
character  mostly  intermittent. 

Water  Supply. — Principally  wells  or  springs.  Good  in  all 
months  of  the  year,  unless  the  season  is  very  dry,  then  in  some 
instances  the  springs  become  low.

Now  in  force. 

There  is,  in  my  opinion,  some  advance  in  public  sentiment  on 
questions  of  public  hygiene. 

Enfield — R.    Strickland,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  about  the  average  of  pre- 
vious years,  in  corresponding  months. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent,  most  in  Sep- 
tember and  October.  Has  been  traced  to  impure  well  water  and 
imperfect  drainage.  Agents  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of 
the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients,  chlorides  and  lime,  then 
burying. 

Scarlet  Fever. — A  few  cases,  both  mild  and  severe.  Isolation 
thoroughly,  disinfection  partially  practiced. 

Measles. — Have  prevailed  some  in  the  eastern  part  of  town, 
mild  type.     No  restrictive  precautions. 

Diphtheria. — Only  a  few  cases,  some  mild,  others  severe.  No 
deaths.  Isolation  and  disinfection  effectually  practiced.  It  has 
not  spread  outside  the  family  where  it  commenced. 

Sanitary  condition  of  houses,  infected  with  Diphtheria  gener- 
ally good.  After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  funerals  pri- 
vate.    House  disinfected. 

Malarial  Diseases. — Less  than  for  many  years.  General  char- 
acter, mostly  complications. 

Water  Supply. — Reservoir,  wells  and  springs.  Good  in  all 
months  of  the  year. 

Sewage  Disposal. — Partially  into  Connecticut  river,  more  by 
vaults  and  cesspools. 

Drainage. — Natural  and  artificial. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  town  as  regards  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal  and  drainage,  fairly  good. 

No  sanitary  improvements  have  been  made  within  the  year.

Excreta, 
after  being  disinfected  with  chlorides  or  corrosive  sublimate,  are 
buried. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Three  or  four  cases  of  mild  type.  Isolation, 
disinfection  and  sulphur  fumigation  of  apartments  are  thor- 
oughly practiced. 

Measles. — None.  More  restrictive  precautions  are  taken  than 
formerly. 

Diphtheria. — None.  Isolation  and  disfection  effectually  prac- 
ticed.

Hartford — James  Campbell,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Typhoid  Fever  in  prevalence.  A  slight  increase  over  the  pre- 
vious year,  August  to  January,  inclusive.  Has  not  been  traced 
to  a  special  source  to  the  exclusion  of  the  possibility  of  its  having 
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arisen  from  other  sources.  Physicians  in  this  vicinity  use  to 
secure  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients, 
lime,  copperas,  corrosive  sublimate  solution. 

Scarlet  Fever. — A  great  many  cases  ;  mild  in  type.  Isolation 
and  disinfection  usually  practiced  as  thoroughly  as  practicable. 
In  some  instances  complete  isolation  was  not  possible,  wherever 
it  is,  it  is  enforced. 

Measles. — Light.     Restrictive  precautions  slight. 

Diphtheria. — Occasionally  a  case.  Isolation  and  disinfection 
effectually  practiced  in  most  cases. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  houses  infected  with  Diphtheria 
fair  to  good.  After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  the  follow- 
ing precautions  are  observed  :  wrapping  body  in  disinfectant 
solution  and  immediate  burial  without  funeral  ;  fumigatiou  of 
premises.

Good  during  a  portion  of  the 
fall.  When  reservoirs  were  low  Connecticut  river  water  was 
used,  which  I  do  not  think  is  good  for  drinking  purposes  though 
analysis  failed  to  show  that  it  was  not  a  potable  water.

Drainage. — Good  in  some  sections,  medium  in  some  and  poor 
in  some.

The  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  Hartford  has  urged  for  a 
long  time  the  necessity  of  a  more  comprehensive  system  of  sew-

ers  for  the  city.  About  two  years  the  president  of  the  Board 
called  a  meeting  of  the  Health,  Street  and  Park  Commissions 
and  laid  the  subject  before  them.  A  sub-committee,  consisting 
of  two  members  from  each  Board  was  chosen  to  consider  the 
matter  and  to  take  such  action  as  they  deemed  expedient. 

Many  meetings  have  been  held,  a  careful  and  complete  topo- 
graphical survey  of  the  city  completed  and  a  method  for  reliev- 
ing the  need  of  the  city  devised  after  the  carefully  prepared 
plans  of  a  distinguished  civil  engineer  (Mr.  Rudolph  Hening). 
This  plan  effectually  provides  for  the  proper  drainage  of  large 
areas,  north  and  south,  also  the  removal  of  all  sewage  from  Park 
river,  now  deposited  there  by  the  city  of  Hartford. 

The  estimated  cost  is  not  excessive  and  it  is  hoped  that  the 
system  will  be  adopted  at  a  city  meeting  soon  to  be  held  for  the 
purpose  of  submitting  it  to  the  vote  of  the  people.  Heretofore 
the  great  receptacle  of  all  filth  has  been  Park  river  which  has 
been  converted  from  a  clear  stream  of  water  to  a  filthy  sewer, 
offensive  to  the  eye  and  sickening  to  the  sense  of  smell. 

New  Bkitain — W.  P.  Bunnell,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  a  little  more  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent.  Most  prev- 
alent in  October,  November  and  December.  All  cases  that 
occurred  were  traced  to  an  impure  well.  (These  cases  were  in 
the  northwestern  part  of  the  city.)  Carbolic  acid,  Piatt's  chlo- 
rides, etc.,  are  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of 
Typhoid  Fever  patients. 

Scarlet  Fever. — No  epidemic.  (Simplex.)  All  cases  are  strictly 
isolated  and  disinfectants  are  freely  used. 

Measles  has  not  prevailed  to  any  extent  ;  cases  are  of  a  mild 
form.     Restrictive  precautions  same  as  in  Scarlet  Fever. 

Diphtheria. — Not  to  any  extent,  cases  mild.  Isolation  and 
disinfection  effectually  practiced.  The  cases  that  have  occurred 
have  been  isolated. 

After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  no  funeral  is  allowed 
and  burial  is  ordered  at  once.  Houses  are  thoroughly  disinfected 
after  death. 

Malarial  Diseases  have  not  prevailed  more  than  before.     Gen- 
eral character,  intermittent  typho-malarial  fever.

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1893,  about  the  average  of  previous  years,  in  corres- 
ponding months. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Not  a  case.  Agents  used  to  secure  the  dis- 
infection of  the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients,  boric  acid 
and  bichloride  mercury. 

Scarlet  Fever. — None. 

Measles. — Rothlen  and  Rubeola.  Restrictive  precautions,  iso- 
lation. 

Diphtheria. — Mostly  mild.  One  fatal  case.  Isolation  and  dis- 
infection effectually  practiced. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  houses  infected  with  Diphtheria: 
all  conditions.  After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  precau- 
tions thorough  as  possible  are  observed  concerning  funerals,  dis- 
infection, etc.

There  has  been  more  general  sickness  than  in  previous  years 
except  in  the  year  of  1892. 

Typhoid  Fever  was  most  prevalent  in  August  and  September, 
but  not  unusually  so.  Agents  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of 
the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients,  mostly  carbolic  acid  and 
chloride  of  lime. 

The  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  have  been  isolated,  proving  mild. 
No  deaths,  and  as  far  as  I  can  learn  clothing  and  rooms  fairly 
well  disinfected. 

Measles  have  been  quite  prevalent  in  some  parts  of  the  town 
and  very  little  restrictive  precautions  taken  ;  cases  have  all  been 
mild. 
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There  have  been  a  few  mild  cases  of  Diphtheria  reported  with 
no  deaths,  and  no  cases  from  contagion.  Isolation  and  disinfec- 
tion were  practiced.

Board  of  Health  has  not  issued  a  code  of  sanitary  regulations. 

South  Manchester. — J.  N.  Parker,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Including  all  sickness  there  has  been  much  less  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years,  in  cor- 
responding months.

After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  some 
have  wall  paper  taken  off  and  walls  washed  with  bichloride  mer- 
cury solution,  burn  sulphur,  slake  lime,  while  others  do  not. 

Malarial  Diseases  have  prevailed  much  less  than  before. 
General  character,  remittent  type  mostly. 
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Water  Supply. — Two  large  reservoirs.  Good  in  all  months  of 
the  year. 

Sewage  Disposal. — Some  into  cesspools  and  surface  but  large 
area  throughout  the  village  has  a  perfect  system  of  sewage. 

Drainage. — Surface  and  by  pipes. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  town  as  regards  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal  and  drainage  good. 

Sanitary  improvements  made  within  the  year  :  Large  number 
of  cesspools,  and  a  large  amount  of  pipes  put  in  for  perfect 
drainage.

No  doubt  but  there  is  an  advance  on  the  question  of  public 
hygiene.

There  has  been  an  average  amount  of  sickness  during  each 
month  and  about  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  except  in  June 
there  was  more  than  usual  for  that  month. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Have  had  very  few  cases.  Most  prevalent  in 
August  and  December,  1892.  The  patients  evidently  contracted 
the  disease  while  out  of  town  as  there  has  not  been  any  thing 
like  an  epidemic.

Concerning  the  disinfection 
of  the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients,  I  do  not  know  what  is 
most  used  but  think  the  physicians  for  the  most  part  use  some 
means. 
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Scarlet  Fever. — Very  little  ;  S.  simplex.  Isolation  and  disin- 
fection poorly  practiced  with  Scarlet  Fever  patients.

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  rather  less  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years, 
in  corresponding  months.

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent.  I  do  not 
remember  of  hearing  of  a  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  within  the  town 
since  June  30th,  1892.  Agents  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of 
the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients,  boiling  water,  sulphate  of 
iron,  chloride  of  lime. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Very  little,  if  any.  Disinfection  usually  prac- 
ticed by  burning  sulphur  in  well  closed  rooms,  with  valuable 
clothing  ;  burning  clothes  of  little  value. 

Measles. — Many  cases,  but  very  mild.  No  restrictive  precau- 
tions. 

Diphtheria. — Eight  or  nine  cases  are  said  to  have  occurred. 
Four  deaths.     Isolation  and  disinfection  effectually  practiced.

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  much  less  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years,  in 
corresponding  months. 

No  Typhoid  Fever.  Bichloride  of  mercury  and  other  common 
articles  are  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of 
Typhoid  Fever  patients. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Apparently  sporadic.  Isolation  and  disinfec- 
tion practiced  with  some  Scarlet  Fever  patients.

Diphtheria. — There  has  been  but  one  case  and  that  a  mild  one.

Milford.— E.  B.  Heady,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Less  sickness  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  1893,  than  the 
average  in  previous  years,  in  corresponding  months. 

No  Typhoid  Fever.  Agents  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of 
the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients,  bichloride  of  mercury 
and  chloride  of  lime. 

No  Scarlet  Fever.  Isolation  and  disinfection  practiced  thor- 
oughly when  it  prevails  with  Scarlet  Fever  patients. 

Measles. — No  Measles  during  the  year. 

Diphtheria. — Confined  to  one  family,  severe  type.  Isolation 
and  disinfection  effectually  practiced.  This  family  lost  a  child, 
in  New  Haven,  in  November,  1892.  They  soon  moved  to  Mil- 
ford,  and  a  boy  aged  six  years  had  Diphtheria,  and  the  mother, 
in  a  very  severe  form.     No  other  cases  in  town.

I  find  in  my  practice  well  informed  families  who  are  very  par- 
ticular, as  they  think,  about  their  health,  but  are  very  ignorant  or 
careless  about  sanitary  laws. 
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Naugatuck. — F.  B.  Tuttle,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  during  the  year  ending 
June  30,  1893,  about  the  average  in  previous  years,  in  corres- 
ponding months,  excepting  the  spring  months,  when  there  pre- 
vailed a  severe  epidemic   of  Spinal  Meningitis. 

No  Typhoid  Fever.  Physicians  in  this  vicinity  disinfect  the 
stools  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients  with  carbolic  acid,  and  bury. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Very  mild  and  few  cases.  Each  patient  is  iso- 
lated and  disinfection  thoroughly  practiced. 

Measles. — Yery  mild.     Cases  isolated  thoroughly. 

Diphtheria. — Very  few  cases  and  all  mild.  Proportion  of 
deaths  very  small.  Isolation  and  disinfection  effectually  prac- 
ticed. Can  give  no  facts  relating  to  its  beginning  and  mode  of 
spreading. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  houses  infected  with  Diphtheria 
very  poor  indeed.  After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  the 
following  precautions  are  observed  :  Disinfection  of  body  and 
use  of  air-tight  casket.

General  sanitary  condition  of  town,  water  supply  is  good  ;  sew- 
erage very  poor  indeed. 

Board  of  Health  makes  sanitary  inspections  systematically, 
and  upon  complaints  received. 

Board  of  Health  has  a  code  of  sanitary  regulations  now  in 
force. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  public  sentiment  has  advanced  in 
this  direction. 

New  Haven. — Gustavus   Eliot,   A.M.,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Including  all  diseases,  there  has  been  rather  more  sickness  dur- 
ing the  year  ending  June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  during  pre- 
vious years.  The  mortality  was  greater  during  every  month  of 
the  year,  except  December,  189?,  and  June,  1893,  than  during 
the  corresponding  months  of  the  preceding  year.  The  total 
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mortality  during  the  year  was  1982  ;  during  the  preceding  year 
it  was  1742,  and  during  the  year  ending  June  30,  ]  891,  it  was  1660. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent.  During  the 
year  eighty-two  cases  were  reported  to  the  Board  of  Health. 
During  the  preceding  year  ninety-nine  cases  were  reported  ; 
most  of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  months  of  August,  Sep- 
tember, October  and  November. 

It  has  seldom  been  traced  to  a  special  source. 

For  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  physicians  use  carbolic 
acid,  boiling  water  and  corrosive  sublimate. 

Scarlet  Fever  has  been  very  prevalent  throughout  the  year, 
and  of  all  grades  of  severity.  Five  hundred  and  thirty-five 
cases  were  reported  during  the  year.  During  the  preceding  year 
there  were  two  hundred  and  seventy  cases. 

Isolation  and  disinfection  are  in  some  cases  carried  out  very 
thoroughly,  but  in  many  instances,  carelessly  and  imperfectly. 

Measles  also  has  prevailed  much  more  extensively  than  usual, 
especially  during  the  first  five  months  of  1893.  Unusual  severity 
of  symptoms  has  not  been  very  common.  Two  hundred  and 
nineteen  cases  were  reported,  with  a  mortality  of  thirty-seven. 
During  the  preceding  year  only  fourteen  cases  were  reported. 

Restrictive  precautions  are  sometimes  observed  with  consider- 
able care  ;  but  very  often  they  are  neglected  entirely,  or  carried 
out  very  inadequately. 

Diphtheria  was  somewhat  more  frequently  observed  than 
usual.  Two  hundred  and  sixty-one  cases  were  reported.  Dur- 
ing the  preceding  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  sixty-two 
cases.  Many  of  the  cases  were  very  severe,  as  is  shown  by  the 
large  mortality  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  cases.  This  is 
forty-six  per  cent,  of  the  reported  cases.  Such  a  large  propor- 
tion of  deaths  indicates  either  very  unusual  severity  of  the  dis- 
ease, or  great  lack  of  skill  in  treating  it,  or  much  negligence  in 
the  reporting  of  cases.  It  is  unquestionable  that  many  physi- 
cians, either  intentionally  or  through  carelessness,  do  not  report 
cases  of  Diphtheria  until  they  begin  to  fear  a  fatal  result,  and 
never  report  many  mild  cases  of  the  disease. 

Isolation  and  disinfection  are  sometimes,  but  not  always,  prac- 
ticed effectually. 

The  beginning  of  the  disease  and  its  mode  of  spreading  are 
generally  enveloped  in  mystery.     Some  of  the  houses  where  it 
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occurred  were  in  good  sanitary  condition,  but  in  many  there 
were  obvious  and  gross  sanitary  defects. 

After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases  funerals  are  held  with 
as  little  delay  as  is  practicable,  and  are  usually  conducted  pri- 
vately. Disinfection  is  generally  carried  out  more  or  less  thor- 
oughly.    (Oftenest,  less  thoroughly. — Sec'y.) 

Malarial  Diseases  have  prevailed  to  a  moderate  extent — per- 
haps a  little  more  than  in  recent  years — especially  in  the  western 
part  of  the  city.  They  have  generally  been  of  a  mild  character, 
and  of  an  intermittent  type. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  city  is  obtained  from  Lake  Whitney, 
Lake  Saltonstall,  Wintergreen  Lake,  the  Maltby  Park  Lakes, 
Woodbridge  Reservoir,  and  wells.  The  quality  of  the  water  is 
good,  but  is  less  agreeable  during  the  summer  and  autumn  than 
in  the  winter  and  spring.

Oxford. — Lewis  Barnes,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  more  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years,  in  cor- 
responding months.  » 

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent.  Most  in 
February  and  March,  1893.  Two  cases  imported  from  Ansonia, 
where  it  was  prevalent,  and  where  the  patients  had  been  em- 
ployed. Agents  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of$ 
Typhoid  Fever  patients  :  Solution  of  Sulph.  iron,  mercuric  chlo- 
ride, the  chlorides,  and  burying. 

No  Scarlet  Fever. 
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Measles. — Prevalent  among  the  aged  during  the  first  of  the 
year  1893  ;  several  cases  over  60  and  10.

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  less  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years,  in  cor- 
responding months.

Salem. — C.  F.  Congdon,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  more  during  the  year 
ending  June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years,  in  cor- 
responding months. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent.  One  case  in 
February.  This  case  was  in  a  Jew  family  in  Montville.  One  other 
physician  had  seen  the  case  twice  before  I  was  called.  I  do  not 
know  what  he  called  the  disease  or  wThat  he  thought  the  cause  to 
be.  The  house  was  a  mere  den  of  tilth  ;  around  the  well  were 
scattered  ashes,  sweepings  from  the  house,  cattle  excreta,  and 
filth  of  almost  every  description.  To  secure  the  disinfection  of 
the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever  patients,  I  order  them  buried  at  a 
safe  distance  from  the  house,  if  convenient,  or  else  disinfected  or 
burned. 

No  Scarlet  Fever.  Complete  isolation  and  thorough  disinfec- 
tion practiced  with  Scarlet  Fever  patients. 

Measles. — They  broke  out  in  December  and  have  continued 
until  August  1,  1893.  I  shut  up  my  cases.  One  family  had  a 
physician  from  Colchester.  I  requested  him  to  order  the  family 
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quarantined.  He  refused  to  take  the  order  to  the  family  and 
said,  "  they  never  quarantine  for  measles."  From  this  family 
they  spread  like  a  prairie  fire. 

Diphtheria. — A  few  mild  cases.  No  deaths.  Isolation  and 
disinfection  effectually  practiced.  The  cases  were  not  traceable 
to  infection  and  not  allowed  to  spread.

Catarrhal  inflammations  of  mucous  membranes  have  been  more 
prevalent  than  in  previous  years.  In  July  and  August  dysen- 
tery, diarrhoea,  bronchitis  and  cystitis  were  very  numerous. 
September  was  comparatively  a  healthy  month.  In  October  the 
same  catarrhal  inflammations  prevailed  with  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever.  From  December  to  June  medicines  for  bronchitis  were 
in  continual  demand.     About  the  middle  of  April  we  had  an  epi- 
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demic  of  "La  Grippe"  of  a  mild  type  which  lasted  to  the  middle 
of  May.  The  peculiar  symptom  besides  the  influenza  was  gen- 
eral prostration. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  been  unusually  prevalent.  Most  in 
October  and  November.  Was  not  traced  to  a  special  source. 
Agents  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of  Typhoid 
Fever  patients,  bichloride  of  mercury. 

Scarlet  Fever. — I  have  seen  but  a  few  mild  cases  in  December. 

Measles. — Had  a  few  cases  in  December.     Mild  type. 

Diphtheria. — Very  rare  during  this  year  and  not  severe.

Restrictive  pre- 
cautions :  they  were  generally  unknowns.  Families  took  care 
of  their  sick,  were  unaided  by  physicians  almost  uniformly  and 
practiced  no  isolation. 

Diphtheria. — One  case,  of  malignant  type.  Isolation  and  dis- 
infection effectually  practiced.  Origin  remains  an  unsolved  mys- 
tery. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  houses  infected  with  Diphtheria, 
above  criticism.  After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases,  imme- 
diate disinfection,  speedy  interment,  private  funeral. 

Malarial  Diseases. — None  arise  here. 

Water  Supply. — Usually  from  springs  ;  there  are  very  few 
wells.

Sewage  Disposal.  —  Into  privies,  cesspools  and  the  natural 
water  courses. 

Drainage. — It  is  adequate  through  the  natural  water  courses. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  town  as  regards  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal  and  drainage,  preeminently  good.

Typhoid  Fever  has  not  beeu  unusually  prevalent.  Agents  used 
to  secure  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of  Typhoid  Fever 
patients,  chlo.  of  lime  as  a  rule. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Four  cases  of  normal  type.  Thorough  isola- 
tion and  disinfection  of  all  clothing  and  forbidding  any  one  but 
nurse  in  sick  room.

Including  all  sickness,  about  an  average  year. 

Typhoid  Fever  has  been  unusually  prevalent  ;  three  cases  in 
this  town,  all  in  one  family.  February  and  March.  All  the 
cases  were  contracted  at  the  same  house.  I  do  not  know  whether 
the  special  source  of  the  disease  was  positively  determined  or 
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not.  Agents  used  to  secure  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta  of 
Typhoid  Fever  patients,  mostly  sulphate  of  iron  and  bichloride 
of  mercury. 

Scarlet  Fever. — None  that  I  know  of.  We  have  seen  almost 
nothing  of  the  disease  here  for  the  past  seven  or  eight  years.  I 
think  proper  care  was  taken  with  the  few  that  occurred.

Measles. — A  few  cases,  of  a  mild  type.  Restrictive  precau- 
tions, none,  that  I  am  aware  of. 

No  Diphtheria.    Isolation  and  disinfection  effectually  practiced. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  houses  infected  with  Diphtheria, 
when  there  has  been  any  it  was  bad. 

Malarial  Diseases  have  prevailed  less  than  before.  General 
character,  mostly  of  a  "  Dumb  Ague  "  variety. 

Water  Supply.  —  Mostly  dug  wells,  with  the  exception  of 
"  Tolland  Street  ;"  that  is  supplied  by  water  from  reservoir^ 
through  iron  pipes.     Good  in  all  months  of  the  year. 

Seioage  Disposal. — Mostly  surface,  some  drains  and  cesspools. 

Drainage. — Very  good. 

General  sanitary  condition  of  town  as  regards  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal  and  drainage,  good. 

No  sanitary  improvements  have  been  made  within  the  year 
that  I  know  of. 

Board  of  Health  makes  sanitary  inspections  only  upon  com- 
plaints received. 

Board  of  Health  has  not  issued  a  code  of  sanitary  regulations. 

There  is,  in  my  opinion,  no  advance  in  public  sentiment  on 
questions  of  public  hygiene. 


Veknox. — A.  R.  Goodrich,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

On  looking  over  the  mortuary  records  of  this  town  I  am  happy 
to  report  that  there  has  been  no  epidemic  disease  prevailing  the 
past  year. 

Cholera  Infantum^  the  terror  of  infantile  life,  has  prevailed  to 
a  certain  extent  during  the  summer  months  ;  some  sixteen  deaths 
reported. 

Pneuraonia  following  next  has  prevailed  not  to  an  alarming 
extent ;  ten  deaths  reported. 

The  treatment  of  this  most  fatal  disease,  as  recommended  by 
many  practitioners,  is  to  my  mind  a  question  to  be  fully  considered. 
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The  antiphlogistic  treatment  fully  carried  out  in  the  early  stages 
of  the  disease  has  in  my  opinion  been  productive  of  better  results 
than  the  stimulating  course  in  giving  quinine,  whiskey  and  brandy. 

Consumption,  the  sequela  of  La  Grippe  and  Pneumonia,  fol- 
lows next  in  order  ;  seven  deaths  reported. 

La  Grippe  has  been  less  prevalent  than  in  former  years  ;  four 
deaths  reported. 

Measles  have  prevailed  to  a  limited  extent  during  the  year,  but 
of  a  mild  character  requiring  no  sanitary  regulations  ;  no  deaths. 

Typhoid  Fever. — Less  prevalent  than  in  former  years  ;  only 
one  death  reported. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Less  than  in  former  years,  and  of  a  mild  char- 
acter ;  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. — But  few  cases  of  mild  character  ;  no  deaths. 
The  sanitary  condition  when  the  disease  has  appeared,  poor,  but 
disinfectants  used  freely  in  all  the  above  has  prevented  the 
spreading  of  disease.  Where  death  from  any  contagious  disease 
has  occurred,  all  funerals  have  been  of  a  private  character. 

Malarial  Diseases  have  been  very  much  less  than  in  former  years. 

The  Water  Supply  for  the  town  is  from  wells  deep  sunk  in  the 
ground  and  from  spring  water  percolating  through  granite  for- 
mation, and  of  good  quality. 

The  supply  for  the  city  of  Rockville  is  from  Snipsic  lake  and 
of  good  quality.  For  years  past  the  water  has  been  carried 
through  a  twelve-inch  main  ;  the  consequence  has  been  a  limited 
quantity,  especially  during  mill  hours.  I  am  now  able  to  report 
that  the  Aqueduct  and  Rockville  Water  Company  have  united 
and  the  whole  city  is  to  be  relaid  with  iron  pipes,  so  that  when 
the  work  is  completed  (as  it  will  be  this  fall),  no  scarcity  of 
water  will  be  felt  in  any  part  of  the  city,  as  all  that  portion  of 
the  city  above  the  source  of  the  lake  will  be  supplied  by  the 
high-pressure  system  from  a  reservoir  fifty  feet  above  the  lake. 

The  gravity  system  will  require  about  5,700  feet  of  20-inch 
pipe  ;   12,750  feet  of  10-inch  pipe  ;  37,850  feet  6-inch  pipe. 

The  high-service  pipes,  from  ten  to  six  inches  in  diameter 
will  be  from  three  to  four  miles  in  length,  and  will  cost  when 
completed  from  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($125,000)  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($150,000), 
and  when  once  in  operation  no  scarcity  of  water  will  ever  be  felt, 
and  for  fire  and  sanitary  arrangements  will  be  worth  for  the  city 
all  that  it  will  cost. 
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The  Disposal  of  Sewage  has  been  and  is  now  a  question  of 
much  study  and  thought,  and  the  time  is  near  at  hand  when  that 
question  will  be  settled  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  a  thorough 
system  of  sewage  and  thus  relieve  the  already  overloaded  stream 
and  streets  and  depositing  the  same  beyond  the  city  limits. 

The  city  government  has  already  taken  hold  of  this  question, 
and  I  hope  in  the  near  future  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  whole 
city  will  be  relieved  from  surface  drainage  and  its  streets  con- 
verted into  pleasant  drives. 

Drainage  is  poor. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  and  city  is  not 
what  it  should  be.  The  sanitary  condition  of  Vernon  High 
School  is  now  in  perfect  condition.  Heating,  ventilation  and  the 
cremation  of  all  excreta  works  to  the  satisfaction  of  all.  I 
look  for  brighter  days  in  the  near  future. 

Willington. — F.  E.   Johnsox,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Including  all  sickness,  there  has  been  less  during  the  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1893,  than  the  average  in  previous  years,  in  corres- 
ponding months. 

No  Typhoid  Fever.  To  secure  the  disinfection  of  the  excreta 
of  Typhoid  Fever  patients  I  use  chlorides  and  have  them  buried. 
No  other  physician  in  this  vicinity. 

No  Scarlet  Fever. 

Measles. — About  twenty  cases. 

No  Diphtheria. 

After  deaths  from  contagious  diseases,  private  funerals  after 
thorough  disinfection. 

Malarial  Diseases. — No  cases. 

Water  Supply. — Wells  and  natural  springs.  Very  good  in  all 
months  of  the  year.

These  reports  from  over  90  per  cent,  of  the  population  and 
from  over  70  per  cent,  of  the  towns,  will  afford  a  very  satisfac- 
tory source  of  information  as  to  the  health  of  the  State. 

The  relative  prevalence  of  illness  in  the  State  can  be  best 
determined  by  these  reports  of  our  sanitary  correspondents  con- 
sidered in  connection  with  the  monthly  reports  of  mortality  as 
given  by  the  Registrars  of  the  different  towns  and  published  in 
the  "Monthly  Bulletin." 

From  these  two  sources  we  learn  that  the  health  of  the  State 
was  somewhat  better  than  the  average  health  of  the  preceding 
twelve  months. 

The  sources  of  information  at  hand  respecting  the  prevalence 
of  some  of  the  special  diseases  give  the  following  results  :

In  125  towns  they  were  present  in  74  towns,  with  a  total  mor- 
tality of  493. 

Smallpox. — A  quite  unusual  number  of  outbreaks  of  small- 
pox has  occurred  in  the  State  during  the  year  ending  June  30th, 
1 893.  This  has  not  been  peculiar  to  Connecticut.  Many  other 
States  of  the  Union  have  experienced  an  exceptional  prevalence 
of  the  disease.  This  office  is  in  receipt  of  notices  of  its  occurrence 
during  the  same  period  in  Vermont,  Rhode  Island,  New  York, 
New  Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Ohio,  Michigan,  Iowa, 
Florida,  Louisiana  and  in  the  Canadian  Provinces. 

In  Connecticut,  several  outbreaks  have  occurred  in  different 
parts  of  the  State,  and  at  different  times.  The  towns  invaded 
were  Ansonia,  Bethel,  Derby,  Huntington,  Groton,  Middletown, 
New  Haven,  Norwalk  and  Waterbury. 

There  were  in  all  forty-eight  cases,  but  as  the  majority  of  them 
were  varioloid  the  mortality  was  light.  There  were  only  4 
deaths.  The  severest  outbreak  appeared  in  November  in  New 
Haven  County,  in  the  towns  of  Derby  (where  it  started), 
Ansonia  and  New  Haven.  Dr.  G.  A.  Shelton,  in  response  to  an 
enquiry  about  the  origin  of  it,  writes  as  follows  : 
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Shelton,  Conn.,  Dec.  9th,  1892. 
Prof.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  M.D. 

Dear  Doctor: — You  ask  me  where  the  case  of  smallpox  came 
from.  At  first  we  could  not  account  for  the  simultaneous 
appearance  of  four  cases  in  Birmingham  and  one  in  Shelton. 
But  in  the  light  of  the  Bulger  case  we  saw  a  reflection  from  an 
earlier  one,  that  at  the  time  seemed  innocuous. 

Our  theory  is  this,  and  quite  an  interesting  one.  A  man 
named  Welch  residing  in  Birmingham,  had  not  been  feeling  well 
for  some  days,  yet  was  able  to  be  around,  and  visit  his  usual 
social  haunts,  where  in  the  evenings  he  was  accustomed  to  meet 
each  of  the  men  who  later  were  the  victims  of  the  disease,  and 
who  by  the  way  were  all  young  men. 

Welch  had  an  eruption  which  was  quite  noticeable,  and  he  not 
improving,  his  friends  thought  it  best  for  him  to  go  to  the  New 
Haven  Hospital,  where  he  was  received  as  a  case  of  acne,  on  the 
same  day,  I  believe  that  the  acne  case  from  the  steamer 
"  Northam  "  was  admitted. 

The  Northam  acne  in  a  few  days  went  to  the  smallpox 
hospital,  but  the  Welch  acne  I  am  informed,  remained  in  the 
hospital,  among  the  variola  and  varioloid,  "hail  fellows  well 
met." 

Some  days  after  Welch  went  to  the  hospital,  for  treatment  for 
acne,  four  cases  of  well  defined  variola  appeared  in  Birmingham, 
Russell,  Ellis,  Hurley,  and  Brennan,  and  one  Gleason  in  Shelton. 

Young  Bulger,  another  friend  of  these  sick  men  had  acne  also, 
but  was  not  so  ill  but  that  he  went  to  his  work  each  day.  In  due 
time  his  mother,  who  had  never  been  vaccinated,  was  taken  with 
a  very  high  fever.  On  the  following  day  labored  at  the  seventh 
month,  eruption  appeared  on  the  third  day,  and  the  case  became 
pronounced  variola.  The  whole  Bulger  family  was  quarantined, 
and  I  learn  are  doing  well. 

From  this  network  of  evidence,  it  would  seem  fair  to  presume 
that  the  Welch  acne  was  varioloid,  which  he  communicated  to 
the  others  either  as  such,  or  as  variola.  In  any  event  the  acne 
improved,  and  in  a  short  time  had  become  well. 

Where  Welch  found  his  variolous  acne  I  am  unable  to  say 
unless  he  met  it  in  some  of  the  political  parades. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  any  further  progress  of  the  disease  will 
be  stayed.  Sincerely,

Malarial  Diseases. — From  the  testimony  of  our  correspon- 
dents malarial  diseases  are  slowly  but  steadily  disappearing  from 
Connecticut.  One  hundred  and  fourteen  towns  have  responded 
to  the  question  as  to  their  prevalence,  and  only  18  assert  an  in- 
crease over  the  previous  twelve-month.  In  56  towns  they  are 
reported  less  prevalent,  in  30  towns  about  the  same,  and  in  10 
they  are  declared  not  to  have  occurred. 

Water  Supply. — Our  correspondents  report  for  119  towns,  in 
77  of  which  the  water  supply  is  furnished  from  wells,  springs 
and  cisterns.  And  in  42  towns,  the  people  are  more  or  less  sup- 
plied from  a  general  reservoir  from  which  it  is  distributed  to 
houses  by  service  pipes. 

As  to  the  quality.  In  82  towns  it  is  pronounced  unqualifiedly 
"  good  in  all  months  of  the  year,"  but  in  33  towns  it  is  said  to  be 
"  fair,"  "  fairly  good,"  "  good  except  at  certain  seasons,"  "  gener- 
ally good,"  "usually  good,"  and  similar  expressions  implying 
that  it  is  not  always  quite  satisfactory. 

In  regard  to  the  general  sanitary  condition  of  towns,  the  com- 
munications of  our  correspondents  do  not  indicate  any  marked 
change  since  our  last  report,  although  it  is  evident  that  the  trend 
of  public  thought  and  public  action  is  in  the  direction  of  im- 
provement.

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ABSTRACTS   FROM   THE   REPORT  OF   SOME  OF   THE 
LOCAL   BOARDS   OF   HEALTH. 

By  reason  of  the  arbitrary  and  abrupt  abolition  of  all  town  boards  of 
health  by  an  act  of  legislature,  which  took  effect  on  the  31st  of  July,  1893, 
there  have  been  very  few  reports  from  local  boards  of  health.  Abstracts  of 
such  as  have  been  received  are  herewith  submitted. 

Bridgeport — From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board. 

In  presenting  this,  our  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending- 
February  28th,  1893,  we  shall  endeavor  to  briefly  outline  the 
work  done  by  the  Board  during  that  period. 

Among  the  many  nuisances  existing  in  different  parts  of  the 
city  to  which  our  attention  was  called,  was  the  condition  of  the 
outlet  of  the  Yellow  Mill  trunk  sewer.  After  thoroughly  inves- 
tigating and  examining  the  same,  we  concluded  that  for  the 
benefit  of  the  health  of  the  residents  in  that  section  of  the  com- 
munity, the  outlet  of  the  trunk  sewer  should  be  changed  from  its 
present  location  to  the  foot  of  Pembroke  street,  where  there  is 
deeper  water  with  a  more  powerful  current,  and  where  there  is  a 
likelihood  of  the  sewage  being  carried  seaward  instead  of  being 
permitted  to  settle  back  on  the  banks  of  the  stream  and  become 
a  breeding  place  for  all  manner  of  pestilential  diseases  and  a 
source  of  noxious  odors.  We  recommend  to  the  Common  Coun- 
cil that  something  should  be  done  towards  remedying  the  same, 
but  the  matter  failed  of  receiving  the  attention  it  deserved,  for 
the  reason  we  presume  of  a  lack  of  funds.  We  earnestly  hope 
that  the  coming  year  will  see  some  means  devised  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  abating  such  nuisances. 

We  caused  to  be  extended  the  outlets  of  the  Iranistan  avenue 
trunk  sewer,  the  same  having  been  for  years  the  cause  of  many 
complaints  from  residents  and  manufacturers  in  that  populous 
factory  district.  Many  cases  of  sickness  among  the  residents  in 
the  neighborhood  and  among  the  factory  hands  have  been  traced 
to  the  said  sewer.  For  similar  reasons  we  caused  the  extension 
of  sewers  in  Mountain  Grove  Street  and  Seavievv  avenue. 

A  vigorous  crusade  against  privy  vaults  was  waged,  and  was 
stimulated  by  a  fear  of  a  Cholera  invasion.  Assistant  inspectors 
were  engaged,  and  a  house-to-house  visitation  was  inaugurated, 
and  carried  on  with  much  success.     Many  cases  of  persons  main-

taining  privy  vaults  and  cesspools  on  the  premises,  were  discovered 
and  due  notification  was  given  them  to  cause  an  abatement  of 
the  same,  on  or  before  a  certain  specified  time.  Many  have  com- 
plied with  the  order  and  others  have  promised  a  strict  compliance 
with  the  same  on  or  before  May- 1st,  1893.  We  would  therefore 
recommend  that  this  part  of  the  work  be  continued  by  the  suc- 
ceeding Board,  and  it  is  safe  to  say,  that  nuisances  of  this  charac- 
ter will  soon  be  a  thing  of  the  past  in  this  city. 

The  Health  Officer  reports  a  falling  off  of  contagious  diseases 
for  the  past  year,  in  fact  the  record  for  the  same  in  comparison 
with  the  reports  from  other  cities,  places  Bridgeport  at  a  decided 
advantage. 

The  necessity  for  a  hospital  thoroughly  isolated,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  persons  who  may  be  suffering  from  contagious 
and  infectious  diseases,  has  been  a  long  felt  want  in  this  city. 

With  a  view  towards  meeting  a  demand  for  an  institution  of 
this  character,  and  to  be  prepared  in  the  event  of  the  Cholera  or 
any  other  disease  becoming  epidemic,  we  have  purchased  a  large 
tract  of  land  in  the  northern  part  of  the  town  for  such  purposes, 
and  in  the  hopes  of  soon  getting  the  erection  of  one  under  way, 
we  have  secured  an  extra  appropriation  of  $5,000. 

We  recommend  that  an  assistant  be  provided  to  relieve  the 
Health  Officer  of  some  of  the  numerous  duties  of  the  office,  by 
acting  as  an  inspector  of  premises,  etc.,  and  also  by  supervising 
the  sale  of  milk,  fruit,  fish,  flesh  and  all  other  provisions  of  a 
perishable  nature,  a  branch  of  the  work  of  the  office  which  daily 
calls  for  increased  attention. 

Our  sewer  system  calls  for  a  few  words  of  comment.  Many  of 
our  streets  are  without  proper  sewer  facilities,  where  there  is  an 
absolute  need  of  them,  and  many  persons  are  deprived  of  the 
opportunity  of  abating  nuisances,  such  as  privy  vaults  and  cess- 
pools, by  reason  of  their  inability  to  make  proper  sewer  connec- 
tions. 

A  source  of  much  annoyance  is  caused  by  the  outlet  of  various 
sewers  which  empty  into  the  ponds  and  creeks  in  the  outskirts. 
While  it  is  not  our  intention  to  suggest  any  plan  or  system,  still 
we  believe  the  time  has  arrived  when  this  important  matter  should 
receive  more  careful  consideration.

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  Report  in  regard  to 
the  Board  of  Health  for  the  year  ending  October  2nd,  1893  : 

At  the  Annual  Meeting  held  October  5th,  1892,  Charles  S. 
Spaulding,  Esq.,  was  elected  President.  No  severe  epidemic 
disease  has  prevailed  during  the  year.  The  condition  of  the 
Town  as  regards  its  sanitary  condition  may  be  considered  good. 
The  Board  would  again  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  many 
children  and  young  people  are  still  unprotected  by  vaccination 
against  the  Smallpox.  In  December  last,  an  investigation  by 
the  Acting  School  Visitor  disclosed  the  fact,  that  out  of  a  total 
of  177  children,  107  were  unvaccinated.  The  un vaccinated  indi- 
vidual is  not  only  unsafe  himself  ;  but  is  liable  to  become  a 
source  of  danger  to  all  about  him.  The  State  circulars  on  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Diphtheria  were  distributed  where  it  was  considered 
necessary. 

Through  the  kindness  of  the  Acting  School  Visitor,  the  cir- 
culars in  regard  to  School  Hygiene  were  distributed  to  those 
Districts  which  were  unsupplied.  Also  the  Monthly  Bulletins  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health  have  been  publicly  posted  as  usual. 


Darien —  Wm.  F.  French,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

Cases  reported  from  June,  1892,  to  June  30th,  1893. 
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I.  The  above  table  comprises  the  cases  of  infectious  and  conta- 
gious diseases  either  known  to  the  Health  Officer,  or  reported  to 
him  during  the  past  year. 

The  Scarlet  fever  cases,  fourteen  in  number,  occurred  in  four 
families,  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

There  had  been  no  communication  from  one  to  the  other,  for 
the   original   case  in  each  group  had  been  exposed  to  infection 
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while  out  of  town,  and  in  two  cases,  came  home  on  the  cars,  with 
the  eruption  well  developed.  There  was  no  spread  of  disease 
from  the  infected  families  to  their  neighbors.  This  result  can 
only  be  accomplished  in  the  case  of  the  ignorant,  when  the 
family  physician  happens  to  be  the  Heath  Officer,  by  eternal 
vigilance,  and  plenty  of  threats  of  the  law.  For  there  is  a  feel- 
ing among  the  ignorant  and  slovenly,  that  the  Health  Officer 
must  be  treated  as  an  enemy,  and  his  requests  either  disregarded, 
or  neutralized,  whenever  they  conflict  with  their  own  comforts 
or  wishes. 

What  is  true  of  scarlet  fever  applies  equally  to  the  other  com- 
municable diseases. 

II.  Nuisances  whenever  observed  or  complained  of  have  been 
abated  as  promptly  as  possible.  The  only  case  of  any  difficulty 
the  past  year  was  the  burying  of  a  horse.  The  odor  from  this 
animal  was  very  apparent  a  long  distance  in  every  direction. 
The  former  owner  promised  to  have  it  properly  buried,  and  did 
have  a  little  earth  thrown  over  the  decomposing  remains. 

After  a  severe  rain  storm  the  nuisance  became  noticeable,  and 
orders  were  again  given  to  have  the  body  either  buried  or 
destroyed,  the  Health  Officer  suggested  burning,  and,  after  some 
time  a  feeble  attempt  was  made  as  directed.  Again  the  neighbor- 
hood was  subjected  to  the  stench,  this  time  the  selectmen  of  the 
town  were  requested  to  cover  the  decomposing  mass  with  chloride 
of  lime,  and  cast  on  an  abundance  of  gravel.  The  bill  for  this 
work  was  five  dollars,  and  was  sent  to  the  former  owner  of  the 
horse.  It  was  paid  after  demurring,  as  he  thought  it  was  spite 
which  had  subjected  him  to  this  unjust  tax. 


Hamden — Geo.  H.  Joslin,  M.D.,  Reporter. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  town  is  good,  better  than 
in  former  years.  In  addition  to  the  regular  routine  of  duties 
performed  by  me  during  the  past  year,  considerable  progress  was 
made  at  general  inspection  of  factories  and  dwellings.  As  a  rule, 
I  find  comparatively  few  people  understanding  first  principles  of 
sanitation.  As  a  remedy  I  would  suggest  that  the  town  would 
defray  the  expense  of  having  sanitary  rules  and  regulations  (as 
suggested  by  the  State  Board  of  Health),  printed  and  distributed 
throughout  the  town. 
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(1)  Disposal  of  Sewage.  By  private  cesspools  and  upon  the 
ground  by  drains  laid  underground  and  discharging  on  surfaces 
at  greater  or  less  distance  from  houses. 

(2)  Sources  of  Water  Supply.  By  springs  and  wells,  average 
depth  of  ground  water,  20  feet.

Hartford — From  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board. 

The  organization  of  the  Plumbers'  Association,  and  the  regis- 
tration of  the  plumbers  at  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Health,  we 
believe  to  be  a  stride  in  the  right  direction,  and  cannot,  in  our 
opinion,  be  other  than  beneficial  to  the  city,  for  obvious  reasons. 

The  new  rules,  in  reference  to  plumbing,  meet  the  approval  of 
the  Plumbers'  Association,  as  well  as  our  own,  and  tend  to  render 
homes  and  tenements  more  healthful  than  they  have  heretofore 
been,  by  excluding  more  effectually  the  germs  and  gases  that 
arise  from  decaying  matter,  not  infrequently  present  in  the 
sewers. 

GARBAGE. 

The  garbage  collection  has  been  more  satisfactory,  and  there 
have  been  fewer  complaints  from  this  source  than  in  any  previous 
year,  and  we  look  for  still  better  collection  and  disposal  in  the 
future. 

STREETS. 

During  the  summer  and  late  into  the  autumn  the  streets  of 
Hartford  were  kept   cleaner   than  ever  before,    and  the    work 
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reflected  great  credit  upon  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners. 
The  same  careful  removal  of  filth  of  all  kinds  should  be  continu- 
ous throughout  the  year. 

It  costs  money  to  keep  public  thoroughfares  clean,  just  as  it 
costs  money  to  buy  soap  for  personal  and  household  cleanliness, 
but  both  are  essential  to  the  well-being  of  the  community.  It 
would  be  just  as  right  and  proper  for  the  populace  to  go  about 
covered  with  filth  and  vermin  as  for  the  city  authorities  to  allow 
filth  to  collect  and  remain  in  streets  and  alleys,  and  it  should  be 
considered  as  respectable  for  an  individual  to  be  filthy  as  for  a 
city  to  be  so.     Neither  should  be  tolerated. 

SEWERS    AND    PARK    RIVER. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  for  a  long  time  urged  the  necessity 
of  a  more  complete  system  of  sewers  which  should  be  adequate 
for  draining  every  portion  of  the  city,  and  at  the  same  time 
remove  the  sewage  from  Park  River. 

A  survey  and  map  are  practically  completed,  and  we  shall 
shortly  receive  the  opinion  of  an  expert  civil  engineer  as  to  the 
most  feasible  manner  of  attaining  the  desired  end,  and  we  feel 
that  we  can  almost  see  our  way  clear  to  a  relief  from  the  evils 
that  the  present  system,  or  lack  of  system,  have  heaped  upon  our 
city. 

DISEASES. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  Clerk's  report  that  the  zymotic  diseases 
from  which  Hartford  has  suffered  most  during  the  past  twelve 
months  have  been  diphtheria,  scarlet  fever,  and  typhoid  fever. 
The  winter  of  1891-92  will  be  remembered  as  one  in  which  the 
first-mentioned  disease  prevailed  with  great  fatality,  and  in 
nearly  all  quarters  ;  but  most  virulently  in  the  older  sections  of 
the  town. 

During  the  present  winter  the  malady  has  prevailed  to  a 
moderate  degree,  as  compared  with  the  preceding  winter.  Scar- 
let fever  has  prevailed  more  or  less  through  the  entire  year,  but 
as  a  rule  the  cases  have  been  mild  in  type,  in  fact,  so  mild  in 
many  instances,  that  it  was  not  discovered  until  the  period  of 
desquamation  or  "  peeling,"  when  the  patient,  for  the  first  time, 
was  brought  to  the  physician.  It  is  probable  that  the  disease 
was  generally  disseminated  by  this  class  of  cases. 
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Typhoid  fever  has  been  gradually  increasing  for  the  past  three 
years  and  at  the  same  time  malarial  fevers  have  been  growing 
less.  The  past  year  typhoid  has  prevailed  in  Hartford,  and, 
indeed,  all  over  the  State,  more  than  at  any  time  during  the  past 
ten  years.  Many  cases  were  imported,  i.  e.,  came  here  from  other 
places.  Some,  we  are  confident,  were  due  to  drinking  impure 
well  water.  None  were  proved  to  be  due  to  drinking  of  the  city 
supply.  We  are  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  water  for  culinary 
and  drinking  purposes  should  be  thoroughly  boiled  before  using 
as  it  is  a  well  established  fact  that  disease  is  often  conveyed  by 
germs  that  have  found  their  way  into  the  water,  and  it  is  a  very 
easy  matter  for  any  supply  of  ponded  water,  or  even  of  running 
water,  to  become  polluted. 

WAGON    FOR    CONVEYING     PERSONS     SUFFERING    FROM    CONTAGIOUS 

DISEASE. 

Your  attention  is  again  respectfully  called  to  the  crying  need 
of  a  suitable  vehicle  for  carrying  such  cases  to  the  hospital  or 
elsewhere.  This  class  of  cases  is  not  allowed  (and  justly  so)  the 
use  of  the  city  ambulance,  and  it  is  unjust  and  dangerous  to  the 
community  to  use  public  carriages  for  the  purpose.  A  plain, 
inexpensive  wagon  should  be  provided  for  this  service  without 
further  delay. 

DEATH    RATE. 

The  death  rate  of  Hartford  has  been  21.23  to  1,000  inhabitants, 
and  compares  favorably  with  other  cities. 

New    Haven — Frank     W.     Wright,     M.B.,     Health      Officer, 
Reporter. 

In  reviewing  the  records  for  the  past  year  I  find  we  have  an 
increased  mortality  over  that  of  last  year,  yet  allowing  for  an 
increase  of  four  thousand  in  the  population,  which  in  my  opinion 
is  far  from  over-liberal,  we  find  the  the  death  rate  per  thousand 
is  practically  the  same,  being  17.55  and  17.54  respectively,  ex- 
clusive of  deaths  in  public  institutions.  We  have  for  the  last 
year  four  hundred  and  two  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases,  against 
two  hundred  and  seventy-one  for  the  year  preceding,  but  this 
increase  is  almost  confined  to  diarrhceal  diseases,  less  deaths 
occurring   from  these   causes   in    1891   than   for   several   years. 
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There  has  also  been  a  slight  increase  in  the  mortality  from 
nephritis,  cancer,  and  the  contagious  diseases.  Of  these  latter 
complaints  diphtheria  has  caused  far  more  deaths  than  any 
other,  yet  the  mortality  has  been  less  than  it  was  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  preceding  1891.  In  1892  there  were  one  hundred 
and  ninety-six  cases  reported  with  eighty-live  fatal  cases.  The 
disease  was  noticeably  on  the  increase  for  the  last  two  months. 
It  is  many  years  since  scarlet  fever  has  prevailed  to  such  an  ex- 
tent as  it  did  during  the  month  of  December,  and  this  prevalence 
has  extended  into  the  present  year.  In  the  spring  of  1891  there 
were  many  cases  of  scarlet  fever  in  the  City,  but  these  were 
mostly  of  a  mild  character.  This  is  in  marked  contrast  to  those 
of  the  present  time.  The  fact  that  the  disease  has  attacked  a 
considerable  number  of  adults,  and  in  several  instances  proved 
fatal,  has  brought  it  more  to  the  attention  of  the  public  than  any 
one  circumstance.  Of  the  three  hundred  and  eighty-two  cases 
reported  during  the  year,  eighty-nine  were  in  December.  In 
that  month  there  were  only  five  deaths,  which  is  not  a  fair  crite- 
rion of  its  fatality,  as  many  of  the  cases  extended  into  the  present 
year  and  will  show  in  the  next  annual  report. 

We  have  also  had  a  slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  typhoid  fever,  yet  the  number  is  below  the  average  for 
several  years  previous  to  1891.  Typhoid  fever  has  not  prevailed 
to  any  marked  extent  in  any  one  locality  for  two  or  three  years, 
but  isolated  cases  have  occurred  in  many  sections  of  the  City, 
almost  leading  one  to  believe  they  were  of  sporadic  origin.  The 
excess  of  cases  of  typhoid  fever  reported  from  the  third  ward  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  New  Haven  Hospital  is  located  there, 
and  most  of  the  cases  reported  from  it  belong  in  other  parts  of 
the  City  or  in  neighboring  towns. 

Measles  as  well  as  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  has  been  very 
common  during  the  past  year,  but  as  it  has  not  been  reported 
with  the  thoroughness  of  the  other  complaints,  no  reliable  esti- 
mate of  the  number  of  cases  can  be  made.  There  were  thirteen 
deaths  from  measles  during  the  year,  all  of  which  were  children 
of  two  or  less  years  of  age. 

The  hospital  for  contagious  diseases  at  Springside  Farm  has 
during  the  past  year  been  occupied  a  great  part  of  the  time.  In 
the  course  of  the  year  there  have  been  cared  for  at  this  institu- 
tion a  considerable  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet 
fever  and  fifteen  cases  of  smallpox.     This  building  is  in  the  main 
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fairly  well  adapted  and  equipped  for  the  uses  for  which  it  was 
intended,  but  the  recent  outbreak  of  smallpox  forcibly  illustrated 
its  defects.  When  it  was  built  it  was  not  expected  that  it  would 
ever  be  called  upon  to  furnish  shelter  to  as  many  as  were  at  one 
time  within  its  walls.  Your  board  having  the  over-crowded 
condition  of  the  building  called  to  your  attention  at  once  took 
steps  to  have  an  annex  constructed.  This  was  done  in  an  amaz- 
ingly short  time.  The  abatement  of  smallpox  made  it  unneces- 
sary to  use  the  annex  for  the  reception  of  the  sick,  but  was  of 
great  use  as  a  disinfecting  station,  and  since  the  present  year 
began  it  has  proved  an  excellent  place  in  which  to  care  for  typhus 
fever,  and  the  necessity  and  wisdom  of  its  construction  has  been 
fully  demonstrated. 

A  disinfecting  appliance  of  some  kind  is  one  of  the  require- 
ments of  this  City.  There  is  no  doubt  but  much  could  be 
accomplished  towards  limiting  the  spread  of  contagious  diseases, 
if  we  had  a  suitable  place  to  thoroughly  and  officially  disinfect 
the  clothing  and  bedding  of  those  who  have  been  sick  with  such 
diseases. 

I  venture  the  assertion  that  never  in  the  history  of  the  board 
of  health  of  New  Haven  has  there  been  more  cause  for  mental 
strain  upon  both  the  members  of  the  board  and  their  employees, 
nor  have  the  public  been  more  exacting  than  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  year.  During  that  time  we  have  had  smallpox  in 
the  City  twice,  fifteen  cases  in  all,  we  have  had  a  cholera  scare, 
an  epidemic  of  the  more  common  contagious  diseases,  and  since 
the  present  year  began,  typhus  fever.  Your  employees'  endeavor 
has  been  to  do  their  best  to  further  the  health  and  cleanliness  of 
the  City.  They  have  received  criticisms  whenever  there  has 
seemed  to  have  been  any  mismanagement,  without  encourage- 
ment for  their  good  work.  They  are  not  infallible,  but  without 
egotism  I  maintain  that  much  for  the  welfare  of  the  City  has 
been  and  is  daily  being  accomplished. 


Secretary's  Report.

Secretary's   Report, 


In  the  report  of  the  Secretary  last  year  it  was  stated  that  two 
quite  different,  but  related  purposes,  engaged  the  attention  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  their  accomplishment  constituted 
its  chief  work,  to  wit: — The  preservation  and  improvement  of 
public  health  ;  and  the  registration  of  vital  statistics. 

On  the  latter  subject  the  Secretary  dwelt  at  some  length  in 
pointing  out  defects  in  the  present  system  of  gathering  and  util- 
izing the  material  for  registration.  It  is  not  his  purpose  to  go 
over  these  criticisms  again,  but  he  would  respectfully  call  atten- 
tion of  those  interested  in  this  subject,  to  what  he  said  upon  it  in 
the  last  annual  report  on  pages  179  to  187. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  some  of  the  County  Health  Officers 
under  the  recent  reorganization  of  sanitary  administration  in  the 
State,  have  already  observed  some  of  the  defective  features  of  our 
system,  and  called  attention  to  them,  and  in  a  report  to  the  Board 
have  asked  for  advice  and  instruction  as  to  methods  of  securing 
better  results. 

Your  Secretary  has  not  failed  in  any  annual  report  since  he 
has  had  the  honor  of  holding  the  office,  to  point  out  the  weak 
points  in  the  registration  laws,  or  the  failures  to  which  they  are 
subject  in  execution.  He  has  persistently  presented  the  short- 
comings of  our  registration  system,  from  a  strong  conviction  that 
in  doing  so  he  was  discharging  a  duty  imposed  upon  the  Board 
in  the  following  language  in  the  act  of  incorporation  : — 

"  The  said  Board  of  Health  shall  recommend  such  forms  and 
amendments  of  law  as  shall  be  deemed  to  be  necessary  for  the 
thorough  organization  and  efficiency  of  the  registration  of  vital 
statistics  throughout  the  State."  In  the  present  report  he  only 
begs  leave  to  refer  readers  to  what  has  been  said  on  these  topics 
in  previous  annual  issues. 

The  protection  and  preservation   of   the  public   health    is   of 
course,  the  primary  and  ultimate  object  for  which  the  State  Board 
was  created,  and  the  registration  of  vital  statistics  is  one  of  the 
important  means  to  that  end. 
9 
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The  defects  in  the  methods  of  sanitary  administration  in  Con- 
necticut have  long  been  felt,  and  much  has  been  said  in  previous 
reports  upon  the  conspicuous  want  of  success  and  the  tardy  pro- 
gress in  sanitary  reform.  These  unsatisfactory  results  have  not 
been  due  to  any  want  of  intelligence  on  the  part  of  the  people  of 
the  State  ;  nor  can  they  be  wholly  attributed  to  any  unusual  de- 
gree of  apathy  and  indifference  of  our  fellow  citizens  to  what 
concerns  the  public  health. 

The  highest  intelligence  and  the  most  laudable  ambitions  may 
be  thwarted,  by  wrongly  directed  effort,  and  erroneous  methods  of 
procedure. 

If  our  hopes  have  not  been  realized  it  is  worth  considering 
whether  or  not  the  way  in  which  we  are  working  in  the  cause  of 
public  hygiene,  has  not  after  all  accomplished  quite  as  much  as 
could  be  expected  of  it.  Let  us  call  to  mind  the  fact  that  we 
have  been  using  the  working  methods  inaugurated  in  the  early 
history  of  the  State,  indeed  such  as  were  conceived,  and  practiced 
as  suitable  to  the  social  conditions  of  colonial  times.  The  plan 
of  sanitary  administration  has  been  essentially  the  same  that  it 
was  100  years  ago.  In  those  early  days  the  knowledge  of  public 
hygiene  consisted  chiefly  in  defending  communities  from  conta- 
gious diseases  by  exclusion.  Interdicting  communication  with 
towns  in  which  an  epidemic  of  contagious  disease  prevailed,  and 
isolation  of  the  sick,  and  even  confinement  of  those  who  were 
liable  to  be  sick,  constituted  the  chief  functions  of  the  health 
authorities.  Such  was  practical  public  hygiene  among  our 
ancestors. 

The  dominating  idea  everywhere  was  the  town  idea — that  each 
and  every  town  was  inherently  by  right  possessed  of  full  au- 
thority to  protect  itself  as  best  it  could  against  the  invasion  of 
disease.  And  the  only  known  means  were  by  intercepting  the 
sources  of  contagion.  In  due  time  as  might  be  expected  among 
a  people  so  thoughtful  and  considerate,  other  causes  than  conta- 
gion were  recognized,  and  in  the  early  part  of  this  century,  the 
legislature  conferred  upon  the  civil  authority  and  the  selectmen  in 
the  several  towns,  full  power,  not  only  to  prevent  the  spread  of  con- 
tagion, but  to  examine  into  all  nuisances,  and  filthy  places  which 
they  may  judge  to  be  injurious  to  health.  It  marked  an  advance 
in  appreciation  of  the  laws  of  health  to  find  enumerated  in  the 
statute  the  following,  as  conditions  liable  to  be  sources  of  sick- 
ness :  stagnant  waters,  cellars,  drains,  common  sewers,  slaughter 
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houses,  tan  yards,  putrid  animal  or  vegetable  substances,  vessels, 
scows  or  boats.  The  statute  also  required  the  said  town  officials 
to  cause  to  be  removed  all  filth  of  any  kind  whatever  which  shall 
be  found  in  any  streets,  lanes,  wharves,  docks,  or  in  any  other 
place  within  the  limits  of  their  respective  towns,  whenever  in 
their  judgment  such  filth  shall  endanger  the  public  health. 

This  legislation  was  the  first  organization  of  town  Boards  of 
Health  in  Connecticut.  It  has  constituted  the  model  upon  which 
all  the  sanitary  legislation  and  sanitary  administration  in  Con- 
necticut has  since  been  based.  The  plan  in  all  its  essential  fea- 
tures has  been  persistently  adhered  to,  without  any  important 
modifications.  The  distinctive  characteristic  of  the  plan  is  that 
each  town,  each  city  and  each  borough  is  an  independent  power 
in  all  matters  of  public  hygiene.  A  segregated  separate  unit, 
acting  only  for  itself,  and  within  certain  limitations  in  its  own 
way,  with  no  obligation  or  responsibility  in  the  exercise  of  the 
large  powers  conferred  upon  it,  to  cooperate  with  adjoining  or 
other  towns. 

The  situation  is,  that  in  the  little  State  of  Connecticut  we  have 
about  two  hundred  independent  territorial  dominions,  each  gov- 
erned by  its  own  officers  entrusted  with  more  authority  to  take 
summary  action,  in  matters  over  which  they  have  jurisdiction,  than 
is  given  to  any  other  officers  in  the  State.  They  have  no  official 
relations  to  each  other.  Each  is  a  complete  entity  by  itself. 
Although  there  is  committed  to  this  numerous  collection  of  sep- 
arate powers  the  all-important  interests  of  the  health  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  State,  yet  it  has  seldom  happened  that  in  the  protec- 
tion and  care  of  those  interests  there  has  been  any  attempt  at 
concert  of  action  or  even  an  exchange  of  conferences  upon  any 
subject.  There  has  been  no  head  to  this  system.  There  has 
been  no  central  controlling  influence  to  direct  and  judiciously 
utilize  the  authority  conferred  upon  them.  It  has  been  an  army 
without  a  general,  waging  war  against  a  common  enemy  without 
method  and  without  guidance.  A  sort  of  guerrilla  warfare,  and 
necessarily  with  unsatisfactory  results. 

It  was  a  plan  well  enough  adapted  to  an  age  when  the  chief 
industrial  pursuits  were  agricultural,  and  the  only  means  of  inter- 
communication between  towns  were  on  foot  or  on  horseback  ; 
when  the  farmer  on  his  broad  acres  could  find  all  the  essential 
means  of  subsistence  for  himself  and  family ;  his  sheep  and  his 
flax  furnishing  the  material  for  clothing,  which  his  women  folk 
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with  a  skill  and  an  art  now  lost,  could  readily  spin  and  weave 
into  garments  as  warm  and  comfortable  and  in  those  times  as 
fashionable  as  any  now  worn  ;  his  domestic  animals,  his  garden 
and  his  grain  fields  supplying  all  needed  variety  of  food  ;  his 
orchards  yielding  ample  supplies  of  cider  and  good  "  apple  jack" 
of  better  quality  than  the  imported  liquors  of  modern  times, 
while  his  forests  afforded  every  requisite  for  his  houses  and  barns. 

The  Connecticut  citizen  of  to-day  eats  his  dinner  of  roast  beef 
that  was  yesterday  in  Chicago.  The  hog's  lard  in  which  his 
sausages  are  fried  is  probably  the  product  of  the  cotton  seed 
yielded  from  the  mills  of  Memphis.  The  milk  with  which  he 
tempers  his  coffee  at  breakfast  is  an  unknown  compound  gathered 
in  part  from  a  dozen  or  more  barn-yards  at  indefinite  distances, 
and  otherwise  treated  with  chalk  and  water,  and  other  agents 
known  only  to  experts.  The  fruit  that  garnishes  his  side-table 
may  have  come  from  Florida  or  the  coast  of  California.  The 
new  suit  he  bought  to-day  at  a  ready  made  clothing  store,  may 
have  just  before  been  found  on  trial,  a  misfit  to  a  man  recovering 
from  small  pox.  The  hack  that  brought  his  wife  and  children 
from  the  depot,  may  have  been  used  an  hour  before  to  give  the 
first  out-door  airing  to  a  scarlet  fever  patient.  The  dust  of  the 
dirty  street  car,  in  which  he  rides  to  his  office,  may  be  highly 
charged  with  the  dried  sputa  of  previous  tuberculous  pas- 
sengers. 

In  short  the  Connecticut  citizen  of  to-day  is  beset  on  every 
side  with  dangers  to  health  and  life  which  had  no  existence  in 
the  times  when  his  great-grandfather  flourished,  and  when  the 
Connecticut  system  of  public  hygiene  was  instituted. 

However  much  the  last  Connecticut  Legislature  may  be  criti- 
cized for  what  it  did,  and  for  what  it  did  not  do,  it  is  greatly  to 
its  credit  that  it  recognized  the  most  prominent  defect  in  exist- 
ing sanitary  legislation  and  took  one  very  important  step  in  the 
direction  of  correcting  it. 

By  the  law  appointing  county  health  officers,  and  giving  them 
supervision  of  local  boards,  much  has  been  done  to  unify,  sys- 
tematize and  direct  the  work  of  sanitary  administration.  It  is 
quite  within  the  limits  of  a  reasonable  expectation,  that  the  per- 
sons appointed  to  be  county  health  officers  will  be  judiciously 
selected,  for  ability  and  special  fitness. 

That  the  eight  men  holding  those  important  positions  will 
without  suggestion,  at  once  see  the  necessity  of  mutual  agree- 
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ment  and  concert  of  action.  That  they  will  hold  conferences, 
and  reflect  and  deliberate  upon  the  important  interests  entrusted 
to  them;  and  as  a  result,  will  wisely  and  harmoniously  direct  the 
work  of  the  local  boards,  and  wherever  necessary;  being  guided 
by  a  general  plan,  upon  principles  upon  which  they  are  mutually 
agreed  and  appreciate,  will  accomplish  results  heretofore  impos- 
sible. 

The  Secretary's  work  daring  the  year  has  been  necessarily 
much  of  the  same  character  as  in  previous  years,  and  of  course 
will  be  in  years  to  come.  The  correspondence  is  so  much  in- 
creased as  to  require  often  several  hours  per  day  of  his  time. 

The  following  letters  are  published  because  they  communicate 
information  upon  subjects  frequently  enquired  about,  and  they 
also  illustrate  partially  the  variety  of  topics,  which  have  to  be 
considered. 

The  first  communication  exemplifies  very  markedly  a  defect  in 
the  town  administration  of  public  hygiene,  as  an  isolated  and 
independent  authority.

Dear  Sir: — Our  town  has  for  a  health  committee,  Dr.  J.  C.  and  Dr. 
B.  C.  who  do  not  even  speak  to  each  other.  Certain  sink  drains  empty- 
ing into  the  street  are  very  much  complained  of. 

Can  the  Selectmen  and  Justices  come  together  and  add  one  more  to 
the  health  committee  ?    And  second,  must  this  addition  be  a  doctor? 

I  do  not  want  any  copy  of  the  laws  for  answer,  as  I  have  them  now, 
but  simply  yes,  or  no,  to  those  two  questions  and  no  mistake  will  be 
made.

Dear  Sir: — Replying  to  your  favor  of  the  14th,  I  can  answer  only 
one  of  your  questions  categorically,  as  you  request. 

You  are  not  required  to  elect  a  doctor  for  a  health  committee  man. 
In  regard  to  whether  or  not  you  have  power  to  elect  an  additional 
committee  man  after  the  legal  election  of  the  others,  is  a  question  of  law 
which  I  do  not  feel  competent  to  answer. 

The  sanitary  legislation  of  the  State  is  very  crude  and  on  many 
points  quite  ambiguous.     The  State  Board  of  Health  will  not  attempt 
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to  construe  the  law  in  any  case  where  it  is  susceptible  of  different 
interpretations.  That  is  not  one  of  the  functions  of  the  Board.  I  can 
only  suggest  that  you  consult  the  legal  adviser  of  your  town. 

No  similar  case  has  ever  been  presented  to  our  Board,  and  I  know  of 
no  precedent  for  such  a  proceeding".

Dear  Doctor:— Replying  to  your  enquiry  about  your  fees  for  certifi- 
cates of  births  in  the  town  of ;   I  have  to  say  :  if  you  have 

made  returns  of  the  births  which  you  have  attended  in  the  town, 
regularly  as  the  law  directs;  i.  e.  not  later  than  the  first  week  of  the 
month  succeeding  the  birth,  you  are  entitled  to  your  fees  and  can  col- 
lect them.  But  if  you  have  neglected  to  make  returns  as  promptly  as 
the  law  requires,  you  are  liable  to  a  fine  for  each  omission.  Which  is 
it?

The  correspondence  ceased  abruptly. 

Some  of  the  city  Boards  of  Health  enjoy  a  reputation  in 
remote  parts  of  the  State  which,  it  is  greatly  to  be  deplored,  is 
not  better  deserved. 

A  Health  Committee  of  a  good  sized  town  seeking  an  example 
to  imitate,  writes  as  follows  :

Dear  Doctor  Lindsley  : 

The  Health  Committee  of  our  place  yesterday  brought  up  the  ques- 
tion of  "how  to  deal  with  contagious  diseases,"  and  it  was  decided 
that  we  should  ascertain  what  the  methods  are  in  other  cities,  and  be 
partially  guided  in  our  action  by  the  information  we  obtain.  *  *  *  * 
Sorry  to  trouble  you  in  your  many  duties,  but  when  we  get  puzzled  we 
always  appeal  to  you  as  authority.  It  is  one  of  the  inconveniences 
which  you  must  patiently  bear.

My  Dear  Doctor  : 

Your  favor  of  the  25th  inst.  is  at  hand.  If  you  are  looking  for  a 
Health  Board  to  be  imitated  as  a  model  for  sanitary  administration  you 
will  fail  to  find  it  in  Connecticut,  especially  in  the  cities.  Some  of  the 
country  towns  are  now  far  more  prompt  and  efficient  in  managing  out- 
breaks of  contagious  diseases  than  any  of  the  cities. 

Take  New  Haven  for  an  example.  Scarlet  fever  has  been  reported 
every  month  in  the  year  1892.  No  progress  has  been  made  in  stamp- 
ing it  out.  There  were  more  cases  in  December  than  in  any  previous 
month  (89).  Hartford's  success  is  no  better  ;  56  cases  were  reported 
there  in  December  after  a  continuance  of  several  months. 

Half-way  measures,  such  as  are  generally  followed  in  the  larger 
towns  of  Connecticut,  are  almost  useless.  The  failure  is  not  due  to 
lack  of  known  means.  It  is  wholly  due  to  inefficient  application  of 
them. 

Nobody  ventures  to  dispute  that  if  a  case  of  scarlet  fever  is  well  iso- 
lated, and  if  careful  attention  is  given  to  disinfection  during  and  after 
the  illness  no  more  cases  will  occur  or  be  caused  by  that. 

The  recurrence  is  therefore  wholly  in  consequence  of  neglecting 
those  two  means  of  prevention,  isolation  and  disinfection,  and  is  proof 
that  they  have  been  neglected. 

One  of  the  best  things  which  has  occurred  in  the  administration  of 
President  Harrison  was  the  example  which  he  has  given  the  country 
of  managing  a  case  of  scarlet  fever.  He  has  permitted  the  White 
House  to  be  placarded,  excluded  visitors  and  employed  disinfectants 
systematically  and  scientifically. 

Tell  your  hoard  of  Health  not  to  waste  any  time  looking  for  models 
for  imitation,  but  to  set  themselves  earnestly  at  work  to  accomplish 
two  things — the  isolation  of  every  patient  and  the  thorough  disinfec- 
tion of  every  thing  the  patient  may  have  infected.  Those  are  the  only 
known  means  of  controlling  a  contagious  disease,  and  these  will  fail  if 
only  half  done.

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The  Secretary  is  often  called  upon  by  the  Registrars  and 
others  to  construe  the  meaning  of  the  statutes  which  often  tests 
his  legal  lore  to  the  utmost.  In  doubtful  cases  he  is  accustomed 
to  escape  responsibility  by  referring  enquirers  to  the  paid  attor- 
ney of  the  town. 

The  following  reply  to  a  letter  from  a  Town  Clerk  and  Regis- 
trar contains  several  interrogatories  which  are  sufficiently  indi- 
cated in  the  answer  :

W.  F ,  Esq.,  Registrar,  etc.: 

Dear  Sir  :— Replying  to  your  enquiries  about  notification  of  conta- 
gious diseases,  the  Section  2580  seems  to  be  very  clear. 

In  regard  to  diphtheria  or  scarlet  fever,  measles,  etc.,  I  think  the 
spirit  of  the  law  would  require  you  to  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  of  every  primary  outbreak  of  such  diseases  without 
being  too  nice  about  the  meaning  of  the  word  epidemic,  and  if  the 
prevalence  of  such  maladies  continued  you  should  keep  the  Secretary 
informed  of  it  at  intervals,  with  such  other  information  respecting  the 
spread,  etc.,  as  you  may  have  obtained,  particularly  with  reference  to 
means  adopted  to  restrict  them. 

Regarding  funerals  of  subjects  of  contagious  diseases, — "What  is  done 
to  the  '  hack '  after  such  use  ?"    In  my  opinion  no  hack  should  be  used. 

Respecting  birth  certificates,  it  must  be  a  very  young  doctor  in 

who  has  not  received  one  of  the  enclosed  circulars.  They  were  sent  to 
every  doctor  in  the  State  within  a  year.  The  silly  plea  of  the  doctors 
that  the  name  of  the  child  cannot  be  obtained  is  worn  to  atoms.  It  is 
only  an  excuse  to  cover  their  negligence.  If  the  child  has  a  name  it 
must  be  reported,  not  otherwise.  "  The  name  of  such  child,  if  it  have 
any,"  the  law  says.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  those  doctors  who  used  to 
return  their  certificates  at  the  end  of  the  year  gave  fewer  names  than 
those  who  returned  them  every  month,  as  the  law  requires. 

I  wish  you  would  give  me  the  names  of  the  doctors  who  neglect  to 
comply  with  the  law.

About  the  same  time  last  September  the  Secretary  received 
several  communications  on  the  same  subject  from  prominent  citi- 
zens of  Norwich.  They  all  submitted  a  series  of  quite  similar 
questions,  which  were  in  turn  duly  answered. 

The  publication  of  one  of  them  and  the  reply  will  sufficiently 
explain  their  purport  and  afford  a  fair  example  of  one  of  the 
ways  in  which  the  State  Board  exercises  its  functions  as  an 
Advisory  Board. 
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Norwich,  Conn.,  Sept.  6th,  1892. 
Prof.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  M.D.,  Sec.  Conn.  Board  of  Health: 

Dear  Doctor  :— Kindly  allow  the  subscriber  to  call  to  your  notice 
certain  unsanitary  practices  and  to  solicit  your  advice  and  opinion  in 
the  matter. 

In  this  city  the  garbage  and  ashes  are  collected  in  the  same  cart  and 
carried  to  the  very  center  of  the  city  and  dumped  upon  a  mud  flat.  By 
that  means  a  large  tract  of  land  has  been  formed  in  the  past  decade  or 
more.  On  the  border  of  this  land  is  the  Union  Depot  and  upon  the 
land  is  an  industrial  building.  During  the  entire  year,  about  80  two- 
horse  loads  of  refuse  are  dumped  weekly,  and  during  the  summer  four- 
ftfths  of  the  refuse  is  garbage. 

The  local  Boards  of  Health  have  repeatedly  condemned  the  procedure 
but  their  protests  have  been  futile  owing  to  the  lack  of  funds  to  make 
other  disposition  of  the  garbage  and  the  failure  of  the  citizens  to  appro- 
priate the  money.  At  this  time  an  effort  is  being  made  to  impress  upon 
the  public  the  importance  of  appropriating  money  for  the  purchase  of 
a  cremator  and  to  allow  of  the  separate  collection  of  the  garbage  and 
its  proper  incineration.  Now  it  will  be  of  great  service  to  the  cause  if 
you  will  lend  the  weight  of  your  opinion,  and  for  that  purpose  we  sub- 
mit the  following  queries  which,  if  not  answered  seriatim,  will,  we  hope, 
be  substantially  treated  upon  in  your  reply.  Be  it  understood  that  on 
next  Monday  a  special  meeting  of  the  citizens  will  be  held  to  consider 
the  matter. 

1st.  Do  you  consider  it  a  dangerous  and  unsanitary  practice  to  deposit 
sixty  or  more  loatls  (tons)  of  garbage  in  the  very  heart  of  a  city  of  24,000 
people,  where  it  is  exposed  to  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  and  allowed 
to  float  with  it  into  the  harbor,  bays  and  eddies,  the  deposit  being 
within  one  hundred  yards  of  a  building  containing  75  workmen. 

2d.  What  influence  would  this  dump  have  upon  the  propagation  and 
perpetuity  of  cholera  if  the  germs  were  deposited  within  it?  (Two 
sewers  empty  into  the  waters  a  few  hundred  feet  from  the  dumping- 
ground.) 

3d.  Is  cremation  a  satisfactory  and  economical  method  of  disposing 
of  garbage? 

4th.  Is  it  possible  to  render  the  mass  of  garbage  innocuous  so  that  it 
might  still  be  dumped  upon  the  flats. 

5th.  Would  you  consider  the  covering  of  these  hundreds  of  tons  of 
garbage  with  a  foot  or  two  of  earth  a  perfect  safeguard  and  a  proper 
remedy.

Dear  Sir  :— A  small  volume  could  be  written  in  reply  to  the  queries 
you  submit  to  me.  But  the  necessity  of  attention  to  other  engagements 
will  compel  me  to  be  brief  in  my  responses. 

Question  1. — No  doubt  exists  in  the  minds  of  those,  whose  opinion  on 
sanitary  questions  is  of  value,  that  it  is  a  "  dangerous  and  unsanitary 
practice  to  deposit  sixty  or  more  loads  (tons)  of  garbage  in  the  very 
heart  of  a  city  of  24,000  people,"  etc.,  unless  previously  subjected  to 
thorough  disinfection. 

Question  2. — On  the  propagation  and  perpetuity  of  cholera  germs,  by 
the  presence  of  garbage.  I  cannot  tell.  Cholera  germs  maintain  their 
vitality  in  distilled  water  20  days.  In  sea- water  contaminated  with 
sewage  from  one  to  two  months  and  more.  In  bilge  water  of  ships, 
a  month.  But  as  some  micro-organisms  are  hostile  to  the  cholera 
germ,  I  do  not  know  what  result  would  follow  the  introduction  of 
cholera  germs  into  the  society  of  garbage  microbes.  As  the  survival  of 
the  fittest  is  a  law  of  nature,  it  is  possible  that  the  germs  of  Norwich 
garbage  and  Norwich  sewage  might  preponderate  and  destroy  the  coma 
bacillus  of  cholera. 

But  it  would  be  prudent  to  try  the  experiment  first  in  a  laboratory 
rather  than  "  in  the  heart  of  your  city,"  for  it  is  also  possible  that  the 
filth  germs  of  garbage  may  be  as  nourishing  to  the  cholera  germs,  as 
garbage  is  popularly  believed  to  be  to  hogs. 

Question  3. — Satisfactory  if  well  done,  but  not  economical,  to  the  ex- 
tent of  being  inexpensive. 

Question  4. — Yes,  but  this  would  also  be  costly.  A  (fhemist  could  tell 
you  how  to  do  it. 

Question  5  —  No.  Covering  masses  of  such  material  deep  under 
ground  does  not  make  such  material  a  sanitary  subsoil  for  mankind  to 
live  upon.  If  spread  upon  the  surface  of  the  ground  or  covered  only  a 
few  inches  by  soil,  the  offence  and  danger  to  the  public  health  will  be 
much  sooner  removed,  than  if  buried  deeply.  The  restoration  of  such 
filth  to  its  natural  elements  is  the  result  of  natural  processes,  viz  :  the 
action  of  the  air,  vegetation  and  particularly  the  work  of  certain  bacte- 
ria which  exist  near  the  surface  of  the  ground  and  not  deeply  beneath  it. 

Until  complete  decomposition  of  garbage  and  such  refuse  is  accom- 
plished by  those  agencies,  their  proximity  to  human  habitations  is 
always  a  menace  to  the  general  health. 

The  economy  of  a  better  disposal  is  found  in  the  preservation  of  pub- 
lic safety,  whatever  the  money  cost  may  be  to  secure  it.

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Scarlet  Fever  and  Diphtheria  in  Stamford. 

The  continuance  of  a  combined  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  and 
diphtheria,  lasting  several  weeks,  in  the  borough  of  Stamford, 
was  the  occasion  of  much  correspondence  with  many  citizens  of 
that  place,  as  well  as  with  the  health  officer. 

By  request  of  citizens  the  Secretary  visited  Stamford  and  per- 
sonally sought  an  interview  with  the  health  officer  and  several 
other  physicians  and  citizens.  The  following  correspondence 
which  was  published  in  the  local  press,  shows  some  of  the  diffi- 
culties which  contributed  to  the  prolonged  continuance  of  those 
diseases. 

A  Note  from  Health  Officer  Rogers. 
Editor  Advocate  : 

The  enclosed  letter  from  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley  so  accurately  describes  the 
situation  in  Stamford  in  regard  to  scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria  that  I 
herewith  enclose  it  to  you  for  publication.  There  are  physicians  now 
in  Stamford  who  never  report  a  case  of  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria  and 
give  no  reason  for  such  neglect  of  duty.  If,  in  the  beginning  of  the 
present  epidemic,  cases  had  been  reported  and  isolation  and  disinfection 
practiced,  many  of  the  present  cases  would  not  now  exist ;  but,  as  the 
number  of  cases  has  grown  so  much,  I  will  have  to  ask  the  cooperation 
of  all  citizens,  especially  the  physicians,  to  assist  in  getting  rid  of  the 
pestilence.  A  little  care  and  attention  on  the  part  of  the  physicians 
and  parents  will  save  many  lives  in  the  future  which  otherwise  would 
be  sacrificed.  Ignorance  is  as  bad  an  enemy  to  fight  as  disease.  Hop- 
ing that,  with  hearty  assistance  from  all  directions,  we  may  soon  be 
able  to  say  our  children  can  go  out  and  in  without  fear  of  contagion.

F.  J.  Rogers,  M.D.,  Health  Officer  of  the  Borough  and  Town  of  Stam- 
ford : 
Dear  Doctor  : — The  reports  which  have  been  made  to  this  office, 
from  time  to  time,  during  the  past  few  weeks,  by  yourself,  by  the  clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Health,  and  by  several  other  prominent  citizens  of  Stam- 
ford, in  regard  to  the  continued  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  and  diphthe- 
ria there,  determined  me  to  visit  you  to-day,  to  make  personal  inquiry 
in  regard  to  the  extent  and  persistent  stay  of  these  diseases  ;  and  espe- 
cially to  be  of  service  if  I  could,  in  suggesting  more  efficient  means  of 
controlling  them. 
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You  were  so  suddenly  called  away  to  attend  an  urgent  case  of  sick- 
ness, that  I  had  not  the  opportunity  to  express  to  you  my  thanks  for 
your  courtesy  in  giving  nie  all  the  information  you  could,  and  replying 
to  the  inquiries  which  our  very  short'  interview  permitted.  The  sudden 
interruption  of  our  conference  prevented  in  part  one  object  of  my  visit, 
and  must  be  my  apology  for  this  communication,  which  might  have 
been  made  verbally  if  your  professional  duties  had  not  called  you  away. 

As  you  very  well  know,  all  scientists  agree  that  neither  scarlet  fever 
nor  diphtheria  can  occur  spontaneously,  but  that  every  new  case  results 
from  the  contagion  derived  from  a  previous  case.  That  being  true,  it 
follows  that  these  diseases  cannot  extend  to  fresh  subjects,  unless  the 
said  subjects  are  personally  exposed  to  the  sick  person,  or  to  some  arti- 
cle containing  the  infection  derived  from  the  sick  ones. 

Hence  it  is  clearly  obvious  that  when  a  case  of  scarlet  fever  occurs  in 
any  community,  all  that  is  necessary  to  do,  to  prevent  others  from 
taking  the  disease,  is  to  separate  the  patient  from  others  and  to  destroy 
all  the  infection  which  is  produced  by  his  sickness.  The  law  of  public 
safety  is  expressed  in  two  words,  viz.,  isolation— disinfection. 

If  a  second  case  occurs,  it  is  proof  that  isolation  or  disinfection  or 
both  have  been  neglected.     That  is  self-evident. 

And  it  is  consequently  evident,  that  one  or  both  have  been  neglected 
in  Stamford.  Partial  isolation  and  imperfect  disinfection  are  of  little 
or  no  value.  To  do  any  good,  to  be  at  all  trustworthy  as  means  of  pro- 
tection, the  isolation  must  be  maintained  as  long  as  the  patient  is  capa- 
ble of  communicating  the  disease,  and  the  disinfection  must  be  com- 
plete ;  then  and  then  only  these  means  are  infallible.     They  cannot  fail. 

But  it  is  not  easy  to  secure  efficient  isolation  and  disinfection.  The 
residence  of  the  patient  should  be  declared  a  hospital,  put  under  hospi- 
tal regulations  and  all  unnecessary  intercourse  absolutely  forbidden. 
A  placard  should  always  be  placed  in  a  conspicuous  place,  that  all 
comers  may  know  the  danger  of  contagion.  This  proceeding  cannot 
now  be  objected  to  by  anyone,  as  implying  anything  disreputable,  since 
the  President  of  the  United  States  has  permitted  it  at  the  White  House, 
in  the  recent  illness  of  his  grandchild.  Children  residing  in  infected 
houses  should  be  rigidly  excluded  from  the  public  schools,  and  from 
association  with  other  children. 

Disinfection  is  not  less  difficult.  Telling  the  family  how  to  disinfect  a 
sick  room  and  its  contents  is  merely  a  waste  of  time.  There  are  not  five 
families  in  Stamford  who  will  receive  verbal  instructions  how  to  disin- 
fect, and  put  them  in  practice  without  omitting  something  essential  to 
success.  And  that  omission  defeats  the  whole  effort.  And  the  people 
of  Stamford  are  not  surpassed  in  intelligence  by  any  community  in 
Connecticut. 

Whenever  there  has  been  a  case  of  contagious  disease  in  a  house  the 
disinfection  should  always  be  performed  by  one  carefully  instructed 
and  practically  taught.  Otherwise  it  will  be  a  failure  and  the  disease 
will  probably  reappear  until  the  susceptible  subjects  are  exhausted. 

All  disinfection  of  infected  houses  or  apartments  should  be  done 
under  skilled  supervision.  This  point  cannot  be  too  earnestly  insisted 
upon. 
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Private  burial  in  case  of  death  should  always  be  enforced  ;  so  far  as 
permitting  any  gathering  of  friends  within  the  house  of  the  deceased,  it 
should  be  peremptorily  prohibited. 

The  body  should  be  hermetically  enclosed  in  its  coffin,  having  been 
previously  wrapped  in  sheets  saturated  with  disinfectants.  In  such 
case  friends  may  attend  at  the  grave. 

The  inmates  of  the  sick  house  and  the  attendants  upon  the  sick  should 
not  be  allowed  to  ride  in  a  public  carriage.  The  upholstering  and  the 
lap  robes  used  in  them  are  difficult  to  disinfect. 

Sulphur  fumigation  alone  is  not  to  be  trusted. 

You  have  had  continuous  proof  since  last  September,  that  half-way 
measures  are  futile. 

To  be  effective  they  must  be  thorough. 

You  have  a  good  code  of  sanitary  laws  which  only  require  to  be  en- 
forced without  fear  or  favor,  to  enable  you  to  stamp  out  the  epidemics 
with  which  your  people  are  so  afflicted,  effectually  and  promptly. 
The  power  and  the  responsibility,  by  the  statutes  of  Connecticut,  rest 
on  you  to  protect  your  people.  The  State  Board  has  no  other  than  an 
advisory  function  in  such  cases,  but  it  is  made  the  duty  of  its  officers 
to  cooperate  with  you  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  for  the 
protection  of  life,  and  the  promotion  of  health. 

In  the  discharge  of  that  duty  I  venture  to  send  you  this  communica- 
tion.

The  following  correspondence  will  explain  itself. 

The  Nor  walk  Borough  Water  Supply. 

Nor  walk,  Conn.,  May  25,  1893. 
Prof.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  M.D.,  Secretary  of  State  Board  of  Health. 

Dear  Sir: — A  report  of  the  pollution  of  one  of  the  streams  contribu- 
tory to  the  water  supply  of  the  borough  has  within  the  past  few  days 
been  brought  to  our  notice,  and  upon  investigation  it  has  been  found 
that  the  report  has  a  foundation  in  fact. 

This  stream  or  brook  arises  in  the  town  of  Ridgefield,  and  flowing 
south  discharges  a  large  amount  of  water  into  the  principal  storage 
reservoir  of  the  borough. 

Along  its  course  are  found  stables,  outhouses  and  privies  all  draining 
into  it,  while  near  at  hand  to  its  banks  is  an  extensive  piggery.  It  was 
also  discovered  that  carcasses  of  dead  animals  and  the  offal  of  those 
slaughtered  were  thrown  in  to  it. 

This  happens  outside  of  our  local  boundaries,  and  while  the  charter 
of  our  water  system  gives  to  the  Water  Commissioner  the  supervision 
of  its  supplying  streams  we  find  some  difficulty  in  enforcing  the 
regulations. 
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While  steps  have  at  once  been  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance,  we  de- 
sire to  refer  the  matter  to  your  board,  so  that  in  addition  to  our  own 
legal  rights  we  may  act  under  the  sanction  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

Could  you  make  it  convenient  to  come  to  us  in  the  near  future  and 
drive  over  the  territory,  bringing  such  others  of  the  Board  as  you  may 
choose. 

It  is  a  matter  of  much  importance  and  we  seek  your  advice  and 
counsel  in  its  solution. 

Such  time  as  you  may  name  will  suit  our  pleasure.

Eeport  of  an  Inspection  of  the  Sources  of  the  Public  Water 
Supply  to  the  Borough  of  Norwalk. 

New  Haven,  Conn.,  June  1,  1893. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  the  Norwalk  Board  of  Health,  the 
undersigned  visited  the  sources  of  the  Norwalk  water  supply  in  the 
town  of  Ridgefield,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  pollution  of  the  water. 

We  were  accompanied  by  several  members  of  the  Norwalk  Board  of 
Health,  the  Superintendent  of  the  water  works  and  the  City  Engineer. 

Our  attention  was  called  particularly  to  the  sources  of  pollution  of  a 
brook  which  rises  near  the  south  end  of  the  main  street  in  Kidgefield 
and  is  a  tributary  of  Hop  river  ;  here  we  found  a  piggery  containing  16 
hogs,  extending  about  800  feet,  along  both  sides  of  the  brook  ;  along 
the  margins  of  and  in  the  brook  were  the  carcasses  of  horses  and  other 
animals  which  had  been  thrown  to  the  pigs,  the  pigs  wallowing  in  the 
brook.  We  called  on  Mr.  ,  owner  of  the  piggery,  and  remon- 
strated with  him.  He  promised  the  immediate  removal  of  the  nui- 
sance to  some  point  outside  the  water-shed  tributary  to  the  borough 
supply. 

We  also  found  a  stable  and  creamery  on  the  banks  of  the  stream  just 
above  the  piggery  which  we  recommended  the  Water  Commissioners 
to  remove  or  divert  the  drainage  from  the  borough  supply. 

The  president  of  creamery  agreed  to  investigate  the  matter  of  treat- 
ing the  sewage  from  the  creamery  but  did  not  agree  to  divert  it. 

We  also  found  a  large  livery  stable,  owned  by  Keeler  &  Adams, 
located  very  close  to  the  stream  with  manure  yard  on  the  rear  sloping 
back  to  the  margin  of  the  brook,  the  soakage  from  the  manure  run- 
ning into  the  stream.     The  proprietors  agreed  to  abate  this  nuisance. 

We  found  the  privy  vault  of  Dr.  located  very  close  to  the 

brook,  with  overflow  into  the  brook.  We  notified  the  Commissioners 
that  this  was  the  most  dangerous  source  of  pollution,  and  recom- 
mended them  to  give  their  immediate  attention  to  its  removal. 

We  also  inspected  the  premises  of  on  the  west  side 

of  Main  street,  and  found  his  piggery  and  barnyard  'located  very  close 
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to  the  margin  of  the  brook.  We  recommended  the  commissioners  to 
lay  tile  sewer  through  his  premises  to  carry  the  water  ;  this  would  par- 
tially avoid  the  nuisance. 

Your  committee  accomplished   what  they  could,  with  the  limited 
powers  conferred  on  them  by  existing  laws.

The  matter  of  the  undelayed  transit  of  the  dead  bodies  of  Con- 
necticut citizens  through  the  city  of  New  York  has  been  for  one 
or  two  years  a  subject  of  consideration  with  the  Health  Depart- 
ment of  that  city.

The  last  section  of  the  ordinance  is  the  amendment  adopted  in  compli- 
ance with  your  request  of  the  1st  inst.  The  Register  of  Records  has 
notified  the  railroad  and  steamboat  lines  entering  in  this  city  to  accept 
the  coupons  attached  to  your  permit  when  accompanying  dead  bodies 
in  transit.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  Health  Department  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  held  at  its  office  on  the  9th  day  of  August,  1893, 
the  following  resolutions  were  adopted  : 

Resolved,  That,  under  the  power  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Health 
Departtnent,  the  following  additional  amendment  of  the  Sanitary  Code 
for  the  security  of  life  and  health  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  adopted 
and  declared  to  form  a  portion  of  the  Sanitary  Code  : 

Resolved,  That  Section  155  of  the  Sanitary  Code  be  and  is  hereby 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  : 

Sec.  155.  That  no  captain,  agent,  or  person  having  charge  of  or 
attached  to  any  ferry-boat,  sailing  or  other  vessel,  nor  any  person  in 
charge  of  any  car,  stage,  or  other  vehicle,  or  public  or  private  convey- 
ance, shall  convey  or  allow  to  be  conveyed  thereon  or  by  any  means 
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aforesaid,  nor  shall  any  person  convey  or  allow  to  be  carried  or  con- 
veyed, in  any  manner,  from  or  in  the  City  of  New  York,  the  dead  body 
of  any  human  being,  or  any  part  thereof,  without  a  permit  therefor 
from  this  department.  And  the  proper  coupon  for  that  purpose 
attached  to  any  such  permit,  when  issued,  shall  be  preserved  and 
returned  to  this  department,  as  its  regulations  may  require,  by  the 
proper  officer  or  person  on  each  boat  or  vessel,  and  by  the  proper  per- 
son in  charge  of  any  train  of  cars  or  vehicle  on  which  any  such  body 
may  be  carried  from  said  city.  Provided,  however,  that  the  same 
effect  shall  be  given,  under  this  section,  to  a  transit  permit  issued  by 
the  Health  Officer,  or  Board  of  Health,  of  the  City  of  Brooklyn,  as  to  a 
transit  permit  issued  from  this  department,  when  the  death  of  the  per- 
son named  in  the  permit  shall  have  occurred  in  the  City  of  Brooklyn, 
and  provided  that  the  same  effect  shall  be  given,  under  this  section,  to 
transit  permits  issued  severally  by  Boards  of  Health  of  cities,  towns  or 
villages  in  the  State  of  New  York,  or  by  Boards  of  Health  that  may  be 
hereafter  organized  pursuant  to  Chapter  270  of  the  laws  of  1885  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  passed  May  12,  1885,  being  "  an  Act  for  the  preser- 
vation of  the  public  health  and  the  registration  of  vital  statistics,"  or 
when  issued  by  the  Health  Officer  of  any  such  city,  town  or  village,  as 
to  a  transient  permit  issued  from  this  department,  when  the  death  of 
the  person  named  in  the  permit  shall  have  occurred  in  the  city,  town 
or  village  from  which  such  permits  shall  have  been  issued. 

And  provided  that  the  same  effect  shall  be  given,  under  this  section, 
to  a  transit  permit  issued  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
and  especially  pursuant  to  provisions  of  an  act  of  said  State,  entitled 
"  an  Act  concerning  the  registry  and  returns  of  marriages,  births  and 
deaths,"  passed  April  5,  1878,  as  to  a  transit  permit  issued  from  this 
department ;  subject,  nevertheless,  in  every  case  to  all  the  care,  pre- 
cautions and  diligence  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this 
department. 

And  provided  that  the  same  effect  shall  be  given,  under  this  section, 
to  a  transit  permit  issued  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Connecticut, 
and  especially  pursuant  to  provisions  of  an  act  of  said  State,  entitled 
"  an  Act  relating  to  the  registration  of  births,  marriages  and  deaths," 
passed  January  session,  1893,  as  to  a  transit  permit  issued  from  this 
department ;  subject,  nevertheless,  in  every  case  to  all  the  care,  pre- 
cautions and  diligence  prescribed  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  this 
department.

Dear  Doctor: — Your  circular  on  "Restriction  and  Prevention  of 
Cholera  "  is  so  excellent  and  meets  our  requirements  so  fully,  that  I  must 

beg  your  permission  to  adopt  it  entire  for  our  use  in ,  and  allow  us 

to  use  the  names  of  our  board  in  endorsement,  without  however,  credit- 
ing you  with  its  production  on  its  face.  This  will  be  an  act  of 
plagiarism  but  it  is  better  to  adopt  it  unmutilated  than  to  rehash  so 
able  and  studied  a  production.  I  believe  you  will  appreciate  the  neces- 
sity of  our  using  it  as  our  own  if  at  all.  But  you  can  get  even  by 
publishing  this  letter  or  its  equivalent  in  your  next  annual  report.

A  prolonged  continuance  of  diphtheria  in  Windsor — lasting 
over  several  months  and  baffling  all  the  efforts  of  the  local  health 
authorities  to  arrest  it,  was  the  occasion  of  considerable  corre- 
spondence and  finally  a  request  that  the  State  Board  of  Health 
would  visit  Windsor,  and  after  making  a  personal  inspection  of 
the  situation,  give  them  the  benefit  of  its  experience  and  counsel. 

The  Board  accepted  the  invitation  and  by  request  of  the  local 
authorities,  communicated  in  writing  the  following  report. 

To  the  Board  of  Health  of  Windsor  : 

Gentlemen  :— At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  Friday,  the  14th 
April,  the  subject  of  the  visit  to  Windsor  and  of  our  inspection  and  in- 
terview with  you,  were  fully  discussed  and  the  undersigned  were 
appointed  to  communicate  to  you  an  expression  of  our  views,  of  the 
matters  in  question. 

Whence  diphtheria  came  to  Windsor  last  June,  there  is  not  at  present 
data  enough  to  determine.  But  after  its  introduction  into  the  town, 
it  does  not  at  all  surprise  us,  that  it  remained  an  unwelcome  guest  so 
long.  The  conditions  which  we  saw  about  the  houses  in  which  the 
cases  occurred,  and  what  you  told  us  of  the  interior  conditions,  were 
quite  sufficient  to  invite  the  stay  and  increase  the  malignancy  of  such 
a  disease  for  an  indefinite  period. 

Diphtheria  is  a  filth  disease.  We  do  not  mean  that  filth  alone  can 
produce  it,  but  that  it  flourishes  most  vigorously  where  filth  is  most 
abundant. 

When  diphtheria  or  other  contagious  disease  has  once  gained  admit- 
tance into  a  community,  the  means  of  stamping  it  out,  are  by  isolation 
and  disinfection.  The  way  to  keep  it  out  is  by  thorough  cleanliness. 
Windsor  is  not  a  lonesome  exception  to  the  rule  of  cleanliness,  on  the 
other  hand  it  is  with  the  majority  of  Connecticut  towns,  in  ignoring 
the  rule.  But  it  is  the  truth  nevertheless,  that  there  are  certain  parts 
10 
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of  your  town  that  need  the  sanitary  inspector  and  the  sanitary  officer. 
Just  here  the  State  Board  desires  to  offer  a  suggestion.  While  you 
have  not  violated  the  letter  of  the  law  as  expressed  in  section  2590  of 
the  General  Statutes  you  have  effectually  defeated  its  purpose,  and  as 
we  think  to  your  injury.  That  section  was  intended  to  secure  the  ap- 
pointment of  one  or  a  few  persons,  selected  for  their  fitness  for  the 
office,  upon  whom  could  be  placed  the  responsibility  of  the  sanitary 
administration  of  the  town.  Instead  of  that  you  have  made  your  com- 
mittee as  large  as  the  law  will  let  you,  by  making  all  your  board  and 
all  your  doctors  members  of  it.  It  is  the  experience  of  this  Board  that 
such  large  bodies  never  do  good  sanitary  work. 

This  Board  would  recommend  that  you  find  a  man  with  a  good  head, 
appoint  him  your  Health  Officer,  pay  him  a  suitable  salary  and  hold 
him  responsible  for  the  health  of  Windsor.  When  you  have  an  out- 
break of  any  contagious  disease,  make  it  his  personal  duty  to  know 
that  isolation  of  the  patients  has  been  accomplished,  and  to  keep  them 
under  observation,  so  long  as  they  may  be  a  source  of  infection  to 
others.  After  their  recovery  or  death,  make  it  his  further  duty  to  su- 
perintend personally,  the  disinfection  of  the  houses  and  everything 
that  needs  it,  in  the  most  scientific  manner. 

That  is  the  business  way.  You  as  business  men  never  employ  ten 
men  to  do  what  one  can  do.  When  you  require  something  done  for 
yourselves  you  find  the  man  that  knows  how  and  you  pay  him  to  do  it. 

Your  Health  Officer  should  know  the  town  from  end  to  end.  He 
should  know  the  method  of  sewage  disposal  from  every  house,  and 
enjoy  a  personal  acquaintance  with  every  foul  and  dirty  place  in  the 
town  limits,  and  be  clothed  with  authority  to  make  them  clean. 

There  is  a  widespread  misconception  of  this  whole  business  in  Con- 
necticut. The  people  do  not  yet  generally  realize  that  sanitary  admin- 
istration has  become  a  science.  That  a  Health  Officer  must  be  educated 
for  his  duties.  That  in  the  discharge  of  those  duties,  he  must  give  his 
time  and  an  intelligent  personal  attention  to  details.  Attention  to 
details,  is  of  the  utmost  importance ;  a  single  garment  escaping  disin- 
fection may  start  a  new  infection  in  another  house  and  give  him  the 
work  to  do  again. 

Such  service  requires  a  good  degree  of  intelligence,  will  improve 
with  practice  and  experience.  It  is  worth  money,  and  ought  to  be  paid 
for.  It  will  be  found  not  only  the  better  way,  but  in  the  end  the  most 
economical.

Engineer's  Report  to  the  Board  of  Health  at  Windsor,  April 

14th,  1893. 

While  we  do  not  assert  that  the  diphtheria  originated  from  the  un- 
sanitary condition  of  the  privies,  drainage,  and  premises  surrounding 
the  houses  where  the  first  cases  occurred  and  where  the  disease  spread, 
we  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  conditions  are  extremely  favorable 
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to  the  propagation  and  spread  of  the  disease,  and  as  an  ounce  of 
prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure  we  recommend  that  without  fur- 
ther delay,  every  privy  vault  in  the  town,  every  cesspool  and  sink 
drain  be  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  and  all  garbage  heaps  as 
well  as  the  substances  taken  from  privies  and  cesspools  removed  to 
some  point  remote  from  human  habitations  and  plowed  into  the  soil  on 
land  where  the  disease  cannot  be  communicated  through  the  dairy 
products. 

The  sump  wells  or  catch  basins  along  the  bottom  of  the  main  line  of 
Maple  and  Main  street  sewer  are  not  in  accord  with  the  practice  of 
sanitary  engineers.  If  the  use  of  the  sewer  was  confined  strictly  to 
carrying  off  surface  drainage  this  form  of  construction  would  be  per- 
missible, but  in  a  sanitary  sewer  such  methods  of  construction  should 
not  be  tolerated. 

The  catch  basins  for  surface  drainage  should  be  built  at  one  side  of 
the  main  sewer  under  the  sidewalk  and  the  pipe  connecting  with  the 
main  sewer  trapped  and  sealed  with  water. 

The  wells  along  the  bottom  of  the  main  sewer  should  be  filled  with 
masonry  to  conform  to  the  invert  of  the  main  sewer. 

The  methods  adopted  of  laying  the  sewer  pipes  with  butt  joints  not 
tightly  cemented,  while  it  may  not  be  detrimental  to  the  health  of  the 
people  unless  the  sewer  passes  in  close  proximity  to  wells,  is  neverthe- 
less a  very  objectionable  feature  in  the  construction,  as  the  roots  of 
trees  soon  find  their  way  into  the  sewer  through  the  joints  and  fill  up 
the  sewer  rendering  it  useless. 

The  old  two  foot  brick  sewer  should  be  extended  on  to  Mill  Brook 
with  such  pipe  as  will  on  the  steeper  incline  have  the  same  carrying 
capacity  as  the  two  foot  sewer  on  the  flat  grade  of  the  street. 

The  break  of  about  fifty  feet  in  the  town  sewer  near  the  railroad 
opposite  the  Eddy  Electric  Co.  should  be  built  with  pipe  of  a  proper 
size,  all  house  drains  connecting  with  the  main  sewer  should  be  trapped 
and  ventilated. 

House  connections  should  be  with  the  main  sewer  and  not  with  the 
catch  basins.

Although  the  statute  makes  it  the  special  duty  of  local  health 
officers  to  notify  the  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  every 
epidemic,  yet  it  frequently  happens  that  his  only  information  is 
obtained  from  the  newspapers — until  he  writes  for  confirmation 
of  the  newspaper  statements. 
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An  Epidemic  in  a  large  Boarding  School.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  just  seen  by  the  newspapers  that  the  scarlet  fever 
has  broken  out  in  your  school  and  that  you  have  indefinitely  dismissed 
the  school. 

I  beg'  that  you  will  either  inform  me  or  the  Health  Officers  of  the 
towns  to  which  the  pupils  go,  that  they  may  keep  some  observation  of 
them  until  the  period  of  incubation  is  past. 

I  would  be  glad  to  receive  a  report  of  the  destination  of  each  scholar 
after  leaving  Lakeville,  giving  the  name  of  the  pupil  or  that  of  his 
father. 

The  paper  also  states  that  you  are  occupying  the  library  as  a  hospital. 
If  that  is  so,  great  care  should  be  taken,  to  prevent  the  use  of  any  of 
the  books  in  the  library  while  the  room  is  so  used. 

If  the  books  were  freely  handled  and  opened  they  would  become 
infected,  and  it  would  be  almost  imposible  to  disinfect  them. 

A  book  thus  infected,  and  replaced  in  the  shelves,  would  retain  the 
infection  between  the  leaves,  so  shut  off  from  light  and  air  that  it 
might  renew  an  outbreak  in  your  school  years  afterward. 

Excuse  me  for  making  this  suggestion,  but  the  special  danger  of  pre- 
serving the  infection  in  books  may  not  have  occurred  to  you. 

I  send  you  by  this  mail  some  of  the  circulars  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health,  relating  to  scarlet  fever,  which  may  be  of  some  service  to  you 
in  the  way  of  precautionary  hints.

Upon  receipt  of  which  I  immediately  sent  the  following  notice 
to  the  health  officer  of  every  town  to  which  a  pupil  from  the 
school  had  returned,  giving  his  name  and  the  address  of  his 
parents.

Disinfectants. 

I  will  conclude  with  a  few  words  on  disinfection. 

If  there  is  any  one  duty  of  health  officers  more  important  than 
another  in  controlling  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases,  that  duty 
is,  the  securing  thorough  disinfection.  If  there  is  any  work  more 
useless  than  another  in  preventing  the  spread  of  disease,  it  is  care- 
less, half-way  disinfection.  The  parallel  is,  a  water  tank  with 
two  holes  in  it  :  to  stop  only  one  of  them  does  no  good  ;  both 
holes  must  be  stopped  to  make  it  hold  water. 

There  should  be  no  shirking  of  responsibility  about  disinfection. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  health  officer  to  see  that  it  is  effectually 
done. 

Disinfection  is  not  a  simple  and  easy  thing  to  do.  It  cannot 
be  successfully  accomplished  by  "carefully  advising  the  family." 
To  thoroughly  "disinfect  the  person,  clothing,  bedding,  linen, 
furniture,  house  and  premises  "  is  an  undertaking  that  not  one 
physician  in  ten  could  do,  even  if  he  would.  It  is  more  out  of 
the  line  of  his  professional  work  than  doing  the  offices  of  the 
nurse.  He  has  no  time  to  give  the  needful  personal  attention  to 
this  work  to  do  it  well.  He  is  not  paid  for  such  work,  and  the 
patient  will  not  pay  him  for  it.  Much  of  the  work  of  disinfection 
is  of  the  character  of  house-cleaning  and  laundry  work,  such  as 
house  servants  do,  but  requiring  more  careful  supervision.  The 
most  of  it  and  far  the  most  important  part  of  it  is  to  be  done 
after  the  recovery  or  death  of  the  patient,  and  when  the  profes- 
sional services  of  the  physician  are  no  longer  wanted.  It  is  quite 
absurd  therefore  to  enact  an  ordinance  as  some  towns  have  done, 
making  physicians  liable  to  a  penalty  for  not  doing  what  it  is 
impossible  for  them  to  do. 

It  is  a  gross  injustice  to  the  public  to  make  public  safety  de- 
pend upon  means  which  are  known  to  be  so  defective  and  inade- 
quate. 
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Disinfection  is  the  one  thing  which  controls  the  spread  of  infec- 
tions diseases.  If  disinfection  is  neglected  all  other  efforts  are 
defeated.  Infectious  diseases  can  only  spread  by  infection. 
Destroy  the  infection,  and  further  extension  is  impossible.  Dis- 
infection most  unquestionably  should  be  made  the  duty  of  the 
health  officers. 

Every  case  of  infectious  disease  in  all  its  relations  to  the  pub- 
lic safety  should  be  under  the  constant  supervision  of  the  health 
authorities,  from  the  time  they  first  receive  notification  of  it, 
until  it  ceases  to  be  contagious,  and  until  everything  which  has 
been  infected  by  it  has  been  disinfected. 

In  contrast  with  the  slipshod,  half-way  methods  too  often  prac- 
ticed in  Connecticut  the  Secretary  begs  leave  to  call  attention  to 
the  practice  in  Berlin  and  Hamburg  during  the  recent  prevalence 
of  cholera  there,  as  given  in  a  report  by  Dr.  A.  Seibert. 

"  A  squad  of  four  trained  disinfectors  arrived  shortly  after  the 
removal  of  the  patient.  Their  overall  uniforms  and  necessary 
implements  are  taken  to  a  house  on  a  cart.  They  first  select  a 
room  adjoining  the  infected  apartment,  where  they  don  their 
uniforms,  consisting  of  long  linen  gowns  closed  tightly  at  the 
neck  and  wrists,  long  linen  boots  with  wooden  soles,  a  linen  cap 
with  cape  covering  head,  neck,  and  shoulders,  and  a  moist,  thin, 
oval  sponge  covering  mouth  and  nose  and  held  by  a  string  tied 
back  of  the  head.  The  street  clothes  of  the  men  are  placed  in  dry 
bags  saturated  by  a  five-per  cent,  carbolic  solution,  and  kept  there 
until  their  work  is  finished.  With  their  own  pails  hot  water  is  now 
brought  from  the  kitchen,  and  then  the  infected  room  is  entered. 
Here  are  bedding,  mattresses,  clothing,  curtains,  wraps,  carpet, 
drapery,  and  such  upholstered  furniture  as  can  be  removed  are 
first  covered  with  carbolized  bags  and  covers,  and  then  taken 
down  stairs  and  there  placed  in  one  of  the  'unclean'  vans  (air- 
tight, metal  covered  large  wagons),  which  remove  these  articles 
to  one  of  the  disinfecting  stations. 

"  The  four  disinfectors  remain  in  the  room  and  now  proceed  to 
empty  their  satchels.  These  satchels  are  of  iron-tin,  are  shaped 
like  the  ordinary  traveling  bag,  and  each  one  contains  forty-eight 
different  articles,  from  a  folding  iron  step  ladder  with  rubber  tips, 
brushes  of  all  sizes  and  shapes,  knives  for  cutting  bread,  scrapers, 
cloths,  chamois  leather,  tin  bottles  containing  carbolic  acid,  and 
measuring  cups,  down  to  hammer,  screw  driver,  nails,  putty,  and 
gimlet. 
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"  A  five-per  cent,  and  a  two-per  cent,  carbolic  acid  solution  and 
milk  of  lime  are  prepared.  All  pictures  and  mirrors  are  now  re- 
moved, with  all  the  other  remaining  furniture,  to  the  center  of 
the  room. 

"  The  ceiling  is  then  swept  clean  by  a  long-haired  dry  broom. 
Now  each  man  brings  forth  a  large,  oval-shaped  loaf  of  bread 
from  the  inexhaustible  depth  of  his  satchel,  and  with  a  large- 
bladed  knife  proceeds  to  cut  large  pieces  about  two  inches  in 
thickness.  The  crust  being  removed  so  as  to  fit  the  piece  in  the 
palm  of  the  hand,  each  man  now  mounts  his  step  ladder,  and,  be- 
ginning in  the  left  upper  corner  of  his  wall,  now  rubs  down  over 
its  surface  in  long,  even  strokes,  taking  care  that  the  evenly  cut 
surface  of  the  bread  (which  must  be  exactly  twenty-four  hours 
old)  -brushes  down  every  bit  of  dust  that  may  adhere  to  the  wall. 
One  can  easily  see  the  line  of  demarcation  between  the  clean  and 
dirty  portion  when  watching  this  work.  After  a  certain  amount 
of  dust  has  mingled  with  the  uppermost  layer  of  bread,  this  lat- 
ter is  cut  off  and  the  work  proceeds  with  the  thinned-down  bread, 
and  this  is  repeated  as  often  as  the  size  of  the  bread  will  permit. 

"  After  finishing  the  walls  the  crumbs  of  bread  are  carefully 
gathered  from  the  floor  into  a  tin  box,  later  on  taken  to  the  sta- 
tion and  burned  there.  All  papered  and  painted  walls  are  cleaned 
with  bread,  and  then  gently  brushed  with  long-haired  brushes 
dipped  in  a  two-per  cent,  solution  of  carbolic  acid.  Whitewashed 
walls  are  thoroughly  washed  with  a  five-per  cent,  carbolic  acid 
solution  or  milk  of  lime. 

"  Wooden  furniture,  picture  and  window  frames,  doors,  etc., 
are  now  disinfected.  Polished  and  carved  surfaces  are  washed 
with  soft  cloths  dipped  in  a  two-per  cent,  carbolic  acid  solution, 
and  immediately  rubbed  dry.  Other  wood  is  washed  twice  and 
then  dried.     Visible  spots  are  removed  first  with  green  soap. 

"  Pictures  not  under  glass  are  rubbed  off  dry  ;  oil  paintings  are 
washed  with  a  two-per  cent,  carbolic  acid  solution  and  rubbed 
dry. 

"  Metal  surfaces,  glass,  porcelain  goods,  etc.,  are  treated  in  the 
same  manner. 

"  Upholstered  furniture  is  carefully  brushed  off  with  a  long- 
haired brush  dipped  in  five-per  cent,  carbolic  acid  solution.  All 
leather  and  fur  goods  are  treated  likewise. 

"  Children's  toys  are  burned  or  removed  to  the  station  for 
steaming. 
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"  The  floor  of  the  room  is  freely  scrubbed  with  hot  water  and 
green  soap,  and  then  again  with  a  five-per  cent,  carbolic  acid  solu- 
tion, and  allowed  to  dry.  Parquet  flooring  is  cleaned  with  a  two- 
per  cent,  carbolic  acid  solution,  and  immediately  rubbed  dry  with 
soft  cloths. 

"  After  finishing  the  floor,  pictures  and  furniture  are  replaced. 

"  All  implements  used  in  disinfecting  are  now  cleaned  with  a 
five-per  cent,  carbolic  acid  solution,  replaced  in  the  satchels,  and 
then  steamed  at  the  station.  The  overalls  of  the  men  are  brushed 
with  a  brush  moistened  in  a  two-per  cent,  carbolic  acid  solution, 
replaced  in  the  carbolized  bags,  and  later  on  steamed  at  the  sta- 
tion. Hands,  faces,  beards,  scalp,  and  in  particular  the  finger 
nails,  of  the  workmen  are  cleaned  with  plenty  of  green  soap  and 
water.  The  men  then  don  their  street  clothes  and  proceed  to  the 
station  either  on  foot  or  by  special  wagon." 


REPORT    OF    DELEGATE 

TO   THE 

NATIONAL    CONFERENCE    OF    STATE    BOARDS  OF 

HEALTH. 

Held  in  New  Yoek  City  in  April,  1893. 

By  C.  A.  Lindsley,  M.D. 

A  meeting  of  the  National  Conference  of  State  Boards  of 
Health  was  held  in  New  York  City  on  the  5th,  6th  and  7th  of 
April,  1893. 

The  specific  object  of  the  meeting  was  to  enquire  into  the  de- 
fences of  the  country  in  a  sanitary  sense,  and  to  deliberate  upon 
and  consider  what  measures  should  be  taken  by  State  Boards  of 
Health,  to  prevent  the  introduction  and  spread  of  Asiatic  cholera. 

The  Conference  was  largely  attended,  delegates  being  present 
from  most  of  the  State  Boards  of  Health  in  the  Union,  from  the 
Canadian  Provinces,  and  from  the  United  States  Marine  Hospital 
Service  in  the  person  of  the  Supervising  Surgeon  General  Walter 
Wyman.  Representatives  also  of  the  army  and  navy  were  in 
attendance. 

The  prominent  features  of  the  Conference  were,  to  give  and 
receive  a  clear  statement  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  every  sec- 
tion of  the  country,  directly  from  persons  officially  acquainted 
with  the  facts  ;  and  also  to  obtain  from  similar  sources  precise 
and  trustworthy  information  of  the  condition  of  the  ports  of 
entry  in  regard  to  their  preparation  and  means  of  intercepting 
the  advent  of  the  pestilence. 

To  have  a  free  and  full  interchange  of  opinion  in  reference  to 
practical  hygiene,  covering  the  subjects  of  maritime  quarantine, 
disinfection,  health  certificates,  etc.,  etc. 

And  further  to  formulate,  if  possible,  some  uniform  system  of 
inspection  service,  upon  which  all  state  authorities  could  act  har- 
moniously and  in  concert.  Also  to  define  exactly  what  should  be 
required  of  transportation  companies  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the 
disease. 

The  sessions  were  held  during  three  full  days  at  the  Fifth  Ave- 
nue Hotel.     One  day  was  devoted  to  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
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New  York  Quarantine  Station,  with  reference  to  all  its  facilities 
and  appliances  for  shutting  out  the  pestilence. 

In  order  to  give  form  and  method  to  the  work  before  the  Con- 
ference certain  propositions  had  been  previously  prepared  for 
special  consideration  at  the  meeting,  and  persons  invited  to  be 
prepared  to  speak  to  them. 

It  will  serve  the  purposes  of  this  report  to  state  some  of  the 
more  important  of  these  and  give  the  conclusions  and  resolutions 
which  resulted  from  their  discussion. 

Report  of  the  Committee  on  Proposition  No.  5  ;  Dr.  Watson,  of 
New  Hampshire,  Chairman. 

PROPOSITION. 

5.  (a)  What  available  plan  can  be  agreed  upon  which  will  pass  a 
properly  certified  passenger  or  immigrant  and  his  baggage  and  effects 
from  his  starting  point  in  the  United  States,  Canada  or  Mexico,  to  his 
destination  without  unnecessary  interference  or  delay  ? 

(b)  Is  it  necessary  and  practicable  to  disinfect  the  baggage  of  all  im- 
migrants, and  require  certificates  of  disinfection  ? 

1.  Whereas,  Article  14  of  the  Immigration  Regulations  of  the  United 
States  provides  that  each  immigrant  or  head  of  a  family,  prior  to  or  at 
the  time  of  embarkation,  shall  be  given  a  ticket  on  which  shall  be  writ- 
ten his  or  her  name,  a  number  or  letter  designating  a  list,  and  his  or 
her  number  in  said  list,  for  convenience  of  identification  on  arrival. 

Resolved,  That  for  the  purpose  of  assisting  the  quarantine  officers  and 
health  inspectors  of  the  ports  and  places  through  whose  jurisdiction 
said  immigrants  may  pass,  in  determining  the  sanitary  condition  of 
said  immigrants  and  their  baggage,  said  ticket  should  also  have  printed 
thereon  figures,  letters  or  words,  as  shall  be  hereafter  provided ;  that 
the  ship's  surgeon  or  agent  shall  indicate,  by  punch  or  otherwise,  on 
said  ticket  the  information  hereafter  to  be  specified  ;  that  the  quaran- 
tine officer  at  the  port  of  arrival,  and  the  inspecting  officers  at  the  sev- 
eral inspection  stations  in  the  interior  states,  shall  indicate  in  like  man 
ner  the  same  information,  said  ticket  to  be  carried  by  the  immigrant 
from  the  port  of  embarkation  to  the  point  of  destination,  and  there  de- 
livered to  the  proper  health  authorities.  Provided,  that  this  provision 
does  not  conflict  or  interfere  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Treasury  Department  as  already  made. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  be  directed  to  forward 
these  resolutions,  with  the  necessary  form,  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury. 

Resolved,  further,  That  the  governments  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
and  the  Republic  of  Mexico  be  requested  to  adopt  measures  similar  as 
may  be  to  the  above. 

2.  Resolved.  That  steamship  companies  shall  be  furnished  with  blank 
forms,  to  be  filled  up  by  surgeon  on  voyage,  dividing  passengers  into 
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lists  by  state  or  province  to  which  they  are  destined.  Such  lists  to  be 
handed  to  quarantine  officer,  to  be  by  him  punched  with  information 
derived  at  quarantine,  enclosed  in  stamped  envelope  with  printed  ad- 
dress of  the  executive  officer  of  each  such  state  or  provincial  Board  of 
Health,  and  at  once  posted.  The  state  or  provincial  officer,  on  receiv- 
ing it  to  notify,  by  telegraph,  if  necessary,  the  local  health  officer  into 
whose  jurisdiction  each  family  or  person  is  going.  Some  such  form  as 
on  the  previous  page  is  suggested. 

3.  Resolved,  That  during  the  presence  of  cholera  in  Europe  the  disin- 
fection of  the  baggage  of  all  immigrants  destined  for  this  country  should 
be  required,  unless  disinfected  at  port  of  departure ;  and  that  certifi- 
cates therefor,  showing  manner  of  disinfection,  shall  be  pasted  on  the 
baggage. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Propositions  6  and  8  ;  Dr.  "Vaugkan, 
of  Mickigan,  Chairman. 

PROPOSITION. 

6.  In  the  emergency  of  an  epidemic,  would  it  be  practicable  to  con- 
duct a  uniform  system  of  inspection  service  at  the  various  state  lines, 
as  against  any  given  infected  district,  by  means  of  which  cooperation 
and  mutual  protection  would  be  secured  ? 

8.  In  the  event  of  cholera  in  this  country,  what  requirements  should 
be  made  of  transportation  companies  to  prevent  spread  of  the  disease? 

In  our  opinion  a  uniform  system  of  inspection  service  may  be  estab- 
lished and  carried  out,  but  we  do  not  believe  that  this  inspection  should 
be  defined  by  state  lines.  In  the  emergency  of  an  epidemic  of  cholera 
at  any  place,  inspection  of  outgoing  trains  should  be  instituted,  and  no 
suspect  should  be  allowed  to  enter  a  train. 

A  medical  inspector  should  accompany  each  outgoing  train.  He 
should  carry  medicines,  disinfectants,  etc.,  and  should  pay  special  at- 
tention to  the  water-closets,  following  directions  furnished  by  the  State 
Boards  of  Health,  or  the  Marine  Hospital  Service.  Rules  for  the  care 
of  water-closets  should  be  posted  in  each  closet. 

In  the  emergency  of  an  epidemic  of  cholera,  it  should  be  required 
that  all  passenger  coaches  should  be  provided  with  water-closets  spe- 
cially arranged  for  the  retention  and  disinfection  of  all  fecal  matter,  the 
apparatus  and  methods  to  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  respective 
State  and  Provincial  Boards  of  Health. 

If  any  person  on  the  train  shows  symptoms  of  the  disease,  such  per- 
son should  be  isolated,  so  far  as  is  possible.  One  closet  should  be  se- 
lected for  the  exclusive  use  of  such  person.  The  sick  should  be  carried 
to  one  of  the  temporary  hospitals  provided  for  beyond,  or  the  car  contain- 
ing the  sick  should  be  side-tracked  in  an  isolated  place,  and  proper 
accommodations  provided  in  the  car.  In  either  case,  the  name, 
addresses  and  destinations  of  other  passengers  on  that  car  should  be 
telegraphed  to  the  health  authorities  at  their  respective  places  of  des- 
tination. 
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When  passengers  in  a  car  in  which  a  suspect  has  been  found,  have 
been  transferred,  another  car  should,  if  possible,  be  provided  for  their 
exclusive  use. 

Railroad  companies  should  be  requested  to  provide  at  such  places  in 
each  state,  as  the  State  Board  of  Health  may  designate,  accommoda- 
tions for  those  who  may  be  taken  sick  en  route.  Such  accommodations 
should  be  subject  to  the  inspection  and  approval  of  the  State  Board  of 
Health. 

Each  train  medical  inspector  should  be  furnished  by  the  State  Board 
of  Health  with  a  list  of  physicians  along  the  line,  any  one  of  whom  may 
be  called  upon  for  assistance  in  case  of  necessity.  The  compensation 
for  these  auxiliaries  should  be  fixed  by  the  State  Boards  of  Health.  A 
special  car  or  cars  must  be  provided  for  passengers  getting  on  a  train 
at  an  infected  place. 

Ordinary  articles  of  merchandise  do  not  require  disinfection.  The 
mails,  even  from  an  infected  place,  ordinarily  do  not  require  disinfec- 
tion. Household  goods,  personal  effects  and  wearing  apparel  from  an 
infected  place,  must  not  be  received  for  transportation  until  such  arti- 
cles have  been  properly  disinfected  ;  and  when  so  disinfected,  each 
trunk,  box  or  package  must  bear  a  card  showing  that  the  article  has 
been  disinfected,  and  the  method  of  disinfection. 

In  case  any  car  should  be  contaminated  in  any  way,  such  car  must 
be  removed  from  the  train  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  purified. 

A  system  of  rules  applicable  to  river  and  lake  transportation  should 
be  formulated  in  accordance  with  the  above  rules. 

Report  of  Committee  on  ~New  York  Quarantine  Station  ; 
Dr.  Patton,  of  Louisiana,  Chairman. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  expressed  as  the  sense  of  this  Conference,  repre- 
senting the  health  authorities  of  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico, 
that  the  importance  of  having  maintained  at  the  port  of  New  York,  a 
thoroughly  efficient  system  of  quarantine  against  imported  pestilence 
is  so  great  as  to  warrant  the  Conference  in  offering  certain  urgent 
recommendations. 

Inasmuch  as  the  State  of  New  York  has  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
carrying  on  this  important  work,  upon  the  equipment  and  efficiency  of 
which  other  states  and  communities  are  necessarily  and  largely  depen- 
dent, the  representatives  of  these  states  and  communities  feel  them- 
selves justified  in  urging  that  the  present  plant  and  appliances  for  the 
performance  of  quarantine  work  at  Hoffman's  Island  be  so  enlarged 
and  improved  as  to  conform  to  the  highest  standard  of  modern  require- 
ment. 

The  Conference  recognizes  the  fact  that  the  present  quarantine  ad- 
ministration has  labored  under  the  disadvantage  of  having  to  operate  a 
system  burdened  with  grave  inherited  defects,  and  full  credit  is  ac_ 
corded  for  such  good  work  as  has  been  done  by  the  present  quarantine 
officer.  The  Conference  is  informed  that  several  important  improve- 
ments are  contemplated,  and  that  as  soon  as  practicable  these  will  be 
instituted.     It  is  intended  to  increase  the  area  of  Hoffman's  Island,  the 
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observation  and  disinfecting  station,  containing  the  principal  quarantine 
plant,  from  two  acres  to  about  ten.  The  facilities  for  the  disinfection 
of  baggage  and  bedding  are  deemed  entirely  inadequate.  The  Confer- 
ence is  informed  that  an  extension  of  the  same  to  about  nine  times  its 
present  capacity  is  contemplated  ;  but  in  view  of  the  constant  menace 
from  cholera,  the  Conference  urgently  recommends  that  these  facilities 
be  increased  ini mediately.  If  practicable,  it  is  also  recommended  that 
a  wharf  in  deep  water  be  built  for  the  better  accommodation  of  vessels 
under  treatment  at  Hoffman's  Island. 

The  supply  of  drinking  water  in  cisterns  is  such  as  to  render  its  con- 
tamination at  the  stations  possible,  and  the  necessity  for  a  better 
arrangement  is  imperative. 

It  appears  that  no  disinfection  of  inirnigrants"  baggage  other  than  on 
vessels  has  been  practiced  at  the  port  of  Xew  York  since  last  October, 
and  this  Conference  formally  protests  against  the  continuance  of  this 
neglect.* 

The  Conference  also  deems  it  its  duty  to  report  that  the  certificates  at 
present  issued  by  the  United  States  officials  at  Ellis  Island,  as  repre- 
sented by  Dr.  TVheeler  of  that  service,  have  no  value  whatever  as  guar- 
anteeing any  previous  inspection  or  disinfection  of  inirnigrants'  bag- 
gage, as  this  station  is  not  designed  for  quarantine  work. 

The  hospital  at  Swinburne  Island  is  well  equipped,  and  the  crematory 
attached  to  the  same  is  one  of  approved  construction. 

Resolution  of  Dr.  Baker,  of  Michigan  : 

Resolved.  That  every  state  maintaining  any  maritime  quarantine 
should,  in  the  present  emergency,  unless  for  special  reasons  unneces- 
sary, have  a  complete  plant  for  the  thorough  disinfection  of  vessels, 
cargoes  and  baggage  of  passengers. 

The  delegate  from  Connecticut.  Dr.  Lindsley,  being  called 
upon  in  regard  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  his  State  made  the 
following  reponse  : — 

Mr.  President  : — In  1794  an  epidemic  of  yellow  fever  occurred  in 
Xew  Haven,  the  only  one  I  believe,  the  last  one  certainly.  In  a  popu- 
lation of  some  4.000  or  5.000  there  were  60  deaths.  Mr.  Xoah  Webster, 
being  then  a  resident  of  Xew  Haven,  pursued  the  subject.  Although 
he  found  that  a  box  of  clothing  had  returned  to  Xew  Haven  from  a 
sailor  who  died  of  yellow  fever  in  the  West  Indies,  and  had  been 
opened  in  the  house  where  the  first  case  occurred,  he  would  not  accept 
that  as  an  explanation.     He  found  there  was  a  good  deal  of  filth  accu- 

*  Xote. — Dr.  Jenkins  states  that  in  the  absence  of  infectious  disease  all  persons 
from  suspected  ports  or  places,  who  have  not  had  consular  certificates  of  disin- 
fection of  baggage,  have  had  same  opened  and  disinfected  by  sulphur-dioxide  on 
board  their  vessels.  Also,  that  all  cargoes  on  such  vessels  have  been  disinfected 
in  like  manner.  Portions  of  cargo  and  baggage  brought  as  freight  have  had  spe- 
cial disinfection  when  not  accompanied  by  consular  certificate,  and  special  cus- 
toms permit  has  been  granted  for  discharge  of  same. 
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mulated  about  the  house  and  insisted  upon  that  being  the  cause  of  the 
yellow  fever.  I  mention  this  because  this  occurrence  of  yellow  fever 
and  his  explanation  of  it  induced,  I  believe,  the  town  of  New  Haven  to 
call  a  meeting  and  organize  the  first  Board  of  Health  in  this  country. 
They  organized  it  by  appointing  the  selectmen  and  justices  of  the  peace 
of  the  town,  a  Board  of  Health  with  full  authority  to  investigate  the 
premises  of  every  resident.  This  was  attended  with  such  good  results 
that  in  time  every  town  imitated  the  practice  and  made  their  selectmen 
Boards  of  Health.  The  selectmen  of  every  village  had  power  to 
abate  all  nuisance  which  in  their  judgment  was  dangerous  to  public 
health.  That  law  is  in  force  to-day,  and  it  is  the  only  really  prac- 
tical law  we  have.  We  have  now  168  towns  in  the  State,  each  town 
has  its  Board  of  Health  ;  there  is  often  within  the  limits  of  the  town  an 
incorporated  city,  which  by  the  terms  of  charter  enables  that  city  to 
appoint  a  Board  ;  there  may  be  also  within  the  same  town  a  borough, 
so  that  it  is  possible  to  have  within  the  same  town  three  Boards  of 
Health,  entirely  independent  and  having  jurisdiction  only  over  their 
own  territory.  Each  acts  in  its  own  way,  on  its  own  account,  over  its 
own  territory  only.  *****  ^11  the  executive  power  of  health 
organizations  in  Connecticut  resides  in  the  local  boards,  and  they  only 
can  institute  quarantine  regulations  in  their  own  district.  There  is  no 
way  which  we  have  in  Connecticut  of  establishing  quarantine  as 
between  Connecticut  and  other  States.  It  is  only  the  town,  city  or 
borough  which  can  exercise  quarantine  powers ;  the  State  Board  is 
merely  an  advisory  body  not  possessing  any  quarantine  powers.  Still 
the  State  Board  of  Health  as  an  advisory  body  has  not  been  inactive  or 
useless.  I  am  not  one  who  believes  it  is  necessary  that  a  State  Board  of 
Health  to  do  anything  at  all  must  have  full  authority  by  law  to  enforce 
what  they  wish  done.  We  have  accomplished  a  good  deal  of  work  by 
proffered  advice,  sometimes  followed  and  sometimes  not,  as  advice  of  all 
kinds  is  ;  but  we  have  succeeded  in  doing  this  much  in  the  way  of 
organizing  local  boards.  Up  to  the  time  when  the  State  Board  was 
organized  the  local  boards  only  came  together  when  a  case  of  small-pox 
occurred  ;  the  influence  of  the  State  Board  has  been  such  as  to  have 
them  appoint  a  health  officer  in  every  town,  centralizing  somewhat  the 
responsibility  upon  one  or  more  individuals,  instead  of  dispensing  it  as 
originally  among  the  whole  board,  sometimes  numbering  25  or  30.  It 
is  now  so  managed  that  each  two,  three  or  four  individuals  have  the 
charge  of  their  own  town,  and  they  are  held  responsible  for  the  man- 
agement of  hygiene  in  that  town.  In  that  way  our  Board  has  done  a 
good  service  for  the  State. 

In  regard  to  what  has  been  done  by  our  Board  to  protect  the  territory 
under  its  jurisdiction,  I  would  say  we  have  arranged  to  issue  circulars 
in  reference  to  contagious  diseases,  and  special  circulars  in  reference  to 
cholera.  We  issue  a  monthly  bulletin  in  which  we  encourage  as  far  as 
we  can  by  advice  the  observance  of  such  sanitary  laws  and  rules  in 
each  town  as  we  think  will  be  acceptable  to  the  people,  and  we  have 
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adopted  all  those  measures  which  are  usually  taken  by  State  Boards  of 
Health. 

Connecticut  is  an  old  State  ;  it  is  one  of  the  original  thirteen,  as  you 
know.  It  is  pretty  densely  populated  at  this  time.  It  has  its  traditions. 
The  old  customs  and  habits  which  began  with  the  settlement  of  the 
State  have  to  a  considerable  extent  continued  :  the  disposal  of  sewage, 
the  provision  of  water  supply  is  to  a  great  extent  after  the  old-fashioned 
method.  Since  the  organization  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  however, 
within  the  past  ten  years,  a  good  many  towns  in  the  State  are  looking 
after  a  different  method  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  and  providing  them- 
selves with  means  for  proper  water  supply.  This  is  done  in  a  good 
many  instances  by  private  corporations:  enterprises  gone  into  as  in- 
vestments for  capital  and  the  work  is  not  always  done  in  the  best  man- 
ner. Sometimes  the  State  Board  is  asked  for  its  advice,  to  visit  a  town 
in  which  they  propose  to  introduce  a  water  supply  to  look  over  the 
watershed  and  give  their  opinion,  which  we  have  done.  In  regard  to 
the  present  state  of  health  in  the  towns,  I  would  say  that  it  is,  in  com- 
mon with  other  States  in  the  Union,  making  progress.  We  have  had 
to  contend  with  what  the  Western  States  do  not  have  to  contend  with 
so  much,  the  conditions  and  habits  that  have  been  established  for  long 
generations.  It  is  a  hard  matter  to  get  them  to  give  up  their  old  ways. 
In  many  towns  the  administration  of  local  hygiene  is  excellent,  in  an 
adjoining  town  it  may  be  very  bad.  I  think  that  the  knowledge  of 
sanitary  rules  is  being  cultivated  and  advancing  in  Connecticut  as  well 
as  in  States  elsewhere,  and  I  think  that  the  general  health  of  the  State 
of  Connecticut  compares  favorably  with  the  general  health  of  other 
States.  Although  there  is  much  room  for  improvement,  we  are  about 
as  well  prepared  to  meet  cholera  in  the  event  of  its  coming,  without 
power  of  quarantine,  as  are  other  States. 

The  National  Conference  has  no  stated  times  of  meeting,  but 
is  called  together  as  in  the  judgment  of  its  executive  committee 
the  interests  of  the  country  demand. 

Its  sessions  have  been  held  heretofore  on  an  average  about 
once  a  year. 

This  meeting  adjourned  sine  die  on  the  7th  of  April,  after  the 
election  of  the  following  officers  :

REPORT    OF    THE    MEETING    OF   THE   AMERICAN 

PUBLIC   HEALTH  ASSOCIATION   AT  MEXICO, 

BY  THE   DELEGATE  THERETO, 

Dr.  N.  E.  Wordin. 


Despite  the  great  distance  and  the  fatigue  consequent  upon  so 
long  a  journey,  the  Twentieth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Ameri- 
can Public  Health  Association  was  better  attended  than  some  of 
the  meetings  more  centrally  located.  There  were  about  two 
hundred  from  various  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  be- 
sides those  from  the  States  of  the  Mexican  Republic.  Every 
effort  was  made  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  visitors.  The  National 
Government  and  the  people  left  no  element  of  hospitality  lacking 
to  those  of  the  younger  sister  republic. 

The  proceedings  were  conducted  in  both  the  Spanish  and  Amer- 
ican languages,  Dr.  Felix  Formento  having  been  happily  chosen 
President  because  a  fluent  speaker  in  either  tongue.  The  papers 
read  in  Spanish  were  printed  in  English  and  distributed  to  those 
of  the  English  tongue,  so  that  they  could  follow  the  speaker  in- 
telligently. On  the  other  hand,  the  Spaniards  read  in  their  own 
language  when  the  English  papers  were  being  read.  The  arrange- 
ment proved  very  satisfactory.  The  program  comprised  Spanish 
and  English  papers,  in  alternation. 

In  order  to  combine  the  privilege  of  seeing  the  wonderful  city 
with  the  duty  of  attending  the  meetings,  the  local  committee  had 
planned  a  program  which  provided  for  a  visit,  with  escort,  to 
some  of  the  public  or  philanthropic  institutions,  before  and  be- 
tween the  daily  sessions.  The  morning  meetings  were  held  in 
the  hall  of  the  National  Chamber  of  Deputies,  beginning  at  nine 
o'clock  ;  the  afternoon,  in  the  main  hall  of  the  National  Prepara- 
tory School,  at  three. 

The  first  session  was  called  to  order  at  9.30  a.  m.,  Tuesday, 
Nov.  29th,  by  the  President,  Dr.  Formento.  In  his  introductory 
remarks  he  said  that  this  meeting  was  destined  to  be  a  memorable 
one  in  the  history  of  this  Association.  Seventy-five  papers  had 
been  offered  to  the  committee.  There  were  five  hundred  and 
forty-six  applications  for  membership.  Of  these,  one  hundred 
11 
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and  eighty-nine  were  outside,  and  one  hundred  and  forty-one 
within,  the  Federal  District  of  Mexico,  and  two  hundred  and  six- 
teen from  the  United  States  and  Canada.  They  were  elected. 
A  compliment  was  paid  to  our  hosts  at  the  very  beginning,  by 
the  election  of  the  Honorable  President  of  the  Mexican  Republic, 
Porfirio  Diaz,  an  honorary  member  of  the  Association,  amid  great 
applause.  The  proper  work  of  the  Association,  the  presenting  of 
papers,  was  then  begun.  The  president  announced  that  discus- 
sions would  immediately  follow  the  reading  of  each  paper. 

The  first  to  read  was  Dr.  Antonio  J.  Carbajal,  of  the  Federal 
District.  His  subject  was,  "  Influence  of  Climate  upon  the  Pro- 
gress and  Severity  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the  United 
States  of  Mexico,  and  the  practical  deductions  therefrom."  Dr. 
Carbajal  is  medical  officer  of  the  General  Board  of  Health  of 
Mexico,  has  had  twenty-three  years  of  civil  and  two  of  hospital 
practice  ;  moreover,  he  was  predisposed  to  consumption  in  his 
youth  and  escaped  the  disease  only  by  frequent  change  of  local- 
ity. His  experience  is  therefore  of  value.  He'spoke  of  climate  as 
affecting  the  life  of  a  region  and  divided  Mexico  into  three  health 
zones  ;  the  one  of  cold  or  high  elevation,  as  the  Valley  of  Mexico 
and  Zacatecas,  the  temperate,  as  Oaxaca,  and  the  warm  and  damp 
as  Vera  Cruz.  In  the  first,  pulmonary  phthisis  is  almost  unknown, 
the  mortality  from  it  in  the  state  of  Zacatecas  being  thirty-seven 
per  cent.,  while  in  Tenango,  at  an  elevation  of  10,000  feet,  not  a 
single  case  of  phthisis  has  been  noticed  during  a  period  of  twelve 
years.  In  the  second  or  temperate  zone,  as  Oaxaca,  the  disease 
is  rare,  the  mortality  of  tubercular  diseases  of  all  kinds,  including 
pulmonary,  mesenteric  and  meningeal,  is  2.08  per  cent.  In  the 
third,  the  warm  and  damp  zone,  the  mortality  from  all  tubercular 
affections  is  large.  In  Vera  Cruz,  in  the  year  188V,  the  deaths 
from  pulmonary  consumption  were  22.66  per  cent.  In  a  warm 
climate  tuberculosis  is  not  very  frequent  among  the  natives,  but 
when  it  appears  it  is  in  the  form  of  rapid  or  galoping  consump- 
tion. For  those  who  are  predisposed  and  who  come  from  a  cold 
region  the  climate  is  excellent.  In  hereditary  cases  a  high  mor- 
tality is  produced. 

An  atmosphere  warm  and  damp  furnishes  conditions  most  pro- 
pitious for  the  growth  of  the  bacillus.  In  a  temperate  climate 
the  progress  of  the  disease  is  not  so  typical.  In  climates  of  great 
elevation,  where  the  air  is  rarefied  and  aseptic,  the  temperature 
cold  or  temperate,  dry  or  moderately  damp,  the  microbes  do  not 
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find  favorable  conditions  for  their  life  or  reproduction.  A  trans- 
parent atmosphere,  brilliantly  illuminated  by  a  radiant  sun,  con- 
tributes to  the  destruction  of  the  microbes.  There  is  a  very  im- 
portant distinction  between  the  warm  dry  climates  of  the  shores 
of  the  Pacific  and  the  humid  ones.  The  difference  is  enormous 
to  persons  from  other  regions  who  have  not  a  hereditary  predis- 
position. The  former  are  good  ;  the  latter,  dangerous.  The 
temperate  zone  can  be  used  as  a  winter  station  for  predisposed 
individuals,  giving  the  preference  to  the  dry  climate.  Sufferers 
from  consumption  in  its  rapid  forms  on  our  coasts  should  be 
moved  to  the  valley  of  Mexico.  It  is  necessary  to  make  con- 
sumptives live  in  places  impossible  for  the  existence  of  the  bacil- 
lus of  Koch,  or  less  favorable  for  its  growth  than  those  where  it 
has  grown. 

Phthisis  is  excessively  rare  in  persons  who  have  lived  always 
or  for  many  years  in  Zacatecas.  Cases  of  cure  have  been  seen  in 
the  first  and  second  stages  of  the  disease.  The  town  is  very  ben- 
eficial to  consumptives,  principally  in  the  first  stage.  When  sup- 
puration of  the  pulmonary  deposits  has  commenced,  there  is  less 
probability  of  deriving  enough  benefit  to  compensate  the  patient 
for  the  trouble  and  pain  of  changing  his  residence.  If  the  soften- 
ing is  multiple  or  extensive  it  is  useless  for  him  to  move.  The 
same  is  true  of  generalized  phthisis  or  galoping  consumption  and 
of  that  which  attacks  old  age.  The  best  villages  for  residence 
are  those  which  give  only  one  per  cent,  of  the  mortality  from 
tuberculosis  compared  to  the  deaths  in  general,  and  none  more 
fitted  for  the  foundation  of  houses  of  health  or  sanitoriums  than 
Atzcapolzateo,  Tlalpam,  Tepotxotlan  and  Texcoco.  "To  say 
what  one  knows  and  thinks  is  always  a  duty  when  the  health  of 
our  fellow  beings  is  concerned." 

The  paper  was  discussed. 

Dr.  R.  C.  Kedzie,  of  Lansing,  Mich.,  added  interest  to  his 
paper,  "  The  Ground  of  Safety,"  by  practical  experiments  which 
showed  that  plaster,  earth  and  other  substances  when  dry  were 
pervious  to  air,  but  impervious  to  air  when  wet.  Therefore 
air  is  excluded  from  a  water-soaked  soil  ;  paper  strangles  a  wall 
by  preventing  air  from  passing  through.  A  strangled  wall  does 
not  breathe.  Aeration  is  necessary.  Water  stops  all  the  air  and 
a  water-soaked  soil  is  unhealthy.  In  Michigan  malarial  disea*ses 
have  been  diminished  one-half  by  draining  the  soil.  It  has  paid 
tenfold  in  the  land  recovered,  one  hundredfold  in  health.  Soil 
that  can't  raise  crops  may  raise  disease. 
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"Medical  Demography"  was  the  title  of  a  paper  prepared  by 
Dr.  W.  A.  Haskell,  president  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  of 
Illinois.     In  his  absence  it  was  read  by  Dr.  Gihon. 

The  program  of  the  morning  was  ended  by  the  paper  of 
Dr.  Domingo  Orvanaiios  of  Mexico,  on  "  The  Climate  of  the  City 
of  Mexico."  Dr.  Orvanaiios  is  a  member  of  the  Superior  Board 
of  Health.  It  was  read  in  Spanish  and  discussed  by  Dr.  Otero  of 
Mexico.  Dr.  Orvananos  spoke  of  the  influence  which  the  atmos- 
phere, the  waters  and  the  locality  exercise  upon  individuals  in 
communities  and  the  importance  to  the  physician  of  understand- 
ing these  subjects.  He  then  gave  interesting  details  concerning 
the  city  in  which  we  were  all  assembled,  its  situation  and  area. 
Its  longest  day  lasts  thirteen  hours  and  ten  minutes,  its  shortest, 
ten  hours  and  fifty  minutes.  Its  elevation  is  7,400  feet  above  sea 
level.  At  such  an  elevation  the  oxygen  is  diminished  about  one- 
fourth,  yet  the  same  amount  is  consumed  as  at  sea  level,  the  respi- 
rations being  increased  one  fourth  in  number.  The  amount  of 
atmospheric  humidity  is  smaller  than  at  lower  elevations.  The 
evaporation  is  extraordinary.  The  relative  humidity  is  sixty-one, 
in  place  of  seventy-live  or  eighty  of  lower  places.  The  atmos- 
phere is  therefore  very  dry,  in  spite  of  the  proximity  of  five  large 
lakes.  Fogs  are  extremely  rare — clouds  are  seldom  seen,  but  the 
dew  in  abundance  moistens  the  vegetation.  The  rainy  season 
lasts  from  June  to  October,  snow  is  seen  but  once  in  forty  years 
excepting  upon  the  volcanic  peaks.  The  mean  temperature  dur- 
ing the  winter  is  12.9°  (56.22°  F.),  that  of  spring  17.8°  (64.04°  F.), 
that  of  summer  16.6°  (61.88°  F.),  that  of  autumn  13.5°  (56.3°  F.). 
The  difference  between  the  mean  temperature  of  the  hottest 
month,  which  is  April,  and  January,  which  is  the  coldest,  is  7.5. 
The  mean  annual  temperature  in  the  shade  is  15.5°  (59.9°  F.). 
Aside  from  the  frosts,  which  are  not  frequent,  Mexico  is  well 
adapted  for  winter  residence,  and  even  in  July  in  this  tropic  lati- 
tude, a  fresh  and  agreeable  temperature  is  found  at  our  elevation. 
The  light  is  extraordinarily  intense  and  the  solar  rays  exercise  on 
the  ground  their  full  luminous,  calorific  and  chemical  powers,  un- 
impeded by  any  disturbing  influence.  This  light  is  not  favorable 
to  the  development  of  bacteria  and  of  microscopic  spores,  which 
are  produced  during  putrefaction.  Doubtless  it  is  to  this  benefi- 
cent' influence  that  we  owe  our  almost  total  exemption  from  tuber- 
culosis, and  also  the  fact  that  the  greater  part  of  the  infectious 
diseases  are  either  rare  or  entirely  unknown  amongst  us. 
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The  afternoon  session  was  held  in  the  Main  Hall  of  the 
National  Preparatory  School,  founded  in  1582  as  the  College  of 
San  Yldefonso.     The  attendance  was  large. 

Dr.  Rafael  Lavista,  of  the  Federal  District,  paid  a  glowing 
compliment  to  the  assembly  in  the  city  and  an  enthusiastic  trib- 
ute to  Hygiene,  the  subject  of  his  paper.  "  The  necessary  ele- 
ments of  life  are  at  the  same  time  the  necessary  agents  of  death, 
and  how  can  we  evade  their  bad  influence  if  we  cannot  live  with- 
out them  ?  Hygiene,  which  to-day  analyzes  and  defines  their 
good  and  bad  conditions,  gives  us  the  key  of  health  and  consti- 
tutes an  unbreakable  barrier  against  illness.  Its  apostles  are  the 
guardians  of  the  redemption  of  the  human  species  ;  they  preach 
everywhere,  in  families,  in  society  and  to  the  individual,  the 
scientific  creed  that  in  their  midnight  studies  has  been  revealed 
to  them,  by  noble,  generous  and  divine  science,  which  they  have 
conquered  and  are  divinely  entrusted  with." 

The  second  paper  on  the  program  was  entitled  "  Contagious 
Diseases  on  the  Rio  Grande,"  written  by  Dr.  W.  M.  Yandell, 
Health  Officer  of  El  Paso,  Texas,  read  by  Dr.  Gihon.  It  showed 
forcibly  the  difference  in  cases  and  deaths  of  contagious  diseases 
between  the  Texas  towns  where  sanitary  precautions  are  taken, 
where  punishment  is  sure  and  strict  for  failure  to  notify  of  such 
cases  and  where  people  connected  with  them  were  kept  from 
school,  church  and  public  gatherings,  and  the  towns  of  Mexico 
where  there  was  disregard  of  all  prevention  and  where  the  only 
motive  for  sanitation  of  any  kind  is  fear  of  the  law.  In  El  Paso, 
during  the  years  1889-91,  there  were  fifteen  deaths  from  diph- 
theria and  croup.  In  El  Paso  there  were  ninety-nine,  six  and  one- 
half  times  as  many.  In  the  former,  eight  from  smallpox,  in  the 
latter  forty-nine.     Diphtheria  is  perennial  in  the  Mexican  towns. 

The  session  of  the  afternoon  was  closed  by  Dr.  William  T. 
Corlett  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  who  spoke  of  some  of  the  infectious 
diseases.  These  were  the  pediculus  of  various  kinds,  the  acarus, 
the  vegetable  parasites,  all  of  which  can  be  prevented  from 
spreading  by  isolation  of  the  patient,  and  by  care  in  the  use  of 
combs  and  brushes  and  by  not  mixing  hats  and  caps  and  other 
clothing.  The  exanthems  form  another  class  of  infectious  dis- 
eases, due  to  a  specific  poison  or  germ.  These  are  propagated  in 
schools  and  other  institutions  where  children  congregate.  Sleep- 
ing cars  which  are  filled  with  draperies  and  which  are  not  suffi- 
ciently ventilated,  frequently  afford  lodgment  for  the  virus  of 
scarlet  fever,  measles  and  smallpox. 
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Of  all  the  diseases  which  are  easy  of  contagion  in  public,  none 
is  of  greater  importance  than  syphilis.  This  is  not  necessarily  a 
venereal  disease.  It  is  frequently  communicated  by  inoculation 
without  sexual  contact.  Each  person  affected  is  a  focus  of  con- 
tagion. Bulkley  demonstrates,  by  cases  cited,  the  frequency  of 
syphilis  from  inoculation  and  which  was  not  caused  by  sexual 
contact.  These  statistics  demonstrate  the  gravity  of  the  disease 
and  the  importance  of  Boards  of  Health  assuming  consideration 
of  it.  Glass-blowing  establishments,  all  kinds  of  drinking  ves- 
sels, public  drinking  fountains,  public  towels,  public  combs  and 
brushes,  public  baths,  are  frequently  the  means  of  conveying 
syphilis.  Especially  is  this  true  of  Turkish  baths,  which  are 
recommended  in  the  treatment  of  syphilis. 

Since  the  writings  of  Koch  the  tubercle  bacillus  has  become  a 
definite  thing.  Its  cultivation  has  demonstrated  the  fact  that  it 
is  a  distinct  etiological  factor,  and  the  similarity  of  histological 
structure  between  lupus  and  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  Sleeping- 
cars  and  hotels  furnish  the  greatest  danger.  The  expectoration 
of  tuberculous  matter  from  a  diseased  person  is  profuse  and  con- 
stant. It  dries  and  passing  into  the  air  is  inhaled  and  finds  a 
ni,dus  which  produces  the  disease.  Boards  of  health  ought  to 
establish  rules  against  the  diffusion  of  syphilis  and  tuberculosis 
as  vigorously  as  against  scarlatina  and  smallpox.  There  are 
100,000  deaths  annually  in  the  United  States  from  tuberculosis. 
This  means  that  300,000  active  agents  are  constantly  spreading 
the  disease.  The  prevention  will  consist  in  cleanliness,  reporting 
such  cases  to  the  authorities,  followed  by  public  inspection,  the 
creation  of  a  National  Board  of  Health  for  the  superintendence 
of  such  cases  and  the  enlightenment  of  the  people.  In  discussing 
the  paper  Dr.  Gihon  said  that  too  much  attention  was  paid  to 
great  scares  such  as  we  have  had  in  cholera.  A  disease  of  this 
nature  kills  more  than  all  the  epidemics  which  come  from  abroad. 
In  the  South,  where  these  people  resort,  thirty  or  forty  consump- 
tives sit  together  in  one  room  with  closed  doors  and  the  air 
becomes  filled  with  the  germs  of  the  disease.  In  the  sleeping  car 
they  expectorate  and  render  the  compartment  unfit  for  a  healthy 
person.  We  ought  to  attend  to  these  seemingly  little  things. 
The  nation  is  aroused  about  cholera,  whose  germ  is  the  easiest  to 
kill,  but  tubercle  kills  more. 

Dr.  Roberts  spoke  of  the  alarming  death  roll,  15,000  in  New 
England,   1500   in  Boston  alone,  and  of  the  danger  from  cattle 
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affected  with  pleuropneumonia  which  ought  to  be  condemned  at 
once. 

Dr.  Fisher  of  Rhode  Island  said  that  tuberculosis  kills  more  in 
one  year  in  New  England  than  all  the  cholera. 

Dr.  Becker  of  Iowa  said,  all  recognize  the  destructive  character 
of  tubercle  and  the  ease  with  which  it  is  communicated.  What 
can  be  done  to  prevent  its  spread  ?  In  the  first  place,  disinfection 
of  all  excrement,  isolation  ;  better,  colonization  of  the  affected. 
It  is  a  national,  not  a  state  question.  Sanitarians  have  said  that 
the  disease  can  be  stamped  out,  like  pleuro-pneumonia,  in  a  few 
years.  It  is  the  duty  of  this  Association  to  put  forth  every  effort 
to  promote  isolation  and  disinfection.     Good  results  will  follow. 

Dr.  Romeros  concurred  with  the  previous  speakers.  He  cited 
the  case  of  a  young  woman,  sound  and  with  no  record  of  tuber- 
culosis. She  married  and  lived  in  a  room  which  had  been  occu- 
pied by  aconsumptive  and  who  had  died.  The  walls  were  covered 
with  sputum.  She  contracted  the  disease,  which  assumed  a  vio- 
lent form  and  which  killed  her.  Pie  pointed  out  the  necessity  of 
disinfecting  where  tuberculous  patients  have  lived,  the  necessity 
for  authorities  to  provide  for  disinfection,  for  the  government  to 
provide  an  inspector  of  dairies  and  slaughter  houses,  of  milk  and 
meat. 

Dr.  Liceaga  referred  especially  to  the  manner  in  which  the 
public  in  general  neglect  the  important  subject  of  tuberculosis 
and  pay  attention  to  epidemics.  He  wished  particularly  to  call 
attention  in  this  Association  to  the  advisability  of  the  prohibition, 
by  government  or  in  any  other  way,  of  persons  afflicted  with 
tuberculosis,  from  marrying.  Such  a  patient  of  his  lives  on  the 
coast.  The  father  and  mother  appear  healthy  but  they  have  the 
virus  within  them.  Their  children  at  a  certain  period  of  adoles- 
cence, sicken  and  die.  They  have  buried  six.  The  way  to  rem- 
edy such  an  evil  is  to  prevent  marriage  between  people  thus 
tainted.  Heredity  of  the  disease  is  its  evil.  This  Association 
should  initiate  and  carry  out  a  movement  looking  to  this.  A 
crusade  should  be  begun  and  carried  on  through  the  pulpit,  the 
press,  the  schools. 

Dr.  Thompson  of  Kentucky  said,  he  fully  concurred  in  the 
opinion  that  tuberculosis  is  contagious.  Towards  Mexico  its 
mortality  lessens.  The  disease  is  not  only  communicable,  but 
certain  atmospheric  conditions  promote  it.  It  is  destroying  the 
youth  and  bloom  of  our  country.     What  shall  we  do  to  stop  it? 
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Boarding  houses,  schools,  railroad  cars,  are  the  fruitful  sources  of 
its  propagation.  Cannot  this  Association  make  an  impression  on 
the  railroad  companies  so  that  they  shall  prevent  consumptives 
from  traveling  in  their  cars,  unless  by  themselves  ?  This  would 
not  be  a  cruelty,  but  a  matter  of  safety.  Wherever  a  case  is 
developing,  that  person  should  have  it  impressed  upon  him  that  he 
ought  not  to  sleep  in  the  same  bed  with  another  person,  that  his 
sputum  is  contagious.  Consumptives  should  be  taught  that  they 
are  endangering  the  lives  of  people.  Cases  must  be  traced  out. 
Now,  no  Boards  of  Health  are  required  to  report  cases  of  phthisis. 
The  Health  authorities  should  trace  out  all  such,  keep  a  record  of 
the  families  and  isolate  the  patient  :  else,  others  are  sure  to  be 
killed.  Dr.  Gihon  closed  the  discussion  with  much  earnestness. 
He  regretted  that  this  disease  had  not  had  its  "  Phobia.  " 
Where  one  thousand  die  of  cholera-phobia,  one  hundred  thousand 
are  saved.  If  there  was  a  tuberculophobia,  we  wouldn't  be  using 
drinking  vessels  in  common  with  these  pest-pervaded  people. 
In  the  sleeping  cars  they  spit  upon  the  blankets,  which  are  folded 
up,  put  away  and  the  next  night  used  by  some  innocent  sleeper. 
This  is  not  a  new  thing  in  this  Association.  A  resolution  has 
been  passed  that  it  is  our  unanimous  sense  that  tuberculous  sputa 
should  be  destroyed.  There  are  various  methods  of  doing  this, 
There  is  the  paper  cup,  the  German  silver  cup  with  a  glass 
mouth-piece.  We  must  formulate  something  and  have  it  enacted 
by  law. 

The  Solemn  Inaugural  Session 

was  held  in  the  National  Theater  at  eight  p.  m.  The  beautiful 
building  was  filled  with  Castilian  ladies  and  gentlemen  in  full 
evening  dress.  A  superb  orchestra  of  sixty  pieces  discoursed 
delightful  music,  the  Star  Spangled  Banner,  God  Save  the  Queen, 
and  the  Mexican  National  Hymn,  pleasing  the  representatives  of 
each  nation  represented.  Dr.  Edwardo  Liceaga,  the  moving 
spirit  of  the  convention,  delivered  an  eloquent  Address  of  Wel- 
come, a  portion  only  of  which  can  be  given  here. — "  And  what 
have  our  visitors  come  to  do  in  our  midst  ?  They  have  come  to 
impart  to  us  their  own  faith,  to  instruct  us  in  their  method  of 
working,  to  spread  new  ideas,  to  concert  with  us  a  mutual  plan  of 
defense  against  the  propagation  of  such  diseases  as  rise  among  us, 
to  see  what  means  Nature  employs  to  enable  us  to  breathe  at  this 
immense  altitude,  to  observe  how  we  build  our  dwellings  in  a  cli- 
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mate  in  which  artificial  heat  is  not  required,  to  admire  the  purity 
of  our  atmosphere,  the  transparency  of  our  light,  the  radiance  of 
our  sun,  to  examine  the  modifications  produced  by  the  meteoro- 
logical conditions  of  this  altitude  within  the  tropics  on  the  mode 

of  existence  of  animated  beings Gentlemen,  receive  the 

thanks  which  I  offer  you  in  the  name  of  my  country  for  having 
selected  this  city  as  the  scene  of  your  meeting.  Gentlemen,  I  bid 
you  welcome.  " 

The  President,  Dr.  Felix  Formento,  followed  with  an  address, 
somewhat  lengthy,  in  which  he  reviewed  the  progress  of  Sanitary 
Science  during  the  year,  and  closed  with  a  beautiful  tribute  to 
Mexico.  "The  prosperity  of  this  land  of  the  Montezumas  under 
its  progressive  republican  form  of  government,  its  modern  re- 
sources, its  bold  railways  and  viaducts,  its  gigantic  mountains, 
its  thriving  towns  and  cities,  its  mines  and  its  forests,  its  palaces, 
cathedrals,  schools  and  museums — the  whole  thing  brought  out 
in  relief  by  the  vestiges  of  its  immortal  past,  a  double  civilization 
in  striking  contrast.  This  day  will  be  inscribed  in  golden  letters 
in  the  Annals  of  the  Association,  and  I  hereby  express  the  senti- 
ment of  the  assemblage,  when  I  exclaim  from  the  bottom  of  my 
heart,  Viva  Mexico. 

On  Wednesday  Morning 

the  Association  again  assembled  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies. 
Dr.  R.  M.  Swearingen,  State  Health  Officer  of  Texas,  caused  some 
little  commotion  by  a  paper  on  The  Sanitary  Relations  of  Texas 
and  Mexico,  showing  how  his  State  was  exposed  to  smallpox, 
especially,  by  the  laxity  of  the  people  on  the  Southern  side  of  the 
Rio  Grande,  and  their  failure  to  prevent  the  deadly  disease.  He 
made  the  statement  that  one  fourth  of  all  the  deaths  of  the  world 
are  from  preventable  causes.  People  should  know  this.  There 
were  in  his  State  last  year  1,903  recorded  cases  of  smallpox.  Of 
this  number  464  died.  One  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars 
had  been  expended  in  caring  for  them.  During  the  present  year 
there  have  been,  thus  far,  1,109  cases  with  109  deaths  and  $19,341 
had  been  expended  in  caring  for  them,  and  Texas  protests  against 
these  impending  evils. 

All  the  papers  of  this  session  were  of  local  interest  and  con- 
cerned more  particularly  the  residents  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico. 

The  afternoon  session  was,  as  usual,  in  the  Main  Hall  of  the 
National  Preparatory  School.     The   first   paper,   by    Dr.    Juan 
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Ramirez  de  Arellano,  of  the  Federal  District  of  Mexico,  was  on 
Croup  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  and  prophylactic  measures  against 
its  growth.  The  conclusions  at  which  he  arrived  are  good  enough 
to  be  given  here  in  full. 

First :  in  order  to  avoid  as  much  as  possible  the  propagation  of 
diphtheria,  an  examination  ought  always  to  be  made,  for  it  is 
important  to  fix  the  diagnosis  rapidly  and  precisely. 

Second  :  The  patient  must  be  completely  isolated,  and  on  no 
account  must  any  one  be  allowed  to  come  near  him  besides  the 
persons  engaged  in  his  assistance.  If  there  are  other  children  in 
the  house  they  should  be  removed  without  loss  of  time. 

Third  :  As  these  children  may  have  already  contracted  the  germ 
of  the  disease  they  must  be  continually  watched  and  not  permitted 
to  go  to  school  so  that  they  may  not  be  the  means  of  spreading 
the  illness. 

Fourth  :  At  the  entrance  of  any  house  where  there  is  a  patient 
suffering  from  diphtheria  a  small  red  flag  should  be  placed,  to 
serve  as  a  sign  of  danger  to  warn  mothers  not  to  allow  their  chil- 
dren to  enter,  and  at  the  same  time  to  show  other  persons  the 
danger  they  run  of  carrying  the  germ  to  their  families  ;  and  if  it 
is  absolutely  necessary  for  any  one  to  enter  they  must  submit  to 
the  following  preventive  conditions  : 

Fifth  :  Every  person  who  visits  a  diphtheritic  patient  should 
change  his  dress  before  coming  into  contact  with  other  children 
and  take  great  care  to  disinfect  his  face  and  hands. 

Sixth  :  The  persons  assisting  the  patient  must  try  not  to  have 
him  in  their  arms,  and  in  the  paroxysms  of  coughing  they  must 
avoid  receiving  on  their  face  or  hands  any  of  the  false  membranes 
or  secretions  that  are  thrown  out.  Scratches,  cuts  or  any  part 
with  the  skin  off,  must  be  especially  kept  from  such  contact. 

Seventh  :  Coaches,  hand-chairs  or  any  other  piece  of  furniture 
that  is  used  to  carry  the  patient  must  be  disinfected,  and  with 
much  more  reason  should  the  rooms,  in  which  the  patients  have 
been,  be  subjected  to  a  most  scrupulous  disinfection. 

Eighth  :  The  articles  used  in  examining  the  throat  of  the  pa- 
tient, those  used  for  his  food,  objects  of  china,  glass,  metal, 
etc.,  all  must  be  disinfected  daily  in  boiling  water  with  bi-car- 
bonate  of  soda. 

Ninth  :  Any  sponges  or  rags  used  for  cleaning  the  mouth  or  for 
other  purposes  must  be  burned  at  once. 
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Tenth  :  All  clothes  used  by  the  patient  must  be  submerged  in  a 
solution  of  carbolic  acid  of  two  per  cent,  while  they  are  in  the  sick 
room,  whence  they  must  be  taken  to  the  disinfecting  stove,  into 
which  must  also  be  put  the  mattrasses,  sheets,  pillows,  blankets 
or  anything  else  that  has  been  used  during  the  sickness. 

Eleventh  :  On  sweeping  the  room  of  the  patient  care  must  be 
taken  to  first  sprinkle  the  floor  with  a  solution  of  bi-chloride  of 
mercury  of  one  per  thousand  to  raise  as  little  dust  as  possible  and 
to  throw  this  into  the  fire. 

Twelfth  :  The  child  who  recovers  must,  on  no  account,  come  in 
contact  with  other  children,  nor  go  to  school  or  any  other  point 
of  reunion,  until  a  period  of  time  has  passed  not  less  than  forty 
days. 

Thirteenth  :  In  hospitals  for  children  there  should  be  a  ward 
especially  for  diphtheria,  in  order  to  establish  a  collective  isola- 
tion ;  and  the  personal  physician  should  be  provided  with  the 
proper  dress  for  his  visits  and  with  all  necessary  means  for  the 
cleanliness  of  his  person  and  the  disinfection  of  his  clothes. 

Mr.  Mark  W.  Harrington,  Chief  of  the  Central  Observatory, 
Washington  D.  C,  next  presented  a  paper  on  the  Relations  of 
the  Official  Weather  Service  to  Sanitary  Sciences.  This  treated 
of  systematic  observations  in  Climatology,  the  relations  of  the 
inhabitant  to  the  climate,  as  well  as  the  relations  of  the  climate 
to  the  race,  to  the  different  forms  of  industry,  and  to  the  common 
diseases.  In  looking  over  the  time  of  the  appearance  of  an  espe- 
cial pathological  phenomenon,  the  fluctuations  of  a  disease  or  the 
appearance  of  an  epidemic,  yellow  fever  for  instance,  the  ele- 
ments of  the  time  which  precede,  accompany  or  follow  it,  should 
also  be  considered. 

Dr,  Baker  moved  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  chief  Signal  Officers  of  the  United  States  and  Mexico  and  to 
procure  data  for  practical  application  of  meteorology  to  sanita- 
tion. The  committee  consisted  of  five  and  Dr.  Baker  was  ap- 
pointed Chairman. 

The  Etiology  and  Prophylaxis  of  Exanthematic  Typhus  was 
the  subject  of  a  paper  by  Dr.  Nicolas  Ramirez  de  Arellano — of 
interest  in  Mexico  where  so  much  typhus  fever  prevails.  The 
paper  was  discussed  by  the  members. 

Malarious  localities — How  they  may  be  rendered  Salubrious, 
by  Dr.  Charles  Smart,  Major  and  Surgeon,  U.  S.  A.,  Washington, 
D.  C,    was  of   general  interest.     At  the  military  post  of  Fort 
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Bridger,  Wyoming,  it  was  noticed  twenty  years  ago,  that  coinci- 
dent with  impurities  in  the  drinking  water,  remittent  fevers  pre- 
vailed. The  altitude  is  7,000  feet,  temperature — maximum,  87°, 
mean,  55°.  The  waters  of  the  springs  throughout  the  region  were 
thought  to  be  the  cause  of  the  malaria.  There  were  no  marshes 
near,  the  stream  had  a  good  fall  and  its  banks  were  high.  During 
my  service  as  a  member  of  the  National  Board  of  Health  certain 
experiments  were  made  which  strengthened  my  belief  in  the 
theory  that  a  germ  in  the  water  was  the  cause  of  the  disease. 
Cisterns  in  New  Orleans  were  among  those  examined,  and  by  Dr. 
C.  B.  White,  a  former  President  of  this  Association.  A  repeti- 
tion of  experiments  obliged  me  to  believe  that  superficial  waters 
in  contact  with  atmospheric  air  were  the  cause  of  malaria — just 
such  a  condition  as  prevailed  at  Fort  Bridger.  In  1853  I  had 
the  honor  of  presenting  a  paper  on  this  subject  before  this  Asso- 
ciation at  Detroit,  Michigan,  in  which  I  took  the  ground  that 
malaria  was  caused  by  impure  water  and  that  it  could  be  avoided 
by  filtration.  Since  then  new  evidence  has  arisen  which  makes 
the  theory  generally  accepted.  In  1884  we  received  valuable  tes- 
timony from  India.  Large  districts  situated  at  the  base  of  the 
Himalayas,  considered  uninhabitable  because  of  the  deadly  fevers 
wThich  prevailed  there  w^ere  used  and  successfully  settled  and 
changed  from  unhealthy  to  healthy,  coincidently  with  the 
abandonment  of  the  water.  Officers  of  our  Post  also  reported 
typhoid  fever,  possibly  caused  by  the  water.  A  gradual  but 
marked  diminution  in  these  cases  was  attributed  to  the  better  con- 
struction of  barracks  and  the  abandonment  of  unhealthy  posts, 
as  well  as  by  the  introduction  of  purer  drinking  water.  (Notice 
the  report  of  Dr.  M.  K.  Taylor,  of  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma).  Fort 
Brown,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande,  opposite  Matamoras, 
was  the  most  unhealthy  post  in  the  country.  In  November,  1888, 
fifty  per  cent,  of  the  garrison  were  sick  with  remittent  fever.  In 
one  year  there  came  a  rapid  improvement  in  the  health  of  the 
Post.  Sickness  from  malaria  decreased  from  16.13  per  1,000  to 
0.35.  This  was  done  by  giving  up  drinking  the  impure  water  of 
the  Rio  Grande  and  using  distilled  water  and  employing  an  ice 
machine.  Sedimentation  and  filtration  are  methods  of  purify- 
ing water.     Artificial  filtration  is  the  best. 
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Thursday,  Dec.  1st. 

The  morning  session  was  omitted,  the  Chamber  of  Deputies 
being  in  use  by  the  Government  of  the  Republic  for  the  Inaugu- 
ration of  President  Diaz,  to  which  all  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation were  invited.  Seats  were  reserved  and  a  position  of  honor 
given  in  the  reception  which  followed  in  the  National  Palace. 

The  afternoon  session  was  held  at  3.15  in  the  National  Pre- 
paratory School.  The  session  opened  with  a  discussion  on  the 
Quarantine  Question.  Dr.  Durgin,  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Sanitary  Service  on  Ships  said  that  the  two  years  past  had 
confirmed  the  wisdom  of  their  previous  report.  He  would  again 
emphasize  the  report  made  in  1890.  There  was  need  of  immedi- 
ate legislation  for  seamen  and  passengers.  There  has  been  no  im- 
provement in  the  construction  of  ships.  The  space  for  each  per- 
son is  too  small  by  one  hundred  per  cent.  The  light  in  too  many 
ships  is  insufficient  even  to  betray  the  filth.  The  meals  and  the 
amount  of  fresh  air  are  poor.  Modern  improvements  are  not  used 
in  the  arrangement  of  the  latrines  and  no  officer  is  appointed  to 
care  for  them.  The  hospitals  are  so  situated  that  the  passageways 
must  be  used  by  the  passengers  and  isolation  is  impossible.  In- 
spection is  not  frequent  enough.  The  result  of  all  this  is  the 
frequent  spread  of  dangerous  diseases  among  the  passengers. 
Much  of  this  is  the  fault  of  the  steamship  companies,  whose 
agents  are  in  all  the  ports  of  Europe.  So  long  as  the  laws  are 
unchanged  and  the  companies  land  passengers  at  from  fifteen  to 
twenty-five  dollars  per  head,  so  long  will  there  be  trouble.  The 
American  Public  Health  Association  should  give  expression  to  its 
thoughts  on  this  subject.  A  resolution  was  offered  that  in  the 
opinion  of  the  American  Public  Health  Association,  the  immigra- 
tion laws  should  be  so  altered  as  to  provide  greater  safety  to 
passengers,  that  immigrants  and  baggage  should  be  carefully 
inspected  and  only  admitted  to  the  ship  after  securing  a  certifi- 
cate. 

Dr.  Augustine  Chacon  read  a  paper  on  The  Prevention  of  Oph- 
thalmia Neonatorum.  The  causes  of  the  disease  are  (I)  genital 
gonorrhea  and  (2)  contagious  purulent  ophthalmia.  To  prevent 
this  the  vagina  ought  to  be  thoroughly  cleansed  before  delivery, 
by  means  of  some  disinfecting  fluid.  The  eyes  of  the  infant 
should  be  washed  out  with  solutions  of  boracic  acid,  carbolic  acid 
or  corrosive  sublimate.     This  has  diminished  the  cases  in  Konis:- 
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stein  from  5.6  to  3.5  per  cent.  The  best  method,  however,  is  that 
of  Cred6,  which  consists  in  dropping  into  the  eyes  of  the  infant 
just  born  and  washed,  a  two  per  cent,  solution  of  nitrate  of 
silver.  Crede  has  seen  the  number  of  cases  of  purulent  ophthal- 
mia decrease  by  this  method  from  ten  to  one  half  per  cent.  Dr. 
Valude  of  Paris  employs  iodoform  in  impalpable  powder  blown 
in  under  the  half  opened  eye  lids.  This  produces  a  continual 
asepsis.  These  prophylactic  measures  ought  to  be  obligatory 
upon  physicians  and  midwives.  But  the  danger  of  the  disease  is 
not  always  understood  and  there  is  often  no  money  to  pay  for  the 
service.  Parents  should  be  advised  of  the  danger  to  the  eyes 
attacked  with  purulent  ophthalmia,  by  printed  circulars  and  in 
other  ways  and  free  dispensaries  and  hospitals  should  be  estab- 
lished for  new  born  infants  with  sore  eyes.  Every  physician 
should  have  some  knowledge  of  ophthalmia.  The  first  symp- 
toms should  be  attended  to  and  gratuitous  treatment  provided 
where  necessary.  The  paper  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Childrens'  Diseases. 

Dr.  Hoyt's  paper  was  a  very  interesting  one.  It  was  upon  The 
Collection,  Removal  and  Disposal  of  Garbage  and  Dead  Animals 
at  St.  Paul,  Minn.  Collection  is  made  between  midnight  and  nine 
in  the  next  morning.  The  contract  for  disposing  of  the  refuse  is 
awarded  to  some  company.  There  is  a  law  requiring  the  citizens 
to  provide  proper  receptacles,  which  should  not  be  so  large  as  to 
be  handled  with  difficulty.  They  should  be  made  preferably  of 
galvanized  iron,  tightly  covered,  cleaned  and  disinfected  at  regu- 
lar intervals,  and  be  kept  at  the  most  accessible  place  on  the 
premises.  The  law  defines  what  constitutes  garbage.  The  col- 
lectors empty  it  into  hardwood  casks  holding  about  four  or  five 
gallons,  with  hardwood  covers  which  are  hermetically  sealed  by 
rods  which  pass  through  the  lids  and  are  screwed  down  on  top. 
Five  or  six  of  these  barrels  constitute  the  load  of  a  cart.  They 
are  transported  fifteen  or  twenty  miles  away*  and  by  a  system 
of  reduction  are  converted  into  a  fertilizing  material.  The  barrels 
are  rendered  clean  and  returned  to  the  city  for  another  load. 
They  are  rendered  entirely  free  from  disagreeable  odor  so  that 
they  cannot  be  considered  a  nuisance.  For  the  removal  of  dead 
animals  an  especial  wagon  is  constructed.  The  animals  are  also 
made  into  fertilizer.  The  scientific  physician,  giving  up  his  noble 
life  to  the  disinterested  occupation  of  prolonging  the  lives  of  his 
patients,  has  very  little  opportunity  to  give  attention  to  the  exact 
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cost  in  dollars  and  cents  and  to  the  practical  application  of  the 
results  of  these  studies  or  investigations.  The  experience  of  Min. 
neapolis  may  give  some  general  idea  of  the  cost  of  the  method. 
Our  city  has  a  population  of  150,000.  There  are  20,000  houses 
from  which  garbage  is  gathered  and  three  hundred  miles  of  streets. 
It  is  calculated  that  we  have  75,000  tons  annually  of  every  kind  of 
garbage.  Of  this,  15,000  tons  is  sweepings  and  dead  animals,  or 
about  fifty  tons  daily  for  three  hundred  working  days  in  the 
year.  To  gather,  carry  off  and  dispose  of  all  the  garbage  and 
dead  animals  in  our  city  in  the  manner  which  I  have  described, 
costs,  $1.57  per  ton  or  about  fifteen  cents  per  capita.  The  con- 
tracter  receives  $22,700.  He  is  obliged  to  give,  under  oath,  to 
the  Board  of  Health,  a  monthly  report  which  contains  the  number 
of  each  street,  the  number  of  each  house  and  the  number  of  times 
during  each  month  he  has  gone  to  each  house.  If  he  fails  to  take 
away  the  garbage  after  having  received  proper  notification  and 
complaint  is  made  to  the  Board  of  Health,  he  is  fined  not  to  exceed 
twenty-five  cents  for  each  case.  If  five  complaints  are  made, 
the  Board  has  the  right  to  cancel  the  contract  if  it  is  thought 
best  to  do  so.  Every  day  he  is  under  the  direct  order,  inspection 
and  vigilance  of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Friday,  December  2d, 

Was  the  last  day  of  the  convention.  The  early  part  of  the  morn- 
ing session  was  occupied  with  business  of  various  kinds  and  with 
several  important  discussions.  Dr.  Durgin  of  Boston  offered  a 
resolution  calling  for  a  change  in  the  emigration  laws  so  as  to 
better  protect  our  country  from  cholera  by  having  the  baggage 
properly  fumigated  before  embarkation,  so  that  the  passengers 
can  have  a  certificate  of  freedom  from  quarantine.  This  was 
adopted. 

Dr.  Gihon  offered  a  resolution  providing  for  a  National  Health 
Service  to  procure  uniformity  of  action  in  protecting  the  sea 
coast  from  invasion  by  epidemic  disease,  requesting  Congress  to 
establish  such  a  service  promptly.  This  called  out  a  very  ani- 
mated discussion  and  was  opposed  by  the  adherents  of  local  quar- 
antine. Doctors  James  of  Philadelphia,  Bailey  of  Kentucky, 
Bell  of  Brooklyn,  Perkins  of  New  York,  Kenyon  and  Eames  of 
the  United  States  Marine  Hospital  Service,  Baker  of  Michigan, 
Meyer  of  Louisiana,  and  Yandell  of  Texas,  took  part. 
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Dr.  Walcott  of  Massachusetts,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Legislation  submitted  a  report  providing  for  the  appointment  of 
a  National  Health  Bureau  and  putting  Quarantine  in  the  hands 
of  the  National  government.     It  was  adopted  unanimously. 

The  paper  of  Dr.  Jose  Ramirez  on  the  Bacteriological  study  of 
the  Drinking  Waters  of  the  City  of  Mexico,  was  exceedingly 
interesting  because  it  gave  us  an  idea  of  the  source  and  purity 
of  the  water  which  we  had  been  drinking  since  our  stay  in  the 
city.  The  springs  at  Chapultapec,  Santa  Fe,  the  river  of  Guada- 
lupe, and  artesian  wells,  of  which  there  were  483  in  1883,  are  the 
sources  of  supply. 

Dr.  Chapin  of  Providence,  R.  I.,  gave  an  account  of  the  method 
of  disposal  of  garbage  in  his  city.  This  is  the  reduction  process 
of  Mr.  I.  M.  Simonin,  C.  E.,  of  Philadelphia. 

There  was  an  informal  conference  of  State  Boards  of  Health, 
called  to  consider  the  subject  of  quarantine  made  necessary  by 
the  threatened  appearance  of  cholera. 

Dr.  Ruggles  of  California  described  the  system  pursued  in  his 
State.  A  rigid  inspection  is  maintained  upon  all  railroads.  Any 
who  cannot  show  a  certificate  of  previous  inspection  is  personally 
inspected.  No  baggage  is  allowed  to  pass  without  having  been 
disinfected.  When  passengers  are  detained  for  such  purpose,  the 
State  pays  the  expense.     The  steamships  have  to  pay  their  own. 

The  statement  was  made  that  the  Commissioner  of  Immigra- 
tion, when  possible,  sends  notice  to  the  Board  of  Health  when 
immigrants  are  going  into  that  State.  Dr.  Godfrey  of  the  U.  S. 
Naval  Service  said  that  it  was  not  the  duty  of  the  Commissioner 
to  do  this  ;  it  involves  trouble,  expense  and  a  special  operator. 
The  Commissioner  sends  word  when  he  is  asked  to  do  so  and  to 
those  Health  Officers  whose  names  he  has  on  file  in  his  office. 

Question  by  Dr.  Brice — Would  it  be  possible  for  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Immigration  to  furnish  a  ticket  of  identification  to  every 
immigrant  ? 

Answer  by  Dr.  Godfrey —  It  would  not  be  practicable  to  do  so. 
During  one  day  the  Health  Officer  at  the  port  of  New" York 
passed  five  hundred  immigrants.  It  would  be  a  great  task  to 
ticket  them  all,  and  besides  if  they  were  unhealthy  they  would 
destroy  their  paper  and  go  somewhere  else  than  the  destination 
given  by  the  ticket. 

Dr.  Jenkins  said  he  kept  posted  on  the  march  of  diseases  by 
the  steamers  and  the  papers.     The  first  news  of  cholera  in  Ham-

burg  came  on  August  23d.  He  began  a  rigid  examination  and 
disinfected  all  baggage.  When  typhus  fever  was  suspected  he 
disinfected  every  particle.  He  inspected  every  individual  pas- 
senger. Until  cholera  came  his  custom  was  to  inspect  only  immi- 
grants and  if  there  were  any  suspected  cases  he  detained  them 
from  three  to  five  days.  The  Normannia  had  one  death  in  the 
first  cabin,  one  in  the  second  and  three  in  the  steerage.  Never 
before  had  there  been  a  death  in  the  first  cabin.  If  the  captain 
and  surgeon  would  take  the  precaution  to  disinfect  every  day 
they  could  stamp  out  the  disease  in  five  days — before  the  arrival 
in  New  York.  He  notified  all  pilots  to  stop  at  the  lower  station, 
after  the  cholera  was  discovered.  He  could  grant  tickets  of 
health  to  first  and  second  cabin  passengers.  He  examined  80,000 
passengers  between  August  3rd  and  Oct.  18th  ;  between  Feb- 
ruary 1st  and  Oct.  1st,  450,000.  The  Hamburg  line  steamers 
shipped  immigrants  without  any  inspection.  Not  a  case  of  chol- 
era came  by  the  French  or  North  German  Lloyd  lines.  The 
physician  at  Hamburg  was  removed  for  not  attending  to  his 
business. 

Dr.  Baker  asked  if  we  ought  to  ask  Congress  to  restrict  immi- 
gration. The  reply  was  that  the  government  had  now  power  to 
detain  a  ship  for  twenty  days  and  that  would  virtually  stop 
immigration.  Steamship  lines  would  not  pay  the  expense  of  so 
long  detention. 

Remarks  were  made  about  improvement  in  ships  and  the 
methods  adopted  by  the  steamship  companies  to  solicit  trade  by 
agents  in  all  European  cities  offering  to  pay  the  return  fare  in 
case  the  immigrant  failed  to  pass  inspection  here. 

Election  of  officers  followed  and  the  Convention  closed. 
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SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION. 

An  Address  delivered  at  the  Meeting  of  the  American  Medical 

Association  before  the  Section  on  State  Medicine,  by  its 

Chairman,  Dr.  C.  A.  Lindsley,  in  June,  1893. 

The  value  of  health,  to  the  family,  to  the  community,  and  to 
the  nation,  has  come  to  be  understood  and  appreciated,  as  it 
never  was  before. 

During  the  last  few  decades  public  sanitation  has  made  sur- 
prising progress.  The  positive  discoveries  relating  to  the  pro- 
tection and  preservation  of  health  have  proved  by  their  practical 
application  to  be  well  founded  and  to  have  strengthened  the 
claim  of  public  hygiene  to  be  ranked  among  the  applied  sciences. 

In  scarcely  any  department  of  human  progress,  have  the  indi- 
cations of  successful  accomplishment  been  more  marked,  more 
satisfactory,  or  of  greater  direct  value  to  the  welfare  and  happi- 
ness of  mankind,  than  in  the  unfolding  and  development  of  the 
principles  and  natural  laws  upon  which  modern  scientiiic  public 
hygiene  is  based. 

Let  us  take  a  retrospective  glance  at  the  beginning  of  the 
movement  which  is  still  progressing  with  an  undiminished  im- 
petus. 

In  the  East  End  of  London,  known  as  Whitechapel,  recently 
made  notorious  by  several  brutal  murders,  at  a  place  situated  on 
the  borders  of  a  large  and  stagnant  pond  there  occurred  in  1838  a 
severe  outbreak  of  disease.  The  abruptness,  the  violence,  and 
the  limits  of  the  epidemic  clearly  indicated  some  local  cause. 

The  late  Edwin  Chadwick,  who  had  already  made  an  enviable 
reputation  as  an  original  thinker  and  a  man  of  rare  judgment 
and  great  executive  ability,  was  applied  to  by  the  parochial 
authorities  for  advice.  He  was  at  the  time  the  secretary  of  the 
Poor  Law  Board.  He  readily  persuaded  his  Board  to  institute  a 
Medical  Commission,  and  himself  selected  its  members. 

He  directed  the  character  and  extent  of  the  investigation.  He 
did  not  limit  it  to  the  existing  epidemic,  but  made  it  to  include 
the  sanitary  condition  of  the  whole  city  of  London.  The  judg- 
ment and  foresight  of  Edwin  Chadwick  were  never  more  con- 
spicuously exhibited  than  in  all  this  proceeding. 
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1st.  In  the  selection  of  the  commission,  who  were  among  the 
most  competent  of  living  men.  2d.  In  seizing  the  occasion  as  an 
object  lesson  to  impress  the  public  mind  with  the  importance  of 
public  hygiene.  The  gravity  of  the  outbreak  justified  the  pro- 
cedure and  the  man  and  the  opportunity  came  together. 

No  commission  of  this  character  had  ever  before  been  formed. 
The  exhaustive  and  instructive  reports  which  were  made,  detail- 
ing with  eloquent  accuracy  and  fearless  plainness  of  speech  the 
shameless  pollution  of  the  water  supply,  and  other  dangerous  in- 
fluences to  which  the  people  in  the  chief  city  of  the  world  were 
exposed,  greatly  aroused  public  attention.* 

"The  reports,"  says  B.  W.  Richardson,  "became  texts  in  sani- 
tation, and  were  so  much  in  demand  that  many  thousands  were 
distributed  amongst  the  people." 

It  was  the  beginning  of  public  interest  in  sanitary  reform.  It 
made  an  impression  that  could  not  be  readily  effaced.  It  was 
not  only  instructive,  but  was  also  very  suggestive.  And  the  sug- 
gestions presently  became  active  realities.  Thus  if  diseases  re- 
sult from  unwholesome  surroundings,  with  what  diseases  are  such 
conditions  most  associated? 

The  next  step  came  naturally,  but  only  as  such  great  move- 
ments do,  after  much  effort,  and  by  powerful  influence,  but  it 
came,  to  wit  :  The  registration  of  the  causes  of  death.  This  re- 
sult can  be  directly  traced  to  the  influences  of  the  reports  on  the 
outbreak  of  the  epidemic  in  the  East  End  of  London  in  1838.  It 
gave  to  the  world  its  most  splendid  statistician,  Dr.  William  Farr, 
who  for  more  than  forty  years  was  the  genius  that  directed  and 
utilized  the  registration  of  the  vital  statistics  of  England. 

In  these  two  points  we  have  the  foundation  of  practical  public 
hygiene,  the  two  cardinal  principles,  viz  :  Sanitary  inspection  and 
the  registration  of  the  causes  of  death. 

It  is  not  necessary  in  this  presence  to  trace  the  progress  of 
public  sanitation  from  that  time  to  the  present.  We  all  knowT 
something  of  the  rapid  growth  in  practical  methods,  and  of  the 
marvellous  results  which  they  have  accomplished. 

The  prominent  idea  which  it  is  my  aim  to  develop  to-day  is, 
that  in  this  country — that  is,  in  our  own  United  States,  the  prac- 
tice of  public  hygience  lags  far  behind  the  theory  and  science  of 
it.  In  the  old  and  long  established  governments  of  Europe  the 
advantages  derived  from  science  take  effect  earlier  than  they  do

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in  this  country.  The  people  there  are  more  accustomed  to  trust 
and  obey  the  powers  that  be  than  they  are  here. 

Here,  if  the  people  have  not  the  gratification  of  trying  to  turn 
out  all  the  incumbents  of  public  offices  every  year,  they  feel  that 
they  are  not  enjoying  all  the  privileges  of  a  free  country. 

Then  again  the  doctrine  of  self-government  among  us,  is  car- 
ried to  an  extreme  degree,  in  practice  ;  so  that  the  principle  of 
the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number,  is  often  sacrificed  to 
the  claim  that  every  community,  however  small,  has  the  right  to 
govern  itself,  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  local  interests  ;  and  the 
health  of  a  community  is  still  too  often  regarded  as  preeminently 
a  matter  of  only  local  interest. 

Hence  in  some  States,  especially  in  Connecticut,  the  sanitary 
administration  is  divided  into  just  as  many  little  sovereignties  as 
there  are  local  governments  of  any  kind.  Every  town,  every  bor- 
ough, and  every  city  in  Connecticut  has  its  own  health  authori- 
ties, each  having  jurisdiction  over  their  own  little  territories,  and 
each  making  sanitary  regulations  and  exercising  their  powers  en- 
tirely independently  and  without  any  reference  to  adjoining  sim- 
ilar dynasties.  They  are  under  no  common  direction  and  have 
no  uniform  system  of  practice. 

This  might  not  be  so  unfortunate  in  its  results  if  unsanitary 
influences  and  contagions  were  accustomed  to  show  any  respect 
for  town  boundaries  or  city  limitations. 

Now  it  is  quite  obvious  on  a  little  reflection  that  very  serious 
consequences  will  naturally  result  from  these  queer  conditions. 
One  exceedingly  unfavorable  effect  is  this,  it  rarely  happens 
that  the  limited  jurisdiction  of  a  health  officer  affords  him  occu- 
pation enough  to  give  him  a  reasonable  support.  He  therefore, 
in  the  great  majority  of  instances,  regards  his  official  duties  as 
secondary  in  importance  and  consequently  they  are  usually  per- 
formed only  in  a  prefunctory  manner,  or  not  at  all;  while  too 
often  they  are  only  accepted  by  men  of  inferior  ability. 

Again,  the  uncertain  tenure  of  office,  from  the  frequent  popular 
elections,  for  the  usual  term  of  only  one  year,  tends  to  deprive 
the  incumbent  of  any  enthusiasm  or  interest  in  his  work. 

Still  again,  the  public  mind  either  assumes  that  no  special  skill 
or  fitness  for  the  office  is  necessary,  or  else  that  the  possession  of 
such  skill  or  fitness  is  universal  ;  and  as  the  office  is  not  usually 
remunerative  it  will  not  be  accepted  by  competent  citizens  or 
else  it  is  made  an  appendage  ex-officio  to  some  other  office,  the 
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functions  of  which  may  not  have  the  most  remote  relationship  to 
the  proper  qualifications  and  duties  of  the  sanitary  officer.  This 
clearly  indicates  a  want  of  proper  appreciation  of  the  true  func- 
tions of  such  an  officer  and  of  their  importance. 

Sanitary  administration,  whether  in  a  rural  or  an  urban  com- 
munity, deals  with  the  highest  interests  of  man  in  the  social 
state  ;  it  aims  to  provide  a  safeguard  to  every  individual,  and 
protect  him  from  the  perils  inherent  to  life  in  communities  ;  it  is 
one  of  the  chief  factors  in  the  promotion  of  public  prosperity 
and  general  happiness.  For  there  is  nothing  so  disastrous  to  the 
public  welfare,  nothing  so  productive  of  personal  misery  and 
suffering,  as  disease  and  death.  A  nation  physically  feeble,  and 
whose  people  are  subject  to  frequent  epidemics,  cannot  be  happy. 
When  therefore  we  reflect  upon  these  facts,  the  apathy  and 
indifference  of  the  public  to  this  subject  is  cause  for  profound 
surprise.  "  For  life  is  not  to  live,  but  to  be  well,"  said  Martial, 
an  epigrammatic  poet  of  the  first  century. 

The  principles  of  self-government  which  these  little  towns  feel 
that  it  is  an  injustice  to  be  deprived  of,  are  not  rightly  compre- 
hended by  the  popular  mind.  If  government  is  needed  at  all,  it 
is  highly  desirable  that  those  who  are  governed  shall  get  all  the 
advantages  possible  from  the  restrictions  imposed  upon  them. 

Hence  when  different  communities  in  neighboring  towns  and 
cities  have  a  common  interest  in  the  results  of  government,  it 
would  seemingly  go  without  saying,  that  there  should  be  some 
common  adjustment  and  unification  of  the  code  of  laws  in  which 
they  are  all  mutually  concerned.  It  has  long  been  recognized  by 
wise  legislators  "that  every  branch  of  administration  needs  a 
central  direction,  which  holds  in  its  hands  all  the  threads  of  the 
different  local  portions."  Isolated,  separate,  independent  self- 
governments,  by  towns  and  municipalities,  have  no  cohesiveness 
or  uniformity  of  methods. 

They  lack  the  advantage  of  guidance  by  a  central  authority 
which,  with  a  comprehensive  acquaintance  with  their  common  as 
well  as  their  individual  needs,  can  weld  together  and  wisely 
direct  and  control  their  sanitary  work. 

The  practical  sanitation  of  to-day  has  outgrown  the  lethal 
methods  which  have  been  so  long  in  vogue. 

The  pressing  needs  of  the  times  in  regard  to  the  conservation 
of  public  health  are,  that  such  radical  changes  shall  be  made  in 
old  ways  of  sanitary  administration  as  will  enable  the  most  eco- 
nomical and  efficient  application  of  the  laws  of  sanitary  science. 
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Sanitary  administration  is  sometimes  designated  "State  Medi- 
cine," by  which  may  be  understood  that  function  of  the  State, 
in  the  exercise  of  which  it  aims  to  put  the  people  of  the  State  in 
such  relation  with,  themselves  and  their  environment,  in  all 
things  affecting  their  health,  that  they  will  need  to  take  the  min- 
imum amount  of  medicine.  This  implies  a  general  and  compre- 
hensive system  for  the  State,  with  a  central  authoritative  super- 
vision and  control  of  subordinate  officials. 

A  central  administration  in  which  the  same  thing  will  be 
always  done  in  much  the  same  way  in  any  part  of  the  State 
where  it  is  needed,  to  be  done  at  all. 

This  would  be  a  vastly  different  thing  from  the  prevalent 
practice  in  Connecticut  of  what  might  be  called  "  Town  medi- 
cine "  in  contrast  with  "State  medicine."  Town  medicine,  in 
which  each  town  is  an  independent,  isolated  and  disjointed  gov- 
ernment whose  appreciation  of  the  principles  of  public  hygiene 
are  as  narrow  as  the  limit  of  its  own  little  territory,  and  whose 
policy  is  "not  to  act  until  obliged  to  do  so,  and  then  to  do  as  lit- 
tle as  possible." 

The  inefficiency,  the  waste  of  energy,  the  want  of  applied 
intelligence,  or  worse,  energy  misapplied  through  ignorance,  all 
condemn  town  medicine  as  inadequate,  expensive  and  largely 
barren  of  results. 

Public  hygiene  deals  not  alone  with  local  conditions.  It  has 
to  deal  with  the  welfare  of  populations  settled  over  wide  areas 
of  territory,  and  under  such  varying  conditions  that  the  common 
good  of  the  whole  cannot  be  attained  without  a  comprehensive 
acquaintance  of  the  mutual  relations  and  interests  which  the  sep- 
arate towns  or  communities  within  those  areas  may  bear  to  each 
other. 

Town  medicine  as  such  is  obsolete,  belongs  to  a  by-gone  age 
and  should  no  longer  assume  a  responsibility  for  which  in  the 
nature  of  things  it  is  incompetent. 

The  true  function  of  town  sanitary  administration  in  the 
future  is  in  the  capacity  of  a  component  part  of  a  general  com- 
prehensive system  guided  and  directed  in  its  general  work  by  a 
central  authority,  upon  plans  and  methods  devised  with  refer- 
ence to  the  best  good  of  all  the  communities  interested. 

In  this  way  w7ill  not  only  the  particular  town  be  benefited  but 
it  will  derive  a  great  reflex  benefit  from  the  better  sanitary  con- 
dition of  all  surrounding  towns. 
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Sanitary  science  is  of  recent  growth,  but  its  growth  has  been 
vigorous  and  healthy.  Treatises  on  public  hygiene  have  been 
written  since  the  days  of  Hippocrates,  but  it  is  only  within  the 
last  two  decades  that  accumulating  knowledge  has  crystallized  in 
form  and  taken  a  scientific  character. 

In  the  words  of  Dr.  Guy,  "  It  has  to  do  with  persons  of  every 
rank,  of  both  sexes,  of  every  age.  It  takes  cognizance  of  the 
houses  and  places  in  which  they  live  ;  of  their  occupation  and 
modes  of  life  ;  of  the  food  they  eat,  the  water  they  drink,  the  air 
they  breathe.  It  follows  the  child  to  school  ;  the  laborer  and 
artizan  into  the  field,  the  mine,  the  factory,  the  workshop  ;  the 
sick  man  into  the  hospital  ;  the  pauper  into  the  workhouse,  the 
lunatic  to  the  asylum  ;  the  thief  to  the  prison.  It  is  with  the 
sailor  in  his  ship,  the  soldier  in  his  barrack,  and  it  accompanies 
the  emigrant  to  his  new  home  beyond  the  seas. 

To  all  these  it  makes  application  of  a  knowledge  remarkable 
for  its  amount,  and  the  great  variety  of  sources  whence  it  is 
derived.  To  physiology  and  medicine  it  is  indebted  for  what  it 
knows  of  health  and  disease  ;  it  levies  large  contributions  on 
chemistry,  geology,  and  meteorology  ;  it  cooperates  with  the 
architect  and  engineer  ;  its  work  commends  itself  to  the  moralist 
and  divine." 

Sanitation  has  advanced  beyond  the  mere  suppression  of  those 
grosser  nuisances  which  conspicuously  offend  the  senses,  and  are 
so  often  the  subjects  of  complaints  between  neighbors. 

The  deadly  maladies,  like  typhoid  fever,  cholera,  consumption, 
etc.,  do  not  announce  their  presence  to  their  victims,  by  appre- 
ciable signals,  until  they  have  passed  the  guards  and  have  gained 
possession  of  the  citadel.  They  do  not  herald  their  approach  by 
any  impression  on  the  sense  of  sight  or  smell,  of  taste  or  touch, 
but  they  silently  enter,  entrench  themselves  in  our  vitals,  and 
begin  their  fatal  work  before  we  are  conscious  of  their  presence. 
But  modern  sanitation  has  put  detectives  on  their  track,  who 
have  traced  them  to  their  lurking  places,  have  studied  their 
career  and  written  their  biographies. 

We  know  now,  somewhat,  where  to  find  these  secret  foes, 
through  what  avenues  they  make  their  attack,  and  can  in  corres- 
ponding measure  defend  ourselves.  But  the  system  of  defence 
involves  a  wider  field  of  operation  than  the  limits  of  a  town  or 
city,  and  a  higher  standard  of  official  ability  and  special  training 
than  can  reasonably  be  expected  to  be  possessed  by  the  average 
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town  selectman  or  village  justice.  The  exponent  of  practical 
hygiene  in  the  future  must  be  not  only  a  physician  and  micro- 
scopist,  but  also  a  chemist,  bacteriologist  and  geologist.  All 
these  sciences  come  into  active  demand  in  the  exercise  of  the 
functions  of  a  sound  and  efficient  sanitary  administration. 

It  is  quite  obvious,  from  the  rarity  and  character  of  these 
requirements,  that  they  cannot  be  economically  employed  sepa- 
rately and  independently  by  small  communities,  living  within 
limited  areas  of  territory.  Such  communities  would  not  often 
possess  the  men  competent  for  such  service,  and  would  be  unable 
to  afford  the  remuneration  which  so  high  a  standard  of  qualifica- 
tions could  justly  demand. » 

Moreover  the  principles  of  modern  sanitary  administration  are 
of  universal  application,  and  therefore  every  consideration  of 
expediency  as  well  as  of  economy  would  lead  to  the  utilization 
of  the  acquired  knowledge  and  trained  skill  by  as  large  a  con- 
stituency as  is  practicable. 

It  rarely  happens  that  the  health  and  well  being  of  a  town  or 
even  a  county  are  dependent  upon  conditions  which  are  wholly 
self  contained. 

In  the  great  majority  of  instances  the  sanitary  state  of  a  town 
or  city  is  very  largely  at  the  mercy  of  the  situation  of  things 
beyond  its  own  boundaries.  Those  two  great  factors  in  public 
health,  the  sources  of  water  supply  and  the  means  of  sewage  dis- 
posal, are  seldom  found  wholly  within  the  limits  of  any  town, 
and  one  or  both,  nine  times  in  ten,  must  be  sought  for  on  terri- 
tory not  its  own  but  beyond  the  bounds  of  its  jurisdiction. 

Not  only  that,  but  the  hygienic  questions  of  most  importance 
to  the  best  success  of  these  undertakings  require  for  their  solu- 
tion a  larger  experience  and  a  wider  range  of  knowledge  than 
can  ordinarily  be  found  in  a  local  health  board.  Besides,  these 
questions  are  to  a  considerable  degree  constantly  recurring,  not 
merely  with  reference  to  new  enterprises,  but  in  the  care  and 
proper  maintenance  of  plants  already  established  and  in  working 
order.  Something  above  the  average  standard  of  attainments  by 
local  boards  of  health  is  requisite  for  the  best  management  of 
most  public  undertakings  of  this  kind,  in  which  the  general  in- 
terests of  all  the  towns  and  cities  in  a  State  are  more  or  less  con- 
cerned. When  the  general  interest  is  so  intimately  connected, 
it  follows  without  argument  that  whatever  is  best  for  the  general 
welfare  should  so  far  as  practicable  be  adopted.     At  least  it  is 
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reasonable  that  any  one  locality  or  community  should  be  re- 
strained by  some  authority  from  doing  that  which,  selfishly 
designed  solely  for  its  own  benefit  may  be  very  disastrous  to  the 
welfare  of  other  communities,  or  on  the  other  hand  be  required 
not  to  neglect  doing  something  essential  to  the  welfare  of  itself 
and  of  other  communities.  It  is  without  question  the  true 
policy  of  a  State  to  provide  for  the  best  good  of  all  its  citizens, 
and  most  of  the  States  in  the  Union  have  recognized  that  policy 
as  regards  health,  by  establishing  State  Boards  of  Health. 

These  State  Boards  are  indeed  charged  with  the  duties  of 
investigating  the  causes  of  disease,  and  especially  of  epidemics, 
the  various  effects  upon  health  of  localities,  occupations,  etc. 

They  are  required  to  advise  regarding  water  supplies,  systems 
of  sewerage,  the  means  of  arresting  the  spread  of  contagious  dis- 
eases and  kindred  subjects.  This  is  very  wise  and  judicious,  but 
in  some  of  the  States,  more  particularly  in  the  east,  the  best 
results  are  wanting,  from  the  fact  that  after  the  State  has  pro- 
vided the  means  of  knowing  what  is  the  best  thing  to  do  in  any 
given  case,  it  has  not  provided  any  way  of  preventing  communi- 
ties from  doing  the  worst  thing  instead  of  the  best,  if  they 
choose  to. 

While  the  State  thus  admits  the  necessity  of  supplying  to  its 
citizens  a  sound  and  scientific  standard  of  public  hygiene  through 
its  State  Board  it  omits  to  ensure  the  advantages  which  should 
follow,  by  neglecting  to  confer  upon  said  State  Board  any 
authority  by  which  local  health  officers  may  be  held  responsible 
for  their  observance  of  such  standard.  It  is  quite  parallel  to 
conducting  a  campaign  against  an  invading  foe  by  directing  the 
commander-in-chief  of  the  army  to  instruct  the  colonels  and  cap- 
tains upon  the  best  plan  of  defence  and  when  and  how  they 
should  dispose  their  respective  commands  and  then  leaving  it  to 
the  individual  option  of  those  officers  whether  they  will  be 
guided  or  not  by  such  instruction. 

Another  forcible  illustration  of  the  need  of  making  local  health 
boards  responsible  for  their  official  work,  may  be  found  in  the 
management  of  local  epidemics  of  contagious  diseases. 

It  is  well  known  that  by  isolation  and  disinfection  contagious 
diseases  can  be  restricted.  But  the  unsystematic,  haphazard, 
half  way  efforts  to  accomplish  these  objects  by  the  average  town 
board  of  health  seldom  do  any  good,  and  the  contagion  goes 
whither  it  will  until  the  susceptible  material  in  the  community  is 
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exhausted  and  then  the  epidemic  ceases  spontaneously.  While 
these  constant  failures  to  restrict  disease  by  the  appointed  offi- 
cials may  bring  isolation  and  disinfection  into  public  contempt, 
still  isolation  and  disinfection  remain  the  best  and  most  effective 
means  we  know. 

It  is  not  the  means  which  should  be  in  contempt  but  the  incom- 
petent officials  who  know  not  how  to  use  them.  Where  in  your 
experience  is  the  practice  of  disinfection  satisfactorily  performed 
by  town  boards  of  health  ?  The  absurdity  of  telling  the  family 
of  the  sick  persons  to  burn  some  sulphur  in  the  house  after  recov- 
eiy  or  death  (a  very  common  thing  to  do),  is  but  a  silly  carica- 
ture of  real  disinfection. 

While  public  establishments  for  disinfection  should  exist  in 
every  community,  and  should  always  be  in  the  charge  of  compe- 
tent and  intelligent  men,  yet  I  will  boldly  venture  the  assertion 
that  Connecticut  is  not  the  only  State  in  the  Union  which  is 
wholly  unprovided  with  this  most  necessary  and  essential  means 
of  public  safety.  The  only  reason  why  disinfection  stations  are 
not  established  is  the  cost,  but  they  are  not  so  costly  as  epidemics. 

Now  in  conclusion,  let  me  briefly  outline  the  principle  of  sani- 
tary administration  which  I  have  attempted  to  defend. 

The  limit  of  this  address  will  not  admit  of  detail.  Public  san- 
itation is  no  longer  the  simple  matter  of  half  a  century  ago.  It 
has  become  an  elaborate  system  involving  in  its  practice  an 
acquaintance  with  many  branches  of  science.  It  has  outgrown 
the  comprehension  of  the  town  justice,  the  town  committee- 
man or  the  town  selectman.  But  the  town  by  common  consent 
is  still  the  unit  in  sanitary  administration,  and  the  town  health 
officer  must  still  remain  an  essential  factor  in  the  system,  only  he 
must  possess  some  qualifications  for  the  office  and  can  no  longer 
be  independent.  The  close  relationship  of  towns,  the  intimate 
intercourse  of  their  peoples  by  reason  of  modern  facilities  for 
rapid  transit  produces  in  every  town  a  direct  interest  in  other 
towns,  and  other  towns  in  like  manner  have  an  interest  in  it. 

In  a  matter  so  important  as  the  public  health  this  common  in- 
terest demands  that  towns  shall  not  continue  to  be  irresponsible 
separate  entities,  doing  or  not  doing,  at  their  option  concerning 
affairs  in  which  other  towns  are  also  deeply  concerned.  The 
town  health  officer  shall  have  the  necessary  authority.  It  is  not 
designed  to  abolished  local  self-government  in  sanitary  matters, 
but  to  strengthen  it  and  combine  responsibility  with  it.     Just  as 
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an  individual  may  abate  a  nuisance  on  his  own  premises,  in  his 
own  way,  but  is  liable  for  penalties  if  his  way  is  not  effectual,  so 
local  health  officers  should  be  responsible  to  a  higher  authority  if 
they  fail  of  their  duty  in  the  administration  of  sanitary  laws  in 
their  own  jurisdiction. 

I  think  the  idea  may  be  expressed  in  one  sentence  :  In  local 
matters  concerning  sanitation  let  there  be  central  supervision 
with  authority,  and  local  administration  with  responsibility.
